Bradley University is the 
recipient of a bequest of 
$800,000 which will be received 
in April of next year. According 
*o Bradley president Martin 
Abegg, notification was received 
from a Chicago area bank that 
Theodore Kruger has established a 
trust for members of his family 
with the stipulation that when 
they no longer needed it, the 
money would come to Bradley. 

According to Abegg, the

Students now living in triples 
in Wyckoff and Sisson can expect 
to be in doubles by Oct. 1, 
according to Director of Auxiliary 
Services Ken Goldin. 

Goldin said the bulk of 
students will be absorbed when 
the second floor of Sisson 
becomes available. Director of 
Housing Mike Murphy said the

checking, he said.

“In the past 
they’ve allotted a percentage as 
part of the Development Office’s 
goal for the year and put the 
balance in endowment.”

Sisson, will vacate those floors by 
Sept. 29. Murphy said students 
would be moved in the following 
weekend of Oct. 1. 

Anyone tripled since classes 
began will receive a $35 check if 
still tripled by October. Students 
who do not wish to separate will 
not receive any more 
reimbursement for tripling after 
October 1. 

According to Murphy about 
300 people were originally tripled 
but the number quickly declined 
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and bonds, while the university 
uses the interest earned for 
general operating expenses. 

The $800,000 bequest is an 
unrestricted gift, meaning there 
are no limitations on what use the 
money may be put to. 

It is possible additional funds 
from the trust may come to 
Bradley in the future, putting the 
total over $1 million, making this 
the largest gift ever given to 
Bradley, Abegg said.

Chris Peterson, chairman of the 
Student Activity Budget Review 
Committee (SABRC) has 
announced that the amounts 
allocated to student organizations 
for the 1976-77 school year total 
$52,250 with $2350 remaining in 
the SABRC treasury. 

“This represents a total of 
$54,600, which is a seven per cent 
increase over last year. The 
university gives us a percentage of 
tuition and because of higher 
enrollment we had more money 
to work with this year,” he said. 

He stated the surplus in the 
SABRC treasury would probably 
be depleted when groups started 
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also housed in Newman Center for 
a few days, according to Murphy, 
however only one of those 
students had a housing contract 
with the university. “Most of 
those students were walk-ins, with 
no housing contracts.” 

Students in Newman were 


group is for any reason unhappy 
or dissatisfied with the amount of 
money they got, they should 
make an appeal within the' first 
few weeks of the semester and we 
will review their situation.

SABRC bases their allocations 
on how many people in the 
University each organization 
affects. The Student Center 
Board, which received almost 
$20,000, was cited as an example. 
“They received the most money 
because they supply a majority of 
the entertainment on campus.” 

Besides Peterson, SABRC 
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offered triples or aid in finding 
off-campus housing, Murphy said. 

In spite of this year’s 
overcrowding, Goldin said no new 
dorms or off-campus apartment 
housing are planned for the near 
future.

Budget figures released 
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Library reorganizes during summer

There has been a major 
overhaul in the organization of 
the library over the summer, and 
as some students have already 
discovered, things are not as they 
were. 

“The intention has been to 
provide more efficient and 
effective service for our students 
and faculty. We want to be able to 
provide the highest quotient of 
services in all cases,” said Robert 
Jones, director of the library. 

Basically, what has happened is 
that the library is more 


centralized than it was before. 
Instead of six different 
information centers, there is only 
one, which is located on the main 
floor and connected to the other 
floors by phone. 

Bound periodicals, which were 
previously on several different 
floors, are now all on the top 
floor, although the periodical 
guides are now on the' second 
floor with the other reference 
materials. Current periodicals are 
on the second floor, and are now, 
along with the government 
documents section, open stack. 




This means students have access 
to these materials without going 
through a librarian. 

Another innovation is the 
addition of a typing room on the 
top floor. There, typewriters are 
available for student use during all 
library hours. 

Library hours are longer this 
year than last, and the 
twenty-four hour study room, 
located on the east side of the 
library, is open at all times, 
although it does not have direct 
access to the library at any time. 

According to Jones the library 
is trying to make as much of the 
information as possible in the 
library directly accessible to the 
student. 

Jones said he is trying to make 
the library effectively serve both 
the informed and the uninformed 
user, adding that, “Our aim is to 
develop a high level of 
competence in all Bradley 
students.” 

To further this aim, the library 
is providing instruction in library

use in all freshman composition 
classes, and is producing more 
handouts on library use (available 
on the main floor.) 

The library is also giving free 
space to the Illinois Valley 
Library Association’s interloari 
department in what Jones says is a 
mutually beneficial arrangement.

quality of inter-library loan 
system than we could ever do on 
our own,” Jones said. 

As of last spring, Bradley’s 
library is also tied in by computer 
to the Ohio College Library 
Center (OCLC), which keeps 
records of library inventories. 
This system facilitates research, as 
well as simplifying some routine 
library bookwork. 

“I hope in the near future to 
have one terminal for student 
use,” said Jones, explaining that 
presently only the librarians can 
use the system. 

By the beginning of next 
semester the library will be 
changed even more. A new 
security system is being installed 
which will allow library material 
to be even more accessible to 
students.

“The inability for half a dozen 
people to rush large groups” was 
the main reason given by Ed 
Jrban, vice president of Kappa 
Delta Rho (KDR), for the 
raternity’s withdrawal from 
Bradley’s Inter-Fraternity 
Council (IFC) 

According to Urban, the 
decision came from the active 
chapter after returning to school 
at the beginning of the semester. 
There were only six active 
members and Urban said there 
was no way the six could put on 
an effective rush. 

Urban said KDR is still 


considered to be active by its 
national chapter, and the national 
president has been to Bradley to 
try and help rejuvenate the 
fraternity. 

Besides help from their 
national, KDR has a strong alumni 
chapter which, according to 
Urban “is helping us to physically 
build up the house. Guys have 
come over after work and helped 
us paint.” He added that the 
alumni are also helping 
financially. 

KDR is taking part in informal 
rush and Urban said, “We are 
hoping to get a significant number 


of new people. These people 
would be the backbone in 
revitalizing the house.” 

Urban said KDR hopes to 
actively participate in IFC affairs 
by next semester. “As soon as we 
can, we will.” 


The KDR house at 1508 W. 
Barker can comfortably house 20 
people according to Urban. 
Presently there are five actives 
living in the house, one 
off-campus and two boarders. The 
house is owned by an alumnus, 
and Urban said the chapter is in 
no financial difficulty whatsoever 


.Trustees approve SC cash bar 



Two years ago alcohol was 
allowed in the dorms; last year the 
selling of alcohol was allowed at 
Student Center Jams; and this 
year the Sit V Bull room may get 
a bar. 

Permission has been given by 
the Board of Trustees for the 
construction of a bar in the 
Student Center, according to 
Joseph F. Mele, vice president of 
business affairs. Only beer and 
wine would be sold. 

What about the wide-spread 
rumor that Lydia Bradley’s will 


forbade alcohol on campus? Just a 
myth, according to Mele. “The 
myth of the thing was that there 
was something in the will,” Mele 
said. “The only thing the will said 
was ‘No beverages in Bradley 
Park.” 

All other restrictions came 
from city ordinances, which were 
changed in 1975, according to 
Mele. 

The only thing holding up the 
construction of the bar is 
finances. Bradley has no money 
put aside to buy the equipment 


necessary for the construction of 
a bar, and therefore has to depend 
on donations. 

The bar, when completed, is 
tentatively scheduled to be open 
6-11 p.m. Monday through 
Thursday, 3-12:30 p.m. Fridays 
and 6-12:30 Saturdays. 

The bar, according to Mele, 
would probably also be opened 
for special events at other times of 
day, such as afternoon basketball 
games. The earliest the bar could 
be open will be next semester, 
according to Mele.

organizations.” 

Chairman of SABRC Chris 
Peterson reported, “We (SABRC) 
do have a policy statement and it 
is required in the University 
Planning Guide. Everyone on the 
committee is qualified. Thirty 
people were interested and we 
took eight.

Bradley Scout 
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76 Housing fiasco

Hey, buddy, can you spare a bed?.. . a desk.. . a lamp... 
a closet? 

What a way to start your first year of college. Being 
shuffled around between dorms, not knowing where you’ll be 
after Oct. 1, wondering if you’ll ever have a normal room 
with a normal roommate and a desk all your own. 

There’s no excuse for the ’76 housing fiasco, and nobody’s 
trying to make any. 

The university was caught with its pants down and some 
of us are still scratching our heads and wondering how it 
happened. 

Those of you who graduated from high school this past 
May, were reportedly members of the largest graduating class 
in the history of American high school education (an 
appropriate bicentennial tribute.)

The Office of Financial Aid has 
gone through some changes in the 
past few months. 

Burt F. Batty has been named 
the new Director of Financial Aid. 
He comes to Bradley from Cape 
Cod Community College where he 
served as Director of Financial 
Aid for six years. 

Gary S. Nunes, a graduate of 
Bradley, with both a B.S. and a 
BMA degree, will serve the coming 
year as Financial Aid Counselor. 

Also, there are now two other 
professional counselors and four 
secretaries to help serve the 
students. 

According to Batty, financial 
aid application procedures for the 
1977-78 year will be carried out 
differently. “The new cycle 
period for applying for financial 
aid for students will be 
notification to students by July 1. 
In other words, all students will 
know by that date whether or not 
they have received financial aid. 
Students will then have more time 
to plan what they will do if they 
don’t receive aid,” he said.

Batty said that all returning 
students will file for aid by March 
1. Students must have filed all 
other applications for aid by that 
date also (Illinois State 


financial statement). “We are 
going to try and stick as closely to 
that deadline as possible. We will 
only process late applications if 
funds are available,” he said. 

Students will receive aid on a 
rolling basis; first come, first 
serve. Applications should be 
available no later than Nov. 1, 
Batty said. 

“We’re starting earlier to try to 
avoid this problem of late filers. 
So, in some people’s opinion, 
there shouldn’t be any excuse for 
returning students to file by that 
time,” he added. 

According to Batty, the 
previous filing deadline date of 
May was too late. Some students, 
he said, wouldn’t be notified until 
after classes had begun because 
applications were backed up. 

Hired in July, Batty is taking 
time to study the office 
procedures and helping other new 
office personnel, many of whom 
have no previous experience at 
this type of job. “There haven’t 
been any basic substantial changes 
in the office operation, processes 
or procedures. We are evaluating 
the operating procedures for the 
1977-78 processing year. Changes 
will be made,” he said. 

There were three basic reasons 
why money ran out early thij 
ypar according to Battv. One was

that freshmen enrollment was up 
12 per cent. The number of 
students re-applying to Bradley 
also increased. Finally, more 
students showed more need for 
funds. 

“Everyone in this office is 
eager to make sure that any 
change this office makes is to the 
best advantage of the university 
and its’ students,” Batty said. 

Changes have also taken place 
in the Office of Admissions. 

Joseph A. Armenio has been 
named Transfer/International 
Admissions Coordinator. He was 
the Assistant Director of 
Admissions at the University of 
Hartford, where he graduated. 

Armenio said that his main role 
was in working and serving 
students with efficiency. That 
includes, he added, getting things 
into uniform manner. 

“The fewer procedural matters, 
the more potential I have for a 
more interpersonal relationship 
with the students,” Armenio said. 

Armenio is the one who makes 
the contact with a prospective 
transfer student. The number of 
transfer students, according to 
Armenio, is on the rise. “Transfer 
applications, for the most part, 
are growing in Illinois this year. 
But, part of those applications

Armenio would like to make 
some gradual changes in the 
present system. “These changes 
involve working out a total 
concept in many little programs 
before we build up to a concept 
called an transfer admission 
process,” she said. 

One large change needed, 
according to Armenio, is a special 
orientation, counseling and 
advisement program for the 
transfer or international student. 
He also said that the requirements 


Meri-N-Ettes would be better. We 
don’t have vague policies,” 
Peterson explained. 

“This new senate committee 
(proposed SABRC) will be run by 
the All-school treasurer with 
senators elected by the 
constitution and at-large members 
applying through an interview 
process. The first step is to listen 
to SABRC tapes to determine 
their policies and I would now 
like to thank them for their 
cooperation.” Poznanovich said. 


(P.E. for example) don’t reflect 
the needs of a market area called 
the “non-typical students.” “I 
don’t think we should make 
people go through the process of 
petitioning the Academic Review 
Board to get out of those 
requirements,” Armenio added. 
“My key concern here is the 
student.” 

Also new to the Admissions 
Office is Gretchen Ann Fort, the 
Assistant Director of Admissions. 

Fort’s main project this year is 
the Student Telethon, where 
volunteer students call high school 
students from their hometowns. 
According to Fort, this will help 
increase enrollment in the coming 
year. 


SABRC is a permanent entity 
and was passed by the Student 
Senate in 1974. “There was a 
heated discussion and it passed. 
But many opposing views didn’t 
want it because they feared the 
‘power of the purse’,” 
Poznan ovich recalled. 

“I will stick to my 
explanations, I am in favor of an 
appointed committee rather than 
an elected committee because 
elections are a popularity contest 
and few people even bother to 
vote,” Peterson said.

Center excels at job placement 


“What’s your dream?” 

That’s the first question asked 
of a job-seeking student who 
enlists the services of the Bradley 
University Placement Office, 
according to Director Bob 
Pardieck. 

“A successful placement is one 
where the student can say ‘I’m 
doing what I want to do in my 
field.” 

Many of Bradley’s 1976 
graduates are able to say just that, 
according to Pardieck. Current 
figures indicate that 100 percent 
of the engineering, accounting, 
and nursing students were 
successfully placed. 

In other areas, such as liberal 
arts and sciences (LAS), about 30 
per cent of the students were 
placed. This may be a 
conservatively low estimate, 
Pardieck warns, since the annual 
report of the College of LAS, 
based on polls of department 
chairmen, indicated that 45 per 
cent of the graduates found jobs. 

The national average for 
placement of LAS grads is below 
30 per cent because so many of 
those in LAS fields continue in 
graduate school rather than seek 
job employment, Pardieck 
explained. 

In education, probably fewer 
than 50 per cent have been 


placed, he said, but added that 
percentages are often inaccurate 
since many of the students have 
just recently acquired jobs. “I am 
convinced by today there are 
more teachers placed than we 
know about.” 

Placement figures are compiled 
from data obtained from 
questionnaires sent to students, 
from employers, and from faculty 
and departments. 

In accounting, for example, 
only 50 per cent of the students 
were placed by graduation day. 
By the end of the summer that 
figure had increased to 100 per 
cent. 

These percentages are based on 
the number of students in each 
area who are placed compared to 
the number who register with the 
Placement Office, located in 
Bradley Hall 136, by filing their 
vitas. More than 90 per cent of 
the seniors register with 
Placement, Pardieck said. 

Although on-campus recruiting 
is the most visible phase of 
placement, Pardieck believes that 
his working with students on a 
one-to-one basis is just as 
important. 

“We can help them develop a 
job-getting strategy by our 
providing contacts and ideas for 
initiating contacts on their own,”

he said. 

The number of employers 
coming to recruit this year is up 
about 10 per cent from the 100 
plus that interviewed on campus 
last year. 

“While we’ll be hard-pressed 
for facilities, my plans call for 
more extensive solicitation of 
companies,” he said. Pardieck 
spends much of his summer 
contacting prospective 
interviewers, and credits the 
faculty with many of the 
arrangements made with 
companies to come and conduct 
interviews at Bradley. 

This year, he hopes to 
concentrate on “getting students 
to work more in the one-to-one 
atmosphere.” Much student 
awareness of the Center comes 
from presentations made in senior 
classes. Also, seminars in letter 
writing, resume preparation and 
interviewing techniques will be 
offered within the next few 
months, Pardieck said. 

“Hopefully we’ll get to 
underclassmen sooner and make 
them aware of us and our 
services,” he said. 

The Placement center will be 
working very closely with Chris 
Pratt and Harold Ratcliffe, two 
persons on campus handling co-op 
arrangements. 

“I see cooperative education 
as the key to employment,” 
Pardieck said. 

He has “never gotten anyone a 
job,” Pardieck said. 

“It’s the kids themselves that 
get them,” he explained. “The 
success of any placement 
gperation in the long run is a 
compliment to the students and 
faculty, for it is their quality 
which is the actual job-getter.”

The Adams Chronicles 

History course takes to television

Bradley University is again 
utilizing television as a means of 
offering academic courses. The 
University in conjunction with 
Channel 47 and The Public 
Broadcasting System (PBS) is 
offering the course “The Adams 
Chronicles.” This course was also 
offered last spring with moderate 
success. The course can be taken 
for three semester hours credit on 
either the undergraduate or 
graduate level as history 304 and 
505 respectively. 

“The Adams Chronicles” is a 
series of programs produced by 
PBS at a cost of nearly five 
million dollars. The series deals 
with four generations of the 
Adams family whom span the 
dates 1750 to 1900. Dr. William 
Bowers, the course instructor, 
stated that the programs deal with 
the impact the Adams family had 
on American history. “As you 


may already know,” he stated, 
“both John Adams and his son 
John Quincy Adams were United 
States Presidents.” 

Student enrolling in the class 
will be required to watch all 13 
episodes which will be aired at 7 
p.m. on Mondays starting Sept. 
20. Each episode will be rerun the 
following Sunday night for those 
unable to view the program on 
Monday. Students will be required 
to not only watch the programs 
but will also be required to read 
three textbooks that may be 
purchased from the Bradley 
Bookstore for a fee of twenty 
dollars. One of the books will be a 
workbook that will be checked 
both times the students come to 
campus for exams. The first exam 
will be administered after the 
seventh episode and the second 
exam will be given at the end of 
the course. Tests will be two 
hours in length and consist of an 


hour of objective material and an 
hour of essay. Those who take the 
course for graduate level credit 
will be required to write an 
extended research paper according 
to Bowers.

. . . a man dreaming-and working-toward Bradley's future

Until approximately a year 
ago, if a student wanted to 
register a complaint regarding the 
present triple situation of the 
dorms, there was only one person 
whom they could see the Vice 
President of Student Activities. 
However, due to a constantly 
booked calendar, the availability 
of the Vice President to see 
students was so low that a new 
position was developed. 
This position was filled by Ken 
Goldin, director of Auxiliary 
Services. 

His job is to see students who 
have problems, complaints or 
ideas in regard to campus’ 
services which include housing, 
the Field House, the Health 
Center, the bookstore, and 
Student Center. 

As director, it was Goldin who 
began the initial push of the 
trustees in order for students to 
be allowed the storage and 
consumption of alcohol in the 
dorm rooms. 

At present, Goldin is faced 
with a problem that has not arisen 
since 1967 when he was the 
j Housing Director; the tripling of 
I students in dorm rooms. The 
j reason stems from the fact that 
the 1976 high school graduating 
class of the United States was the 
largest ever reported since this 
country’s start. This peak brought 
I the university’s enrollment to 
•such a new high that over 100 
‘students have been tripled, he 
said. 

Already many of the triples 
have been dissolved as some 
students have withdrawn, been 
released to live in a fraternity or 
I sorority, or have decided to live 
off campus. For those still in a 
triple by Oct. 1, a $35 check will 
be issued to each person in the 
room. By that time, the second 
floor of Sisson Hall should be 
open for the remaining triple, 
Goldin said. 

Sisson Hall originally had been 
a dormitory until it was rented to 
the state as a medical building for 
three years. In those three years,

the building has been carpeted, 
air-conditioned, and completely 
renovated as a medical school. 
Though the lease does not expire 
until January, the state plans on 
leaving in October. Upon their 
departure, Sisson Hall will once 
again be open for the students’ 
use. As that date approaches, the 
need for change appears 
emminent on Ken Goldin’s mind. 

His idea is to make “Bradley’s 
student activity program second 
to none in the country.” To 
accomplish this feat, Goldin hopes 
to move the offices of the Scout , 
the Anaga , and the Senate from 
the second floor of the Student 
Center over into Sisson, thus 
enabling their old offices to be 


used as rooms for meetings. To 
further this program, a 
receptionist would be put into 
Sisson and the floor would be 
open 24 hours a day. 

In addition, the first floor—if 
not needed for dormitory 
living-would house not only 
some of the personnel offices of 
Bradley Hall, but possibly the 
Black Student Alliance (BSA) as 
well. 

Also in the planning stage is an 
open bar for the Sit n’ Bull Room 
of the Student Center. Wine and 
beer would be served. The idea 
calls for bringing in a name brand 
brewery and proposing the idea of 


their financing the construction of 
the room and the university 
purchasing that beer and naming 
the room after that company. 

It is through these changes that 
Ken Goldin hopes for the Student 
Center to “become the hub of 
student activity and for Sisson 
Hall to be its annex.” His goal is 
to complete this by January of 
1977. As for any opposition to 
this plan, Ken Goldin states, “I’ll 
squash it.” 

Unfortunately there is one 
force of opposition which is not 
easily squashed—finances. The 
idea of economics virtually 
controls what can or cannot be 
done. Without money, 
improvements cannot be made, 


but even with money, the 
university has certain priorities 
which must be taken care of 
before other plans are executed. 

One plan in the slow process of 
completion is the redevelopment 
of Wyckoff Hall. During the 
summer, about $30,000 was 
allocated from a fund reserved for 
Wyckoff to redevelop and 
redesign the first floor. This floor 
complete, each of the remaining 
floors will be done a year at a 
time, if possible, Goldin said. 

Many more projects and ideas 
are scribbled on paper as Ken 
Goldin creates them. His name 
stands out—Ken Goldin, a man 
“with enough clout to get the job 
done.”

“One of the main things I’m 
here for is to help coordinate 
programming for the entire 
campus,” according to Gayle 
Smith, new assistant director of 
student activities. Smith filled the 
position left vacant last year by 
Bobbie Applegate. 

Smith’s background centers 
around Illinois State University 


(ISU) where she received her 
bachelor’s degree, and began 
working as the Box Office 
Assistant, Assistant to the 
Manager, Assistant to the Union 
Coordinator, and during her last 
year there she worked with six or 
seven groups helping them 
coordinate programming. 

Besides doing graduate work in 
counseling at Bradley, her duties 
consist of advising the Performing 
Arts Committee (PAC) and the 
Student Center Board (SCB). She 
is an advisor for Campus Carnival, 
Bradley’s annual spring charity 
event and helps with 
commencement ceremonies. She 
added that her services are 
available for anyone on campus, 
especially Greeks and those 
people in the dorms. 

“I’m here to help anyone on 
campus who wants to put on a 
program,” Smith said. She added

interested people to help me set 
those up,” Smith added. She said 
she simply doesn’t have time to 
do the necessary research. 

Smith said work has begun on 
some large concerts.

PAC and SCB are trying to 
expand the lecture arts program 
this year, and are trying to bring 
in more theatre arts programs. 
Smith said the committees are 
bringing in different kinds of 
entertainment and hope that 
students will come out to try it.

Gone With the Wind

Once upon a time (most stories 
don’t begin like this anymore but 
here’s one that does) a woman 
named Peggy Marsh found herself 
with alot of spare time after a bad 
injury. She decided to use that 
time to write a novel. It was to be 
about her native south during the 
Civil War and had a heroine 
named Pansy who lived in a huge 
mansion named Fontenoy Hall 
and was titled “The Bugles Sang 
True.” It took her eventually ten 
years to finish the novel and in 
that time a few changes occurred. 
Marsh took the pen name 
Margaret Mitchell, Pansy became 
Scarlett O’Hara, Fontenoy Hall 
became Tara and the title was 
changed to “Gone With the 
Wind.” 

The rest is now cinema history 
and with the coming of this movie 
to television it is well to look back 
on it. The movie Peggy Marsh’s 
novel became was “The 
Godfather,” “Sting” and “Jaws” 
of its day and the story of the 


making of “Gone With the Wind” 
is as fascinating as the movie 
itself. The novel became a 
bestseller in 1936 and was bought 
by David O. Selznick for $50,000. 
Problems with it began 
immediately and were not to end 
for Selznick until the movie’s 
premiere. 

First among them was the 
script. It was to go through 
countless revisions and would be 
worked on by Sidney Howard 
(who got sole credit), Ben Hecht, 
F. Scott Fitzgerald and Selznick 
himself. The first script called for 
a movie nearly six hours long and 
was by Howard. Basically this 
script was to remain unchanged 
and all the other writers were 
brought in to shorten it. 

Casting for all the leads 
presented a delicate problem. For 
the role of Rhett Butler the major 
contenders were: Ronald 
Coleman, an early favorite though 
too well-known as an Englishman. 
Gary Cooper, a strong possibility 
but Sam Goldwyn refused to loan 


him out. Warner Baxter, by then 
however he was too old for the 
part. And Errol Flynn whom 
Warner Brothers offered in a 
package deal with Bette Davis 
(who wanted to play Scarlett) to 
Selznick. Davis however refused 
to work in a picture with Flynn 
(she eventually did three with 
him) and the deal fell through. 
That left the man who both 
Selznick and the public first 
wanted, Clark Gable. MGM had 
Gable and they were not willing 
to loan him out until they got 
world distribution rights and half 
the total profits (they also 
provided half the financing). 

For Melanie and Ashely Wilkes 
the problems were a little less 
difficult. None of the acressses 
originally considered for Melanie 
got the part. They included: Anne 
Shirley, Andrea Leeds, Elizabeth 
Allan, Geraldine Fitzgerald, 
Priscilla Lane and Janet Gaynor. 
One of the dark horse candidates 
was Joan Fontaine, who never did 


test when she found out she 
wasn’t reading for Scarlett. She 
suggested that Selznick try her 
sister, who worked at Warners’, 
Olivia de Havilland. For Ashley 
the actors Ray Milland, Melvyn 
Douglas, Robert Young and Lew 
Ayres were considered and some 
even tested but in the end 
Selznick’s original choice was 
used, Leslie Howard. A man 
nearly twenty years older than the 
character in the novel. 

The search for Scarlett is one 
of Hollywood’s best known 
stories. For two years Selznick 
and MGM searched for the right 
actress in what was part publicity 
gimmick and part desperation. 
Along with the hundreds of 
unknowns the major actresses 
considered were: Bette Davis (the 
most popular among the public), 
Katharine Hepburn, Norma 
Shearer, Miriam Hopkins, Tallulah 
Bankhead, Joan Crawford, Jean 
Arthur, Joan Bennett, Paulette 
Goddard, Lana Turner, Carole 
Lombard, Claudette Colbert, 
Susan Hayward and Lucille Ball. 
Lucille Ball!?? 

For one reason or another all 
these actresses were either 
unavailable or undesirable. On 
December 10, 1938 principal 

shooting began with the burning 
of Atlanta on Selznick’s back lot. 
There was still no Scarlett. That 
night Atlanta burned beautifully 
and when it was all over Selznick’s 
co-producer and brother-in-law 
Myron (who had been expected to 
attend) rushed on the scene and 
pulled him aside. Myron pointed 
to an actress in the shadows and 
said, “I want you to meet Scarlett 
O’Hara!” 

The actress was Vivien Leigh. 

As it ended up three of the 
four leads in the most famous 
American movie ever made were 
English, the only American was 
Clark Gable. Shooting went from 
December 1938 to August 1939. 
In that time directors were 
changed once, George Cukor was 
fired and Victor Fleming hired. 
Fleming later suffered a nervous 
breakdown and for a time was 
replaced by Sam Wood and 
William Cameron Menzies. 
Southern California was 
transformed into Georgia by 
mixing tons of red brick dust into 
the land of Selznick’s studio 
ranch. And the Hollywood press 
had a field day with the film’s 
many minor problems; calling it 
‘Selznick’s Folly’ and ‘the biggest 
turkey of the decade.’ 


legend 

Partly because of what was 
being said the cast and crew, even 
those who were fired, remained 
loyal to Selznick and the film. 
“Gone With the Wind” premiered 
in Atlanta (where else?) on 
December 15, 1939 and that 
night a legend was born. Of all the 
movies done in Hollywood during 
its Golden Age this is the finest 
example of the product it can 
turn out. Few other films made in 
Hollywood or anywhere else, 
strikes as deep an emotional 
response in its audience as does 
“Gone With the Wind.” 

Here is a movie that captures 
the effect on a society, any 
society, of war and the endurance 
of its values even after it has been 
destroyed. It shows that while 
self-reliance is a commendable ; 
virtue it can lead to a bitter and 
lonely life. That a person 
dedicated to material success! 
at the expense of love ends up 
emotionally desolate and wrecks 1 
all the lives he or she touches. 
Only one other movie equals 
“Gone With the Wind” in the 
telling of this same story and 
that’s “Citizen Kane.” 

I suppose it is possible to write 
an article about “Gone With the 
Wind” and to say with some 
conviction that its just a piece of 
gaudy commercial pap and cannot 
be seriously taken as a work of 
art. Maybe it is possible but I’m 
not going to try for this is the one 
movie a critic risks his fife in 
attacking. My only quibble with it 
and its fame is Max Steiner’s 
musical score. 

If any score deserved an Oscar 
it is his grand and sweeping 
composition. Though nominated 
it did not win the Academy 
Award for Best Original Musical 
Score nor any other major award 
(the national music associations 
used to give out a few). Most 
people complain about movie 
music being too dramatic or 
heavy-handed (poor mortals, if 
only they knew). But if any cast 
of characters deserves to be 
backed up by an eighty-piece 
orchestra it’s those in “Gone With 
the Wind.” 

Of all Steiner’s scores (he did 
over 125) this is the most 
comprehensive he ever made. 
Maybe it’s not the finest ever 
written but certainly it’s the most 
memorable, endearing and 
enduring motion picture score 
ever made. And it’s deserving of 
better recognition than it has so 
far received.

There’s something for everyone 
this year in the Bradley 
Intramural programs. At least that 
is the hope of IM Director Bill 
McClintock. “The main idea is 
that everyone should have fun 
while on campus,” he said. 


That, however, has not always 
been the case. The IM program was 
much less-organized and less- 
budgeted before McClintock took 
over last year. Since then he has 
added 20 new intramural sports 
and totally reorganized the others. 

One of the major problems 
McClintock had to contend with 
was an extremely high rate of 
forfeits. But at the end of the 
spring semester last year, the 
average forfeit percentage was 
only 9.1 per cent. 

Participation was another 
problem. During the fall semester, 
the average of men and women 
participating in at least one IM 
activity was 55 per cent. For the 
spring semester the total was 75 
percent. The total number of 
people participating in the various 
sports was 6,504. 

In order to promote further 
interest in the Intramural 
program, McClintock has put 
together a “multi-media 
extravaganza” entitled “Are You 
Game?”. This was shown over the 
summer to all of the orientation 
groups and parents. “We were 
showing it about four or five 
times a week,” said John Shaulis, 
graduate assistant to McClintock. 

This program has been 
presented to faculty and staff, and 
to all of the physical education 
classes during the first week of 
school. In order to reach as many 
students as possible, it has been 
shown about 30 different times at 
meals in the various cafeterias. 

“We’ve been asked to present 
‘Are You Game,’ on admissions 
recruiting trips,” McClintock 
admitted. “The Intramural 
Program here has a drawing force 
for Bradley”. He plans to update 





the presentation each year. 

“The purpose (of the presenta 
tion) is to give people ideas of 
what is offered and to offer an 
opportunity to get involved.” said 
McClintock. “What they do with 
it is up to them. This is a strictly 
voluntary program.” 

McClintock feels that the new 
PE facility is vital for this year’s 
intramural program success. With 
Haussler Hall open, the 
participation level can be 
improved and the IM Director 
thinks that both faculty, staff and 
coaches will be served better. 

“This year the program is 
off the ground, and now we can 
concentrate on a wide range of 
activities” he said. “The facility is 
the key.” 

Diversity is an accurate word 
to describe this year’s activities. 
Innertube water polo, 
weightlifting, and frisbee are soqie 
of the new sports offered. There 
are also more co-rec sports 
available. 


Two IM sports competitions 
have already begun: tennis and 
football. Last year there were 60 
teams competing in football, 
involving some 1,372 people. This 
year there are 57 teams involved. 

Defending titlists for men’s 
football are All-University champs 
Lambda Chi Alpha, Independent 
champs Stars of ’75, and 
All-Dorm Champs Geisert II. 

For women, last year’s winners 
include All-U champs Heitz 
Harem, and Greek champs Sigma 
Kappa. 

Upcoming sports events 
include a cross-country race and 
bowling. Entry dates are Oct. 1 
for the Turkey Trot and Oct. 8 
for bowling and co-rec bowling.

The first recruit is Ken Garrett 
from Buchanan, Mich.

But after four miles, one of the 
Redbird runners slowed 
markedly. As Freeman moved 
past him, the other runners 
slowed also. 

“When I realized that they 
weren’t going to try to keep up 
with me, I put on a big kick, and 
then I knew they weren’t going to 
catch me,” Freeman said, happy 
with his race. 

John Philyaw, the second 
Bradley runner to Finish, placed 
Fifth. The Braves’ No. 1 man last 
year, Philyaw was disappointed 
with his time of 27:20 stating, “I 
ran slow.” 

Two other hopefuls for this 
season, Farmington freshman 
John Isbell and New York junior 
Jim Forster, finished sixth and 


ninth respectively. Isbell ran 
27:34, while Forster ran 28:06. 

Coach Schoof was displeased 
with the outcome of the meet. “It 
was a bad meet, but I’m glad they 
got it out of their system early,” 
he said. Schoof felt that Philyaw, 
who didn’t run much this 
summer, would be running better 
by next meet.

next meet, running only seven 
seconds behind Freeman, who set 
a course record at Valpo. 

Freeman ran 27:39 to lead a 
1-2-3 Bradley sweep in the race. 
Isbell placed third. Valpo slipped 
two runners into fourth and Fifth 
before Bradley packed Forster, 
Don Krueger and Phil Hight into 
the next three places. 

“This year’s team is a better 
one than last,” Schoof said, 
looking forward to a good season. 

He cites some of the tougher 
opponents as being Western 
Illinois and Northern Illinois. 
“Illinois State was a tough team. 
But they didn’t have all their 
guys. We should have beaten 
them,” he said. 

The big mystery this year is the 
team’s Fifth man. The spot is up 
for grabs among six runners. 
Schoof thinks it could very well 
be Eugene Hess, a freshman from 
Decatur. “It seems surprising, 
because he finished five minutes 
behind the last man (against ISU),” 
he said, “but I’ve been watching 
him lately and I think he can do 
it.” 

During practice, Hess was 
running with Isbell and Philyaw 


and was keeping within 10 
seconds of them. As for the 
Jekyll-Hyde turnaround at the 
meet, Schoof was at a loss. “I 
don’t know what happened to 
him,” he said.

Bradley’s 1976 women’s 
volleyball team opens its season 
tomorrow at the Illinois State 
University Sportsday.

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Spring Sports Wrapup 


For some success, for others not

The spring sports Finished with 
varrying degrees of success last 
year, with most teams wrapping 
up their seasons after students had 
gone home for the summer. 

“Our season was successful,” 
said Bradley baseball coach Chuck 
Buescher thinking back on last 
spring’s 21-15 team. “But it could 
have been more sucessful if our 
pitching staff hadn’t suffered so 
many key injuries. 

“As a team we had good speed, 
we could score runs, had 
extra-base power, and an adequate 
defense, but Roger Phegley didn’t 
pitch at all due to an injury, and 
Guy Hoffman was sidelined most 
of the year, and their absences 
hurt,” Buescher said. 

At one point during the season 
Bradley was forced to play the 
10-game “meat” of its schedule, 
including games with the powerful 
University of Missouri, with only 
five pitchers healthy, yet still 
managed to win four of the ten. 

“Mike Kubera did a good job 
pitching, and so did Mark Allard, 
who pitched great, yet lost three 
one-run, low-scoring ballgames,” 
Buescher said. 

The now-graduated 
centerflelder Jeff Frey led the 
Braves in hitting with a .365 


average and was selected Most 
Valuable Player. Frey reached 
base 58 per cent of the time, 
including a record 41 walks in 36 
games. 

“Jeff was the ideal lead-off 
man,” Buescher said. “I don’t 
think his record for walks will be 
broken for a long time, if it ever 
is.” 

Track coach Jake Schoof finds 
it hard to evaluate last year’s 
season because of the lack of 
genuine competition. 

“We’re at that in-between 
size,” Schoof said, “where it’s 
hard to find good rivals. We can 
either schedule state schools, who 
usually have too much muscle for 
us, or private schools, who many 
times are not up to our level. 

“Our only natural rival year in 
and year out is Augustana, and we 
defeated them 78-67 last year.” 

Sophomore Mark Forbes in the 
sprints, junior miler Mike 
Freeman, senior three-miler John 
Philyaw, and the 440-yard relay 
team also received Coach Schoof s 
praise. They, along with a fine 
crop of freshmen, will be the 
nucleus of this season’s track 
hopes. 

The Bradley tennis team ended 
its season 12-12, the first 
non-winning season for Coach 


Tom Coker in ten years. 

“We had a young team,” Coker 
said, “three freshmen, one 
sophomore, a junior transfer, and 
two seniors. They were 
comparatively inexperienced. 
They did as well as they could, 
but were not consistent.” 

It was this lack of consistency 
that made Coker decide not to 
take his team to the Missouri. 
Valley Conference Championship 
matches for the first time in 
twenty years. “Somebody has to 
measure effort,” Coker said. 

Junior co-captain Jeff Spietz 
and the graduated John Shaulis 
were the Braves’ most consistent 
performers. They led Bradley to 
first place in the indoor, 
season-opening Oshkosh 
Tournament in Wisconsin, 
third-place in the 16-team Stott 
University Tournament, and 
the consolation championship in 
the Drake Relays Tournament. 

The golf team finished with an 
excellent 7-1 dual record, but 
could muster only seventh place 
in the Missouri Valley Conference 
match. 

The Braves finished first in 
their own nine-team invitational 
and took second at the 
Leatherneck Invitational, three 
strokes behind the University of

In Tours, France at the

how Dr. Davis explained their 
entry. 

The Rotary Club in Macon, 
France was also responsible for 
a very special concert. It was a 
meeting that included Rotary 
clubs from Germany, 
Switzerland and France. 

Other important stops on the 
trip included concerts in the 
Chartres Cathedral in Chartres, 
France and Christ Church 
Cathedral in Oxford, England. 

Last year was a very good 
year for the Chorale. They 
were selected from a large 
number of entries to perform at 
the National Chorale Direc¬ 
tor's convention in Columbus,

Bookstore beat by ICC buy-back

A few Bradley students have 
discovered a new formula for 
beating the high cost of tex- 
textbooks: the Illinois Central 
College Bookstore. 

The basis of the formula is 
that the ICC bookstore carries 
a number of books used in 
Bradley courses at the same 
price as or cheaper than the 
Bradley bookstore. Either 
way, the pay off comes at the 
end of the semester when ICC 
will buy back at 60 per cent of 
the original price; Bradley has 
a 50 per cent of original price 
buy-back policy. 

Take Goldberg’s Our Chang¬ 
ing Economy and Lial and 
Miller's Intermediate Algebra 
as examples of books with the 
same prices, $10.95 and $10.50 
respectively. When the student 
sells them back ICC will pay 
$6.50 for the first and $6.30 for 
the second as compared to 
Bradley’s $5.50 and $5.25 
respectively. 

The textbooks for Lit. 225 


and Lit. 227 can be bought at 
a dollar cheaper, $8.95 
and $9.95 as compared to $9.95 
and $10.95, respectively. And 
yet, ICC will pay more for the 
chaper books during buy-back: 
forty cents more for the first 
and fifty cents more for the 
second. 

Bradley students can still use 
a number of special services 
offered by the Bradley 
Bookstore over the smaller 
ICC bookstore. 

About the fact textbook 
prices were raised this year, 
Bradley Bookstore manager 
Barbara Dreher said that the 
retail price of textbooks is set 
by the publisher and the 
Bookstore buys the books at 20 
per cent off that price. This 20 
per cent margin mark-up pays 
for salaries, utilities, taxes, and 
freight. 

ICC is able to sell its books 
cheaper than the retail price 
and buy-back at 10 per cent 
higher because the bill is paid 
for by the taxpayers. 


Bradley bookstore refunds 
the complete retail price of any 
books returned undamaged or 
unmarked during the first two 
weeks of school, as does ICC. 

“After that, for the eight or 
12 weeks allowed to drop 
classes, we will buy back 
books for 75 per cent of the 
retail price with a drop slip,” 
said Dreher. ICC does not have 
any buy-back until the 
semester’s end. The services 
offered by the Bradley 
Bookstore include film pro¬ 
cessing, special ordering, 
check cashing, T-shirt imprint¬ 
ing, Master Charge and 
BankAmericard and also 
typewriter rentals besides the 
basic textbooks and supplies. 

“The primary function of the 
Bookstore is service to the 
student in providing all the 
books and supplies necessary 
for clasrs and some of the 
extras they like to have,” said 



Dreher. 

Gifts for mothers, fathers, 
weddings, birthdays, or 
weekend visits are available 
along with the necessities of 


dorm life, like toothpaste. "We 
used to carry laundry soap in 
the past and we’re going to 
start carrying it again.”

As welcome as they are, these communications must meet cer¬ 
tain guidelines before we can allow them to be published in the 
Scout. First of all, there is the matter of deadline. All letters to 
the editor must be submitted by 7 p.m. on the Monday prior to 
publication. This deadline also applies to items for the classified 
section. 

All letters must be typed and signed and include phone number 
and address. This is for our purposes in checking information con¬ 
tained in the letter.All letters must be signed. If it is desired that 
the name be withheld from publication, the editorial staff will dis¬ 
cuss the matter and give its decision and notify the writer. 

It is our general feeling that a letter should be published along 
with the name of the writer. We realize there are times when such 
publication is not desirable—but no letters will be published if the 
author does not leave a name and telephone with the letter. 

This measure is to protect ourselves as well as persons 
mentioned in the letters. Under no circumstances will an 
anonymous letter be considered for publication. 

We also welcome letters from organizations which are usually 
run under the column headings of ‘‘Organization’s Forum”. 
These are more general in content and may address a current pro¬ 
blem on campus or upcoming event the organization wishes to 
explain. This column must be representative of the entire group 
attitude in order to run as a forum. 

Anyone connected with the university is invited to write the 
Scout and in fact is encouraged to do so. We believe this type 
of feedback is one of the most useful in determining current 
interests within the campus. 

Probably one of the most widely read portions of the paper is 
the classifieds and we get a wide a variety of personals. Please—if 
there isn’t a chance to type it, at least print it and then only if 
your printing can be read. We are not mind readers, nor do we 
read chicken scrawl. Personals will not be taken over the phone 
but should be left at the office, SC 214. 

Of course it sounds strange to say we welcome all these con¬ 
tributions and then to put all the restrictions on them. Again this 
is for our own protection as well as yours. If we can’t read the 
letter because it was written on the back of last week’s physics 
notes instead of typed out, we can’t be sure that what we run 
is correct. In that situation, it is better not to run anything at all 
rather than run the risk of misquoting someone.

On July 13 and 14, 1966, eight student nurses from Chicago 
were raped or stabbed--some raped and stabbed--in what has 
come to be known as the crime of the century. 

On Dec. 19, 1966, Trial Judge Herbert C. Paschen announced 
that the trial of Richard Speck, accused slayer, would be moved 
to Peoria because a fair trial in Chicago had become impossible 
in light of all the publicity surrounding the case. 

Over 600 Peoria area registered voters were questioned over 
a two-month period in an effort to find 14 persons—12 permanent 
and two alternates-to constitute an impartial jury. The press 
called it the longest jury selection process in United States 


judicial history. 

Dr. Donald Albanito, now dean of the College of Continuing 
Education, then chairman of the Department of Business 
Management and Administration at Bradley, was one of the 
chosen 12 who took part in a historic legal decision involving 
about 40 witnesses, a “truckload of evidence", and carrying a 
$300,000 price tag. 

Albanito recounts the two-month jury selection process and the 
four-week trial in a yet-to-be-published book entitled, 
“Sequestered: Inside the Speck Jury.” With help from a former 
assistant and writing teacher Jerry McCarthy, Albanito put 
together 60,000 words from a daily journal he kept during the 


ordeal. 

Albanito recalls the difficulty he had in kpeping his personal 
notes. Between each witness, court recessed for about 10 minutes 
and he could write in the court anteroom while things were still 
fresh in his mind. 

He’s amused at the recollection of the bailiff who finally seized 
the notebook and announced word from the judge that no more 
notetaking would be allowed. 

“But they couldn't keep me from writing in my bed at night. 


Albanito said. 

The book highlights what it was like to go through prospective 
juror interrogations, the waiting in "Limbo" (a small anteroom 
in the back of the courtroom) feeling like “a prisoner of war" 
till four jurors at a time were agreed upon by both defense and 
prosecution. 

Albanito recalls each morning waiting in limbo and hearing 
Speck as he was led past the doorway, saying, "How’s my 
favorite jurors today?" 

"I had special privileges, though,” he said, “like a messenger 
service from the university twice a day, so I could keep up on 
my work. He taught morning classes for which he had to prepare

Later in an interview on on the effects of sequestration a 
‘Time” magazine reporter quoted Albanito as saying, “People 
get a better view of the world sitting at home with the family dirk¬ 
ing a Martini and playing bridge with friends than being locked 
up with strangers you can quickly learn to dislike.” 

Still the “ tale of horror” was compelling once it started to 
unfold, “You trace every move a guy makes for almost a week 
and you do it in a courtroom atmosphere...” he said, “ and it 
becomes overwhelming.” 

Yet Albanito remembers being taken in by Speck’s boyishness, 
“his big, strong hands, his lack of emotion. He seemed aloof and 
unconcerned through the whole trial. . . there were no outward 
signs of his inward state.” 

He writes of later findings describing Speck’s psychological 
state as “a mental pressure cooker.’ Speck was a drinker, doper, 
and given to losing track of things when engaging in a combina¬ 
tion of the two, like on the night of the murders. 

Yet Albanito relates inthe last chapters of the book, how in just 
10 minutes and not a word of dicussion, a unanimous vote of 
“guilty” was returned by the jurors. 

The ballot for sentencing was a different story. 

Three ballots consistently cam back 11-1 for the death penalty. 
The lone dissenter had to be convinced-by law, the dealth 
penalty must also be unanimous. 

In less than 20 minutes, the “hold-out” gave in on the fourth 
ballot and Speck was sentenced to death in the electric chair. 

In the summer of 1972, however, the United States Supreme 
Court declared the death penalty unconstitutional. Speck was 
resentenced to eight consecutive terms, of at least 50 years 
each~a minimum of 400 years in Stateville Penitentiary in Joliet. 

Just last week, Sept. 15, Speck’s first request for parole was 
denied in less time than it took the prison guards to walk him 
to the hearing room. 

While serving his sentence at Joliet, he paints in his cell- 
canvasses evaluated by psychologist as gentle, sombre 
expressions of a peacful person-and he works in the prisoner’s 
law librawy. His sister from Chicago and brother from Monmouth 
have visited him every two weeks without fail. 

Albanito has no immediate plans for publishing “ Sequestered: 
Inside the Speck Jury. ’ ’ He said he's not really sure why. ‘ ‘Maybe 
I'm waiting for the right time and maybe I'm concerned with the 
moral question—whether I should be seeking financial gain from 
my experiences while participating in the American system of 
justice.

It has been a little over a year since Jim Dynan was asked to 
resign as the Sports Information Director for Bradley University. 
But 50 per cent of the mail that comes into the office is still 
addressed to him. 

“It's down to about 50 per cent now," said Joe Dalfonso, who 
was hired as the new SID in late June. “I get about 15 per cent 
and the rest is addressed to Sports Information. But they'll be 
getting mail for Dynan here for the next 10 years." 

Dynan held the post for 21 years before resigning in August 
1975 in what the university called a cost-cutting move. Sports 
Information was placed under the auspices of Director of 
University Relations Dr. James Erickson, and two students, Dave 
Snell and Pete Odon, were hired to take the job on a part-time 
basis. 

By the end of the spring semester, it was obvious that the job

could not be done effectively part-time and it was reverted to full 
time status, this time under the direction of the athletic 
department. 

Applications were taken and considered, interviews were 
given, and in June, Dalfonso, a May graduate of Bradley, 
received a call at his home in Mamaroneck, N.Y. 

"I came out here June 29, got situated, and started working 
July 1," said Dalfonso. 


Dalfonso spent the first few days getting organized, streamlin¬ 
ing the files, and establishing contacts with the university 
administration and local media personnel. 

With the office now organized and many preliminary niceities 
out of the way, what kind of things does the SID job include? 

“We send out results of golf, cross-country, volleyball, and 
there will soon be basketball," Dalfonso explained. 

“We also need advertisements for schedules, pictures for the 
basketball yearbook and press guide, supply other universities 
with information, keep up to date with all new developments, 
answer the mail and sweep out the office." 

He paused for a breath and proceeded to further explain his 
duties, which are seemingly endless. 

In addition to doing the job his title implies, Dalfonso is also 
responsible for promotion of basketball and the university on the 

local level. 

Dalfonso will keep many of the promotional events that were 
used last year: Appreciation Day, when the basketball team will 
be at Northwoods Mall; Famous Team Night, this year featuring 
the 1954 team that finished second in the NCAA tournament; 
highlight films and so on. 

Basketball will not be the only sport to get a boost from the 
Sports Information Office this year. “There will be poster 
schedules for the baseball team," Dalfonso said, “and a lot more 
promotion for the swim team with the new complex (Haussler 
Hall). Things that they didn't do last year, but really couldn't 
because of time." 

Dalfonso is already anticipating the extra work load that will 
come with the advent of the basketball season. He has acquired 
the volunteer help of senior public relations major Steve Weller. 

“He types up releases mostly," said Dalfonso. “He's doing 
research for me now on past Bradley players to use in the press 
guide, and he'll be announcing the Bradley-Notre Dame baseball 
game this weekend." 

Despite all the work involved with running a Sports Informa¬ 
tion office for a major college athletic program, there are some 
things that make the job amusing. 

“This lady from Toledo wrote a letter, saying that she had 
followed the Braves athletics for the last 20 years," Dalfonso 
said. “Then she says, ‘Send me football brochures for the last 
three years.'

Baseball opens with Notre Dame tomorrow

Twenty-four men were prac¬ 
ticing baseball Tuesday at 
Meinen Field. Twenty-four 
men were probably uncom¬ 
fortable practicing baseball in 
the middle of September in 
58-degree weather with a brisk 
west wind blowing. But 
nobody complained. Nobody 
even noticed. 

It’s called fall baseball. One 
can recognize fall baseball 
practices by the players’ folded 
arms or running in place to 
keep warm. It is characterized 
by long-sleeved sweatshirts 
and buttoned-up jackets. 

And though the 24 men at 
Meinen Field were too busy 
Tuesday to fret over a little 
cold, they have a better reason 
to practice baseball in a season 
reserved for football. 

Those men are Bradley’s fall 
baseball team and Tuesday 
they had a special reason for 
their lively practice. Bradley 
will play a double-header 
tomorrow against Notre Dame 
at Meinen Field at 1:30. 

“We’ve never had any fall 
games," said coach Chuck 
Buescher. “We just had intra¬ 
squad practices." 

What are the advantages of 
playing a game or two in the 
fall? “Well, what’s good is that 
we get a better effort day in and 
day out," explains Buescher 


between his shouts of 
encouragement or direction. 
“They all want to play well." 

The temperature becomes 
incidental when men want to 
play baseball. They forget the 
sting through their hands when 
they hit the ball. And the 
infielders play the hops as they 
come, even though the ground 
at Meinen is hard and the grass 
pale yellow and virtually 
non-existent. 

“The interest is greater 
because of the game," said 
Buescher, whose team swept a 
three-game series from Notre 
Dame while compiling a 21-15 
record last year. 

Buescher has 18 returning 
lettermen from last year’s 
team, including .300 hitters Pat 
Jackson, Kurt Engel, and 
Gordy Lopez. Roger Phegley, 
who is concentrating on 
basketball, and Mark Allard, 
who has experienced arm trou¬ 
ble, will be the only lettermen 
not dressed for tomorrow’s 


three-year lettermen Rich 
Russell and Mike Kubera. Guy 
Hoffman (“We’ll depend a lot 
on him.’’), Curt Thompson, 
Danny Chick, and freshman 
recruits Rob Butler and Pat 
Welch will be the mainstay of 
the Brave staff. 

“We’ll use maybe five or six 


pitchers for two or three 
innings apiece," predicted 
Buescher about tomorrow. But 
Buescher will be experimenting 
also, and plans to use Engel, 
previously an outfielder, at 
second base. Hard-hitting John 
Daynor is slated to play first 
base. 


Meanwhile, practice con< 
tinues. Buescher has a fal 
roster of 29 players, including 
some walk-ons. Many will, no 
doubt, be deprived of a spot or 
the roster come spring. Bradley 
has no junior varsity program! 
So, with the veterans, they 
practice baseball.

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Senate sparks on question of apportionment

Parlimentary confusion, 
apportionment determinate 
differences, and a touch of Alice 
in Wonderland marked the 
Student Senate’s debate over how 
to allocate 10 seats between 
off-campus students and Greek 
organizations. The debate ended 
in a compromise with 6 seats to 
the independents and 4 to the 
Greeks. 

The 10 seats are up for 
election next week and the Senate 


was attempting to determine how 
many of them should be given to 
off-campus students to compete 
for and how many the Greek 
organizations should have. 

Formerly the seats were 
allocated according to the number 
of students living at home and the 
number living in Greek houses 
with seven going to the 
off-campus and three to the 
Greeks. 

“Someone felt the number in 
each group had changed,” said 


Campus mail expands to

Starting Friday, Oct. 1, anyone 
wanting to get in touch with 
students living on-campus can do 
so without paying 13 cents for a 
stamp.Today will begin a new 
inter-campus mailing service, this 
coming from Director of 
Auxiliary Services Ken Goldin. 

“Fifty percent of our 
enrollment live in dorms,” Goldin 
said. This new service came about 
when a group of students, 
particularly Jan Michelson, “felt 
that off-campus students, students 
who work, and students attending 
classes in Haussler Hall should 
have a system to keep in touch 
with students in the dorms,” 
according to Goldin, adding that 
out of an enrollment of nearly 
4,000, 2,100 students live 

in dorms. 


The students will be able to 
drop their letters in a mailbox 
currently installed in the Student 
Center lobby. The Student Center 
was chosen for the mailbox 
location, Goldin said “Because 
that’s the hub of campus activity. 
It will be easy to drop a note to a 
student.” 

The mailbox will open for 
anyone passing through the 
Student Center, including 
employees of the university, 
students, and townspeople. 

Mail will be picked up 
twice-a-day From the mailbox, 
taken to the university mailroom, 
then inter-campus mail will be 
taken to the Auxiliary Services 
department and then to the 
dorms. Goldin added mail would 
be dropped in the mailboxes in 
the dorms, and morning deliveries

All-school President Anne 
Edwards about the fact that the 
Election Sub-Committee, which 
she heads, decided to check into if 
the number of allocated seats was 
appropriate for each group. 

The division again worked out 
to seven and three with 1,421 
students off-campus and 537 
students in Greek houses, but due 
to a “miscalculation,” said 
Edwards, the apportionment was 
First reported to be 64 in favor of 
off-campus.

would be made to the ofFice 
manager of the dorms and 
afternoon deliveries would be 
taken to the head resident of the 
dorm. 

Additional cost in time and 
money will be slight for the 
program, Goldin said, adding that 
the time factor would increase by 
“only a few minutes per day.” 

Costs will decrease with the 
mail system, Goldin explained. 
Outside of costs for mailboxes 
and the sorting time, Goldin said, 
“There will be no additional 
cost.” 

Goldin explained, “The 
student saves the cost of a stamp, 
he has to pay twenty cents for a 
phone call. Through this (the 
inter-campus mailing system) the 
word gets to students, maybe 
quicker than if they would send it 
by the regular mail.” Fraternity 
and sorority house service will be 
limited to large mailings taking in 
all house members, Goldin said. 

“If there were something 
mailed to every member of the 
Teke house or Sigma Nu house, 
we would send them,” Goldin 
said. “But we won’t send one 
letter to a house. If there are 20 
to 40 packages of letters we could 
send them to a fraternity house 
and save 13 cents per house.” 


Working from the 64 Figure, 
All-school Vice President Bob 
Poznanovich felt the allocation 
could easily be adjusted to a 5-5 
arrangement. “That way there 
would be a fair split with neither 
the Greeks nor the off-campus 
having more power,” he said, 
reasoning the Greeks deserved 
equal representation due to “the 
Greek fraternity members 
demonstrate a lot more interest in 
campus activities.” 


Goldin emphasized the possible 
savings on postage with the 
inter-campus system. Although 
unable to estimate an exact Figure, 
Goldin said that the 13-cent 
Figure, if used as the possible 
savings added up over a period of 
time, could come to “several 
hundred dollars a day.” 

There have been no speciFic 
pickup times scheduled for the 
mailbox yet. There is only one 
box at this time, located in the 
Student Center. Other boxes, 
Goldin stated, would be added if 
the First mailbox is sucessful. 


When he learned the Figures 
were really 7-3, Poznanovich still 
advanced the 5-5 position he had 
taken at the Executive Council 
meeting, when the decision of the 
council was in favor of his 
position. “At Bradley, in the fall 
elections, the seats are not 
contested much except in the 
Greek position race,” he said, 
arguing the seats should be where 
the contest is. 


“We’re certainly open to more, 
but we have to see if the First one 
works.” Goldin added, stating his 
optimism that the mailing system 
will work. 

The inter-campus mailing 
system will be run on an 
experimental basis through the 
semester. 

“This (the inter-campus 
mailing system) is just another 
way that Auxiliary Services and 
the university are trying to make 
things a little nicer for the 
students without extra cost.”

Total figures down 


Full-time enrollment up 12 per cent

“I am delighted with the 12 
per cent new enrollment increase, 
but I find it very difFicult to 
perceive. We felt we were going to 
be able to pull off a 7 to 8 per 
cent increase, and all of a sudden 
here comes a 12 per cent 
increase.” 

These were the words of 
Bradley’s Dr. Thomas Huddleston, 
dean of admissions and Financial 
aid, in reference to the 1,353 new 
students enrolled for fall 1976 as 
compared to 1,208 new students 
in fall 1975. 

Total full-time enrollment is 
down to 4,820 as compared to 


4,893 students in fall 1975. “The 
reason the 4,820 is down is 
because the evening total was 564 
this year versus 612 last year, and 
we do have a little bit of a drop in 
the day,” Huddleston explained. 
However, the university did 
surpass its 4,000 goal for full-time 
students this year. 

Total part-time enrollment 
including graduate and 
undergraduate (day and evening) 
was down from 814 this fall as 
compared to 976 for fall 1975. 
“That’s where the whole ball 
game really plays out on you. 
What happened to enrollment this 
year was in the part-time,” 


Huddleston said. 

Registrar Ruth Jass, whose 
ofFice did part-time mail and 
telephone registration this year, 
had no idea why that enrollment 
was down* except that it “appears 
Bradley at this point in time is not 
moving through to the adult 
education market.” She also 
noted that the amount of state aid 
to part-time students has been cut 
considerably and was “deFinitely 
the reason our summer 1976 
enrollment was down.” 

Around 320 graduate students 
are part-time and most of them 
attend during the evening.

Theatre: behind the scenes 


A larger number of full-length 
productions and more 
responsibilities for the students 
involved. ... these are two of the 
changes undergone by the Speech 
and Theatre Department regarding 
theatre presentations for the 
coming year. 

In previous years, Speech and 
Theatre Department performances 
have not been production- 
oriented; studios, scenes, and 
one-act plays were done in order 
to give speech and theatre majors 
experience in producing, 
directing, and acting. Though 
open to the public, these 
performances were unadvertised, 
and Dr. Yolonda Reid of the 
Speech and Theatre Department 


said, “We didn’t concentrate on 
lighting and set.” 

This year, however, there will 
be several full-length productions, 
in addition to the annual dinner 
theatre and various other studios. 
The first play of the fall semester, 
Anton Chekhov’s “Uncle Vanya,” 
is being directed by Reid. “Uncle 
Vanya” is a character study 
described by Reid as being “a 
wonderful expression of rural life 
in Russia shortly before the 
Russian revolution.” 

At this time, only Speech and 
Theatre majors or those enrolled 
in acting classes are allowed to 
participate in the productions. Dr. 
Reid said that when better 
facilities are obtained, 


participation will be open to the 
whole school; but right now, “our 
major responsibility is to Speech 
and Theatre majors.” Thus, 
‘‘We’re giving (more) 
responsibilities to the students, 
putting them in charge of 
technical work, costumes, box 
office and props.” 

Members of the Speech and 
Theatre Department are 
enthusiastic about the changes 
effected, and Reid said “We’re 
hoping to encourage student 
participation regarding 
audiences.” The students’ first 
opportunity to view an expanded 
production will be the 
presentation of Uncle Vanya on 
October 14, 15, and 16.

For the first time in over six 
years the Bradley University 
Symphonic Winds (formerly the 
Concert Band) will no longer be 
performing their concerts at the 
Robertson Memorial Field House.

“There is no question the 
problem of sound in the Field 
House had a lot to do with the 
move.” is how one band member 
put it. 

Dr. Pottenger approached the 
board of Grace Presbyterian 
Church with the idea of the 
Symphonic Winds making it their 
new performing home. The board 
felt this would provide a needed 
community service. The only 
stipulation was, a request that the 
Jazz Band not perform there. The 
church will broadcast the concerts 
over their cable television station 


13. 

There still remains the problem 
of no Fine Arts Center or even a I 
concert hall on the campus. This 
move by the Winds seems to 
augment the situation. 

Dr. Pottenger said, “The 
chances for a Fine Arts Center 
seem very small right now.” As 
for the idea the administration 
came up with for remodeling 
Newmiller Chapel, Dr. Pottenger 
said, “It’s a waste of money. 
Neumiller doesn’t meet our needs. 
Even without the band using it, 
Neumiller still wouldn’t meet the 
school’s needs.” 

As for the Wind’s long term 
goals, Dr. Pottenger has wanted to 
divide the larger group into two 
separate and independent wind 
ensembles for part of the year. He 
feels this develops greater musical 
competence within a group, but 
due to, “a major problem of j 
support” as Dr. Pottenger put it. I 
This is the first time in six years 
they won’t at least try to work ’ 
the two ensembles. 

Upcoming plans include a 
concert next Thursday (Oct. 7) 
and concerts Nov. 18, Feb. 22 and 
April 14. The group plans to take 
a spring tour with a possible 
destination of Atlanta, Ga.

“Ideally, it should be based on 
population,” said Poznanovich, 
“but, realistically, if you want a 
workable Senate, you need 
reputable senators to work on it.” 


All-school Secretary Sue Ash 
pointed out that all the Senate 
had to go on was the numbers 
given them by the Registrar’s 
Office, which were determined by 
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if the student checked if he lived 
off-campus, in a dorm, or in a 
Greek house; not his group 
affiliation. 

“I don’t see where the issue 
is,” said Off-campus Senator Deb 
Syfert. “All the other seats are 
determined by where the people 
live; that’s how the dorms are. I 
don’t see how the Greeks can be 
exempt from that form of 
determination.” 

“Off-campus hasn’t been 
treated fairly,” Syfert added. 
“This apportionment is not a 
democratic or fair representation 
of the student body as allocated 
by population. I feel that just 
because two or three senators 
have had bad attendance records, 
all 1,400 (off-campus students) 
shouldn’t be punished by taking 
their seats away. 

have only missed two meetings, 
which is better than most Greek 
senators.” 


“Fm not anti-Greek,” she said 
The end result to the debate 
was a 64 compromise, like the 
earlier miscalculation, at which 
point, Dean of Men Edward King 
said, “The Senate has ceased being 
a Student Senate and become a 
special inteiest Senate.” 

“This matter came up kind of 
suddenly,” he later said, “and it’s 
not the kind of matter to bring up 
and settle in one meeting.” 

Displeased with the arguments 
of both allocation positions, 
Communication Committee 
Chairman Jamie Drabek moved 
four times to table the issue to 
allow more time to study it, but 
Poznanovich threw each of the 
moves out because the nearness of 
the election did not allow the 
time. 

“I made a mistake by not 
bringing in a motion to have the 
elections moved to the end of 
October,” Drabek said later. “I 
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would prefer the Senate act with 
some basis in fact when 
considering whether or not to 
take action; for how in the hell 
can we without knowing the 
facts?” 


Drabek expressed doubt over 
the exactness of the figures, as did 
other members of Greek 
fraternities, pointing out that a 
number of the off-campus 
students included Greeks who 
lived at home or had no Greek 
house, like Alpha Phi Alpha. 

“As a student, what bothers 
me is they never asked the 
students,” said Art Webster, an 
ex-Senator who was present,“They 
acted completely without regard 
for their constituents. It was sad.” 

“It was a sad mess,” said Heitz 
Senator Ed Mihalkinin, “like 
something out of Alice in 
Wonderland and ‘Off with his 
head!.’ ” 


Referring to when Poznanovich 
passed the gavel to All-school 
Treasurer Mike Trucco so 
Poznanovich could re-propose the 
5-5 allotment motion, Mihalkinin 
said, “The whole meeting was 
summed up when Drabek asked, 
‘What exactly is going on here?’ 
and Trucco replied, ‘I have no 
idea.’ ” The motion for a 5-5 
allotment was defeated. 

After the vote a motion to 
reallocate all Senate seats was 
tabled to the Internal Affairs 
committee. “The Senate needs a 
comprehensive program of 
allocating the seats according to 
numbers of an equal basis,” said 
Drabek, “for even the dorms are 

under represented ”

Geology trip: scuba diving in the Florida Keys

A group of approximately 27 
students and three faculty 
instructors are now preparing for 
a geology field trip to the Florida 
Keys next spring. 

Dr. Donald R. Gorman, 
Chairman of the Department of 
Geological Sciences, has required 
that everyone - including himself 
and two other faculty members - 
going on this trip must participate 
in 12 sessions of scuba-diving 


preparation. The sessions are 
composed of l A hours of 
classroom training and 2 hours of 
pool activities using skin-diving 
and scuba equipment 
(self-contained underwater 
breathing apparatus). 

The students that are 
participating in the program are 
mostly biology or geology majors, 
and some other students who are 
just interested in oceanography. 
The main purpose of the trip is to 


study the biological, geological 
and physical aspects of the marine 
environment. They will be 
observing the coral reef 
environment which contains 
various types of rocks, fossils, 
clams, algae, fish, and plants. 

The trip is costing each person 
$100 and includes transportation, 
food, and camping fees. They will 
be gone for 10 days, leaving on 
the afternoon of March 17 and 
returning on March 27.

“There is not an easy answer 
for increased new full-time 
student enrollment, and I’m not 
going to say that it was our 
responsibility that the enrollment 
was up,” Huddleston said, “But 
we have had a complete 
reorganization in everything we 
were doing here: recruitment, 
marketing, staff responsibilities, 
systems activities, and 
publications. All of these things 
played a part. Contrasted to what 
went on in the past, we are more 
streamlined.” 

Huddleston continued, “This 
year we increased out-of-state 
applications 14 to 15 per cent. 
Those types of figures are very 
unusual at a private institution of 
this size. Our goal is to attract 
1,420 new full-time students even 
though we are in a declining 
market for the traditional 
full-time student.” 

“We don’t think there is going 
to be any significant increase in 


spring 1977 because everything 
we have been doing has been 
geared to fall enrollment, he 
continued. 

“The most significant increase 
was in new freshmen because we 
didn’t do much about transfers. 
This type of recruitment program 
has been lacking, to say the least.” 
Huddleston feels Bradley has 
missed the boat with transfer 
students and international 
students in the past, but the 
university now has a transfer and 
international student coordinator. 

Huddleston feels the student is 
getting a bargain at Bradley 
despite an overall 6 per cent 
increase in room, board and 
tuition for full-time students. 

“We have deans who are also 
teaching classes, some office 
personnel who are doing more 
than one type of function. I don’t 
think Bradley could be accused of 
being extravagant with the funds 
they have coming in,” 
Huddlestonconcluded. 
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Senate vote - 

a little premature 
a little unprepared 

It just didn’t come across right at Senate. There are plenty of 
conflicting stories on what was meant and what wasn’t. Senate once 
again approached the old days when everybody had something to say 
and Robert’s Rules of Order almost got lost in the shuffle. 

“What exactly are you doing?” a senator asked All-School Treasurer 
Mike Trucco when Vice President Bob Poznanovich handed over the 
gavel to the Treasurer. 

“I have no idea,” Trucco answered frankly. Neither evidently, did 
anyone else. 

It’s too bad the meeting had the atmosphere it did. All the issues 
seemed more intensifed which only made those in favor of 
re apportionment seem power hungry. There was a definite feeling that 
maybe, just maybe, somebody was making a power play. 

It’s very true that it always seems the same poeple are doing the 
work, but this could not justify a reapportionment on that basis. Senate 
has got to make its policy, whether it be based on population, residence 
or class alone, on how seats shall be apportioned. 

For whatever its reason, the singling out of one group over another, 
based solely on the amount of participation is wrong. Who is to say 
which group will be the most active in the years to come? Senate must 
plan for the future as well as the present. 

We realize the ultimate goal is to make a better Senate, one that can 
do more. But we must question the reasoning behind the move for 
re apportionment.

It’s that time of year again when students make the regular trek up 
to the Student Center to vote in the student elections. At least it’s that 
time when some students vote. 

Typically it’s a small number who vote and indeed a small number 
who participate at all when considering the size of this university. It’s 
not so much the fact that so few people vote as the fact that so many 
complain when things don’t go right. 

Student Senate elections, like the elections for any office, are the 
chance for people to voice their concerns, their interests and their 
needs.

“The gist of the whole 
department is to provide service - 
service to the students, the 
faculty, and the staff.” This is 
how Dave Baer, Director of 
Security, described the function 
of security on Bradley’s campus. 

In keeping with this goal of 
service.to the campus community, 
Bradley Security has for the 
second year sent two of its eleven 
full-time officers to the Police 
Training Institute (PTI) at 
Champaign-Urbana. At PTI, the 
officers enroll in a six-week,

240-hour training course 
Basic Law Enforcement. 

According to Baer, this course 
is very helpful in reveiwing 
guidelines for the officer. He said 
it has “given them insights into 
things they maybe take for 
granted.”

co-chairman, spoke to the class,” 
Syfert said. “Afterwards I caught 
him in the hall and asked if there 
was some way I 'could help the 
committee at the convention.”

She noted oneTdi Iterance in the 
way Reagan and Ford organized 
things. “Reagan had organized a 
hospitality room in every hotel 
where delegates stayed. Ford had 
only one in the Crown Center 
Hotel where he stayed.” 

Knowing some of the delegates 
from Illinois and from her home 
town Kankakee, Syfert was able 
to meet some of the convention 
celebrities. 

“I met the big honchos there 
from President Ford to Chuck 
Percy to Mayor Carver.” Syfert 
said. She also met Vice President 
Nelson Rockefeller and Happy 
Rockefeller. Celebrities and 
personalities were there to 
support their candidates. 

During what she called “a wild 
and thrilling week,” Syfert viewed 
all the proceedings except the 
actual nomination and voting. 

“The atmosphere remained 
tense throughout the week, but 
near the end it seemed the party 
wanted to unify,” remarked 
Syfert. 

As for Kansas City she will 
remember it as a “nice, friendly 
town with lots of jazz and blues 
entertainment at night.” 

But she will not remember it as 
cheap. “Prices were high because 
of the convention,” remarked 
Syfert. “By staying two weeks 
instead of one I returned to 
O’Hare Airport with only 34 
cents.”

New ombudsman chosen

“Providing students with 
redress when they feel they are 
being treated unfairly is an 
important job,” Dr. John Meyer, 
i professor of Religious Studies and 
new academic ombudsman, said. 
Meyer, who is replacing Dr. 
Domenico Volturno as 
ombudsman, was elected last 
spring by the faculty and Senate. 

“I exercise a purely 
communicative function,” Meyer 
said. “1 should only enter into a 
problem if communication 
between the student and teacher 
has broken down. In fact, it’s 
often the professor who sends the 
student to me.” 

As ombudsman, Meyer deals 


only wtih students who have 
problems related to scholastic 
matters. “But, if the student 
wants, Meyer will speak to the 
teacher. 

“If, after consulting with me, 
the student still wants me to 
present his case to the teacher, I 
will. Some do, some don’t,” said 
Meyer. 

If a complaint cannot be 
resolved between the student and 
teacher, the complaint may be 
brought to the attention of the 
professor’s chairman or dean. 
Since his appointment, Meyer has 
handled fifteen cases. All 
complaints, he stressed, are kept 
in confidence. 

Meyer, a member of Bradley’s 


faculty since 1969, has had 
experience with handling 
problems through religious 
counseling and as a dean of a 
dormitory. 

“I like the job because of the 
students,” said Meyer. “I’ve 
always been open to students.” 

To fulfill his duties as an 
ombudsman, Meyer receives a 
reduction of three hours from his 
teaching schedule. 

The ombudsman office is 
located in Bradley Hall, room 
432. His office hours are: 
Monday, Wednesday and Friday, 
12-1; Thursday and Tuesday, 
12:15-1:15; and by special 
appointment.

The Fifth Man Blues struck 
again and even though the Bradley 
cross-country team put three 
runners in the top five, they lost 
26-31 to Wheaton College last 
Friday. The loss dropped the 
Braves’ record to 2-3. 

Wheaton freshman Dan 
Henderson, a state mile and 2-mile 
champion from Georgia, won with 
a time of 25:04.8, handily beating 
the old course record by about 
ten seconds. The old record was 
held by Dana Hiserote, with the 
time of 25:17. 

Senior John Philyaw placed 
second with a time of 25:15, the 
fastest time on the course in 
his career. “I’m really satisfied 
with the progress I’ve been 
making, and I’m happy with the 
time,” Philyaw said. ”It’s the first 
time I’ve been happy with second 
place.” 

John Isbell and Jim Forster 
finished third and fifth 
respectively. Isbell was clocked in 
16:01 and Forster ran the course 
in 26:33. Bradley’s fourth and 
fifth men, Eugene Hess and Phil 
Hight, did not come in until ninth 
and twelfth, respectively. 

Mike Freeman did not run in 
the meet, due to a pulled 
hamstring acquired druing the 
Southern Illinois-Edwardsville 
meet. Coach Schoof stated that 
Bradley would have won with 


Freeman. He added, “He 
(Freeman) wanted to run, but one 
win’s not that important.” Coach 
Schoof did not want to risk 
further injury to Freeman’s leg. 

Schoof commented on 
Wheaton’s Henderson, saying, “He 
ran fantastic.” 

Freeman had many 
compliments for his teammates, 
stating that Isbell did a good job, 
that Forster ran well (his fastest) 
this year), and on Philyaw: “John 
was excellent. 1 can’t say any 
more about him. He should be in 
the top ten in the state. 

“I think this will be the best 
season ever for the team. It’s too 
bad we had to lose this one.” 

On Tuesday, Sept. 21, Bradley 
fared a lot better. Philyaw won 
the meet against SIU, setting a 
course record with a time of 
26:20. Freeman, Isbell, and 
Forster each tied for second place. 
Bradley won 22-35. 

Nevertheless, Bradley’s fifth 
runner, Don Krueger, did not 
come in until twelfth place. This 
was the meet in which Freeman 
pulled a hamstring muscle. 

Tomorrow, Bradley is slated 
against Loyola and DePaul 
University. Bradley defeated 
Loyola last year, and Loyola lost 
a lot of runners to graduation.

Soccer wins 
two; remains

In this age of tight money, spiraling costs and program cutbacks, the 
Bradley University Athletic Department is facing a related, yet different 
kind of problem. 

Bradley will not be cutting back any programs, but there is a list of 
quite a few nonexistent teams and a few existing clubs that would like 
nothing better than to achieve varsity status. 

The club with possibly the most convincing case for varsity status is 
the Hockey Club, coached by Pete Bardez-Banian, a driving force 
behind the rise of that sport’s popularity in the Peoria area. 

Bardez-Banian is assisted by graduate student Jim Neader, who 
talked earlier this week about attempts to move the club to the varsity 
level.

“We put it before theAthletic Committee last spring,” said Neader. 
“They were unanimous, and it went to (University President Martin) 
Abegg, but I guess he didn’t give the final ok.” 

According to Athletic Director Charles Orsborn, there are several 
other sports that have to be considered also. 

“If we had gone ahead and made hockey a varsity sport this year, it 
might have led to further petitions that we would have found difficult 
to honor,” he said. 

Those petitions would have come from other club sports, such as 
soccer, wrestling, table tennis and bowling, all partially funded now out 
of the Athletic Department budget, or from women’s sports. 

“It would be my guess that in order to comply with HEW (Health, 
Education and Welfare) regulations, we would have to take on 
additional women’s sports first,” said Orsborn. 

Orsborn went on to say that a survey was made on campus in the 
spring as to which sports the women wanted to have as varsity sports. 

Basketball came first, followed in order by swimming, tennis, 
volleyball, track and field, and softball. 

Bradley presently competes in women’s intercollegiate athletics in 
three of those: basketball, volleyball, and track. 

From the looks of the survey, I’d say we’ll be adding swimming and 
tennis next,” said Orsborn. “Hopefully the budget can stand it by 
1977-78.” 


Meanwhile, hockey will remain in its club status, receiving partial 
funding from the Athletic Department.

Plans for calendar halted by inspector

The Bradley Super Calendar 
has been halted by something few 
people expected: the city fire 
code. 

The calendar won’t be built as 
it stands now, although everyone 
on both sides agreed that the 
calendar was needed, but as 
Bradley plant Operations Director 
Bill Wise pointed out, “It’s a 
magnificent idea, but a lousy 
location.” 


The calendar was first 
conceived at a Student Senate 
executive board workshop, 
according to Senate 
Communications Committee 
Chairman Jaime Drabek. The only 
flammable material in the 
calendar would have been a 
plywood base. The calendar was 
to have announced events on 
campus for four months at a time, 
two months on each side. The 
calendar would have been four 


feet by eight feet, with legs of 
seven-foot length. 

Paper for the calendar would 
have been enclosed in glass, but a 
problem with the Peoria Fire 
Marshal Gary Beeson came down 
to the calendar’s location, situated 
in the middle of the west foyer in 
the Student Center. 

“A person would be able to 
walk on both sides, and see two 
months,” Drabek explained. 

Drabek added that the only 


thing standing between the 
calendar and its construction was 
the fire marshal, noting that the 
Senate and Student Center Board 
were in.the funding stage on the 
calendar when Beeson inspected 
the area of the proposed calendar. 

The fire marshal’s approval, 
Drabek said, was the last thing 
considered by the Senate in 
building the calendar. 

The reason for not building the 
calendar was that its location 


would be blocking the west lobby 
exit. 

This reason, Drabek added, was 
given not only by the fire marshal, 
but also by Wise and School 
Safety Director Jim Fletcher. 

Alternative locations for the 
calendar have been ruled out, 
according to Drabek. 

“If it (the calendar) is outside, 
no one will look at it, and in bad 
weather, it would become torn.”

possible infraction and told them 
to move. “They were caught 
illegally campaigning insude the 
Student Center,” Trucce said. 

The elections seats may-have to 
be decided by the Arbitration 
Board, head by Chief Arbitrator 
Carrie Roldan.

Six organizations appealing to 
Student Activities Budget Review 
Committee (SABRC) received 
additional funding while four 
other organizations were denied 
funds. 

The University Arbitration 
Board was awarded $125 of their 
original request of $725. 
According to SABRC Chairman, 
Chris Peterson, $600 of the 
amount was budgeted for salaries, 
which had not been approved by 
anyone. 

The Bradley Review was 
awarded $100 to supplement 
additional artwork for the literary 
magazine. 

The Inter-Fraternity Council 
(IFC) made a request of $350 for 
a Special Olympics to be held 
next spring. This request was 
approved along with approval to 
change certain areas of the IFC 
budget which would not change 
the total money allocated. 


Performing Arts Committee

DAYS TOO LONG? 



The calendar was found to be 
violating a section of the city fire 
code which forbids permanent 
constructions, tables, showcases, 
or vending machines from 
blocking or obstructing the flow 
of traffic in an area. 

These were the violations cited 
in a letter to Student Center 
Director E.J. Ritter. 

Ritter said that the calendar 
was rejected “because it wasn’t a 
safe idea.” If the calendar had 
been built, an inspection two 
weeks later would mean the 
calendar would be torn down. 
“The fire department is in charge 
during all events,” Ritter 
commented. 

When there are events at the 
Field House, Ritter explained, it’s 
the fire department that has the 
responsibility for the personal 
safety of the people inside the 
building. 

In spite of the safety hazards, 
Ritter felt the calendar was “still a 
good idea,” and offered 
alternatives to the super calendar.

“There are three closed window 
cases in the west foyer and four 
cases in the hall.” 

Ritter added that Using the 
window cases would not be an 
obstruction and would serve in 
the same manner as the proposed 
calendar. He agreed with Drabek 
that “This is something we’ve 
needed for a long time. 

“We especially need something 
for big events,” Ritter said. 

Such events as Dad’s Day, 
Mother’s Day, Madrigal Dinner, 
and English Club were among 
examples given by Ritter. 

The calendar’s main purpose 
was to prevent conflicts. “There 
are times when we might have two 
events on Friday night, and none 
on Saturday night,” Ritter 
explained. A calendar would end 
conflicts in scheduling, and add to 
the turnout at campus events. 

Safety director Jim Fletcher 
has no power to approve or 
disapprove projects like the super 
calendar, but he did recommend 
against building the calendar. 

Why? 

“Mainly because there would 
be problems exiting,” Fletcher 
said. The calendar would add to 
the confusion and panic involved 
in a fire. 

Another problem, Fletcher 
said, was with traffic flow under 
normal situations. “With a large 
amount of people exiting, the 
calendar is so tall, so high, that 
people can’t see over it,” Fletcher 
said, adding that there was a 


danger in case of fire in the 
cafeteria. The location of the 
calendar also might cause a 
collision. 

“The code clearly states that 
there should be no obstructions. 
This is . partly my opinion.” 
Fletcher added, “It could add to 
the confusion.” 

He added that he suggested to 
Ritter that the bulletin boards be 
used to announce campus events. 
“There’s space on the wall that’s 
not used much.” 

“I strongly recommended that 
the board put it (the calendar) on 
the wall or outside. People 
looking at it would crowd around, 
and that would create another 
barricade,” Fletcher said. 

“Before that, I didn’t even 
know what was going on,” Wise 
said, adding, “I don’t rightly 
remember Ritter asking input 
before then.” 

Wise objected to the traffic 
flow restrictions from the 
calendar, and pointed out that in 
case of a fire or other emergency, 
“People exiting could be hurt or 
mangled.” 

“Did they clear it with 
anybody for safety?” Wise asked. 
“I don’t know.” 

Wise called the location for the 
calendar “a bummer.” Adding 
that during a conversation with 
Beeson while he was inspecting 
the calendar location, he asked if 
the location would get approval. 
“He (the fire marshal) said ‘no 
way’,” Wise recalled.

Rusty Rhodes, founder of the 
Committee to Investigate Political 
Assassinations (CIPA) will speak in 
the Field House Wednesday 
evening at 8.

Rhodes, who is pressing for a 
re-opening of the investigation of 
John Kennedy’s assassination, 
questions many of the official 
proceedings and decisions made at 
the time of Kennedy’s death.

part of a conspiracy was thrown 
into an asylum by the government. 

For the last decade, Rhodes has

CIPA staff members 
investigate many of the aspects of 
the case.

it at Bradley and happy to see four or five thousand more students working for 
the same status for which they worked. 

.Alums should fill a special place on a college campus. Their experience at the 
university and “the real world" should be their ticket to just about anything the 
current college community has to offer. .Alums have surely paid their dues and 
helped build that community. 

In checking around with people in charge of different facilities on campus 
the response to the alumni question was always the same. *’\Ve really don t have 
a policy regarding alums.'* They are like a useless by-product no one seems to 
know quite what to do with, and secretly hoping they'll never have to decide. 

Alums are second class citizens on this campus. They are approached quickly 
for cash donations and development pledge drives but what about subsequent 
privileges? 

It wasn’t until last year, for example, that alums got free library privileges on 
campus. Hell, even Peoria residents and Illinois Central College students got 
that. But at least now they don't have to pay a S5 usage fee as in the past. 

Meanwhile over at the Student Center, if a local Bradley alum wanted to 
bowl or shoot pool, he wouldn't really get hassled. But he wouldn t be 
encouraged to bring his alum friends with him or to make a habit ot it either. 

It seems alums fall into a gray area between being considered members ot the 
Bradley community-a non-profit organization, or as member of the Peoria

community (“townies”). 

As members of the Bradley community, alums would be entitled to the same 
tax free amusements as students. But as members of the Peoria community, 
their fun and games must be taxed. So a regular game of pool at the Student 
Center might set the local pool hall owners into a tizzy. 

This includes Student Center Board sponsored movies, too. Suppose a 
married couple, both BU alums, are in town for alumni weekend and they want 
to go see Catch 22 at Olin Hall tonight. They might not get hassled if the person 
collecting money at the door recognizes them as Bradley graduates. And if there 
aren’t too many current students in line, they might not get hassled. 

But technically they really aren’t welcome. 

You see, the university wants to avoid creating a wave of resentment within 
the community on account of a few alums who don’t have anything better to do 
than hang around a campus they gave four years of thei • lives to. 

Take another example. Suppose a couple of ex-athlete alums wants to play 
racquetball tomorrow.

Wolgamot heads Newman

The new Catholic campus 
minister for the Newman Club is 
Rev. Ted Wolgamot, a man who 
tries to communicate God to 
people. 

The New man Center is located 
at 1203 W. Bradley Ave., second 
floor. It consists of approximately 
300 to 400 formal members, with 
many more informal members 
taking part in activities. The 
Newman Foundation is a Catholic 
organization with the goal of 
providing a campus ministry for 
faculty, administration, and 
students. 

It is a nationwide foundation, 
and is present on many campuses. 
The local center serves Illinois 
Central College as well as Bradley. 

Fr. Pat Collins, who recently 
resigned the campus minister 
position for a teaching position at 
Catholic University in 
Washington, D.C., and the other 
two members of the Newman 
team, Sr. Rachel Bergschneider 
and Tom Krieshok, interviewed 
Wolgamot finding him qualified 
for the position as well as 
compatible with the Newman 
philosophy. 

“I am extremely happy here 
(at the university),” Wolgamot 
said. “The other members of our 
team (Krieshok and 
Bergschnieder) are very easy to 
work with; they are competent 
and knowledgeable in the area of 
campus ministry. The Newman 
student members have been very 
supportive, as well as interesting. 
The other people at the university 
have been very courteous and 
helpful.” 

One problem, according to 
Krieshok, has been the many team 
meetings held this year in which 
responsibilities are decided upon. 
The meetings are keeping the 
team away from the campus too 


much, and are due to Wolgamot’s 
late arrival in August. 

In terms of his role, Wolgamot 
sees himself immersed in the team 
effort with Krieshok and 
Bergschneider. The aim of this 
team effort is to offer services in 
forms of personal counseling, 
administering the sacraments, 
teaching, and just plain listening. 

The red-headed priest says that 
he sees his being here as an 
“opportunity for personal growth 
for me. I hope I can be of service 
to the students and the faculty.” 

Wolgamot was born and raised 
in Danville, Ill. He attended St. 
Ambrose College in Davenport, 
Iowa. His first six years as a priest 
were spent in a parish in 
Bloomington. He then went to 
San Diego, Calif., where he 
worked for two years on his 
masters degree in counseling 
psychology. He then accepted a 
parish position in Champaign, 
where he has been for the last two 
years 

Wolgamot also emphasized that 
the Newman Club includes 
Catholic faculty members as well 
as Catholic students, and to some 
extent local families. 

His time is pretty well spoken 
for. Wolgamot’s other activities in 
the Peoria diocese include the 
Continuing Education Program 
for Priests, and Marriage and 
Family Counseling. Wolgamot is a 
Certified Parent Effectiveness 
Training Instructor-. 

Despite his busy schedule, 
Wolgamot tells the students “I am 
more than willing to meet with 
any student or group of students 
who want to talk to someone with 
my particular background. I’m 
available to discuss God, church, 
or anything in general. They 
should feel free to contact me at 
any time.”

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Forensics department starts new season

Hard work, dedication and 
success are the key words for 
Bradley University’s Forensics 
team. George Armstrong, director 
of forensics said. “For the Fifth 
year in a row Bradley’s Forensics 
team has been placed in the top 
four by the National 
Intercollegiate Speech Results.” 
John Heden serves as asst, director 
f r Bradley Forensic & Debate. 

Professor Jack Howe of 
Columbia University, collects 
Forensic data and publishes the 
results each year. “Howe bases his 
information on the previous year’s 
tournament results,” said 
Armstrong. Bradley’s Forensics 
team attracts students from across 
the nation. South Dakota, Iowa, 
New Mexico and Florida are jsusta 
few of the many states that are 
represented by Forensics. 

The two major categories of 
forensics are the Individual Events 


which consists of 35 members, and 
Debate which has 20 members. The 
Individual Events catagory 
includes such events as Public 
Speaking, and Oral Interpretation. 
“The forensics and debate teams 
have already been to four 
tournaments and won places in 
events.” Armstrong said. 
Competition is strong at 
tournaments since several schools 
may be present, representing 
numerous states across the 
country. 

At the University of Wisconsin’s 
Whitewater Novice Tournament, 
18 schools from 6 different states 
were represented. At this 
tournament the four-man debate 
team of freshmen Terry Beeler and 
Bruce White, representing the 
affirmative team; and W. C. Bums 
and Jim Pryde representing the 
negative side, won three rounds 
and lost one, combining records for 
a first place victory. 


Contestants from the Bradley 
Individual Events division did well 
also. Sisters Ava and Marsha Banks 
took sixth place in duet acting 
while Mike McClure placed sixth in 
extemporaneous speaking. These 
are just a few of te victories won at 
the Wisconsin tournament not to 
mention victories from recent 
tournaments held in Indiana and 
Kentucky. Next on the agenda is 
the University of Kentucky debate 
this weekend. 

“Bradley will be host to the 
lower division of debate 
tournament, on October 15-16,” 
said Armstrong. This tournament is 
structured for freshman and 
sophomore level debators. 

“Students are involved in the 
level of tournament in relation to 
their experience,” Armstrong said. 
For the debate events there are 
three major divisions of 
competition. The novice level 
includes anyone in their first year 


of debate, the lower division 
includes one or two years of debate 
experience and the Varsity or 
Championship level includes 
juniors, seniors or advanced 
debators. 

The debate topic for each 
college or university is determined 
by a national committee of college 
debate and speech coaches selected 
from schools across the country. 
The topic selected for the current 
year for Bradley’s debate team is 
‘‘standards for consumer 
protection.” 

According to Armstrong, 
“Many students begin collecting 
research material for their debates 
when the topic is issued at the end 
of May. 

‘‘All research is done by 
students for their individual 
topic.” said Armstrong. Those 
competing in the Individual Events 
division are allowed to choose their 
own material for competition. For

Individual Events there is no 
specified level of competition, each 
entrant competes on the same 
level. “Much work is involved for 
the preparation of a tournament, a 
student can average 20 to 30 hours 
in research time,” Armstrong said. 

Forensics is an all school 
activity that is open to anyone who 
wants to get involved. A person 
does not have to be a speech and 
theatre major to be in forensics. 
“There is a training period for 
those who join forensics and lack 
previous experience,” Armstrong 
said. There are scholarship 
offerings for students that show 
talent in forensics and debate. 
Twenty scholarships are awarded 
each year at $650 each. The 
scholarships are renewable each 
year. 

Bradley’s forensics and debate 
program has attracted students 
from across the country. “Many 
students attend the Heart of 
Illinois Forensic Institute for high 
school students that is held at 
Bradley each summer,” said 
Armstrong. During the Institute, 
students are given a chance to get 
acquainted with Bradley’s forensic 
members and faculty as well as the 
campus itself. The Institute lasts 
for four weeks and during that time 
many prospective students become 
attracted to Bradley specifically 
because of its forensics and debate 
program. 

Armstrong said, ‘‘The 
administration has been very 
supportive of debate and forensics. 
They realize the importance of 
forensics and debate as a vehicle for 
getting Bradley’s name in a highly 
regarded academic area as well as 
an eye catcher for prospective 
students.

“I am very interested in get¬ 
ting this program accredited," 
said new Nursing Department 
Chairman, Lois Frels. Frels 
takes over the position after the 
retirement of Professor June 
Snow, who called it quits after 
28 years of service to Bradley. 

I "It’s purely voluntary, but it 
gives the program a degree of 
quality." 

Frels is no stranger to the 
iccreditation process. 

Chairman of the Division of 
Nursing at Iowa Wesleyan Col¬ 
lege in Mt. Pleasant, Iowa, she 
pursued the process until the 
;ollege received the National 
eague for Nursing Accredita- 
ion in 1975. 

Upon the notification of 
ight-year accreditation, the 


maximum that can be received, 
and after three years with 
Wesleyan, Frels accepted the 
position here. But not before 
she witnessed the first class 
graduate from the department 
she helped institute. 

"My job was complete," the 
25-year nursing devotee 
admitted. 

Part of the accreditation pro¬ 
cedure is an evaluation. At 
Iowa Wesleyan, Frels com¬ 
piled and published a self- 
evaluation report that is a 
requirement. The faculty will 
be writing one here. 

"It will take us a while to get 
organized-at least two years. 
We have an excellent program, 
but the process just hasn't been 
gone through. Accreditation 
documents what you have. It 


proves that you are great. 

"We have an well-qualified 
faculty and excellent clinical 
facilities. The community of 
Peoria has an awful lot to offer 
nursing students." 

By clinical facilities, Frels 
refers to the many community 
health agencies in the area, as 
well as hospitals. 

"The bigger the variety of 
agencies, the broader the 
experiences for the nurses." 

Much of Associate Professor 
Frels' 25 years in the nursing 
profession has been devoted to 
public health nursing. As a 
faculty member at Marycrest 
and Coe College she tauaght 
community health nursing. She 
has also served schools in a 
nursing cnpactiy at the primary 
and secondary levels.

The Director of Corporate 
and Foundation Relations is lit¬ 
tle heard about but a vital 
necessity to the lifeblood of 
Bradley University.

He is a man dedicated to his 
vork and to Bradley. Bussone 
innounces the Sunday sports 
esults on WEEK T.V. 25 on 
he 10 o'clock news.

• Chicago and Los Angeles sta¬ 
tions. I enjoy my work at the 
university and I have a loyalty 
to this institution. My heart is 
in Bradley but I still continue to 
receive offers to do sportscast- 
ing," Bussone said. 

The Director of Corporate 
and Foundation Relations is a 
fundraising office. "I was the 
first person with this title 
because of Vic Atchison. The 
money we receive is used to 
help balance the budget. We 
primarily seek support from 
corporations, foundations, 
alumni and friends. We have 
three kinds of gifts. First is the 
capital gift which consists of 
buildings. The second gift is a 
restricted gift which means that 
the money must go to a specific 
area of the university. The 
third gift, and our main objec¬ 
tive, is to receive unrestricted 
dollars so we can pay the 
bills." 


Major gifts are received from 
local industries. Caterpillar, 
Keystone Industries and Com¬ 
mercial National Bank are just 
a few of the local donors, but 
Bradley also receives money 
from out-of-area companies 
such as Eastman Kodak Co., 
Ford Motor Co., and Sears. 

"More colleges compete in 
this area and the competition 
for gift dollars is severe. But 
we have a good case. Bradley 
is a fine product and has out- 
standing academic 
departments. Our product is 
good enough to compete with 
the largest schools in the 
nation," Bussone remarked. 

Many corporations are reluc¬ 
tant to give to universities 
because they want to show 
where theimoney specificaly 
ewt. Bradley has already raised 
$400,000 in unrestricted gift 
money. 

“We set up scholarships 
from corporations so they will 
continue to give gifts. We 
receive $30,000 in scholarships 
annually." 

Bussone sets up the Everett 
Dirksen Chair, which 
originated with the Class of 
1970. "Its primary purpose was 
to raise money to have a full¬ 
time government employe on 
campus. It costs $5,000 or 
more and there wasn't enough 
money. 

“We have brought to cam¬ 
pus such renowned politicians 
as Sen. Howard Baker, Sen. 
Charles Percy, Sen. Adlai 
Stevenson and President Ford 
last March. It was not a coin¬ 
cidence that President Ford 
appearrd here at campaign time 
because we requested his 
speaking just after he became 
president. We would even like

She received her bachlor of 
science degree in nursing from 
Augustana College and com¬ 
pleted her graduate work at the 
University of Iowa, where she 
received her M.A. in educa¬ 
tion, guidance and counseling.

student from Nigeria, came to 
Bradley because of the fine 
reputation it has. He also likes the 
traveling but because of the 
school “being a private one it is 
very expensive.” * 

To Jaime (Jim) Saenz, a 
freshman from Columbia, money 
was not his biggest problem. He 
was one of the many students that 
got caught in the housing shortage 
and was staying in Newman 
Foundation for a week. Even with 
the mix-up with housing and some 
problems at registration, Saenz 
still likes Bradley “because it is 
easier to have closer friends in a 
small school such as this”. 

There is another group which 
helps foreign students called 
Peoria Area Friends of 
International Students (PAFIS).

Dean of Men Edward King and 
Dean of Women Camille Primm are 
changing emphasis on their 
individual responsibilities this year. 
The new plan gives King 
responsibility for the Greek 
organizations and other 
off-campus student organizations. 
Primm will handle the hiring and 
training of the residence hall staffs, 
and will handle problems in the 
dorms. 

Responsibilities formerly were 
divided along male-female lines. 
King and Primm were both 
involved in residence halls, Greek 
houses, and off-campus student 
organizations, as well as handling 
academic and discipline problems. 

The new arrangement is 
intended to avoid unnecessary 
duplication of responsibilities. For 
instance, King said, both he and 
Primm used to attend 
Inter-Fraternity and Pan-Hellenic 
Council meetings, respectively. 
That responsibility now falls 
entirely with King. 

Primm feels the change will 
benefit the students by providing 
greater efficiency in the handling 
of problems. “The change is being 
made because of logistics. Now the 
deans will have clearer priorities, 
and will thus be able to perform 
their duties better.” 

King said he and Primm will 
retain their duties of discipline and 
academic counseling with the men 
and women, respectively. Primm 
added that both she and King 
would handle joint infractions of 
the rules. 

The new plan is an experiment, 
Primm said, and will last at least 


one year. The new plan will be 
evaluated at the end of the next 
semester by students and staffs 
affected by it. If it receives a 
favorable response, the plan will 
become permanent. If there 
appears to be some difficulties with 
it, the plan will either be properly 
amended or the old system will be 
returned. 

The new plan was instituted at 
the beginning of this semester. It 
has been planned and discussed 
over the last two years. Thus far, 
the plan has gone over favorably, 
with no problemsappearing. 

King said that university 
supervision (particularly by his 
office) of fraternal organizations is 
critical because of the Greeks’ 
influence on the rest of the 
university and the community at 
large. 

“I do not believe that the 
university is making too big of a 
committment to the fraternities 
and sororities. In fact, if resources 
were available, I’d like to have at 
least a part-time position to work 
exclusively with these 
organizations. However, because of 
the present financial position, this 
move is not feasible.” Primm 
agreed with King’s view. 

King said he felt that 
off-campus students were being 
slighted by the university by the 
lack of good political, social, 
athletic, and academic 
organizations. “If we are going to 
continually attract the older 
student, the majority of whom live 
off campus, we must address 
ourselves to their needs,” he said. 

Primm said that the difficulty 
with involving off-campus students 


more is that they are not exposed 
to campus activities to the extent 
that the Greeks and dorm residents 
are. “Many of the off-campus 
students work 15-20 hours a week 
besides attending classes. Many 
merely commute to and from 
school. It is much more difficult to 
come into contact with them than 
it is with the students who either 
live on the campus or are in the 
fraternity or sorority.”

Political activist hits system

St ok ley Carmichael, political 
activist, lectured on the advantages 
of socialism over capitalism to a 
crowd of about 200 people during 
Black Studies Week last week. 

However, due to questions 
during the lecture and a time limit 
(the lecture had to end by 10. It 
began at 7) the lecture basically 
concerned problems with the 
capitalist system. 

Capitalism is a system where 
profit is the motivating force, 
where laborers do not enjoy the 
fruits of their labor, where an 
unequal distribution of wealth 
exists and where there is war, 
according to C rmichael. 

‘ Capitalism is a stupid 
system,” he said. “Only a fool 
would choose it. One who likes 
suicide.” 

In explaining his objection to 
the “profit-making syndrome” of 
the capitalist system he said, “The 
best way to make profit is to 
exploit the next man.” 

Speaking of the extremes which 
profit inspires he said, “Do you 
know people are really happy that 
there’s rape? Because now they can 
sell little cans of mace and pocket 
knives for women and they can 
make business on it.” 

Regarding labor he said, “If I 
work and I produce 50 ears of corn, 
any man that tries to touch those 
ears of corn and tries to 
appropriate it for himself, as Africa 
is my motlier, I’ll kill him.” 

Capitalism creates a hierarchy 
where more and more money 
becomes concentrated in the hands 


of a few, Carmichael said. College 
graduates, considered as more 
valuable workers than 
non-graduates by the hierarchy, are 
the main perpetuaters of the 
system, according to Carmichael. 

“the ideology of the society is 
crucial,” he said. “And at the 
university they manufacture 
ideology.” 

Carmichael went on to explain 
that the veyr concepts of 
capitalism mean that there will be 
war, offering as proof the fact that 
there has been a major war every 20 
years since America was founded. 

“There’s got to be war,” he said. 
“Constantly, constantly, all the 
time war. And not only that, under 
the capitalist system, war is Big 
Business.” 

Carmichael then went on to say 
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We’ve all done enougli grumbling about “nothing to do on 
weekends.” Now let’s put our coupons where our mugs are and maybe 
by next Oct. 1. we can all celebrate this anniversary in the comforts of 
our own little oasis.

your home course, John? 

“I feel it will be worth at least 
20 seconds,” he said. “After 
running it so often you know 
where to run hard and how to run 
the course.” 

Any predictions? “I don’t 
usually like to make predictions 
because Coach Schoof always says 
I should strive for better. Just say 
I hope I make the top ten.” 

As a natural offshoot, Philyaw 
also competes with the track 
team, running the mile and 
two-mile indoors and the three- 
and six-mile outdoors. 

“I’m strongest in the six-mile 
race since it’s about one mile 
more than cross-country races,” 
he said. “I like the other events 
also but I’m not as good.” 

Pre-race jitters are an 
occasional problem for Philyaw. 
“I get really nervous before races 
sometimes,” he said. “Once it is 
underway, though, I’m ok. 

“During the race I usually 
think about who I’m running 
against. I like to keep a good hard 
pace throughout since I’m not 
much of a sprinter at the end. 


“I try to make the other 
runners work and if they keep up 
and have a fairly good kick at the 
end, then they’ll win.” 

Coach Schoof adds, “At times, 
John seems beaten because he just 
doesn’t have good foot speed. But 
I know he runs hard throughout 
the race.” 

Team practices are no different 
for Philyaw, who runs them just 
as hard as meets. “John’s 
unbelievable,” said teammate 
Mike Freeman. “Even in practice 
he just never lets down. At the 
end of races when guys are griping 
and complaining, he can make 
you mad because you can never 
tell how he feels. I can never tell if 
he’s really tired.” 

As successful as he has been 
here, Philyaw often wonders how 
much better he could have been 
with more training. 

“At ICC I was training 
on-and-off,” he said. “Runners at 
different schools with established 
teams were getting better and 
better while I stayed the same. I 
probably could have been a lot 
better runner had I gone to a 
four-year school right away.

“I’m glad I transferred to 
Bradley, rfot only for 
cross-country, but for the school 
itself. I could have gotten 
scholarships elsewhere (he receives 
full scholarship of tuition and 
books here) but I wanted to come 
here. Most people know you here 
and you aren't as lost as at Illinois 
or other big schools.” 

So far this year Philyaw, 22, 
has not had the same success as 
last year, finishing first once and 
settling for second four times in 
six meets. 

Bradley cross-country Coach 
Jack Schoof is not worried 
though.

Things were looking a lot better 
for the Bradley cross-country team 
last Saturday as they swept a 
double-dual meet from Loyola,

Jim Forster came in 
seventh in 26:26. Don Krueger was

eleventh in 27:16. 

Coach Schoof said of Krueger, 
“He’s been steadily improving. He 
finished within two minutes of the 
leader. I’d like to see him within 
one minute.” 

On the meet as a whole, Schoof 
stated, “We could have done better 
if the meet were more competitive. 

The other two Bradley runners, 
Pat Leonard and Phil Flight, placed 
17th and 18th respectively. 
Leonard ran a 28:43 and Hight ran 
the course in 29:43. 

At DeKalb, Northern placed six 
men in the top eight spots to beat 
Bradley, 21-38. 

Coach Schoof felt that Bradley 
was running better as a team, 
especially the first five runners. 

Freeman led at several points 
during the race, but finished fifth 
with a time of 26:29. John Philyaw 
was the leading Bradley runner, 
placing second, with a time of 
26:00. Philyaw beat Northern’s 
Chip Barbour, who won the Huskie 
Invitational last year. 

John Isbell placed ninth with a 
time of 26:58. Forster came 
behind him next with a 27:28. Don 
Krueger was fifth man with a time 
of 27:47. Eugene Hess, Phil Hight, 
and Ken Greco placed 12th, 13th, 
and 14th respectively. 

Coach Schoof said that the 
tough teams on Bradley’s schedule 
are out of the way, and that 
Bradley should win the rest of their 
dual meets.

water polo, but players must stay 
seated in automobile innertubes. 
Sitting in innertubes was once a 
sort of lounging, but this sport 
provides the excitement of 
movement. 

“Entering it (the tube) quickly 
and efficiently and maneuvering 
the tube with and without the ball 
is often a tricky task,” states the 
IWP rule sheet. 

An innertube water polo team 
consists of seven players, including 
a right, center, and left forward, a 
right, center and left back, and a 
goal tender. 

A regulation game is 24 minutes 
long, with two 12-minute halves 
and a three minute break between 
halves. Then again, the game may 
last all day or all night according to 
the players wishes and the wishes 
of the janitorial staff at Haussler 
HaH. 

The IWP goalkeeper is a most 
interesting player. The rules state 
that the goalie may be male or 
female, but the rules become 
unclear when describing the 
relationship between the goalie and 
his/her innertube. 

“Goal tender may sit in a 
horizontal or vertical position 
inside the innertube,” it says. 

Huh? 

Anyway, the players are not 
allowed to leave their innertubes, 
hang on to the pool wall while in 
possession of the ball, or hold the 
ball under water. Offensive players 
are not allowed in the goal tender’s 
area. And, of course, faculty 
members may not taketheir Oreo 


cookies into the pool. 

However, there are personal 
fouls for holding, pushing jumping 
on, tackling, ducking, or dumping a 
player not holding the ball. A 
penalty shot is awarded for every 
set of 10 personal fouls. 

While all those personal fouls 
may sound fun, an IWP enthusiast 
notes the similarity between 
fouling in innertube water polo and 
regulation water polo. 

“It doesn’t matter as long as the 
ref doesn’t see it,” she says with a 
look of gleeful evil in her eye.

The valley is still Missouri

Last week, the Missouri Valley Conference, as a name at least, was 
no more. It had been changed to The Valley during the summer as part 
of a wide-range promotional effort to upgrade the league’s image. 

That was before conference officials gathered in Tulsa for their fall 
meetings. 

“We decided to keep Missouri Valley Conference as the official 
name, but we’ll use ‘The Valley’ in quotes in reference to it in the 
media,” said Orville Nothdurft, Bradley’s representative to the 
conference. 


“Some people feel very loyal to the Missouri Valley Conference, 
especially our two western schools (New Mexico State and West Texas 
State), becuase of its good image in basketball.”

Nothdurft, Director of Alumni and Public Relations at Bradley, was 
conference president last year. He is concerned about the league’s image 
and the tumble it has taken in the last few years. 

He took over the presidency of “The Valley” at the May, 1975 
spring meetings and was faced almost immediately with a dilemma of 
major proportions. 

At that time, Louisville, the league’s No. 1 schoool in basketball, and 
the third-place team in the NCAA tournament that year, said it was 
happy with the MVC and that it would stay. 

Three days later, however, Louisville announced that it would 
withdraw from the league, a move that dealt a crippling blow to the 
image of the conference. 

“When you lose your big school, the one that gives you an image,” 
Nothdurft said, “you’re in trouble.” 

Louisville went on to join the new Metropolitan Six, a league of 
schools with big-time basketball reputations, most of which had left the 
Missouri Valley in the past eight years. The schools included former 
Valley members Memphis State, Cincinnati, and St. Louis, in addition 
to Tulane. 

There was a lot of talk at the time about Bradley moving to a new 
league, and not all of it was strictly rumor. 

“We were keeping our eyes and ears open for self-protection,” 
Nothdurft said. “We would have seriously considered the Metro Six had 
they invited us, but we never did get an invitation. 

“Another league would love to have us, but it would mean a lesser 


image if we joined.” 

So Bradley chose to stick with “The Valley” and see if things would 
improve. And now it looks as though things may be on the upswing. 

Nothdurft said that no schools talked about leaving at the fall 
meetings, a change of pace indeed from the last few years. He is also 
excited about the latest addition to the conference: Creighton. 

“The thing that so pleases me,” he said, “is that they have a national 
reputation. Next to Notre Dame and Marquette, they were the best 
independent available. 

“It helped protect Bradley’s interests, too, having another 
non-football school.” 

The Bluejays, along with Indiana State, which was admitted earlier 
last year, will not compete for the conference basketball title this year 
since schedules could not be worked out to play the double 
round-robin league season. 

Beginning this season, ‘The Valley’s” representative to the NCAA 
tournament will be decided by a conference tourney, the semi-finals 
and finals of which will be held in Wichita Mar. 2-5. 

First-round play will be at four different sites, the home team having 
decided by who finished higher in the regular season standings. Those 
games will be played Feb. 28. 

“I feel it will be a big step forward,” Nothdurft said. “Mostly, the 
money from that will help run the athletic departments at the various 
schools.” 

One of the main reasons for the league’s fall from top prominence 
was its decision to pump some big-time life into its football program. 

Nothdurft was happy with that decision, “but not at the expense of 
basketball, where our true image is. 

“For a few years, football dominated at the expense of basketball. 
Now the feeling is ‘Gee, we’re best known for basketball, so let’s make 
use of it.’ ” 

The big argument for football is to increase revenue through 
television contracts, and now “The Valley” seems to be on the verge of 
making its break. 

Tulsa defeated Top Twenty power Arkansas two weeks ago and is 
the favorite to win the title. With that, there is a chance the Hurricane 
could make it ato a bowl game, something that could help conference 
prestige considerably. 

* * * 

Although Creighton will not be on the league schedule this season, 
they will be here Jan. 12. 

Other schools on this year’s home schedule include Loyola, DePaul 
and Nevada-Las Vegas, a team that led the country in average points per 
game last year with 110.4. That game will be Feb. 1. 

Road games include Butler, Iowa, Illinois State, and an appearance 
in the Las Vegas Tournament.

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Staging woes culminate in concert cancellation

Earth, Wind and Fire. Their 
concert scheduled for last Sunday 
was canceled only seven hours 
before the performance was 
supposed to begin. Several 
hundred people, with estimates 
ranging between 500 and 1,000, 
had been waiting outside most of 
the morning to buy tickets when 
the announcement came. 

Work crews had been in the 
Field House over five hours when 
the road manager for Earth, Wind 
and Fire came to inspect the 
placement of the stage. He 


complained that with the 4-foot 
stage at one end of the Field 
House, there would not be enough 
clearance between the ceiling and 
the sound speakers. 

To accommodate him the 40 
by 60 foot stage was moved 
forward 16 feet near center court. 
With the new placement, over one 
half of the seats in the Field 
House had obstructed views. Of 
those seats, one half had already 
been sold, according to 
Performing Arts Committee 
(PAC) Chairman Don Stahlin. 
Over 4,000 tickets had been sold 


by Sunday. 

Fire Inspector Donald 
Stockwell said the problem in 
staging could have been worked 
out to the satisfaction of the fire 
department. 

“Ramps off the floor to the 
main aisle made those aisles 
useless as fire exits,” he said. “But 
we could have worked out a 
compromise.” 

Had the stage been set with the 
band’s normal staging, sound 
equipment ramps would have 
extended into the side aisles 
between the floor and the seats. 


The announcement the concert 
was definitely canceled came 
about 1:30, after the promotion 
agent for the concert was unable 
to change the mind of the road

manager who had already 
contacted the band.

Snider, Szeto win for professionalism

The promoter (Trans-World 
Marketing Inc., from Detroit) is 
liable for all expenses incurred in 
setting up the concert, according 
to Stahlin and Smith. 

Several weeks ago, pictures had 
been taken of the interior of the 
Field House and these, along with 
the dimensions of the stage, had 
been sent to the road crew, which 
had approved of the Field House 
as a concert site. 

One week ago, the road manger 
for the band came personally to 
inspect the Field House and 
approved the facility.

When word got put that I was writing a column on the black/white racial 
situation on this campus, reactions were encouraging. 

“I wouldn’t touch that with a ten-foot pole!” 

“Are you going by an alias this week?” 

“How long do you think you’ll have before you’re run outa town?” 

But I decided such a column needed writing and so Fm going to go for 
broke. 

Let me say from the outset, just to ward off those who will seek to punish 
me, I am not claiming immunity from the problem of prejudice, nor am I 
omnipotent. I’ve uttered my share of slurs so I’m no better than anyone else 
on this subject. 

It’s just that I’m lucky enough to have a column through which I can 
publish my opinions And I have an opinion on everything. That doesn’t mean

they’re right, they’re just mine. What I try to do is share with you what I 
think are the most valuable opinions, the ones that include you. 

Many of you may think you’re not included when I say the racial situation 
on campus is a disgrace. What’s happening at Bradley is a classic case of buck 
passing-everyone’s pointing the finger at everyone else. 

My assessment of the Bradley situation is that this campus is saturated 
with closet bigots. Closet bigots are the most despicable kind. You can’t nail 
them down on anything specific, they just to their part to keep the 
undercurrent flowing. And it’s impossible to wage battle against an 
undercurrent. 

Bradley seems to be breeding such bigots. By all outward appearances, 
Bradley looks integrated (if you call about 500 blacks to 4,000 whites 
integration). But the two races might as well have separate sub-campuses for 
all the real exchange of ideas that occurs. We’re all physically here together 
but treating each other like invisible creatures. 

This pseudo-integration I think is due to a predominance of students 
coming from segregated backgrounds who aren’t used to interacting with each 
other. 

What I think is so alarming about this lack of communication is that it is 
so subtle yet so settled in. It would take one hell of an explosion to come 
close to breaking down the walls. 

Blacks think Bradley’s racially a lost cause for them and whites think if 


they ignore the issue it will go away. 

We’re all losing. 

A truly integrated education is invaluable. What we’re getting at Bradley is 
reinforcement of 1950s attitudes. This is a big way in which, I’m sorry to say, 
my degree from this institution will be sadly lacking. 

Most students don’t realize they’re being shortchanged in this way. They 
think if they come here and make it through four years with a minimum of 
grief, a maximum of partying, and a couple of hot job prospects, that they 
got the most for their money. 

Crossing cultural lines can give added dimension to a traditional education. 
Yet at Bradley there is no attempt to revel in the cultural differences. 

Instead, both whites and blacks are suspicisous of each others’ attempts at 
crossing color lines. At Bradley that’s just not done. 

As I said to a black freshman after helping him make out his class schedule 
this summer, “Well, I guess we’ll never talk to each other again once you get 
here in the fall, so have a good four years.” At the time he didn’t understand 
but I guess he does now. 

Somewhere along the line someone set the precedent at Bradley that you 
mix only with your “own kind.” But that poor misguided slob must be dead 
and gone. This is nearly the 1980s. So why are we still marching to the 
drummer of the 50s? 

I don’t claim to understand the complexities of the interracial problems at 
Bradley. All I know is what my five senses tell me is going on around here, 
and I wouldn’t want to be a black on this campus. 

I think it would be lonely and frustrating in a place where it is socially 
acceptable to mingle with only about 500 out or 4,500 of the total 
population. 

I think frustration is why the Black Studies department is on its fourth 
department chairman in four years. 

I think there is a lot of peer pressure among blacks at Bradley, but what 
they lack most is strong leaders to help them organize and set about having 
their needs realized. 

Bradley’s still wallowing in the dirt of the past and as far as I’m concerned, 
it’s enough to make an educated person weep. 

Education they say, and I used to say, will be the remedy for the racial 
sickness in our society. But Bradley’s set that theory back a couple of 
decades. 

I don’t know what the answer is. Do we set a date to all meet in the quad 
and bury the hatchet? Should we count, one, two, three, and all change 
attitudes? Should we schedule an “Each person step into the other person’s 
shoes” Day on campus so we can really see what it’s like? 

The leaders of our country who came closest to answering similar 
questions have been assassinated, and we surviving Americans can’t even agree 
on whether to take a day out each year to mourn their passing or not. 

Maybe we really don’t want things to change. Maybe it’s the inevitable 
human condition, or in this case, the Bradley condition. 

When I graduate, I’ll be proud of my degree and proud of my academic 
and practical experiences. But socially and culturally, I’ll have a lot of 
catching up to do. 



Grievance policy 


BRADLEY UNIVERSITY 
Affirmative Action 
Grievance Policy and Procedure 
Students 

Policy: 

Bradley University wishes to provide its students the right to 
pursue a grievance under a recognized formal procedure. Students 
covered by this document are all regular full and part-time 
undergraduate and graduate students of Bradley University. 

With the adoption of the Affirmative Action Policy, in 
compliance with federal guidelines, the University insures that 
each student has a channel for carrying a grievance of alleged 
discrimination. Grievable issues are those in which there is a 
possibility of an error in the institution’s policies, in its prescribed 
procedures for carrying out the policies in the administration of 
procedures, or in varying combinations of these. Thus, policies 
and procedures which have the potential for grievance are listed 
as follows: access to and participation in course offerings and 
extracurricular activities, including campus organizations and 
competitive athletics; eligibility for and receipt or enjoyment of 
benefits, services and financial aid; use of facilities, and 
comparability of, availability of, and rules concerning housing 
(except that single-sex housing is permissible). 


Step 2: 

If the grievance cannot be resolved on an informal basis and 
the student wishes to pursue the grievance further, a formal 
grievance should be submitted in writing to the Dean of Men 
or Dean of Women with a copy to the Director of Personnel 
who is the Coordinator of efforts to comply with Part 86 of 
Title IX. These forms are available in the appropriate Dean’s 
office and must be submitted to the Dean within three work 
days following the previous discussion. The Dean shall respond 
to the grievance in writing to the student within three work 
days from the time it was submitted to him/her and at the 
same time provide the Director of Personnel with all 
information pertaining to the matter. 

Step 3: 

If the grievance cannot be resolved at either of the previous 
levels, the appropriate Dean shall refer the matter to the 
Student Grievance Committee who will interview the 
aggrieved, review all information and make its 
recommendation to the Vice President for Academic Affairs. 
The decision of the Vice President for Academic Affairs will 
be final and will be communicated in writing to the aggrieved 
and Student Grievance Committee within seven days of the 
Vice President’s receipt of the Committee’s recommendation. 

It should also be understood that: 


Procedure: 

Bradley University has established the following grievance 
procedure for all students which may be followed without fear of 
prejudice or punishment. 

Step 1: 

A student who has a grievance shall first notify either the Dean 
of Men or Dean of Women and fully discuss the complaint. 
The appropriate Dean will respond within three working days 
of the initial discussion. Every possible effort should be made 


1. Any student may call on the Dean of Men/Women for 
assistance regarding policies, procedures, etc. 

2. Any grievance that is not presented in the prescribed manner 
and within the established time limites at the appropriate step 
shall be deemed to have been settled or withdrawn. 

3. The Student Grievance Committee shall be appointed by the 
Vie President for Academic Affairs and is to consist of the 
following: two administrators, two undergraduate students,

Chloroform level in Peoria's water considered safe

Peoria has the 

safest level of cloroform in its 
drinking water of any area in the 
U.S., a survey of two Bradley 
alumni revealed recently. 

The survey was conducted by 
Gil Pacey and Don Roseboom 
under the guidance of Dr. Max 
Taylor of the Chemistry 


Department. The survey was 
conducted with the aid of a grant 
from the Forest Park Foundation. 

The process was to follow the 
water from treatment plants of 
the Peoria Water Co. through the 
treatment process to sample 
homes in Peoria. 

“Samples were collected from 
the hard water plants and the

aerator, which is an instrument on 
the water tap that makes water 
bubbles, was studied for a high 
chloroform content,” Taylor 
explained. 

Water softeners were not 
examined, Taylor said, adding 
that, “I doubt that it (a water 
softener) would tell very much.” 

The system for measuring the 
chloroform content of drinking 
water is to take a sample and leave 
it for eight to 10 hours to let the 
chloroform build up. 

Dr. Taylor added that a 
problem with the Federal 
Environmental Protection agency 
(EPA) was that the water samples 
“sat for a week” before being 
tested for chloroform content. 

Peoria was not included int he 
EPa survey, Taylor stated, which 
was one reason why the survey 
was taken. 

Tests found the level of 
chloroform to be less than 0.2 


parts per billion. Taylor explained 
that there is no “danger level” for 
chloroform set by government 
because the testing procedure is 
continuing. “It will take longer to 
find levels.” 

“Extremely high doses for long 
periods of time could increase the 
occurence of some kinds of 
cancer; such as liver cancer. 
Chloroform has been shown to 
cause liver cancer in mice when 
given in large ddoses.,” Taylor 
said. 

The concern for the project 
was what effect small doses of 
chloroform would be, like one 
quart per day for a lifetime. 

The project cost $6,800, 
including approximately $5,000 
for equipment. The major pieces 
of equipment used in the survey 
was an electron Capture Detector, 
capable of measuring parts per 
billion. This was used with 
existing sampling equipment from

the Chemistry department. The 
survey was taken over a one-year 
period ending last May. 

The project started in the 
summer of 1975, with Pacey and 
Roseboom working with Dr. 
Taylor. Roseboom continued with 
the project as a Master’s degree 
thesis. Roseboom, with Taylor’s 
supervision, worked at perfecting 
the sampling technique necessary 
to complete the analysis and 
sampling of Peoria’s drinking 
water. 

Chlorofonn is formed when 
chlorine is added to drinking 
water. Chlorine is added in order 
to prevent diseases like typhoid. 
However, when chlorine reacts 
with organic compounds, 
chloroform is produced. 

Dr. Taylor is currently on 
sabbatical to conduct research at 
the Northern Regional Research 
Laboratory in Peoria. He will 
remain on sabbatical for this year. 

The survey will be shut down 
for the 1976-77 school year, but 
Dr. Taylor said that the survey 
will be rechecked when he 
returns.

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Freeman: smoked once,

Unlike many high school 
athletes who concentrate mainly 
on their favorite sport, Bradley 
cross-country runner Mike 
Freeman never even thought of 
running until he was challenged. 

“My best friend at East Peoria 
High wasn’t really much of an 
athlete but we had a lot of fun 
playing pick-up basketball games 
as well as other sports. I was on 
the football team freshman year, 
while my friend started running 
cross-country and one day he 
challenged me to run with him. 

“I was pretty cocky because 
I had usually beat him in other 
sports but he really smoked me

that day.” 

From that day on Freeman 
decided to concentrate on running 
to see if he could also make the 
team. He Finished second his 
senior year in the Mid-State Nine 
championships, earned a 
scholarship at Bradley and is now 
one of the Braves’ most consistent 
performers. 

When Bradley’s top runner last 
year, John Philyaw, got off to a 
slow start this year, Freeman was 
right there to pick up the slack. 

He finished first in the Braves’ 
first dual meets against Illinois 
State and Valparaiso. Twice he 


has finished second and the only 
thing slowing him down is a 
nagging hamstring pull he suffered 
during a meet against 
SIU-Edwardsville. 

In that race, Freeman was 
running with teammates John 
Isbell and Jim Forster when he 
took a spill and injured his leg. “I 
thought I could possibly run it 
out but it was pretty sore,” said 
Freeman. 

“The other guys (Forster and 
Isbell) really helped me by 
running with me and getting my 
mind off the leg. They pulled me 
through the race.” 

The cross-country team’s spirit 
was exemplified at the end of the 
race as all three, Freeman, Isbell, 
and Forster crossed the finish line 
together for a three-way tie for 
second. 

In the Notre Dame Invitational 
last week, Freeman and Philyaw 
became the only Braves runners in 
history to finish a five-mile race 
in under 25 minutes. Philyaw did 
not surprise that much because as 
Bradley’s top man, he is expected 
to lead the team. 

His time of 24:27 was truly 
outstanding, but Freeman’s time 
of 24:50 was the eye-opener. 

As a sophomore last year, 
Freeman’s best time had been 
25:47. Now as a junior he has cut 
almost a minute off that. 

A 20-year-old journalism 
major, Freeman also works 
part-time in the sports department 
of the Journal-Star. He eventually 
plans to work for a newspaper, 
hopefully in the Southwest. 

“I really love that part of the 
country. I plan on working 
around this general area for a year 
or two and then heading down 
south, possibly to Oklahoma.” 

Right now though, Mike’s 
thoughts are on his grades and his 
running. “Our team got off to a 
slow start at 24. Currently we are 
44 and there’s no reason we can’t 
win the rest of our dual meets to 
fmish 94 as we did last year.” 

If he continues to improve as 
he has during the last few years, 
the 5-11, 145-pound Freeman will 
be more than a match for any 
runner he faces.

“They’ve never been to Bradley before and 
they had trouble finding the place,” said 
player-coach Tim Harris. 

The game started and less than a minute into 
the contest, Chuck Le’he scored the first goal, 
bringing the crowd to its feet. 

By the end of the first seven-minute quarter, 
Bradley was on top 6-0, thanks to two more 
goals by Le’he, one by Greg Wells, one by 
Harris, and one by Roy Whalen. 

“That’s R-o-y,” Whalen dictated after the 
game. “Rrrroy.” Right. 

Northern came back to score two goals in 
the second period, both in the deep end of the 
pool and also broke out with two quick goals in 
the third quarter. 

Harris finally broke the Bradley drought 
with two goals and Le’he and Wells added one 
each to give the Braves a victory. 

“We got up six-zip and substituted a lot,” 
Harris said. “We were real sharp that first 
quarter, but we kind of let down after opening 
up that big lead.” 

Harris added that next year there will be five 
or six home games. 

Then Calanca broke in. “Next year we’re 
going to play UCLA on the road and travel in 
an airplane.” 


The rich get richer and the fans ... 
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Supreme court strikes down pro draft

Once again the actions of the National Football League 
Players Association and the United States judicial system 
have dealt a major blow to professional football with 
repercussions also being felt in pro basketball and baseball. 

The court has recently ruled that the NFL’s annual draft 
of college seniors is illegal. Citing anti-trust laws the court 
said the draft was depriving the players of their right to work 
and obstructing their freedom of movement. 

However, what about the rights of the fans and team 
owners, whose investments depend on game attendance? The 
draft was designed to maintain balance within the league and 
to prevent the “rich from getting richer.” 

A balanced league means close games, which mean excited 
fans, which mean money. 

Agreed, the players should receive part of the increased 
revenue, but other recent court rulings regarding free gents 
should make that situation more than equitable. 

In the years before 1965, when baseball’s own free agent 


draft was instituted, the New York Yankees won 29 pennants 
while attracting all of the outstanding prospects with their 
money and big city glamour. The rich got richer. 

In 1969, The Pittsburg Steelers were 1-13. In 1975, using 
almost exclusively players obtained by way of the draft, they 
finished as Super Bowl champions. 

The Milwaukee Bucks finished dead last in the NBA for 
the 1968-69 season. Two years later with No. 1 draft pick 
Kareem Abdul-Jabbar at center, the Bucks were NBA 
champions. 

With a lack of balance and without a chance to rebuild a 
team without the expenditure of exorbitant sums of money, 
how can anyone expect the fans’ undying support? 

And without that support, the players’ new benefits will 
be just about nil, the owners will be broke, and the game 
suffering.

Gynecological services at Health Center denied

Bradley will not provide direct 
gynecological services to women 
students, according to Ken 
Goldin, director of Auxiliary 
Services. 

Last May, the Associated 
Women Students (AWS) presented 
four proposals to the Campus 
Affairs Advisory Board (CAAB) 
that dealt with birth control and 
gynecological services to the 
campus. 

CAAB recommended a 

proposal that Bradley extend 


health services 'to provide 
gynecological services if this 
service could be provided at no 
substantial cost to the university. 
The recommendation was passed 
on to Goldin. 

According to Goldin, who 
never saw the recommendation 
until two weeks ago, this 
additional service will add a 
substantial cost to the university. 

“I consider the Health Center a 
first-aid station. Right now, we 
can’t afford a gynecologist to 
work there without a fee to the 


students. For that matter, I’d like 
a free dentist,” Goldin said. 

In two weeks, a representative 
from St. Francis Medical Hospital 
will appear before CAAB to 
discuss the possibility of 
establishing a referral service to 
students. “In the meantime, the 
Health Center will steer the lady 
•in the right direction,” Goldin 
said. 

Last March, AWS along with 
Planned Parenthood, submitted 
proposals to CAAB to establish a 
Planned Parenthood chapter on 


campus. However, Planned 
Parenthood withdrew their 
request for a clinic here. 

Joan Criswell, representing 
Planned Parenthood, was to 
present that proposal at a meeting 
on March 10, 1976. 

At that time, Criswell said that 
Planned Parenthood couldn’t fund 
a chapter on campus. “The 
funding of a campus clinic is not 
in the budget at this time, 
although the Bradley campus is 
considered as an area of 


expansion,” Criswell said at that 
meeting. Planned Parenthood 
could give consultation and 
management, but no funds, she 
added. 

In a school-wide survey 
conducted last year, AWS 
compiled these statistics: 80 
percent of the women polled said 
that they felt a need for a Planned 
Parenthood center at Bradley; 83 
percent stated that some form of 
birth control should be available 
at the center.

Bradley’s own Jazz Band will 
perform in the Student Center 
Ballroom on Monday, Nov. 8 at 8 
p.m. 

The University of Iowa 
Kantorei, directed by Dr. Don V. 
Moses, will present a concert in 
Neumiller Chapel on Nov. 7, at 8 
p.m. The Kantorei, a chorus of 32 
singers with ensemble, will present 
the great works of choral 


literature, including rarely heard 
works of the 16th through 19th 
centuries, plus contemporary 
choral works. 

Poets Jim Hanning and Carolyn 
Rodgers will perform during the 
Festival. Hanning, publisher of the 
Salt Lick Press and Lucky Hearts 
Books, will read Tuesday night, 
Nov. 9, in Jobst Hall Auditorium. 
Two nights later, on Nov. 11 at 
Jobst Hall Auditorium, Carolyn 
Rodgers, a 1976 National Book

Speech Tournament will conclude 
the Festival. Dates for the 
Tournament are Nov. 19-21. The 
Bradley University Theater will 
present The Lesson Nov. 18-20, at 
7 p.m., in the Carousel Playhouse. 

Three one-man art shows are 
scheduled for the Festival. Former 


Bradley art instructor Robert 
Hansen, now an artist of national 
and international note, will show 
his paintings in the Duryea Hall 
Gallery through Nov. 15. 

Hansen’s works have hung in 


Modem Art in New York; the 
Whitney Museum in New York; 
the Los Angeles County Museum 
of Art, the Long Beach Museum 
of Art, and the Fine Arts Gallery 
of San Diego. Hansen has also 
received the Guggenheim and 
Tamariand Fellowships. He is 
currently associated with 
Occidental College in Los Angeles.

Rhodes thinks the killer, or 
killers, could be walking around 
free right now. He thinks the 
FBI, the CIA and organized crime 
are more deeply involved than 
anyone wants to admit. He thinks 
the truth in this case would help 
end a period of conspiracy and 
official cover-up in America. He 
thinks the American people

The special committee headed by 
Chief Justice Earl Warren was 
finished. They had spent an 
intensive 10 months conducting 
over 25,000 interviews. These 
interviews had ranged from actual 
witnesses to emergency room 
doctors to ballastics experts. 
Reportedly, no stone had been 
left unturned. 

After evaluating a multitude of 
evidence the Warren Commission 
had concluded that Lee Harvey 
Oswald was the sole assassin, 
firing a total of three shots from a 
sixth-floor window of the Texas 
School Book Depository Co. He 
was not a member of a 
conspiratorial group, he was now 
dead and the case was closed. 

But was it? As Chief Justice 
Earl Warren presented the official 
findings of the Commission to 
President Johnson he sighed 
regretfully and said, “Perhaps 
we’ll never know the truth about 
the Kennedy assassination.” 

If not Oswald-, then who did 
pull the trigger on that November 
day in Dallas almost 13 years ago 
and killed John Kennedy, the 
President of the United States? 

No one knows: at least no 
one’s telling. “It’s the crime of the 
century,” said George “Rusty” 
Rhodes, “and it remains 
unsolved.” 

Last week, Rhodes presented a 
lecture in the Bradley Field House 
that would have made even the 
staunchest Warren Commission 
supporter think twice about the

deserve to know exactly what 
happened on Nov. 22, 1963 and 
the events leading up to it. 
President Johnson, by executive 
order, closed the records until the 
year 2039. 

He’s had a lot of time to think 
about these things. As the founder 
and director of the Committee to 
Investigate Political Assassinations 
(CIPA), Rhodes has spent the past 
dozen years investigating 
Kennedy’s murder. He knows the 
details, right down to the names 
of every last witness, forwards and 
backwards. 

It hasn’t always been easy. He’s 
endured everything from official 
silence to attempts on his life. 
“Anyone investigating the 
Kennedy assassination in Dallas or 
New Orleans during the 
mid-60’s”, he explains, “endured 
hardships. I did too.” 

However, Rhodes is a lot 
luckier than the Dallas reporter 
who emerged from an interview 
with Jack Ruby announcing he 


the 28 witnesses who died within 
two and one-half years of the 
assassination, all from violent 
deaths. Louisiana Rep.Hale Boggs, 
who served as a member of the 
Warren Commission, was killed in 
a mysterious plane crash over 
Alaska. Says Rhodes, “The 
mortality rate of anyone in any 
way connected with the case was 
tremendous.” 

But Rhodes, a Los Angeles 
police investigator, thinks all that 
has changed now. He’s got the 
power of Congress backing him 
up. 

After years of effort and 
millions of letters on the part of 
interested citizens who were 
demanding a reopening of the 
investigation, Congress recently 
passed a resolution to begin a new 
inquiry into Kennedy’s 
assassination. Rhodes will serve as 
a special counsel to the 
committee. “Now we’ve got 
Congressional power to back up 
the investigation. Lying to us is 
perjury, and you’re talking about 
four years in a federal 
penitentiary. It won’t be a 
country club prison, either. We’re 
going to investigate until the truth 
comes out, once and for all.” 

The first thing a new 4 
investigation will take up will be 
the motive behind killing 
President Kennedy. Rhodes 
doesn’t buy the official 
explanation that says a demented 
Oswald killed Kennedy because of 
his Marxist political beliefs. 
Rhodes thinks that Kennedy, in 
his efforts towards peace, had 
alienated a lot of people in the 
United States military and 
intelligence communities. 


feelings. One admiral was even 
heard urging others to “throw out 
the traitor”, speaking of Kennedy. 

Six weeks before his death, 
Kennedy announced a tentative 
withdrawal plan of 800 to 1,000 
Americans a month from Viet 
Nam. At the time he was killed, 
1800 U.S. soldiers had already 
come home. Detente was 
becoming a reality and a nuclear 
test ban treaty with Russia had 
.been signed. 

Kennedy was also in the 
process of reorganizing the power 
structure in the CIA, vowing to 
“smash the CIA into a thousand 
pieces and cast them to the 
wind.” These events and more, 
believes Rhodes, are what 
ultimately led to Kennedy’s 
death. 

The Warren Commission 
divided their investigation into 
different segments including; 
Oswald’s background, his actions 
on Nov. 22, 1963, his affiliation 
with the Soviet Union, Jack 
Ruby’s background and his

made a spelling error. He had 
actually been employed by Frank 
“The Enforcer” Nitti, A1 Capone’s 
cousin. Ruby’s real name was Jake 
Rubenstein, but his friends and 
colleagues in Chicago called him 
‘Sparky’.” 

Oswald’s background was also 
checked by the Warren 
Commission, but they seemed to 
have % passed over some things 
rather lightly. For example, when 
Oswald’s mother suffered a slight 
injury that didn’t even require a 
doctor’s care and caused her to 
miss only two days of work, he 
was granted a hardship discharge 
from the Marines. 

He stayed at home for three 
days before taking off for the 
Soviet Union. It remains a 
mystery where he got the money 
for the $1500 airplane ticket, as 
he had saved only $203 from his 
Marine pay. There aren’t any 
indications where the money 
came from and his income tax 
returns from that year are 
classified top secret. While in

Rhodes believes Kennedy 
started stepping on toes durinig 
the first year of his administration 
by abolishing over 400 Pentagon 
committees. This caused talk of 
revolt and anti-administration 


reasons for shooting Oswald. 
Rhodes suggested that they could 
have added one more category: 
Who killed John Kennedy? 

Rhodes stated that the Warren 
Commission’s explanations leave 
something to be desired in 
accuracy. For instance, they 
described Jack Ruby as a patriotic 
inn-keeper who was motivated to 
shoot Oswald by his patriotism. 

“Well, I’m from Dallas and I 
knew Jack Ruby,” Rhodes said. 
“He was a gun-runner, ran houses 
of prostitution and sold large 
quantities of heroin.” 

The Warren Commission also 
concluded that Jack Ruby had no 
ties or links with organized crime. 
He had, while living in Chicago, 
worked as a messenger boy for 
one Frances Netty. 

“We looked high and low for a 
Frances Netty in Chicago,” 
Rhodes said. “Finally, we realized 
that the Commission had just 


Russia, Oswald denounced his 
U.S. citizenship and revealed 
military secrets. But when he 
decided to come back, the U.S. 
State Department loaned him the 
money. 

All of Oswald’s actions were 
occuring during the height of the 
Cold War with Russia, yet his 
activities were never questioned. 

Upon his return to the United 
States, Oswald was met at the 
airport by a Mr. Rankin who 
claimed to represent an 
anti-Bolshevik society. Rhodes 
discovered this society was 
actually a CIA front. 

The legal case against Oswald 
on Nov. 22 was nonexistent, 
according to Rhodes. “No one 
actually saw him shoot and no 
one would connect him with the 
rifle.” Rhodes then proceeded to 
refute the Warren Commission’s 
findings, step by step.

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'Uncle Vanya' a comedic success at Carousel

The only Teal disappointment 
of the Carousel Playhouse’s season 
opener, Anton Chekhov’s Uncle 
Vanya , was that the cast never 
took a curtain call. 

Woven around Russian country 
life, the play deals with the 
upsetting effects a retired 
professor and his young, second 
wife have on his dead, first wife’s 
relations when they settle at the 
family estate. 

With a definite flair for staging 
the humor of real life, Director 
Yolanda Reed creates a paced, 
subtle illusion of hope and 
happiness, keeping the characters 
shifting and moving without 
breaking the necessary mood of a 
stale,, frozen pattern of life. Even 


in the climax, when Uncle Vanya 
tries to shoot the Professor twice, 
the scene borders carefully on 
slapstick rather than giving over to 
extreme soap operic drama. Also, 
her steady hand keeps the last 
scene humorous instead of falling 
into a tedious, drawn out relapse 
into the frozen pattern. 

When the play turns to quiet, 
serious moments, her handling 
does not quite match this joyful 
pinpricking of life, as was obvious 
in the scene when the Doctor 
admits his love for the Professor’s 
wife, Elena. The two became 
statues, seemingly separate from 
the passionate words. 

Throughout the play, the 
characters glowed with lifelike 
mannerisms, lifting them above 


Chekhov’s basic personifications 
of moods. All the actors blended 
together to form a solid, yet 
diversified and interesting, whole. 

As the old nurse Marina, 
Suzanne Koepplinger was 
heart-warming with her 
lumbering, elderly, heavy-set 
walk, and the typical housekeeper 
habit of wiping her hands on her 
apron. 

And from the moment Eileen 
Drolc bitchingly swished on with 
a Miss American smile, the 
character of Elena, captivates and 
eludes like a flapper who knows 
what she wants and how to get it. 

In the complex title role of 
Uncle Vanya, Jeff Williams moves 
believably through his descent 
into disillusionment and 


attempted murder and suicide. 

Others in the cast were Jim 
D’ardenne as Doctor Astroff, 
Ralph Younf as the Professor, 
Martha Meegan as Uncle Vanya’s 
mother, Diana Figueroa as a 
peasant woman, and Dave Corsini 
as the watchman. 

Two other characters of note 
were Sonya, the Professor’s 
daughter by his first wife, played 
with all the nobleness of a 
Chekhov heroine by Maria 
Gilmore, and the impoverished 
landowner Telegin, portrayed by 
Tim Corbitt with a beautiful 
suffering comic touch right down 
to the single cord he knew on the 
guitar. 

From the view of an aspiring 
playwright, arrows pierced the 


heart every time a line was 
changed in the play, from the 
semi-understandable switching of 
the word “odd” for the word 
“queer.” 

The worse arrow came when 
the Professor said, “He’ll talk my 
head off,” referring to Uncle 
Vanya’s constant chatter. 
Chekhov’s version of it read, 
“He’ll talk me to death,” much 
more ironic considering Uncle 
Vanya tries a more physical 
method in the next scene. 

But, forgiving the production 
for tampering, the play literally 
becomes flPeasy melody of belief 
in hope. Even the ending where 
Uncle Vanya has resigned to 
disillusionment seems to lift ones 
spirits.

Midnight Ride of the Bradley Braves

The double airplane hangar structure of Robertson Memorial Field 
House stood in the darkness of night last Thursday. Outside, it was 
quiet. A few cars passed by, cruising Main Street in an endless parade, 
while late-night students straggled homeward after hours at the library. 

But inside the Field House, balls were bouncing on the new floor 
and a small crowd was gathering in the south bleachers. The time was 
11:30 p.m. 

It was just 30 minutes before Oct. 14 could be scratched from the 
calendar as another day passed. But more importantly to those 
gathered at the Field House that evening, it was just 30 minutes before 
Get. 15 would begin its 24-hour run. 

Get. 15 is the first day, according to that guiding hand of college

athletics, the National Collegiate Athletic Association (NCAA), that its 
member schools can begin organized basketball practice. 

Most schools wait till at least the dawn has broken, while others will 
put it off until classes are over for the day. 

But there was Bradley’s basketball team, assembled on the Field 
House floor, some shooting free throws, others doing dribbling drills, 
and the large, four-sided scoreboard that hangs over the middle of the 
floor was counting down the minutes until midnight. 

“It’s something that’s been done before,” coach Joe Stovvell said, 
“but not a lot.” Marquette basketball coach A) McGuire did it last year, 
scheduling the tipoff of a game with the Russian national team for 
12:01 a.m. 

There was no game for the Bradley Braves that night, but a 
soon-to-be played intrasquad game at Varna must have been in the back 
of Stowell’s mind, as well as the publicity value of holding a midnight 
practice. 

“He told me about it before he told the players,”Sports Information 
Director Joe Dalfonso said of Stowell. “But he told me not to say 
anything yet. Then he came into my office yesterday and said to let the 
media know.” 

The media came, but not in force as most of them probably opted 
for a nice warm bed. 

Besides the few members of the press, there were some interested 
students, a number of cheerleaders, who spent most of the evening in 
the top of the bleachers, and a few citizens of the community, who 
decided to make an early morning picnic out of the affair by bringing 
donuts. 

It might have been part publicity stunt, but it was certainly not all 
that way as soon became apparent. 

The scoreboard clock wound down and at precisely 12:01 a.m. on 
Oct. 15, Stowell’s whistle blew and he began motioning to his players. 

“Let’s have a line over here, a line over there,” he said and the 
players parted to the sidelines. 

Stowell picked up a ball. “Okay, twice right, twice left, and twice

down the middle.” The ball was tossed and layup drills began. It was 
only the beginning. 

By 12:45, almost half of the spectators had left. Thirty minutes 
later, there remained only half a dozen students and six or eight hard 
core Bradley followers sitting on the tables of press row. 

The team was sitting on the east end of the floor, listening to 
Stowell before running through some basic offensive patterns. 

“1 thought it was just going to be a token practice,” said Paul 
Herzog, one of those sitting on the tables. “I thought they’d run 
through a few drills, scrimmage and quit.” 

Not quite. 

On the floor now with coach Stowell were junior center Alex 
Mazeika, Dennis Smith and freshman Ken Garrett at forwards and 
Bobby Humbles and Roger Phegley at guards. 

At 6-6, Phegley, used almost exclusively at forward his first two 
years, is being groomed for the guard position this year. If the switch 
works out, he would be Bradley’s biggest guard ever. 

“He’s not fast as lightning at bringing the ball down,” Stowell said, 
“but we’re not concerned with that. We’re just concerned at how'well 
he brings it down, and nobody has taken it away from him.” . 

Practice continued, a few more people left and the topic of 
conversation in the bleachers kept drifting to the American League 
baseball playoff game in New York. Chris Chambliss had hit the 
winning home run for the Yankees just a few hours before. 

Gary Childs, last year’s Scout sports editor and an avid Yankee fan 
re-enacted the home, run swing at least a half dozen times during the 
course of the evening . . . er, morning. “Yankee Stadium has got to be 
the best baseball park in the world,” he said. 

What some people won’t do to keep the conversation going at 2 a.m. 

Shortly after the second hour of the morning had passed, Stowell 
lined the squad up along the west baseline and announced the final drill 
of-the practice. 

Beginning with the seniors, each player would get a chance to shoot 
a one-and-one free throw. Make both, and the player could shower and 
go home to bed, or whatever. Miss and the entire team would run 
something called “The Killer.” 

The Killer is a sprint from the end line to the free throw line and 
back; sprint to half court and back; sprint to the opposite free throw 
line and back; sprint to the opposite end of the floor and back. 

Four players converted both ends of the bonus situation. Phegley, 
Jerry Stowell, Terry Laaker and Humbles took off for the showers with 
raised fists and whoops of joy. The rest were left to suffer. 

The workout could probably have gone on all night, since each 
player was supposed to make both throws before leaving, but Coach 
Stowell called an end to the parade after one time through the roster. 
Perhaps he wanted live bodies at practice the next day. 

“We have a real new bunch this year,” Stowell said, trying to explain 
some of the rationale behind the early morning antics.

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Candle named as cause of Monday fire 


Fire causes *60,000 damage to fraternity house 


A fire at the Alpha Epsilon Pi 
(AEPi) house 1309 W. Fredonio 
Monday has effectively closed the 
house for this semester and maybe 
next semester. 

The fire, which started shortly 
after noon, caused by “careless 
use of candles”, started in an 
upstairs room and spread to 
adjoining rooms. All rooms 
upstairs sustained heavy smoke 
and water damage. 

“What saved us was the roof,” 
John Jochem said, explaining that 
if the roof had been made of 
wood instead of steel the house 
would have probably burned to 
the ground. 

As it was, there was an 
estimated $40,000 worth of 
structural damage to the house, 
and an additional $20,000 worth 
of damage to the interior 
furnishings of the house, including 
the personal belongings of the 
residents. 

The fire started in Chris Bane 
and Bill Woolfs room, neither of 
whom were home at the time of 
the fire. 

The house’s construction aided 
in the spreading of the fire. 
Although there are concrete 
blocks behind the walls of the 
building to help prevent the 
spreading of fires, the blocks do 


not go all the way to the roof. 
The fire spread over the top of the 
concrete walls on either side. 

Mike Crystal, a junior, 
discovered the fire. “Do you want 
to know what happened?” he 
asked, standing outside what was 
left of his room. 

“I was upstairs and I smelled 
smoke. So 1 went downstairs to 
see where it was coming from. 
Nothing was burning downstairs 
so I came back up with the 
president. We opened the door of 
the room and the flames shot out 
at us.” 

The Peoria Fire Department 
was called. While waiting for them 
to arrive, Jochem and Jon 
Gustafson took the fire 
extinguishers upstairs to attempt 
to put the fire out. 

“The smoke was bad,” 
Gustafson said. “We couldn’t 
stay.” He added that the fire 
extinguishers weren’t really much 
help - one hardly worked and the 
other was almost empty. 

When the fire started one 
person, Steve Piette, was sleeping 
and had to be rescued, according 
to Bob Gindlin, an AEPi. 

“And one was in the shower,” 
added A1 Kleeman. “But you 
don’t want to know about that.” 

No one will be staying in the 


house the rest of this semester. At 
least temporarily many of the 
other fraternities have opened 
their doors to the AEPi residents. 
There is also the possibility that 


they will be living in the dorms. 

“As far as I know, none of the 
AEPi’s are staying in the dorm 
system now,” said Joseph F. Mele, 
Vice-president of Business Affairs. 


He said that Housing was working 
on the problem though. 

Bradley, while it does not own 
the AEPi house, does hold the 
mortgage on it, according to Mele.

Bradley match game '77- grand prize $ 100,000

The announcement of a 
$100,000 challenge grant to 
Bradley and the election of 
Frederick M. Bourland as new 
Chairman of the Board of 
Trustees of the university came in 
a press conference held recently. 

The $100,000 grant was made 
by the Joyce Foundation of 
Chicago. Bradley must match this 
grant by raising funds from new 
people during a one-year period 
beginning Nov. 1, 1976. 

Qualifying matching gifts must be 
from individuals and not from 
corporations or foundations. 

The Joyce Foundation was 
incorporated in 1948 by Mrs. 
Beatrice Joyce Kean and the grant 
is unrestricted so as to allow the 
university to use the funds where 
necessary. 

Frederick M. Bourland was 
elected Chairman of the Board of 
Trustees at their annual meeting. 
Bourland said “My stance is to 
assume President - Abegg has the 
ability to run day to day business. 
The board should address itself to 
overall policy and administration, 
not day to day operation.” 


Bourland served the past five 
years as Vice Chairman of the 
Board and for 25 years as a 
Trustee of the university. He 
replaced Kenneth W. Black who 
will continue to serve as a member 
of the Board. 

Harry McClarence was elected 
Vice Chairman of the Board. He 
served as a member of the Board 
since 1967. 

The association of Bradley to 
Theodore Kruger, who recently 
bequeathed $800,000 to the 
university was also made known. 
Kruger graduated from Bradley’s 
Polytechnic Institute in 1916. 
Kruger’s brother Edward told 
university officials Kruger “felt 
his education at Bradley provided 
him the foundation for the 
success he was to experience in 
later life.” Kruger was an engineer 
for more than 30 years. The 
university expects to receive the 
funds in the spring of 1977. 

ALSO: Mr. and Mrs. George 
Luthy were named recipients of 
the President’s Award for service 
to the university. Luthy served on 
the Board of Trustees from 1936 
to 1971 and was Chairman of the 


Board for 24 years. 

Abegg told reporters that a 
study on the athletic program at 
Bradley is continuing and should 
be concluded sometime during 
this present academic year.

Santa Claus Parade Nov. 26 


Fraternities helping to repair vandalism damage to parade floats

If you were to turn the clock 
to noon on November 26, 1892, 
what would you see on the streets 
of Peoria? Most likely, the whole 
town would be lining the streets 
to witness Peoria’s first Santa 
Claus Parade. Begun by Shipper 
and Block Department Store (now 
known as Block Kuhl Department 
Store), this annual function has 
been held every year without fail 
for a total of 84 years. 

During that time span, the 
parade has passed through many 
hands, landing into the laps of the 
Downtown Development Council. 
The Council which has now 
funded and directed the parade 
for the last three years consists of 
Peorian merchants. 

Beginning with a few bands, 
floats, and even a few old time 
circus wagons which are now 
residing in the Ringling Brothers 
Barnum and Bailey Circus 
Museum in Baraboo, Wis., the 
parade has expanded to a total of 
18 floats and approximately 21 
bands. Most of the floats depict 
characters and story lines from 
children’s nursery rhymes and 
bedtime stories. These include 
Cinderella, Little Miss Muffet, and 
Frosty the Snowman. 

In addition, there is the 
miniature replica of the Julia Belle 
Swain paddleboat; the Queen 
float which has in the past held

When the Associated Women Students (AWS) spearheaded a proposal last 
year to get health center services expanded to include gynecological services on 
campus, they opened a can of worms that just recently began squirming. 

The proposal to the university administration was to provde gynecological 
services through the health center if those services could be secured “at no 
substantial cost to the university.” 

Nobody said trying to get gynecological services at Bradley would be easy. 
The truth is, if gynecological services at the health center could be provided at 
NO cost to the university, the powers that be in Swords Hall would still be

shaking their heads “no” and mumbling about promiscuity, and maintaining our 
private school image. 

And what about student needs? 

This issue is much broader than the issue of gynecological services for women. 
It’s an issue of assessment of student health services, an area which the university 
should be ashamed to call attention to. 

In spot-checking student health services at a few private colleges in Illinois, I 
found Wheaton and Blackburn Colleges-two out of the eight I checked-have 
small infirmaries where sick students can recuperate without infecting a whole 
dorm. Must be nice, huh? 

Knox College in Galesburg, for example, provides prescription drugs above 
and beyond sniffle tablets and throat lozenges, at cost. The same goes for special 
lab tests. 

Carthage College service hours are Monday through Saturday with a physician 
available six days a week. Loyola has services 8:30-5 p.m. seven days a week. 
Wheaton, again, has an RN on 24-hour emergency active duty. 

You’d think Bradley University would welcome the chance to expand health 
services. 

Well, one reason the proposal for a gynecologist on campus was denied is 


because supposedly the philosophy of the health center is to provide diagnostic 
and referral services as well as minor treatment for minor ailments—only. The 
argument goes like this. Once we start bringing specialists on campus, where will 
it end? Today a gynecologist, tomorrow a dentist, who knows what the next 
day. 

What it sounds like is that we won’t expand what we have now in the way of 
health services no matter what the student demand is. 

We don’t want to change minimum services to maximum services because its 
against the basic health center philosophy. Once you start raising standards, I 
guess it’s hard to stop. 

This is a really sorry approach to student services. You would think the 
university would be in favor of expansion of services of any kind. This 
resistance to change is dangerous to an institution especially one like Bradley 
that boasts of its ability to meet individual needs. 

Another reason for denial of gynecological services on campus was that 
Bradley cannot afford to expand services right now. Actually, right now ? the 
University is sitting pretty on an $800,000 unrestricted gift, drawing interest at 
the bank even as you read. That one gift last month is more than twice as much 
as the total in unrestricted gifts collected last year. It appears to me Bradley 
could afford to do a lot of things right now. 

And space they say, is at a premium. Where would we put all this expanded 
service? 

What about Sisson Hall offices opening up, supposedly soon, to student 
organizations as a student service annex? What about rotating office hours 
around the regular physicians’ limited hours at the Heitz Hall clinic? 

Something could be arranged. 

If there were NO substantial cost to the university, could we really afford not 
to invest some space and limited funds into expansion? 

These reasons for denying expansion of student health services hold up like a 
candle flame in the wind. Yet we’re supposed to buy them. 

It scares me to see how fast student needs can be squashed. 

Since the AWS first initiated the proposal for gynecological services on 
campus, new membership has taken over the group and new officers who 
weren’t even in the organization at the height of the conflict are in charge now. 
They’re more interested in bringing speakers on campus than they are in 
finishing what was started by their predeccessors. 

Unfortunately, the effort will die for want of a leader. Even the women’s 
“official voice” on campus won’t take up the fight, and that’s pretty sad. 

But that doesn’t change the need for better health center services, in general, 
for all students. The students now need someone to take the ball and run with it.

Bradley’s Association of 
Women Students has a new name 
and a new look, according to this 
year’s president, Sherry Panahi. 

The Council for Women’s 
AWareness (CWA), formerly 
Associated Women Students 
(AWS) “is doing basically the 
same things we’ve always 
attempted to do,” according to 
Jean Miller, advisor to the group. 
“CWA is concerned with helping 
people become aware of women, 
their capabilities and their needs,” 
she added. 

The decision to revise the name 
was an attempt to erase any 
negative associations it may have 
had with its former purpose, “to 
determine penalties and 
administer punishment for 
infractions of campus rules and 
regulations,” Miller said. 

“We decided if we changed the 
name and also brought in new 
programs and better organization,

more persons would be interested 
in participating in the activities,” 
Panahi said. 

Bradley’s group is a due-paying 
member of the National 
Intercollegiate Association of 
Women, which allows them the 
freedom “to choose any name we 
want to be descriptive on our 
campus,” Miller explained. 

CWA is not an organization 
you join, Miller emphasized. 

“You participate to the extent 
that you want to.” There are 
elected officers, ten board 
members, and representatives 
from dorms, Greek organizations 
and some other groups. 

For the past year, CWA has 
worked on a proposal suggesting 
birth control and/or 
gyneocological services be 
provided on campus in 
cooperation with the Planned 
Parenthood organization. 

“We didn’t get what we 
wanted. After what we heard 


from the President, I don’t know 
how much further we can go,” she 
said. The final proposal, which 
was made by the Campus Affairs 
Advisory Board, requested that 
gynecological services be added to 
the University Health Center, at 
no substantial extra expense to 
the University. This proposal, 
because of the cost clause, was 
rejected by the president. 

“Although we haven’t dropped 
it, that will not be our first 
priority this year,” Miller said. 
“We want to get back before the 
student body.” 

This year, CWA is considering 
re-instituting the “Senior Women 
of the Year” award that it gave up 
until last year, but with a 
different twist. Hopefully, with 
proper funding and participation, 
a “Senior Student of the Year” 
award will be presented, making 
every student eligible. 

Mary Pomeroy, a traveled 
political figure who speaks on the 


role of women throughout the 
world, will appear in Neumiller 
Chapel on Monday. The talk, 
co-sponsored and publicized by 
the International Affairs 
Organization, is free to the public. 

This kind of cooperation with 
other organizations is one of the 
ways CWA hopes to involve more 
persons on campus. The 


possibility of having 
representatives from organizations 
as well as housing units is being 
discussed, but “the people who 
attend our meetings are involved 
in variops other organizations and 
know what’s going on there,” 
Panahi said. Attendance at CWA 
meetings is not necessary for 
cooperation between the groups.

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Demanding, Tough, Compassionate; 

Putnam Winner Snider; Vital Cog in Program

‘‘Demanding, tough 
compassionate, caring, 
stimulating, exciting, fair, and 
most of all sensitive to needs and 
abilities.” 

That’s how former students 
have described Dr. Paul B. Snider, 
professor of journalism, and 
recipient of this year’s Putnam 
Award for teaching excellence. 

Snider’s journalism 
Newswriting classes had always 


been assigned to cover Founder’s 
Day, and Snider also attended, 
but this year’s ceremony was 
different. 

The reputation as a teacher 
with high standards of quality 
came from Snider’s strong 
attention to detail in his students’ 
work. An addition to the letter 
identifying Snider’s office signifies 
this attention. The office letter 
should be F, but there is a chalked 
“E” etched next to the F. This 
stands for “FE”, or fact error. 
Snider also received an “FE” 
stamp from his students in 1964. 


It’s been used many times for 
students with story errors. 

Snider is a “stickler” for detail 
because of a concern for good 
writing and good journalism. “I’m 
terribly concerned about the 
media;” Snider said. “About 
what’s happening to it, where it’s 
going. I wouldn’t be teaching if I 
wasn’t, I’d be out there.” 

Snider has had experience with 
journalism, including 15 years 
with United Press International. It 


was with UPI where Snider 
became interested in teaching. 

“I started in journalism when I 
took a job after graduation from 
high school. I took a job with a 
newspaper syndicate.” 

“I was working in Detroit some 
years later when a teacher at 
Wayne University asked me to 
talk to his journalism class.” 

Snider said that he enjoyed the 
class, and the give and take with 
the students. So, with a wife and 
two children, Snider quit his job 
with UPI and entered college. 

“I thought I had something 


others needed.” Snider added. 

Snider’s first tour of duty with 
Bradley ran from 1955 to 1970, 
when he left the university to 
develop a mass communications 
program at American University 
of Beirut in Lebanon. The 
program ran into problems, Snider 
explained, with financial matters, 
and Snider returned. He now says 
that the Beirut program probably 
shouldn’t have been started. 

Many of Snider’s former 
students have reached high 
positions of responsibility in 
journalism. Among these former 
students are David Horowitz, 
Consumer Ombudsman with NBC; 
NBC White House Correspondent 
Bob Jamieson; Los Angeles 
Times travel columnist Tom 
Grimm; UPI Washington 
correspondents; editor of the 
defunct Chicago Today ; as well as 
many public relations, executive, 
and editorial positions across the 
nation. 

Snider keeps in contact with 
many former students. Prior to 
the Putnam Award ceremony, a 
group of Snider’s ex-students met 
him for lunch in Chicago. He also 
admists receiving “30 to 50” 
letters from alums at Christmas. 
Also, students have “dropped in” 
to see Snider since graduating. 

Snider has been using 
innovative techniques in teaching 
journalism. Included in the 


techniques are video display 
terminals (VDT), educational 
television, conference phones, and 
role-playing. He began using 
educational television as a means 
of giving the same lecture material 
to his classes. TV is becoming 
more influential today, Dr. Snider 
said, and “Students should see it 
(TV) as more than an 
entertainment media.” 

VDT, Dr. Snider said, is “the 
coming thing” in the print media, 
and students of journalism should 
have some experience with them. 

As for advice to young people 
considering careers in journalism, 
Dr. Snider said “By and large, the 
preparations are the same as the 
preparations for going into 


college. Have a well-rounded 
background, fully know the basics 
of grammar and rhetoric.” 

Snider also said that a great 


deal of reading and the ability to 
see good journalism and, good 
writing are essential to someone 
interested in journalism. 

On the subject of a return to 
active journalism, Dr. Snider said, 
“There’s always that possibility,” 
but he doesn’t expect to return. 
However, Snider is the “Media 
Man”, a 90-second critique on 
media news reporting that is part 
of the Monday night news bloc on 
WEEK television in Peoria. 

“I enjoy teaching too much,” 
Dr. Snider said of his reason for 
remaining in teaching. 

A native of Cleveland, Ohio, 
Snider received his Phd. from the 
University of Iowa, his Masters 
from the University of Oregon 


and a B.J. from the University of 
Missouri. He served as a foreign 
correspondent for Time-Life, 
NBC, and UPI while in Lebanon.

"Hitchcockian” Flick Obsession is a Spinetingler

Obsession 
“Worthy of the Man.” 

In the vernacular of suspense 
and mystery buffs (and what true 
movie fanatic isn’t?) calling a film 
‘Hitchcockian’ is just about the 
best compliment one can give it; 
unless of course it’s by the master 
himself. Here at last is a move 
that’s worthy of this compliment 
and more. Of all the attempts to 
imitate and honor Hitchcock, 
“Obsession” is by far the most 
successful by any director 
including Truffaut. 

The success of “Obsession” is 
due at least in part to the fact that 
director Brian de Palma is the 
second greatest Hitchcock fan 
around (I am the greatest and I 
think that will be enough egotism 
for one review) and rather than 
try to pay homage to all of his 
films de Palma has taken them on 
individually. First he honored

“Psycho” with “Sisters” (1973) 
and now he does the same for 
“Vertigo” with “Obsession.” 

Few other movies have as 
complex a plot as “Vertigo” and 
de Palma and Paul Schrader 
deserve special credit for coming 
up with a screenplay equal to 
Hitchcock’s original. In 1959 a 
real estate developer, Mike 
Courtland (Cliff Robertson) finds 
his wife and daughter kidnapped a 
few hours after the celebration of 
their tenth wedding anniversary. 
Rather than pay the ransom, 
Courtland allows the police to 
rescue them but something goes 
wrong and both die a fiery death. 
For 16 years Courtland blames 
himself for their deaths (and what 
man wouldn’t?). He finally goes 
on a business trip with his partner 
to Italy. He travels to the church 
where he first met his wife and 
there Courtland discovers a girl 
who looks exactly like her. 


He quickly falls in love with 
her and the question you (and 
later Courtland) must ask is could 
this be just another girl or is it his 
wife or is it his daughter? 

Although “Obsession” is a 
virtual scene-for-scene duplication 
of the essence of “Vertigo,” in no 
way can one consider it as simply 
a copy. Beyond de Palma’s 
masterly direction and 
co-authored screenplay the film 
has Robertson’s fine, restrained, 
performance of a man desperately 
grabbing for happiness and 
teetering on the edge of insanity

Why did Lee Harvey Oswald 
state publicly that he was a 
“patsy’’ and that he didn’t kill 
John Kennedy? Why were doctors 
in Dallas forbidden to examine 
the President’s neck wound? Why 
was the Zapruder film, which 
shows Kennedy’s head snapping 
back indicating a shot from the 
front, suppressed by the U.S. 
government? Why did the Warren 
Commission conclude that Oswald 
was the lone assassin when the 
best Marine marksmen were 
unable to duplicate the feat in test 
conditions? Why has all the 
evidence pertaining to the 
assassination been locked up in 
the National Archives for 75 
years? 

Despite the 26 volumes of the 
Warren Report, and the 
distinguished membership of the 
Senate-appointed Commission, 
Rusty Rhodes, in a recent lecture 
at Bradley, said he doesn’t believe 
these questions have been 
answered. He thinks that 
President Kennedy’s assassination 
is still an unsolved murder. 
Rhodes, the founder and director 
of the Committee to Investigate 
Political Assassinations (CIPA), 
systematically refuted the Warren 
Commission findings, step by 
step. 

First, the Warren Commission 
claims that Oswald fired three 
shots that day. He fired them 
from a sixth floor window of the 
Texas School Book Depository 
Co. That was 60 feet high, over 90 
yards away from Kennedy at the 
time of his death. These three 
shots were accomplished in 
anywhere from 4.8 to 5.6 
seconds. 

Replies Rhodes, “To prove this 
theory, the Warren Commission 
had three Marine sharpshooters 
use the rifle found in the Texas 
School Book Depository Co. and 
fire at stationary objects at 25 and 
50 yards. Even under these ideal 
conditions, with all the time in 
the world to aim and under no 
pressure, none of the men could 
fire three shots and hit the target 
in the 5.6 seconds that Oswald 
reportedly did.”

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Creatively anachronistic - 

Looking to escape the mundane

Long ago in the hamlet of 
llliton, there lived a Teutonic 
Viking named Orson Die Grosse 
Mauer. Mauer was an imposing 
man. He believed in the chivalry 
of his time and often defended his 
honor on the tournament field. 

Orson did not die with the 
romantic Middle Ages and llliton 
is now called Peoria and the 
romantic Middle Ages returned to 
the Bradley campus two weeks 
ago with jousting, swordplay and 
chivalry. 

Orson Die Grosse Mauer is the 
persona of Mike Purtscher, 26, of 
Peoria. When Purtscher isn’t busy 
working at his job with Rossetter 
Ford, he spends his spare time 
working at his duties with the 
Society of Creative Anachronism 
(SCA). 

Purtscher is the self-proclaimed 
Seneschal and busies himself at 
attracting new members. 

The SCA is a non-profit 
educational organization designed 
to educate its members on the life 
of Western Europe during the 
Middle Ages. The organization 
started in Berkeley, Calif, during 
the mid-1960’s. According to 
Purtscher, the group spawned 
from a party thrown by a woman 
who idolized this age. 


Among the SCA’s activities are 
revels, a type of medieval party, 
feasts and tournaments. 

“This is an escapist form of 
having fun,” Purtscher said. “We 
try to be concerned with the 
feelings of our members. Our 
charter originally listed us as an 
educational organization, but it’s 
too much fun to let it stop there.” 

According to Purtscher, the 
U.S. and parts of Canada are 
divided into four kingdoms. The 
SCA then operates through the 
hierarchy of each kingdom. 

A king is crowned following a 
tournament of battle where 
members duel wearing armor and 
wielding padded weapons such as 
broadswords, the short mace and 
falchion. 

Armor must meet the SCA 
standards and the member must 
be trained before entering battle. 
Members bring their own 
particular skills to the SCA. 

Some members, according to 
Purtscher, specialize in making the 
chain mail which must be worn 
under the armor. OTher crafts 
include calligraphy, illumination, 
silversmithing, jewelrymaking and 
tailoring.

But as the Field House atmosphere is today, so was the 
atmosphere at the Peoria Armory before 1949. 

“There’s no way to describe the facility down there,”

/isited a team in a situation like they had to face coming into 
the Armory. It was a vocal, extremely sophisticated crowd. It 
iad to be some kind of experience.

A protest Filed by the Williams

The Bradley Women’s 
Volleyball team record now 
stands at 20-11 for a winning 
percentage of .645. Looking 
toward the State Tournament 
scheduled for November 12 & 13, 
they have three regular season 
games still to be played. 

Oct. 19 they played Danville, 
using Bradley’s new Field House 
floor for the first time. Scoring 
went 15 - 3 and 15 - 6 with 
Bradley beating Danville’ Junior 
Varsity team for the first win of 
the night. The second match, with 
Danville’s Varsity team this time, 
went 15-5 and 15-4, Bradley 
again being the winner. 

On Oct. 21, Bradley’s varsity 
contingent traveled to St. 
Ambrose to compete against St. 
Ambrose and Black Hawk College. 
Bradley won both matches in just 
two games. Beating St. Ambrose 
15 - 1 and 15-5. And then 
claiming a victory over Black 
Hawk College with scores of 15 - 
7 and 15- 11. 

Sportsday at ICC broke 
Bradley’s winning streak. Losing 
15 - 4 and 15 - 3 to ISU’s 2nd 
team, Bradley’s women came back 
to beat Augustana 15-4 and 15 - 
4. They gave up a three-game 
match to Western’s second team 
with scores of 8 - 15, 15 - 13, and 
2- 15. 

On Oct. 26 Bradley played 
host to Knox College and beat 
them in both matches. Scoring for 
the first match went 15-0 and 15 
- 2. The second match went into 3 
games, and scoring here went 13 - 
15, 15 - 9, and 15 -4. 


On Oct. 28, Bradley’s Varsity 
team traveled to Eureka. They 
came home with two more 
victories under their belt. The 
Braves beat Eureka 12-8 and 15 - 
8 to secure the first win and beat 
Black Hawk East 15 -0 and 15-8 
to win the second. 

In their most recent contest, 
Bradley lost to ISU’s third team 
and beat Quincy at ISU’s 
Sportsday. Scoring in the ISU 
contest went 13 - 15 and 6 - 15. 
Beating Quincy, the scores went 
15 - 7 and 15 - 3 in Bradley’s 
favor. 

In what remains of the 1976 
Volleyball schedule, Bradley has 2 
matches with Knox on Nov. 3, a 
triangular contest in Decatur with 
Millikin and Blackburn on Nov. 6 
and their last match on Nov. 9 th 
at Quincy. 

The State Tournament will 
offer Bradley’s team at least three 
matches. As of yet no information 
is available on the Tournament. 

“Sometimes they really make 
me wonder,” says Annelle Griffin, 
the volleyball coach. “One day 
they’re up and the next they’re 
down, you can never tell,” she 
continued. 

“We learned one thing this past 
weekend and that’s that they 
can’t play morning games,” 
Griffin said remembering the past 
weekend. Griffin felt they should 
have beat ISU’s 3rd team. “We 
came back that afternoon to play 
an excellent game and beat 
Quincy,” she commented. She 
added that they played 
exceptionally well against Eureka 
also.

Closing out the season with 
five consecutive dual wins, the 
Bradley cross-country team is 
concentrating on the Missouri 
Valley Conference meet to be 
held tomorrow at Newman Golf 
Course. 

Although there will be a 
definite home course advantage, 
Bradley will be competing 
without freshman John Isbell. 
Isbell was recently inflicted with 
an inflamed achilles tendon, and 


coach Jake Schoof feels that the 
outcome of the meet will depend 
on how the others pick up the 
slack caused by Isbell’s absence. 

Because the golf course is 
closed for the winter, the race 
course route has been changed 
and much of the race will now be 
run across the fairways instead of 
around them. Schoof feels that 
the course should be easier since 
there are not as many turns. 

This new route will not be 
strange to Bradley runners, 


however, as they have practiced 
and even ran a dual meet on it. 

Last year’s meet, held at 
Southern Illinois University, was 
won by Wichita, whom Schoof 
feels will repeat as champion. 

The individual winner was 
Wichita’s Boyd Nansel, who will 
be returning along with teammate 
Mark Sawyer, who placed fourth 
last year. 

Another contender will be Joe 
Kemei from West Texas State. 
Schoof said about Kemei, “He ran 
well last year, but became ill at 
the end of the season. He’s been 
running extremely well this year.” 
Despite his illness, Kemei still 
managed to finish ninth in last 
year’s conference meet. 

Schoof tabbed Southern 
Illinois as the team that would 
probably place second. He figured 
Bradley to place third, but with 
Isbell out it could be tough. 

“I would like to consider 
Philyaw to be a contender in the 
meet, too,” Schoof said. “Jim 
Forster has been running as well 
as he has ever run.” 

Schoof added that Mike 
Freeman would be in good shape 
after having a little bit of trouble 
with the flu. 

All the teams in the conference 
will be there with the exception 
of Creighton, Tulsa and New 
Mexico State. 

The Braves placed 12th out of 
16 teams in the Illinois 
Intercollegiate. Illinois’ Craig 
Virgin won the meet for the 
fourth straight year to lead the 
Illini to their fourth consecutive 
title. Former East Peoria runner 
Jim Eicken placed second for 
Illinois behind Virgin.

A taste of the good old days

Quite a bit of Bradley basketball tradition gathered in a 
second floor room of the Student Center a couple weeks ago. 
Some mighty impressive tradition. 

In that cramped, rectangular room, which is furnished 
with a long table and several chairs, there were gathered the

persons who made Bradley University the proverbial 
household word in the nation’s sports circle. 

There were Carl Schunk, Chuck “Ozzie” Orsborn, and Ted 
Panish of the Famous Five, All-American Paul Unruh and 
Bob Carney, who still holds the NCAA record for most free 
throws in a tournament game — 23. Unfamiliar names? 

Maybe now, but between the mid thirties and the late 
Fifties, those men were as well known as Kent Benson, Adrian 
Dantley and David Thompson have become in the past few 
years. 

Their reason for assembling on a crisp October afternoon 
was to honor the release of a new book, written about them, 
the men who gave Bradley its thrust into the national 
limelight. 

“Good Evening Bradley Basketball Fans,” written by Bob 
Leu, the public address announcer at Bradley games for 32 
years, is the story of the Famous Five, the first Braves team 
ever to go to a national tournament. 

The book relates the recruiting of the team, how the likes 
of Schunk, Orsborn, Panish, Dar Hutchins, Les Getz, Ken 
Olson and company came to Bradley, how coach A.J. 
Robertson quickly compiled a schedule of national 
championship caliber, and how the Famous Five just as 


quickly dismantled those teams enroute to a three-year 
record of 52-9. 

After that era, it is a chronology of the great moments in 
Bradley basketball, from the NCAA and NIT runnersup of 
1949-50 to the NIT champions of 1957, 1960 and 1964, to 
the defeat of Louisville in 1975. 

The press conference and luncheon that kicked off the 
sale of the book featured words from the former players, as 
well as Jack Brickhouse, long-time radio announcer for 
WMBD, now at WGN in Chicago, Kenny Jones, retired sports 
editor of the Journal Star, and present Bradley coach Joe 
Stowell. 

Brickhouse told the story of how he got WMBD to start 
broadcasting Bradley basketball games on radio at a time 
when such things were unheard of. 

“Being a one-man sports department, 1 suggested we do 
the games,” Brickhouse said. “But we were contracted to do 
CBS programs, and they told me we couldn’t kick Eddie 
Cantor and Kate Smith off the air. So I suggested we do 
delayed broadcasts. 

“1 told them, ‘Why don’t we take a poll of the fans on 
the street to see what they want?’ Well, they (WMBD 
management) made on mistake. They let me take the poll.” 

So Brickhouse went to a comer in downtown Peoria and 
asked ten people if they would like to have the games 
broadcast. “Of the first ten, seven or eight said, ‘Hell, no’ ” 
he related. 

“So I went into the Saratoga Pool Hall, sat in the back and 
filled out 100 ballots. I filled out 63 ‘yes’, 22 ‘no’, and the 
rest undecided. I’ve been suspicious of polls ever since.” 

It was not long before the games were switched from 
delayed to live broadcasts. Downtown movie theatres would 
stop the show to pipe in Bradley basketball and, according to 
Brickhouse, listening parties became fashionable. 

Paul Unruh, the Braves’ all-American from the early fifties 
and the No. 2 scorer in Bradley history, talked about being

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ODK honorary initiates new members; 
leadership, academics primary goals

Omicron Delta Kappa (ODK), 
the national honorary fraternity, 
has been reinstituted at Bradley 
after an absence of nine years. It 
was recently activated with four 
students who exemplify 
academics and student leadership. 

ODK started at Bradley in 1950 
and was discontinued in 1968 
because of “the period of 
activists and the honorary groups 
faded away because there was 
more interest in being on the 
streets than in organizations,’’ 
according to Dean Ed King. 

The purpose of ODK is to 
recognize those students who have- 
attained a high standard of 


efficiency in collegiate activities 
and to inspire others to strive for 
conspicuous attainments along 
similar lines. 

“ODK had a very considerable 
effect on the campus before it was 
discontinued. Every fall, ODK and 
the Mortar Board (honorary 
fraternity for women) had a 
workshop of approximately 75 
student leaders and 20 faculty and 
townspeople and tried to set goals 
for organizations,” King said. 

Four Bradley students were 
initiated into ODK last week. 
They were: All-School President 
Anne Edwards, All-school 
Vice-president Bob Poznanovich, 
Senator Mike Tague, and Phil 


Cabrera. 

Poznanovich succeeded in 
getting ODK reinstituted on the 
campus. “I decided to try to 
reinstitute ODK because there is a 
need for a body that’s proposed 
to air problems. ODK is one of 
the highest honors that a Bradley 
student can receive, and ODK is 
nationally recognized.” 

“We need ODK on this campus 
for two reasons. One is to 
recognize legitimate student 
leaders, and utilize experience, 
and the second reason is it is a 
prestige thing for the university,” 
King said. 

ODK recognizes and encourages 
achievement in scholarship;

SABRC to get the once-over

Investigations of Student 
Activities Budget Review 
Committee (SABRC) are now in 
progress by two campus groups, 
Student Senate and the Campus 
Affairs Advisory Board (CAAB). 

“President Abegg has charged 
us with what he would like us to 
do,” said Dr. Don Albanito, head 
of the CAAB. “We requested 
several copies of their 
constitutions; they have a couple 
copies.” 

About the fact Student Senate 
is also conducting an 
investigation, Albanito said, “We 
ought to benefit from the work 
they’ve already done, but both 
groups will be independent.” 


Student Senate’s ad-hoc 
committee is presently 
interviewing various groups on 
campus who receive monetary 
allocations from SABRC. Any 
group who has not received a 
letter requesting their appearance 
before the committee but feels 
they have some information about 
SABRC practices is asked to 
contact the committee at Student 
Senate office. 

“The basic purpose of our 
investigation is to determine if the 
reasons for the creation of 
SABRC were just and if there is a 
valid reason for its continuation,” 
said All-school treasurer, Mike 
Trucco. 

Another member Art Webster 


explained that each group’s 
representative will be questioned 
for 15 minutes, during which “we 
want to get any input and 
reactions on where the problems 
come from.” 

“We want to know how much 
they asked for and if they got the 
total amount asked for,” said 
committee Chairman, and 
All-School Vice President, Bob 
Poznanovich. “And if not, what 
reasons were given for the 
reduction.” 

Concerning the SABRC policies 
on allocations, Trucco said, “We 
asked Chris Peterson (Chairman of 
SABRC) to draw up a resume on 
SABRC, how he saw it, its good 
(Continued on page 3) 


athletics; social, service, and 
religious activities, and student 
government; journalism, speech, 
and the mass media; creative and 
performing arts. 

“We (Bradley) were very 
concerned to get ODK back again. 
We were lost by not having this 
organization and we should give 
credit where credit is due. If we 
don’t continue to promote 
honorary groups as well as all 
organizations, then the lifeblood 
of activities and academic life will 
be gone,” King said. 

President Martin Abegg, 
Assistant to the President Jim 
Erickson, Athletic Director 
Charles Orsbom, Director of 


Corporate and Foundation 
Relations Frank Bussone and 
Dean of Men Ed King are just a 
few of the members of ODK that 
serve Bradley. 

To seek admission for ODK, a 
student must talk with the 
members of ODK and then ODK 
will issue an invitation to the 
student to apply for admission. 

“The group will be fairly 
selective and not more than 10-12 
students will gain admittance, but 
there is no limit to the size.” 

The functions of ODK will be 
to set up leadership seminars; to 
act as a sounding board for 
faculty and administration and to 
seek the student leaders’ advice. 


History plans tour of 
three European cities

Europe ’77, a non-commercial, 
non-profit tour will be offered by 
Dr. Elmo Roach and Bradley’s 
histoiy department. The tour 
consists of 29 days visiting seven 
European cities. Roach and the 
first 19 applicants will depart 
either May 31, or June 5. Tour 
members will return to the United 
States June 28. 

Roach planned the tour to 
include three major cities, Paris, 
Rome, and Vienna. These three 
were picked because he feels they 
are unsurpassed in retaining their 
historical character. The tour of 
major European sight-seeing 
places will include interludes in 
the Alps, primarily Luzem and 
Innsbruck. Tour members will not 
stay directly in the city of 
Innsbruck, but in a little village, 
Hungerburg, which rests one third 
the way up the mountains and is 
served by ski lift. Regensburg, and 
Nurnberg Germany will close the 
month-long trip. Regensburg 
remains one of the few German 
cities unharmed by World War II, 
overlooking the Danube River. 
Roach hopes his choice of cities 
will offer a wide variety of 
activities to meet the individual 
students’ needs. 

Setting a maximum of 19 
students, Roach feels each traveler 
will be able to see Europe, and 
Europeans in a more natural 
setting. Roach plans the itinerary 
himself, utilizing local 
transportation as much as 
possible. The metro in Paris, the 
Trans in Vienna and foot power 
will provide connections within 
cities, with evening train rides 


between countries. Since no 
commercial tour agency guides 
Bradley’s trip, the cost is kept to a 
minimum ($998). Roach hopes to 
avoid colorful tour stories, and 
focus on the reality of the 
continent. Through eating, and 
commuting in public places, all 
the members will come into direct 
contact with the local people. 
Tour members will experience the 
monetary differences through 
actual usage, not to mention the 
countless other national 
differences. It’s a form of cultural 
shock, known as cultural 
exchange. 

Roach has two expectations for 
this trip. The first one is that 
everyone will learn something 
educational. He hopes people will 
develope a fuller sense of history 
because, “That’s where it took 
place.” Roach’s second 
expectation is for a good time, 
“for me too”. 

Since 1969, when Roach first 
brought a group of Bradley 
students to Europe, he claims 
these goals have been achieved 
each time. 

The history professor repeats 
the trip each year because he feels 
it benefits many people. “I’m 
crazy about Europe, and I like 
doing it.” He feels the experience 
is educational as a human being 
and a teacher. “You learn 
something new each time. Besides 
visiting different cities each year, 
the Imperial cities themselves 
would take a lifetime of pursuit to 
discover their full meanings. For 
the intellectually curious, the 
opportunities are limitless.”

New director for co-op education 


Not on the job experience, but learning job framework

A governmental grant to 
Bradley, the university’s 
recognition that there are changes 
in who and why people are 
coming to college and * the 
dedication and enthusiasm of 
Chris Pratt are all factors in the 
establishment of a new 
: Cooperative Education program 
on campus. 

Pratt, the project director for 
the Cooperative Education 
Center, has been developing a 
proposal for the program since 


July. This proposal has passed the 
College of Business Curriculum 
Committee and the College of 
Business Faculty Committee. With 
a few committees yet to vote on 
the proposal Pratt is optimistic 
and hopes the program can be in 
operation by spring semester. He 
says it is most likely that they will 
start out with about a half dozen 
students. 

According to Pratt, salaries 
earned by the students vary from 
job to job. “Salaries can be 
anywhere from $60 to $70 a week 



with a theater group to $945 a 
month with a company like 
General Electric. At Trenton 
State, the average earnings were 
$2111 a term.” 

The Cooperative Educational 
Center will also provide additional 
services including seminars, 
workshops and a radio series for 
undergraduate students with 
topics ranging from job 
application and interviewing skills 
to career planning and much 
more. Other services include a 
pre-recorded cassette series, a 
career resource library and 
individual counseling. 

Summing up his hopes for the

program at Bradley, Pratt said 
“We want to be flexible enough to 
deal with the individual student, 
but still have the accountability to 
deal with large numbers. 

Building such a program from 
scratch isn’t an unusual 
experience for Pratt. In 1973, he 
started a Co-op program at 
Trenton State College in New 
Jersey which went from nothing 
to 300 students. Prior to that he 
spent three years doing research 
on cooperative education. His 
immediate supervisor was one of 
the only endowed professors (a 
professor who has received a grant 
to continue his study) in this 
particular field in the world. Pratt, 
28, graduated from Northeastern 
University in Boston. 

Bradley has had a highly 
successful cooperative education 
pcogram for engineers the last 10 
or 15 years. “What we’re trying to 
do,” said Pratt “is take the best of 
the engineering co-op program on 
this campus, add the actual and 
the research experience I’ve 
brought with me and come up 
with a hybrid program that will 
serve the needs of both the 
university and the student.” 


Pratt emphasizes that this is not 
the same as “on-the-job training”. 
“It s a fine line of difference, but 
cooperative education is learning 
in a work environment, as 
opposed to learning in the 
classroom. It’s a paid learning 
experience.” 

The program’s basic goal is to 
let the student make a career 
choice based on awareness, 
exploration and experience. Pratt 
feels that one of any college’s 
major functions is to help the 
student understand what life is all 
about, with a career being an 
integral part of life. He feels that 
it the student plans where he is 
going with knowledge of himself 
and his work abilities he will be a 
lot happier in the long run. 

The program at Bradley will 
consist of alternating semesters of 
full-time study and full-time 
work. Jobs can be in a wide 
variety of businesses, industries, 
social or governmental agencies. 
The student is not restricted to 
working in the Bradley area, but 
can go anywhere if his job is 
approved by Pratt and the 
student’s advisor. 


b.f. maiz: let 
him poet to you 


Next Wednesday, at 8 p.m. in 
the Student Center Ballroom b.f. 
maiz will “poet” to all comers. 

Poet? 

“If songs can be sung, why 
can’t poems be poeted?” says 
maiz, a man who apparently likes 
to play with words. 

He’s a man that has done a lot 
of living. A high-school drop-out 
at 13, he lived in the ghettos of 
Chicago , was convicted on a 
charge of possession of marijuana 
and sentenced to five years in 
Leavenworth prison. 

After serving his time, maiz 
entered college (as an honor 
student even) and studied 
teaching, ethics, morality, debate 
and communication at various 
universities around the country. 

During the height of the Civil 
Rights Movement he worked as a 
theorist for the Student 
Non-Violent Coordinating 
Committee (S.N.C.C.) till he 



broke with the committee over 
policy, and worked on his own for 
the Movement as a pamphleteer 
and lecturer. 

Resuming an earlier addiction 
to drugs, he was arrested and 
sentenced to a 13-year prison 
term for violation of the Federal 
Narcotics Control Act of 1956. 

Then, b.f. maiz turned to 
poetry. 

Poetry became my heaven, my 
hell, and my salvation,” he writes. 
“It became the reason for my 
existence.” 

While in prison, maiz became a 
functional lay-therapist, and 
worked with drug addicts and 
alcoholics. After released, he 
worked as Vice-president of 
Affairs at North Texas State 
University.

Flu vaccine: it 
won't be too late 

They told us and told us how terrible it will be if the swine 
flu comes this year. So everyone it seemed was determined to 
get the shots when they became available. Which leaves us 
with the question of what to do when the vaccine doesn’t get 
here until early December. 

Well, don’t make your will yet, it’s not all that bad. 
According to Dr. Hugh Rohrer, Peoria health director, the 
real flu season doesn’t really come until after Christmas, so 
even those getting their shots late will have time to build up 
immunization. 

The reason tor the delay, Rohrer said is that production of 
the vaccine was held up when the question of manufacurer’s 
liability threatened to stop the program entirely. Thus, 
insufficient vaccine is the main reason for the delay, along 
with a shortage of jet injector guns. 

The vaccine is begin distributed by region with the 
northeast portion of the state, the city of Chicago, receiving 
the first shipment. This is because the first outbreaks of flu 
usually come up there. 

So just relax and hope that this year is no different as far 
as when the real flu season comes. Times and places for the 
vaccination clinics in December will be announced.

will have a list to consult, they won’t feel so strapped into signing 
unreasonable leases. 

This is the kind of service we’ve needed here for a long time. Too 
bad the housing situation off campus had to deteriorate to such a 
degree before the idea got off the ground. Maybe now with some 
evidence of organization, the Housing Office will actively take OCSA 
under its wing. 

Off-campus students’ needs are just as vital as dorm and Greek 
residents. After all, ii no one moved off campus there wouldn’t be 
enough empty dorm beds to accommodate the underclassmen who are 
required to stay on campus. 

For the sometimes forgotten student off-campus, let’s hope we hear 
more of the same from OCSA this year. 

Here’s a few suggestions: 

A “Beware of the Lousy Landlord” pamphlet giving hints on what 
rip offs to look out for in a suspicious lease or listing the minimum you 
can expect from your landlord. (Did you know the law says there must 
be at least two available exits in your apartment for escape from fire for 
example?) 

What about setting up a food Co-op where individual Co-op 
members would rotate turns at bulk buying for all members of the 
Co-op. Once a month members could buy staples like sugar, flour and 
bread (so many three 24 oz. loaves for $ 1 sales go begging because three 
loaves is too much) at a discount from the Co-op station- the OCSA 
housing director, to put pressure on landlords to make repairs or to at 
least assume their legal responsibility where their tenants are concerned. 

Granted, none of these things will change the off-campus life style 
much. Oreo cookies for dinner—three days straight; waiting till 4 a.m. 
tor the hot water to come back so you can take a bath (hardly a 
shower); sitting on your bicycle at the dinner table while your landlord 
tiacks down the chairs that belong with the dinette set. 

Anyway, the housing list is a darn good start.

A pot on the stove caked with dried mashed potatoes; a refrigerator 
with two cans of beer and half a jar of pickles, the freezer four-inches 
thick with frost; dusty cigarette burned furniture with wobbly legs on 
chairs and tables; laundry piled in the comer of the closet; stopped up 
drains in the bathroom and one square of toilet tissue left on the roll. 

Off-campus living. Don’t I deserve more for my $250 a month rent? 

That’s the question asked by about 1,400 (includes native Peorians 
and married couples) of the Bradley students taking up residence in 
places of their own choosing. 

And it’s the Off-Campus Students Association (OCSA) that’s trying

to provide a voice, no matter how faint, so these independents aren’t 
forgotten after classes let out and they wander off to jobs all over the 
city. 

It’s no easy job trying to represent 1,400 students most of whom 
spend more time looking for a parking space to get to class then they 
spend in class. 

The OCSA officers will be the first to admit they haven’t exactly 
been prime movers on campus as far as student government and student 
activities go. Involvement in the organization has indeed been limited. 
(What can you do for 1,400 students with only $360 from SABRC?) 

Many potential members find any spare time they can scrape up is 


better spent making a dent in the pile of dishes in the sink or cooking 
their first real dinner in a month than in attending an OCSA meeting. 

Most off-campus students are working at anything from a part 
part-time job to full third shift at the great Cat where mandatory 
overtime usually manages to fall right around midterms or finals weeks. 

But OCSA continues to plod along despite seemingly 
insurmountable obstacles. A few of those independents are firm 
believers that the off-campus “vote” is a rare natural resource that 
hasn’t yet been tapped on this campus. 

And I don’t know how they do it, but some of those independent 
OCSAers manage to play student by day, employee by night, head of a 
household in between and still find time to sponsor things like a visit 
from Senator Percy in the Student Center, an all-school picnic at 
Jubilee State Park and plans for a wine and cheese party for students 
and administration. 

Their biggest project this year, however, is naturally related to their 
particular housing needs. For the past few years there’s been talk of 
compiling an off-campus housing referral list to assist potential renters 
in finding a home. Lo and behold, it looks as if that list may finally be 
near at hand. 

As anyone who’s tried apartment hunting around will tell you, it’s a 
bear. Between slum lords, absentee landlords and increased enrollment, 
only a chosen few can come up with a clean place within walking 
distance for under $ 160 a month. 

The new housing list should help increase the number “chosen.” 

With money from the Housing Office, OCSA has mailed out 
questionnaires inquiring about conditions at about 800 off-campus 
addresses listed as housing Bradley students. If enough forms are 
returned, OCSA will be in a position to do something to help relieve the 
disgraceful (in some cases illegal) housing conditions for many 
independent students. 

Now that something will be done to help prospective apartment 
dwellers or neighborhood boarders, maybe the next step will be 
investigations and crackdowns on negligent landlords.

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Election 76: Behind the scenes

Election night with Harry 
Reasoner, John Chancellor, Walter 
Cronkite, and Woody Herman. 

Woody Herman? 

Yes, Woody Herman. Also 
Mick Jagger, the Rolling Stones, 
and the ABC Evening News, 
captioned for the deaf. 

Election night at WTVP, 
Bradley’s educational television 
station. For more traditional 
election night coverage, there’s 
always WCBU, Bradley’s radio 
station. 

“We have reports every five 
minutes, and then a summary at 
10.” explains Dave Ratzlaff, 
station production manager. 
There is no national election night 
coverage by Public Broadcasting 
Service (PBS) the network 
channel 47 is affiliated with, so 
there are only five minute reports 
and the half-hour at 10. 

It is a scene one would 
associate with election night: a set 
with an anchorperson at the top 
(In this case, Julie Roberts, news 
director for WTVP), six people 
manning telephones, and three 
television sets monitoring the 
major networks election coverage. 
In the control room, monitors 
scan the election coverage set, the 
program on the air, the 
videograph showings of the 
gubernatorial and presidential 
races, and a monitor in the far 
corner showing an unnamed 
program. 

The word comes to the 
engineering booth. “Thompson 
will make a speech in 10 or 15 
minutes.” 

On the air, analysts are being 
asked about the election of 
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former Astronaut Harrison 
Schmitt to U.S. Senate from New 
Mexico. Lermack is asked if this 
means there will be a move to 
space with Schmitt joining John 
Glenn of Ohio as ex-astronauts in 
the Senate. 

“Well, politics always has been 
a little spacey.” Lermack quips. 

There is going to be a cut in 
with ABC shortly. In another 
office, a student is watching the 
returns on CBS. Walter Cronkite is 
discussing the passage of a New 
Jersey referendum that would 
legalize gambling in Atlantic City. 

“All right” the student says. 
The student, Ken Mertz is from 
Cherry Hill, a town about 60 
miles from Atlantic City. 

“It’s closer to Philadelphia than 
it is to Atlantic City.” Mertz says 
of his hometown. Mertz 
supported President Ford in the 
election, as did many students. A 
straw poll among people working 
for Channel 47 showed support 
for Ford. 

The returns are still slow 
coming in. A group is gathering 
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around the wire service ticker, 
waiting for some returns to come 
in. Ed Urban is at Peoria County 
Republican headquarters, talking 
with Peoria Mayor Richard 
Carver. Carver is talking about the 
election, the big victories that 
Thompson and Michel are rolling 
up. A later update from National 
Public Radio states that the only 
freshman Democrat elected in 
1974 from a safe Republican 
district who will be defeated is 
Tim Hall of Illinois. How can that 
be? 

At 10:00, the Channel 47 
control room is Filled as the 
30-minute election summary is 
on. The analyists from WCBU are 
now analysts for WTVP, giving up 
the shirtsleeved relaxation of 
radio for the suitcoats of 
television. At a table off-camera, 
the producers are watching, giving 
instructions, as is the control 
room crew. There is some 
conversation as to whether or not 
Julie Roberts’ eyes are open too 
wide. Instructions are going to the 
cameramen to focus on their 
subjects, the videographs are 
shown with the various local races 
and now getting much attention. 
In a deserted office, the set is 
tuned to an interview with Peoria 
County Coroner Herb Buzbee. 

“We’re providing for people 
who might want to watch 
something else.” Ratzlaff said 
during the Rolling Stones 
program. The station is providing 
limited coverage for the elections, 
the production manager added, 


because 47 has neither the money 
nor equipment for the night long 
reports. “This comes out of 47’s 
pocket,” Ratzlaff added. WTVP 
has been covering the elections 
since 1972, in the same manner. 
“We’d be competing with every 
other station in won,” the 
production manager says in an 
office behind the control room. 

Channel 47’s staff has been 
working on the coverage for two 
weeks. 

Down the hall, the “complete, 
concise coverage” is being carried 
on by WCBU radio. H. Wayne 
Wilson is the anchorman, and 
commentary is provided by Urban 
Affairs Council Director John 
Sumansky, and Bradley political 
science professor Paul Lemiack. 
The engineers are busier with the 
radio station; people are coming 
in and out of the engineer’s 
booth, checking the small UPI 
ticker kicking out reports on the 
various races; one reporter is 
waiting for the governor’s totals 
and those results in the 15 th 
Congressional district race, (There 
is also a piece of paper to report 
the totals in the Attorney 
General’s race.) 

The room is dimly lit, there are 
maps of Illinois taped on the 
walls. On the floor, a campaign 
folder for Peoria County Sheriff 
candidate George Shadid lies 
against the wall. Shadid will 
defeat Fred Oliver by an almost 
2-1 margin. 

In the studio, Sumansky and 
Lermack are making comments on 
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the Sheriffs race. One says that it 
is a battle between two 
experienced law officers. 

Lermack is a bearded, 
dark-haired man with a slick, 
sonorous voice. Sumansky is a 
blonde, boy-faced man with large 
horn rimmed glasses. The studio is 
more like a seminar room with 
microphones than a radio studio. 
The control room has equipment 
lor radio, television, and some 
very strong restrictions about 
noise. One must whisper with the 
doors open, and when 
programming is in progress. 
WCBU is getting national and 
statewide coverage from three 
sources; National Public Radio; 
ABC radio; and WSSR, the public 
radio station in Springfield. 

After the summary, the job of 
gathering the returns continues, 
but the set will come down. There 
are papers strewn across the table 
for the producers. Cans of soda, 
mostly Mountain Dew and Pepsi, 
return from their inconspicuous 
places off-camera to the tops of 
desks. The station sent out for 
pizza and donuts. Boxes with 
uneaten pieces of pizza are now in 
some parts of the office. Mister 
Donut hole-in-the-hand donuts are 
mostly eaten. 

The tables are being moved. 
One will go to the radio studio, 
another will stay in the TV 
section. The tables were propped 
up by concrete blocks, now they 
are coming down. The platforms 
are also being moved. The tables 
for the callers are brought down; 
when the movers are finished, the 
callers will continue gathering 
results. Three color sets monitor 
coverage on each local station. 

On WCBU, James Thompson is 
making his victory statement. He 
says something about his running 
mate, Dave O’Neal. 

“He (O’Neal) started out in a 
Democratic county.” Thompson 
is saying. “St. Clair.” A main part 
of Thompson’s campaign for the 
governorship was based 
representing all of Illinois, in 
contrast to his opponent, Michael 
Howlett’s image as a tool of 
Chicago Mayor Richard Daley. 

The reporters have become 
carpenters. The “47 Reports: 
1976 Election Returns” sign is 
coming down. The extension 
cords, concrete blocks, and tables 
are coming down. Chairs are being 
set up for the next use of the 
studio. The callers continue to 
gather returns. 

About 11:30, the TV people 
are mainly watching the returns, 
talking, and getting the returns. 
The control room is now deserted. 
The ABC Evening News, 
Captioned for the Deaf, is playing 
to an empty office, on two sets. 

It is nearly 11:30. A studio 
clock reads 10:45. It was a slow 
night all around.

Congress finds investigators in good standing

Trivia question: Which U.S. 
military office came out of the 
recent Congressional hearings on 
the U.S. intelligence community 
without a blemish or accusation? 

Answer: The Air Force Office 
of Special Investigations (AFOSI), 
commanded by Colonel Roy C. 
Tucker, Jr. 

Tucker spoke last Friday to a 
group of ROTC cadets and their 
fathers at a dining-in held at 
Jumer’s Castle Lodge, where the 
colonel was staying. Tucker has 
been a persofial friend of Colonel 
Slawson’s, director of the ROTC 
unit at Bradley, for nearly 15 
years. Slawson was in AFOSI 
(commonly referred to as OSI) for 
18 years before coming to 
Bradley. 

The OSI was created out of the 
need in the Air Force for an 
independent, centralized 
investigating office. “Congress saw 
the problems in the old 
investigation offices which existed 
in the Air Force after its split with 
the Army. The old offices gave 
local commanders a lot of power 
over investigations. But Congress 
made the OSI a centralized office, 
answerable only to the Air Force 
Inspector General, the Air Force 
Chief of Staff, and the Secretary 
of Defense. So, if we conduct an 
investigation which may implicate 
a local commander, the 
commander cannot do anything 
about it except complain, whereas 
under the old system, the 
commander could have squelched 
the investigation and avoided 
trouble.” 


Even then, some bad ones get by, 
and those are the ones we have to 
contend with.” 

Tucker is originally from 
Sedalia, Mo., and attended the 
Georgia Military Academy, 
University of Maryland, and 
Atlanta Law School. He served in 
the Army Air Corps during World 
War II for three years. 

He is a licensed lawyer; in fact, 
he is licensed to practice before 
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the Supreme Court. However, 
while many in OSI have legal 
backgrounds, few, including 
Tucker, ever apply their legal 
abilities directly in the courts. 

What stands out most in 
Tucker’s mind concerning his 
career is his unprecedented rise 
through the ranks within 
OSI-from second lieutenant to 
colonel. He has been in OSI since 
1951. 

The position which Tucker 
occupies is one which should 
belong to a general, he feels, and 
the prestige of the office is 
lowered when it is filled by 
someone with his rank. 

Commenting on his position, 
Tucker expressed the management 
angle of it. “You don’t have any 
chance to really be active in the 


field, which is where the real 
fascination for me lies. I, in my 
position, must handle personnel, 
balance the budget, handle some 
operations problems that crop up. 
It’s a mundane type of job, but it 
is a responsibility that must be 
handled, and by someone who has 
experience in the organization. 

“You are inclined at times to 
specialize on one particular area 
that is interesting to you, but you 
can’t. You must have a very 
general knowledge of things.” 

Tucker himself, because of his 
position, had to testify before the 
Congressional subcommittee 
mentioned above. The same 
committee investigated the CIA, 
among others, and made startling 
revelations. As mentioned, OSI 
came out with a completely clean 
slate. Church’s committee could 
not detect any faults of concern 
to the people of the United 
States. 

Tucker said he reports directly 
to, as mentioned, the AF 
Inspector General, but only on 
budgetary matters. He reports to 
the AF Chief of Staff on 
operational matters, and 
indirectly to the Secretary of 
Defense. 

OSI is concerned with the 
following three categories of 
crime, which are assigned to 
directorates: 1) Fraud, which 
handles white collar crimes 
committed by administrative 
personnel; 2) Counterintelligence, 
which is primarily concerned 
“with countering threats to Air 
Force security posed by foreign 
intelligence services and terrorist 
organizations (Air Force 
Magazine, May, 1976);” 3) 

Criminal Activities, which are, 
according to Tucker, the 
equivalents of civilian felonies, 
including murder, theft, drug 


abuse, counterfeiting, among 
other offenses. 

OSI jurisdiction is limited to 
investigation of Air Force 
personnel who commit crimes on 
Air Force installations. The main 
office is located in Washington, 
D.C. 

“The personnel in OSI is all 
volunteer, excepting those in the 
necessary secretarial and clerical 
field, who are either hired civilians 
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or assigned military. The agents 
are all Air Force personnel, with a 
few exceptions. They are the ones 
who do the actual investigating, 
and number nearly 2000. They 
are scattered around the world, 
wherever there is a USAF 
installation. Roughly half of the 
agents are commissioned officers, 
and the other half enlisted men. 

“In order to qualify for the 
OSI, a man must have at least four 
years in the Air Force, and must 
have a college degree of some 
type. Beyond that, we have no 
criterion, except his willingness. 
We hope to encourage as many as 
we can to make a career out of 
OSI, and achieve maximum 
efficiency. 

“The crime, rate, if you want to 
call it that, in the Air Force, or in 


any military branch, is much 
lower than the civilian crime rate, 
but only because we have the 
advantage of screening personnel. 

Tucker accounts for the good 
showing by citing OSI’s 
independence, centralized control, 
small size, and tight internal 
discipline. 

Tucker said, in reference to 
men and women eligible for 
military service, that they should 
consider the service as a possible 
career, mostly because the 
programs in the armed services are 
geared to individual talents. “If 
you don’t know anything about 
the military, there are two ways 
you can find out about it. First 
you could enter it, or failing that, 
you could gather information on 
it. 

“But I must emphasize two 
other things. One, only enter the 
service if you are attracted to it 
and can benefit from it, or else 
you will be hurting yourself and 
your country. Don’t enlist if you 
feel any great pressure to do so, or 
have any grave doubts. Second, 
before you decide to re-enlist, you 
would make clear in your mind 
if this is what you want for a 
career. I can say from personal 
experience that a career in the 
military is very worthwhile. 


Edwards honored 


All-school President Anne 
Edwards was awarded the Order 
of Lincoln from Governor Dan 
Walker this week. The award goes 
to outstanding college students in 
the state. 

Edwards, a civil engineering 
senior, is the first woman 
all-school president and currently 
represents students at the Board 
of Trustees. 


Szeto writes two articles for publication 


Two research papers written by 
Dr. George Szeto, mathematics 
professor, has been accepted for 
publication in the coming months. 

“A Characterization of 
Azumaya Alegbras” will be 
featured in the Journal of Pure 
and Applied Alegbra, and 
international mathematical 
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research publication, while the 
Semigroup Forum will run 
another of Szeto’s works entitled 
“A Construction of Right Groups 
from a Connected Groupoid.” 
These two pieces make a total of 
22 papers Szeto has had 
published. 

A member of the Bradley 
faculty since 1968, Szeto studied 
at the United College of Hong 
Kong and did his graduate work at 


Purdue University. He spent last 
year doing research at the 
University of Illinois in Chicago. 
Szeto was winner of the Award 
for Professional Excellence. 

Szeto believes that teaching 

mathematics requires a 

combination of research, 

knowledge, understanding, skill 
and techniques in the various 
branches of the field. 

Along with teaching and 
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writing research papers, Szeto has 
also had much experience 
lecturing. In January, he will talk 
on the Structure of Semiperfect 
Ringsata mathematicians meeting 
in St. Louis. In May, Szeto will 
travel to Oberwolfach, Germany, 
to lecture at an International 
Conference of the Mathematicians 
Institute. 

The Rocky Mountain Journal 
of Mathematics will publish a 
paper dealing with the area of 
homological aspect in hear-ring 
theory on which Szeto served as a 
referee.

Three weeks ago on a rain-soaked course in Edwardsville, Craig 
Virgin won his fourth Illinois Intercollegiate cross-country title in as 
many years. It was his 26th victory in 26 regular season meets for the 
University of Illinois. 

More importantly, it began his drive to defend the NCAA 
championship he won last year. This year’s NCAA meet is Nov. 22 in 
Denton, Tex. 

It may seem odd that Virgin, who solidified his claim as America’s 
premier college distance runner by making the United States 
10,000-meter team for the Montreal Olympics, may be hard-pressed to 
repeat his NCAA feat. Especially since the man whose title he took in a 
hard-fought race, Nick Rose of Western Kentucky, has finished his 
eligibility.

But Virgin may run into some stiff competition from several runners: 
Wilson Waigwa of the University of Texas-El Paso, who placed fourth in 
1974 but did not run last year; Waigwa’s teammate Juan Garcia; Mick 
O’Shea and John Treacy of Providence; and two runners from 
Washington State: Josh Kimeto (14th last year) and freshman Bill 
Scott. 

Scott causes Virgin the most concern. Not just because he has run a 
world-class time for 10,000 meters, but because he is a freshman. A 
freshman who is 28 years old. And from a foreign country, Australia, 
just as each of the other runners mentioned above are from other lands. 

Those factors are what cause Virgin, as well as numerous athletes and 
coaches in this country, not only concern, but anger and bitterness. 

“I’m not against them because they’re foreign,” Virgin says quickly. 
“I’m against them because they are older and have more experience. 

“The fact that Scott is 28 years old as a freshman is obscene. There 
no way a college freshman should be able to compete when he’s 28 
years old. Physical maturity plays a great factor in an athlete’s success. 
The progress I’ve made in one, two, three years’ time is very significant. 

“You don’t hit your peak as a distance runner until you’re between 
26 and 30.” Virgin turned 21 this fall. 

So dominant have the foreigners become, especially the past few 
years in track and cross-country, that Penn State coach Harry Groves 
gives an award, The Nittany Lion, to the first American individual and 
to the first team with no foreigners to finish in the NCAA meet. 

“We finished fourth in the nation last year,” Groves said, “but I 
don’t have a lot of respect for the three in front of us because they 
took a short cut to do it.” The first three teams, UTEP, Washington 
State and Providence, were all led by foreign athletes. 

“It’s another form of cheating,” Groves said flatly. “Very often these 
coaches claim to be super coaches, but I don’t know if they could 
develop a kid if they had to. They haven’t developed any American 
kids.” 




The fact that the coaches are overlooking American high school 
talent in order to build a winner overnight is what most bothers Groves 
and Virgin, as well as Virgin’s coach at Illinois, Gary Wieneke. 

“They’re overlooking the 4:20 high school miler who can be 
developed when they have a chance at some African who has done 3:58 
in the jungles of Zambia,” Virgin said. “So many marginal athletes can 
be developed and they’re being wasted.” 

Wieneke sees his responsibility at Illinois to recruit the state 
student-athlete first, “then recruit throughout the U.S., then as a last 
resort we might take a foreign student. We’ve never actively recruited a 
foreign athlete.” 

Groves is vehemently opposed to the foreign invasion. “Number one, 
in effect what is happening is that many coaches w’ho have foreign 
athletes are not willing to coach. So they hire professionals, and that’s 
what they are, who are very advanced. They’re too lazy to develop a 
kid from scratch in America. 

“Number two, if most of these guys were legitimate college students, 
which they’re not, then speaking English should be a very important 
prerequisite. How can they pass courses in America if they can’t speak 
English? 

“Just check on the entrance requirements and you know they can’t 
be legitimate. They should have the same credentials as other kids to go 
to school here - academically and age-wise.” 

There was, until a few years ago, a 19-year-old rule, which has been 
declared unconstitutional. The rules took away one year of eligibility 
from a foreign athlete for every year he had competed at home after he 
was 19. A 23- or 24-year-old from Kenya, therefore, who had competed 
since he was 19 would be ineligible for collegiate competition here. 

“What does Washington State hope to accomplish with Scott (the 
28-year-old),” Groves asked. “They’re hiring a professional team to go 
out and beat a bunch of kids. 

“These guys get paid at home and they get paid to come here. Their 
governments subsidize them and they get grant-in-aid from the United 
States.” 

Virgin echoes Groves on the professionalism aspect, but goes one 
step further. He points out who is actually bearing the expense of the 
foreign athletes. 

“In no way is it hurting their countries,” he said. “Not only are they 
getting educated at American expense, they’re getting trained at 
American expense. This is their training ground.” 

There is, according to both Virgin and Groves, one possibly 
redeeming value of having the older, more experienced foreigners 
competing for American colleges. 

“The competition helps some runners,” Groves said. “Because of it, 
American runners will eventually close the gap. The only thing is, they 
won’t do it in college.” 

Meanwhile, Virgin is left to fend for himself against a foreign 
invasion that never seems to stop. But he’s not going to concede 
anything his title or his fight against the instrusion. 

“If nobody says anything about this Australian (Scott),” he said, 
“then I’m going to raise a fuss. 

“I didn’t want to sound like sour grapes “but people are going to keep 
letting it go by. Coaches can complain, but it’ll mean more coming 
from the athletes.”

University Senate meets to 
consider P.E. requirement

Installation of a new security 
system is underway at 
Bradley' s Cullom-Davis 
Library. The electric system 
will be installed this week, 
according to Library Director 
Robert Jones. 

“This system is like that for 
the Peoria Public Library.” 
Jones said. The system will 
consist of a entrance gate 
which will open in for people 
entering the library, and an exit 
gate equipped with a “Tattle 
Tape”system, which will 
detect people removing library 
materials without first checking 
them out. Jones said that this 
would be an “exit control 
system.” 

There has not been an inven¬ 
tory of library materials, Jones 
said, so there is no way of 
knowing about the theft pro¬ 
blem at the Bradley Library, 
but Jones said, “The only way 
you can get books out of here 
is through the main entrance.”, 
where the new security system 
will be located. 

A means that is used for 
removing library materials, 
Jones said, is “duplication”, 
taking a book from the shelves, 
checking it out, replacing the 
due date card with the library 
card, and rechecking the book 
out. This system could be cut 
back by the new security 
system. Another way of 
removing materials, hiding 
them under a person's clothing, 
would be ineffective. 

“If materials are hidden, 
they would still trip the 


system/’ Jones commented. 

Jones said that any system 
can be beaten, “But is the trou¬ 
ble really worth it?'’ 

“Sending (library materials) 
through the window is the only 
way to remove materials 
without going through the 
exits,” Jones said, adding that 
the present system of security 
guards are limited in that there 
is no frisking of students and 
that “It's possible (security 
guards) might miss someone." 

Jones added that a disadvan¬ 
tage to the electric security is 
that the rapport between the 
security guards and students 
will be ended. “It’s hard to 
become friendly with a 
machine,” he said. 

Adding that the library has 
had books returned after long 
periods of time being out, 
Jones called the practice “Grossly 
j n fair.” He said that 
this practice might end if 
students feel that “If we do this 
to others, others might do it to 
us.” 

The Bradly system is similar 
to those used in many other 
circulating libraries, includ- 
ingthe Peoria Public Library, 
and many college and 
university liraries, Jones said. 
The system Bradley will be 
using is the most popular, 
Jones added. 

“This is the best 
possible system available,” 
Jones said. 

Costs of the system will be 
repaid in the long run, Jones 
said, but the library director 
had kind words for the security 


guards. 

“We are not displeased with 
the present security guards.” 
Jones said “they have done an 
outstanding job.'’ 

The library will soon extend 
its hours, Jones added, and the 
electronic system would prove 
more economical with the 
added hours. Also, under the 
electronic system, there will be 
fewer materials lost from the 
library. 

A coin changer will be 
installed to change bills for 
students using the copiers and 
vending machines. The 
change-maker will change $1.00 
bills, similar to the change 
maker in the Sit'n Bull lounge. 

The change to electronic 
security was under considera¬ 
tion before Jones became 
library director in September, 
1975. The entire turnstile 
entrance-exit system will have 
to be redone for the electronic 
system, Jones added. 

“There will be no inconve¬ 
nience to the students during 
the installation.” Jones added. 

The materials in most levels 
of the library have been treated 
for the security system, Jones 
said. The materials in the 
Wyckoff reading room have 
not been completely treated, 
Jones advised. “We hope to 
have the materials (in the 
Wyckoff room) treated as soon 
as possible and we hope to 
open the second level doors by 
second semester.” 

All new materials received at 
the library will also be treated, 
as will old materials returned to 
the library. 


A proposal to eliminate the 
physical education requirement 
has passed the Academic Stan¬ 
dards and Curiculum Commit¬ 
tee.

Library takes careful look at periodicals

Robert Jones, director of the 
library, and the library commit¬ 
tee are presently reorganizing 
the periodicals. Periodical sub 
scriptions are under examina 
tion due to skyrocketing costs, 
nearly 15 per cent yearly, and 
lack of use. The departments 
have suggested titles to be 
dropped so that the library has 
prepared a list of proposed 
cancellations. “These will be 
cancelled unless need is 
justified. We're not going to 
drop anything people feel they 
need,” commented Mr. Jones. 

Through each department's 
library agent, and each school 
and colleges' representative on 


the library committee, this pro¬ 
cess had been a joint effort on 
the part of the faculty. “The 
faculty is directly involved. 
Not only was there an initial 
survey, but a followup is pre¬ 
sently being carried out from 
the original responses,” sum¬ 
marized Mr. Jones. 

Certain general interest sub¬ 
scriptions will be added. Mitch 
Brand, one of four students on 
the library committee, sug¬ 
gested that the library include 
different subject areas. Such 
additions as The Rolling 
Stones, and Village Voice were 
added last year. 

Mr. Jones encourages 
students to use periodicals 


available in other areas. 
Bradley’s library is associated 
with the Illinois Bell library 
system. This is a multi county 
collaberation around the Peoria 
area. ICC, Caterpillar, Peoria 
Public, and Peoria Medical 


The Cullom-Davis Library 
will have shortened hours for 
Thanksgiving break beginning 
Tuesday, Nov. 23, when it will 
close at 5 p.m. Wednesday 
hours are 9 a.m. until noon. 

The library will be closed 
Thursday through Saturday. 
Hours for Sunday will be from 


libraries are connected with 
Bradley through this system.

This system is less 
costly, and more convenient to 
store. Immediate current issues 
will not be available, but the 
backfile used for research will 
be accessible to students. 

At present one third of the 
library’s budget is spent on 
periodicals. Mr. Jones feels it is 
important to keep the 
periodicals strong. “Bradley 
had the potential of a thorough 
research library. If we don't 
have what you're looking for, 
we'll do our best to get it.”

-So you dragged - yourself over the Haussler Hall for the first time 
all semester. Your dorm floor team had volleyball practice so you 
scraped your sweat pants out of the laundry bag, scrounged up a day- 
old T-shirt and with all the grace of an aging moose, jogged over to 
the “can this be a dream” complex... 

Only to find half-court, pickup basketball games on two baskets (one 
full court), 100 players waiting for “winners,” gymnastics in another 
gym, varsity volleyball in the third. Wow! Didn’t somebody sign up 
for a reservation? 

It’s your word against the establishment’s. Sometimes things get 
fouled up. 

-So you practically sleep walked to Haussler for 8 a.m. racquetball 
sign-ups. The person in front of you took the only time slot you don’t 



have labs or a job to go to. Back home to bed and another week out 
of condition. 

True, the sign-up procedures aren’t perfect. 

-So you decide you’ll go for a Thursday night swim. Three tests 
out of the way this week, the Poison Apple’s closed for repairs (airing 
out or drainage, perhaps) so a swim sounds like just the thing to stir 
the soul.

The 1976-57 version of the 
Bradley basketball team will be 
an unfamiliar one to most, as 
the Braves return only four 
members of last year’s squad, 
which posted a 13-13 record. 
The four returnees are juniors 
Bobby Humbles, Roger 
Phegley and Dennis Smith and 
sophomore Terry Laaker. All 
will see a lot of action this 
season according to head coach 
Joe Stowell. 

Phegley, a 6-6 195-pounder 
from East Peoria, played 
forward most of last year, 
averaging 17.3 points per game 
and 5.6 rebounds. This season 
he will be used almost 
exclusively at guard.

well,” says Stowell. “He’ll 
have a little trouble with a 
small, quick-type guard but I’m 
sure he’ll do a good job.”

“Bobby had some trouble 
with his confidence last year,” 
admits Stowell.

Witchita-The Valley's favorite

Informed that his Wichita State basketball 
team had just been tabbed the preseason 
faavorite to repeat as Missouri Valley Con¬ 
ference champions, coach Harry Miller wore 
the look of a condemned man. 

“What the hell,” Miller said with a stunned 
ismile. ‘They (Southern. Illinois) have everybody* 
'back and pick up a bunch of horses ar.d 
we lose two starters and we’re still picked 
first.” 

In two polls made at the Valley preseason 
meetings two weeks ago in Tulsa, Okla., one 
by the coaches and the other by news media 
and sports information directors, the Shockers 
were favored. But, if it is of any consolation 
to Miller, they weren’t favored by much. 

The coaches actually voted a tie between 
Wichita and SIU, but the Shockers got the nod 
in first-place votes, four to three. Drake and 
West Texas State followed, each getting one 
first place vote, while New Mexico State, 
Bradley and Tulsa rounded out the coaches’ 
voting. 

The media-SID poll placed the teams in the 
same order, but gave Wichita a 12-10 edge in 
top votes. 

An assessment of the teams competing for 
this year’s title: 

WICHITA STATE--Gone are the top two 
scorers from last year’s team, forward Robert 
Gray and guard Cal Bruton, which played 
eventual NCAA runnerup Michigan to a one- 
point regional game. But the Shockers return 
6-10, 245-pound center Robert Elmore, who 
led the league in rebounds with 12.3, for con¬ 
ference games and Lynbert “Cheese” 
Johnson, a sophomore who was Newcomer Of 
The Year last season. Guard Bob Trogele is 
back too after averaging 9.8 points per game 
next to Bruton. The Shockers also have an 
impressive array of new talent, as well as a 
couple of improved big men in Charlie Brent 
and Steve Kalocinski. 

SOUTHERN ILLINOIS-After listening to 
his colleagues lament their losses at the Tulsa 
meetings Saluki coach Paul Lambert stood up 
and said, “We can’t say that; we didn’t lose 
anybody.” Heading the returnees for last 
year’s second place team are all-American 
guard Mike Glenn, who was unstoppable here 
last season despite being hobbled by a bad 
foot, and 6-7 forward-guard Corky Abrams. 
Glenn averaged 19.4 points last year on 55 per 
cent shooting, while Abrams scored at a 12.7 
clip and set the Valley field goal percentage 
record, hitting 76.7 per cent of his shots. 
Included in the Salukis’ recruits are Abrams’ 
brother Wayne, who Corky says is “a little 
quicker, a little fester, and a little more 
energetic than I am,” and Barry Smith, 6-6 
brother Bradley’s Dennis. 

DRAKE—Most coaches would give up their 
right arm for a seven-footer. Drake coach Bob 
Ortegel hasn’t given up anything and he has 


two, Rod Littlepage and Chad Nelson, in addi¬ 
tion to all-Valley forward Ken Harris guard 
Terry Benka, the Bulldogs’ floor leader, who 
did not play last year due to a broken foot. 
Ortegel is even contemplating playin his two 
giants at the same time. Drake’s biggest pro¬ 
blem may be its schedule, probably the 
toughest in the league as it includes teams like 
Baylor, Iowa, Memphis State, Oklahoma Mar¬ 
quette ... “That could be a problem as far as 
getting momentum and confidence,” Ortegel 
said. 

WEST TEXAS STATE-The Buffaloes are 
ineligible for NCAA playoffs, due to a minor, 
perhaps nit-picking recruiting violation, but 
that won’t stop them from aiming for the 
league title. Perhaps the most improved team 
in the Valley last year, they return all¬ 
conference guards Maurice Cheeks and 
Melvin Jones, as well as 6-5 forward Eugene 
Smith. The Buffaloes may be hard pressed to 
replace graduated centers Dallas Smith and 
Reggie Ramey, but coach Ron Ekker feels that 
this year’s team will be more mobile. 

NEW MEXICO STATE-The Aggies have 
lost three starters, but return scoring guards 
Richard Robinson and Dexter Hawkins. And 
despite the loss of front-liners, coach Ken 
Hayes has come up with some big freshman 
with impressive credentials. Three averaged 
over 12 rebounds per game in high school, 
while a fourth freshman, guard Greg Webb, 
averaged 12.1 rebounds to go with 16.9 scoring 
average. The Aggies have one weakness 
though. Says Hayes, “There’s not a team in 
America that could hold us to under 100 points 
tomorrow. But we’d get in the game and still 
lose, 200-100.” Enough said. 

BRADLEY—Inexperience is also the 
Braves’ main problem this season. Only four 
players have ever played varsity ball on the 
college level. Gone are Big Mike Davis, the 
Valley scoring leader last year, and all¬ 
conference guard Jim Caruthers. But returning 
is junior Roger Phegley, who plays every posi¬ 
tion on the floor, and guard Bobby Humbles. 
The addition of some new big men with good 
rebounding credits should help the Braves in 
that department, where they were last in 
75-76. “I’d be less than honest to say that we 
can’t beat any team in the conference,” said 
coach Joe Stowell. 

TULSA-The Golden Hurricane lost six of 
its top seven scorers from last year’s 9-18 
team, the leading returnee being forward Dan 
O’Leary, who averaged 12.2 points per game. 
They have only one true “big man” in 6-10 
junior Zack Adams, although the 6-7 O’Leary 
will probably do double duty at the post 
sometimes this year. Nevertheless, coach Jim 
King feels his team is much quicker than last 
year - “I feel we can get down the floor faster 
this year’’ -- but getting the rebound to trigger 
the fast break may prove to be a problem.

“The polls are a matter of opi¬ 
nion,” says Stowell. “What I 
know and the players know is 
that we’ve worked harder than » 
ever in practice. Over fall 
break we were in here (Field 
House) seven hours a day. A , 
lot of days we’ve had morning 
practices before classes. 

“Things will be difficult this 
eason but I’m not going into 
any game thinking we can’t 
win.”

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University Senate passes 47-32; 


No more P.E. requirement 


Effective-Aug. '77

The all-university 
requirement that every student 
must take two semesters of 
physical education was 
dropped in action taken by 
University Senate Nov. 18. 
During a heated discussion, the 
motion to drop the requirement 
was passed 47-32. It will be 
effective August, 1977 at the 
latest. The change will only 
affect incoming students. 

Academic Standards and 
Curriculum Committee 
(ASCC) headed by Vice Pre¬ 
sident of Academic Affairs Dr. 
George Ferguson, brought the 


motion to the floor after a vote 
of 12-6 passed in the committee. 

The Academic Relations 
Sub-Committee (ARSC) 
tinkered with the physical 
education requirement for five 
years. Dr. Brendan Liddell 
said. “The committee was 
unanimous in their opinion that 
there was nothing wrong with 
the P.E. program and it was 
‘good for you’ ". But the 
students do not like it. There 
was insufficient grounds for 
two semester hours. We pre¬ 
sented this to ASCC in that

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Students study economics in D.C. for summer

From May 16 to June 10, 15 
Bradley students will spend the 
time studying urban economic 
problems firsthand in 
Washington, D.C. 

The trip will be part of a 
course in “Urban Economics: 
Analysis and Policies", Econ. 
399 and 426, a course offering 
six hours credit in economics. 
The course will be taught by 
Dr. John Sumansky of the 
Urban Affairs Institute, and 
Dr. Kalman Goldberg of the 
Bradley Economics 
Department. 

“This is a different type of 
educational experience than 
the ordinary one," Goldberg 
said. “(The course) permits 
students to speak directly with 


the people who are forming 
policy." 

The primary reasons for the 
mini-semester, Goldberg said, 
“was to provide students with 
the opportunity to see firsthand 
some urban problems, and to 
meet firsthand with the people 
engaged in forming solutions to 
the problems." 

Who the students will meet 
with is open to the question 
right now, Goldberg said, 
because of the change in 
administrations there will be 
new government officials 
involved in the decision¬ 
making process. 

This is the first time the class 
has been offered at Bradley, 
Goldberg said. If there is suffi¬ 
cient response by students to 


the class, other mini-semesters 
in cities such as London and 
New York will be offered, 
Goldberg said. 

The program will cover two 
areas: “The Role of the 
Federal Government in 
Intraurban transit" and “Man¬ 
power Problems and Pro¬ 
spects: The Urban Dimensions 
and Federal Policy." These 
areas will cover the problems, 
programs, and alternative 
policies to the manpower and 
transit problems of an urban 
area. Washington D.C., 
Goldberg added, “Is run by 
Congress, and the funds and 
guidelines set down effect the 
United States." 

The Federal Government, 
Goldberg said, was also

responsible for funding of such 
projects as the Los Angeles 
freeway system, and Interstate 
74. “(The Government) also 
provides subsidies for the 
Greater Peoria Mass Transit 
system. The government has a 
decisive role in public 
transportation, in Washington, 
and other cities." Goldberg 
added. 

The class will spend ten days 
in Washington, D.C., with 
some time out while in 
Washington for sightseeing. 
There will also be field trips 
and the possible viewing of a 
session of Congress. 

“This is a different learning 
experience." Goldberg said, 
noting the opportunity for 
students to learn by observing 
the situation rather than just 
studying about it in the 
classroom." 

Other features of the 
transportation study will be: 
the opportunity to study the 
new Washington subway 
system, the chance to talk with 
people involved with both the 
department of Transportation 
and the Washington transit 
authority, evaluating the 
Washington subway's success 
(the system will have been 
operating for more than a year 
during the course, Goldberg 
said), and learning about the 
development of Washington's 
transportation system. 

Preparatory readings for the 
class will deal with manpower 
and transportation problems, 
Goldberg said. 

“The reading will help 
students understand national 
problems and describe the 
federal policy used to meet 


these problems.’’ 

Noting that the incoming 
Carter Administration has pro¬ 
mised an emphasis on the cities 
and their problems, Goldberg 
said, students studying Urban 
Economics would “want to 
examine aspects of Federal 
policy and reports on the 
policies. Have they worked? If 
so, why?" 

Students enrolled in the 
course \yill live in a dorm at 
George Washington 
University, not far from the 
White House and Capitol in 
Washington; all rooms will be 
air-conditioned. Food can be 
purchased in either the 
cafeteria or at a nearby 
restaurant. The estimated cost 
of the trip will be $595, cover¬ 
ing tuition, dorm fee, and 
travel. Transportation will be 
provided by car pools, to be 
arranged through the Urban 
affairs Institute office. 

Goldberg added that this pro¬ 
gram would be part of the sum¬ 
mer school program at 
Bradley, and the course would 
end with the summer still 
mostly ahead of the student. 
The class is open to under¬ 
graduate students who have 
had Ecnomics 100, Econ 221 or 
222 . 

Applications are available 
and will be taken on a first 
come-first served basis at the 
Urban Affairs Institute office.

Finally the question of the physical education requirement 
has come up before the University Senate. We are glad to see 
a vote to eliminate the requirement. The extensive use of 
Haussler already shows that the old argument of the building fall¬ 
ing into non-use is not valid. 

Students have been extremely enthusiastic in their use of 
Haussler. People who never swam before go into the pool, people 
who never picked up a racquet before reserve courts. 

Freeing the physical education teachers from working with 
those students who don’t want to be there will leave room for 
those students what want to learn how to swim, to serve a tennis 
ball or make a basket. 

We do not advocate the end of physical education, for that is 
as important as any of the courses we take at Bradley, but we 
feel the elimination of the requirement will enable more students 
to use the facilites, with greater enjoyment. 

As for the argument that we all need exercise, we do not argue 
that point either. But it does not matter whether that exercise is • 
gotten by jogging early in the morning, walking up to fourth floor 
of Morgan five times a day, or taking a gym class twice a week.

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Theatre presentation suffers from lack of relevency

What the Carousel Playhouse 
production of Eugene 
Ionesco’s The Lesson teaches 
is never revive a propoganda 
play. 

Timely in post World War II 
Europe, many of the symbolic 
references against Nazism are 
vague now, and the produc¬ 
tion's handling of those 
references did nothing to re¬ 
establish the memory of 
Nazism. 

A modern absurdist, comic 
melodrama, the play involves 
the private tutoring of an 
extremely stupid co-ed from a 
confusing, lecherous professor, 
who is constantly warnd by his 
maid about what has happened 
at his previous private lessions. 
Behind all the inanities of 
language portrayed surfaces 
the power of how words are 
spoken to cause a certain 
result, reflective of Hitler’s 
speeches. 

Presented November 18, 19, 
20, and 21 at the Carousel 
Playhouse, the play was 
directed by Dr. Collins J. Bell. 
Bell shows strength in staging 
the comic sexuality between 
the lecherous professor and the 
dumb-but-not-naive co-ed. 

As the production progresses 
into anti-Nazism, the humor 
fails, leaving one wondering if 
something's missing. 

When the professor’s maid 
reveals the play's message by 
stiffly presenting a Nazi 
armband, all the pieces fall into 
place, but the result isn't what 
was sought. Nobody’s going to 
say, “My God, we’ve got to 


stop the Nazis.’’ 

More likely, they’ll just 
wonder what the message, the 
production, and today have in 
common, a fault in direction 
rather than script. 

Maureen Mulrooney as the 
professor's maid goes to the 
head of the class with her 
beautifully absurd perversion 
and grossness. Colorful in her 
outlandish knock-kneed, 
pidgeon-toed walk and her 
facial reactions, she 
characterizes the absurd style

necessary for the play. 

The professor, played by 
Ralph V. Young, and the co¬ 
ed, Kathy Faesen, remain too 
sedate. (Lauren Green played 
the co-ed on alternate nights.) 

When the professor delivers 
his explosive oration from on 
top of his table, he seemed 
more concerned with blancing 
than with the attitude of a pro¬ 
fessor carried away with his 
teaching. 

The student's part suffered 


from repetition and gradual 
reduction to stillness, again a 
flaw more in direction. Faesen 
spent most of her time in a 
chair complaining about her 
toothache and the portrayal of 
the pain ran in one level - low 
key. 

A stronger hand was needed 
to accentuate the actions, to 
pull out the absurdism of the 
play. 

Along the lines of discord 
that marred the production also 


appears the incongruence of 
the properties and set of the 
play. Half the props were visi¬ 
ble and half weren't. In this 
case, since the set and most of 
the action tended toward 
realism, the props should have 
been seen. 

The problem with the pro¬ 
duction rests mainly with the 
fact the Nazi regime just isn't 
threatening today. Propoganda 
against an almost extinct cause 
leaves one wondering what the 
purpose of The Lesson was.

Bradley lost only a few 
seniors last year and with only 
one senior, Dave Haussler, this 
year, the team's future looks 
good.

themselves. Their knowledge 
of an interview is from the on- 
campus interviews. As a pre¬ 
liminary, we have them know 
something about the company. 
Then the students would be 
able to ask such questions as: 
‘What is the company's 
turnover rate?' If the turnover 
rate is high, why?' 

Pitlik added that represen¬ 
tatives from a professional 
recruiting firm did talk to the 
class earlier in the semester. A 
recent returnee to the Peoria 
area, Pitlik admitted that his 
contacts were not as good as he 
would like, right now. For the 
second semester, Pitlik hopes 
to bring in more professionals, 
and make the class serve large 
variety of students enrolled in 
the class. 

“You get out of the course 
what you put into it." Pitlik 
remarked, adding that student 
reaction to the course will be 


evaluated. 

The course is made up as 
more of a workshop-type 
course. There are no quizzes or 
exams, and, as Pitlik puts it, 
“The material doesn't incline 
itself to lecture." 

“The rationale (for Mktg. 
301) is that it was harder to find 
jobs during the recession." 
said Dr. Ronnld Vaughn, head 
of the Marketing department. 
Vaughn said the course was 
begun to help students develop 
a better job-planning strategy. 
“We Telt we needed to be more 
efficient in the (job-hunting) 
process." 

There are several benefits in 
taking a course such as Mktg. 
301, Vaughn said. "One, we 
hope that students have felt the 
importance of a job-hunting 
structure that's more than just 


the interview. We want to help 
the students develop a total 
employment strategy." 

In addition, Vaughn stated, 
that the course was also 
designed to help students bet¬ 
ter understand The student's 
own strengths and weaknesses. 
The course starts with a 
general overview of the 
student's career goals and 
interests, along with a self- 
assessment of the student. The 
course concludes with the 
changing of jobs and considera¬ 
tion of Graduate School. 

Vaughn added “We try to 
suggest job-hunting at places 
besides the placement office." 

There has been an informal 
reaction to the class. Dr. 
Vaughn said, but an evaluation 
will be asked of the students.

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Increased security 
could prevent 
Haussler problems

the back to open up for their friends who have no ID cards. The 
back and side doors are not under the supervision of building 
student supervisors as is the front door. 

Supervisors are not consistent in checking the identification 
and it is this which leads to problems. 

Problems could be avoided if there were a more consistent 
supervision process. We realize the problems caused by people 
coming in the back are more a result of students letting them in, 
not necessarily lax security. 

We feel that there must be more stringent security at Haussler 
and that consistency in enforcement is of prime importance.

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Ah, yes...finals week. An appropriate time to reflect on the many 
facets of college life . . . Parties, studying, parties, working, parties, 
athletic activities, parties and more parties. 

But nevertheless, when one finally attains that proverbial sheepskin 
at the end of one's four-year stay at Bradley, (four years equals eight 
finals weeks) one must face the problem of flowing into the mainstream 
of the "real" working world. 

And what does any self-respecting employer look for in selecting a 
young buck to shape into the "company person?" The fact that you 
were the coordinator of a canned food drive, head of the planning com¬ 
mittee on student activities and leading scorer on your intramural 
waterpolo team all speak well for your integrity and ability to get 
involved responsibly. 

But in most technical and professional fields, what catches "the 
man's" eye is not our extracurricular activities. Let's face it. It's our 
grades. 



Grading 

System 

Gets an F 


Bradley is not a unique school as far as grading systems go. If you 
were to take a survey of individual teachers here, recording their dif¬ 
ferent methods of computing grades, you would run the gamut of all 
possible systems. And one's just as bad as the other. 

Perhaps this is one reason some students don't do as well as they 
could. These are the students that take a little longer to get hip to the 
grading game. 

It goes something like this. 

For teacher 1 all you need is a 15 page term paper at the end of 
the semester, no face time in class necessary. For teacher 2 lots of 
face time required along with the familiar brown nose techniques in 
class discussions. For teacher 3 just keep your mouth shut, come to 
class, hand in assignments (yours or someone else's, it doesn't matter) 
and visit him in his office twice a semester. 

After four years, you've classified them all. The standout teachers 
who don't fit into those categories have the smallest enrollments. 
They're usually the toughest and the best. 

We need a universal grading system to keep the student grade 
sharks, who play the grading game like they would a hand of 5-card 
stud, from cluttering up the job market. 

For example, let's say Rufus Goofus is concerned about his grades. 
He spends the whole semester working for an 'A' in his Art Apprecia¬ 
tion class but at the end of the term, the best he could do is pull an 
88-average. 

In the same class there is Larry Luckout who just goes through the 
motions all semester, but because he crammed for the final, he 
manages an 81. 


According to the teacher's policy of 100-90 equals an A; 80-90 equals 
a *B', etc., they both get Bs for the semester. 

Rufus knows he was a better student than Larry, Larry knows it 
and even the teacher knows it. But as far as that goes, they're both 
viewed as ‘B'students. 

And what about those courses with weekly tests, labs, homework 
regularly, as opposed to other classes with just a mid-term and final- 
both essay exams-and no homework usually? Which class is the bigger 
pain or strain? It depends on which way the wind was blowing that 
semester, I guess. 

The grading system is no less shameful than some teacher's tests 
themselves. I resent, for example, multiple choice tests with questions 
like: In what year did the first snowflake fall? and possible answers 
like: 500 A.D. b.)501 A.D. c.)502 A.D. d) 503 A.D. e.) all of the above. 

Now I ask you. Even if I got the answer correct, what could I 
possibly have learned except that some teachers get paid salaries to 
insult students and there's not a damn thing that we can do about it. 
If I decide not to answer a question I feel is incorrectly worded or 
worse yet, simply a poor testing device, I do it at the expense of my 
grade. 

Shouldn't teachers be required to spend as much time making out 
their tests as they require of their students to study for them? 

And I never could understand taking a test and not getting it back 
to keep and go over extensively after it's graded. After a teacher grades 
my test, that test belongs to me and should be used as a comprehensive 
learning instrument. I shouldn't have to hand it back just so the teacher 
doesn't have to worry about it being passed around the sorority house. 
Teachers get paid to make up tests. And that means new ones every 
time if necessary. 

What good does it do us students to take final exams and then leave 
town without seeing our work evaluated? When I get my report card 
in the mail over the holidays, I shouldn't have to wonder how my finals 
came out or whether I missed the point on that third essay question 
or not. If I did miss the point, with our present system, I'm certainly 
never going to get it unless I go out of my way to track down the teacher 
and the test when I get back to school. But I shouldn't have to. 

To put this in a nutshell, the university ought to consider incorporat¬ 
ing a numerical grading system for our records instead of the A, B, 
C, system which simply doesn't cut it-fairly. 

If my report card says: Political Science-88; Economics-75; and 
Biology-83, I can be sure that what I see is undoubtedly what I got. 

The university should require that teachers hand back tests for 
students' keeping, and that they spend an entire class period going over 
those tests. Final exams should be mailed to each student at their home 
over the holidays with a one-paragraph personalized evaluation 
attached. 

On behalf of we, the graded, I'd like to grade the grades and some 
of the graders with their own F, my 50 and a universal unsatisfactory.

There’s a fly in my borscht

A month of comparisons. 
Scandinavians vs. Russians . . 
. Russians vs. Poles ... Europe 
vs. the U.S. The people, the 
customs, the countries. Europe 
76 was a first hand look at some 
of the worlcjs most beautiful 
and historically rich cities. 
Leningrad apd Moscow were 
perhaps the zeniths in the study 
of Europe. 

Europe 76, was designed to 
be a travel-study course 
offerfed by Bradley’s History 
depahment. With the instruc¬ 
tion of Dr. Elmo Roach, each 
student picked an area of study 
to be the thesis for one to six 
hours of credit. For some, 
architecture became the sub¬ 


ject of study, while others 
centered their observations 
around the historical 
development of the people and 
their country. 

For all of us the opportunity 
to visit the Soviet Union was 
an overnight education. 

On May 31, 1976, half of the 
19 students comprising one 
group departed O’Hare 
International for Copenhagen, 
Denmark. The other members 
of our group would join us a 
few days later in Stockholm. 

What we found in the Soviet 
Union was a culture which 
lagged the. Western world by 
about 10-years. 

The mini-skirt is currently 
very popular among the 



crude rail network and an effi¬ 
cient mass transit system. 
Electric trolleys transport 
Russians about the cities which 
have very few provisions for 
gasoline burning vehicles. Cars 
are rather scarce. There is cur¬ 
rently one auto for every 1200 
Russians. Those Russians who 
do own autos are usually 
members of the political 
hierarchy. 

The best transportation in 
either Leningrad or Moscow 
was the Intourist buses which 
were comfortable, but had 
growling gear boxes. All trucks 
seemed to be of military sur¬ 
plus vintage. Most had the 
original gray paint and canvas 
tops. 

If you think that the Russian 
cities are pollution free because 
of the small number of gasoline 
vehicles . . . you’re wrong. 
Industry more than makes up 
for the pollutants needed for a 
good smog layer. 

Accommodations in the 
Russian In tourist hotels were 
excellent. Our tour group had 
good lock in obtaining the best 
hotels in both Leningrad and 
Moscow. Rooms were large, 
comfortable and clean despite 
the fishy odor that permeated 
the Leningrad hotel. 

A few bars of Rock 'n Roll 
were occasionally played on 
the out-of-tune grand piano 
which occupied most of my 
room. The cleaning women 
enjoyed the music. One 
couldn’t help but wonder if 
they had ever heard of Elton 


John. 

Tourists are encouraged to 
purchase souveniers in the 
Intourist shops. Items could 
only be purchased with foreign 
currency or credit cards. We 
found that if we did not pay 
with the exact change the 
cashier would pocket the small 
stuff. “Sorry I have no nickles 
or pennies.” Prices always 
seemed to require odd change. 

Russia is by no means a 
country built totally around its 
Middle Age architecture. Con¬ 
temporary buildings, such as 
the Palace of Congresses in the 
Kremlin, stand out as struc¬ 
tures of excellent design. The 
Palance is a five-story, 6000- 
seat auditorium designed for 
theatrical and convention use. 
Each seat in the spacious build¬ 
ing has a built-in public address 
v speaker and a clear view of the 
spacious stage area. 

The black market seemed to 
be everywhere. In both Lenin¬ 
grad and Moscow we were 
regularly propositioned to sell 
our denim clothing and any 
other articles (sunglasses, 
cameras, Bic pens, etc.) 

The noon meal is tradi¬ 
tionally the largest in Europe. 
Four course meals were served 
with borscht, a soup made of 
red beets, leading the pro¬ 
cession. Some within our group 
found the soup to be tasty, 
while others expressed their 
dislike by protruding a purple 
tongue. 

Everyone did agree that the 
golden scoops of Russian ice 


cream were the best desserts 
anywhere. 

Most Russians seemed 
absorbed with their daily 
chores. Occasional smiles were 
seen, although there seemed to 
be an air of oppression about 
the Russian people. Lenin is 
force-fed to the Russian people 
in large doses. Museums in 
Leningrad and Moscow have 
busts of Lening looming from 
nearly every comer. Contem¬ 
porary art is restricted to 
themes evolving around the 
Bolshevik revolution. 

Only 30 churches and 
synagogues remain active in 
Moscow. St. Isaac’s Cathedral 
in Leningrad, the third largest 
cathedral in the world, is now 
a monument and scientific 
exhibition. 

The Russian news media 
turned out in force to greet six 
special visitors to the 
cathedrals inside the Kremlin. 
The six visitors were a dying 
breed of Russian Orthodox 
priests making a pilgrimage to 
the Cathedral of the Annuncia¬ 
tion in the Kremlin. These men 
were obviously not seen often 
by Russians. The Soviet state 
prefers it that way. 

After nearly two weeks of 
travel within the Soviet Union 
West Berlin became an oasis in 
the free world. Leaving the 
number one police state is 
definitely a good feeling.

Russian women, while the 
well-dressed Russian male is 
wearing narrow lapelled suits 
peg-leg trousers. 

Eleven days were spent in 
Russia. The cities of Leningrad 
and Moscow appear to exhibit 
the personalities of Russians, 
yet there are few similarities 
between the cities. Leningrad, 
once the home of Czar Peter 
the Great, is a city of Western 
architecture. An occasional 
onion dome can be found 
crowning an empty cathedral. 
Otherwise, Leningrad is rather 
Western in nature. 

Moscow, conversely, is 
everything that is pure 
Russian. The dome and spires 
of St. Basil, Red Square, the 
Kremlin . . . they are all natives 
of Moscow. 

Transportation in the Soviet 
Union is comprised largely of a

be advised hv him,” Dodge said. 

At some schools, full-time 
professionals serve to advise all of 
the institution’s students, rather 
than having faculty do all the 
advising. Some schools even 
employ students as advisors, she 
added. 

Dodge believes the faculty 
advisement system offers more 
benefits to the student. 

‘‘A student needs close 
identification with a professor." 
Having faculty members do the 
advising is a good way for a 
student to really become familiar 
with the department", she said. 
Many times, professors may be 
aware of department-related 
organizations, publications, honor 
societies, and other opportunities 
that are available to the advisee, 
she added. 

At Bradley, students are 
divided among advisors within a 
department "according to what is 
best depending on the number of 
majors,’ Dodge explained. 
Students may be divided 
alphabetically, by year in school, 
or assigned one advisor for their 
four years. 

"It all depends on what the 
needs of the student in a specific 
department are." In a few 
departments, like psychology, no 
advisors arc assigned. Instead, a 
student is free to choose his own. 

Except in some majors, where 
students are required to meet with 
an advisor each semester, "the 
student himself is expected to 
assume the responsibility of seeing 
an advisor. 

"A student ought to be able to

make some judgment as to 
whether or not he needs to he 
advised,” she said. Since an 
advisor meeting is scheduled for 
all freshmen and transfers during 
orientation, many students have 
fallen into the pattern of 
conulting their advisor as a normal 
part of registration, Dodge 
believes. 

Exactly what an advisor does 
with or for a student depends on 
the student, with advising 
appointments lasting from ten 
minutes to over an hour, Dodge 
said. 

"Some are merely asking for 
confirmation of their cv/a ideas. 
They want to know "is this an 
appropriate program for what 1 
want to do?" Helping a student 
understand what a realistic load is, 
being an initiation point for class 
drops, and explaining information 
about university and college 
requirements are all functions of 
each academic advisor. 

Faculty are not specially 
trained for their advising function, 
except for those advising in 
summer orientation and new 
faculty who attend an advisor 
workshop conducted by Dodge 
each year to "help them pull all of 
the information together." 

"People who have been around 
a long time have read the catalog 
enough to know how to do it," 
Dodge said. She herself makes it a 
point to be aware of what the 
advisor-related complaints from 
department and directs 
ad visor-related compalints from 
students to the appropriate 
department chairman or to the 
advisor. 

Most advising is done during

"Most advisors are willing 
see anyone outside of that time 
spend more time with a stude 
who needs it," she said.

what Benner called “myths” 
about career planning. 

“(Students) assume that if \ 
can find that one job, train for 
it, work at that one job. I’ll be 
happy for the rest of my life.’ 

Citing that many people feel 
that one job will make them 
successful, Benner added 
“Some of the more successful, 
people today have changed 
jobs from between three to five 
times.” 

Benner said students usually 
vary in the time they make 
their final career choice. 

“Some students know before 
they come, others have no idea 
and have to search.” In addi¬ 
tion to their original choice, 
Benner said the students 
should have one or two 
alternative careers if one 
doesn’t work. 


“With students, it’s fairly 
true that they come to college 
make it their first semester and 
meet new people. The second 
year is about the time that 
many students think about 
what they’re going to do for a 
career when they get out of 
college.” 

Benner added that a 
university develops more 
resources for career input, and 
that in a small group, “You 
learn when you’re here.” Ben¬ 
ner went on to say a minority 
of students arrive at college 
with a definite idea of what 
they want. 

The course itself will deal with 
self-assessment and applying 
what has been learned to the 
world of work. There will be 
input on a personal story, their 
plans and goals, a set of goals 


will be made by each student 
and sorting out of the student’s 
priorities. 

“We’ll slowly go with the 
student and attempt to get 
input about the student’s 
decision, and 
self-assessment.” 

Benner said the course fits in 
with Career Planning Strategy 
(Mktg. 301), although the 
courses are being offered by 
different colleges. (EdG 276 
will be offered by the College 
of Education, through the 
counseling department). 

“Mktg. 301 deals with after 
you’ve made a career choice.” 
Benner said. “(Mktg 301) 
would be a follow-up to (EdG 
276).” 

The course will have three 
instructors with Benner joined 
by Dr. Monte Bruch and 


Clarence Brown. 

Benner stressed that EdG. 
276 is not just for undecided 
majors, but for people majoring 
in any field at Bradley. Max¬ 
imum enrollment is 40 students 
(10 per class). Other students 
who might be interested in the 
course besides undecideds, 
Benner, said, would be people 
with definite career goals who 
need confirmation, and 
students with major fields who 
are considering a change of 
majors. 

According to Benner, the 
course was introduced out of a 
need for better coordination in 
career and life planning by 
students, “From orientation 
through alumni placement.” 
Further information about the 
class can be obtained from the 
Counseling Center.

Bradley’s Women’s Varsity 
Basketball team looked “really 
good Thursday night against 
Carl Sandburg College.-At least 
that’s what their coach Annelle 
Griffin said. Bradley beat 
Sandburg 67-59. “Everyone 
played well, it was a team 
effort, she • said. “We were 
behind for a while, but then we 
got it all together and played 
real good.’’ She added that 
when Sancfburg began to 
penetrate Bradley’s 3-2 
defense, they moved to 2-1-2 
defense that proved very effec¬ 
tive.

With finals almost over, Bradley students are 
looking forward to going home for the holidays 
and not coming back until mid-January - at 
least.

Not that it will be all quite as bad as it sounds. 
How many students, for example, will get to 
travel to Las Vegas during vacation? Eleven 
basketball players will. Only the stakes won’t be 
the number of bills on the roulette wheel. 

Bradley will be shooting for the title of the 
Las Vegas Tournament and the odds in this lit¬ 
tle gamble are pretty high in the wrong direc¬ 
tion. The Braves open the tournament Tues¬ 
day Dec. 21 against Big Eight member 
Oklahoma and if they get by that game, they 
play the winner of the Las Vegas-Murray State 
contest. If the Braves win their first game, they 
will probably play Las Vegas, rated by Sports 
Illustrated as the fifth best team in the country 
with a chance at the NCAA title. 

The Rebels were 29-2 last season and 
smashed NCAA scoring records by averaging 
110 points per game. Even if the Braves don’t 
get a shot at the Rebels there, they will when 
Las Vegas plays in the Field House Feb. 1.

Wise added that “There 
were ten electric motors 
completely submerged” by 
the leaking water. 

“We had to get the water 
out (of the machine and 
transmission rooms) and then 
restore power.” Wise said. 

Power was restored be¬ 
tween 2:30 and 4:00 Tuesday 
morning, Wise said, but 
classes were called off to 
“Play it safe.” 

“We didn’t know how long 
power would be restored to 
(Bradley Hall).” 

Wise added that the 
decision to close Bradley Hall 


and postpone registration was 
made by the administration. 
Local media notified students 
of the postponement. 

Wise blamed the weather 
for causing the pipes to freeze 
and break. Nighttime temper¬ 
atures on Jan. 16-17 plunged 
to -20 and -25 respectively, 
with wind chill factors of -60 
and lower. In addition, there 
were three additional internal 
pipe leaks in Bradley Hall 
during the cold snap. The last 
break was fixed Tuesday 
afternoon. 

Wise called the situation 
“unusual”, adding “We us¬ 
ually have one or two breaks 
during the winter but nothing 
like this.” 

Wise went on to say that “in 
the 14 years that I’ve been at 
Bradley, there’s been no pipe 
breakage in B-Hall.” 

Six of the electric motors 
submerged by the leaking 
water are in operation now, 
with the remaining four to be 
repaired. Wise said that there 
will be no problem with 
classes which meet in Bradley 
Hall, because the four engines 
that are still out are not 


a day 

essential to the heating 
system. 

“Only the air conditioning 
system will be limited.” Wise 
remarked “It would cause 
problems if it (the air 
conditioning) would be needed 
tomorrow, which is unlikely.” 

However, room 33 in 
Bradley Hall was flooded by 
one of the water pipe breaks, 
temporarily relocating classes 
held in that room. Wise added 
that Bradley 33 had been 
flooded twice in two days by a 
major leak in the northwestern 
wing of B-Hall. 

Wise added that no repairs 
were necessary on the sub¬ 
merged motors. Wise also 
said that Bradley Hall was 
fully operational by noon 
Tuesday. There has been no 
assessment of additional 
damage from the leaks. 

Of course, it could have 
been worse. Wise said that if 
the motors for Bradley Hall 
were not back in service by 
Tuesday morning, registration 
and classes could have been 
set back a week. 

“We lucked out,” Wise 
commented.

Like when former Director of Financial Aid, Tom Cromwell, 
atter 21 years of service to the university was asked to resign last 
year because of what was called “incompetence” when he 
overspent his 1975-76 budget 


overspending, 


Cromwell was given the axe and his supporters from within the 
ranks could do nothing but shamefully turn their heads and 
wonder about their own job security. 

President Abegg didn’t even call a conference so Cromwell 
could face his accusers in an effort to try and work things out or at 
least explain his side of the story. If he had been given th'e chance 
maybe he would have pointed out that at Swords Hall, no one’s 
house is in order, at least not enough to point an accusing finger at 
anyone else, much less push him out of a job. 

Cromwell was pushed, all right. As the financial aid office’s 
next-door neighbor grew larger and larger and its administration . 
was reorganized, a new breed of Bradley administrator entered the 
scene bringing a different approach toward university business. 

Admissions (that office next door) expanded and the new 
Bradley administrator Dean Huddleston laid claim to his turf. He 
cited Cromwell for alleged mismanagement of funds and after only 
a few months as dean of financial aid and admissions, had a 
21-year veteran forced out of his job. 





„ The truth is tha * Cromwell didn’t fit into the pattern of 
marketing the university” that Huddleston brought with him 
along with his computerized approach toward people. 

That was the beginning of an admissions domain that—don’t 
look now—is inflating as fast as the economy ever did. 

Admissions is a full-grown monster now, a far cry from the 
Orville Nothdurft days when you could probably find him out 
giving campus tours as often as behind a desk. 

Tu N0V l- there 3re elaborate staffs for every phase of the operation. 

1 he office has expanded to include a full-time staff person for 
nothing but transfers and foreign students not to mention the 
network of recruiters already combing the country. 

What’s this all leading to? Money. Which is just what this 
column is about. 


Guess who has overspent its budget now—the whole year’s 
allowance in six to seven months? Admissions. 

But don’t be surprised. This is fairly common, so I’m told 
Informed sources tell me that last year-Huddleston’s first-the 
overspending was so bad that the president had to resort to 
approving every admissions purchase before it was made. Some 
people, it seems, get cited for “mismanagement of funds” while 
others simply go back and ask for more money. 

, b s ba T d t0 sa y i ust what the story is with the admissions 
budget. How much money we’re talking about, for example. What 
1 could find out was that the internal supplies budget for postage 
pencils and phone calls, is, indeed, spent. 

But the money admissions spends on its mammoth publications. 
operation comes from a separate university account just for 
publications. And that account is not broken down showing how 
much each university office publishes. Admissions, without a 
doubt, is the biggest customer there. 

But how big? $50,000 worth? That’s close, I’m afraid. 

The Admissions Travel and Promotions budget is what really 
needs a thorough examination. During this fiscal year already a 
recruiter has spent two weeks in Hawaii, another has spent two 
and a half in South America. 

And the latest recruiting venture? Saudi Arabians. Admissions 
got word that there are 600 Saudi Arabians recently arrived in the 
states and Bradley wants a few. So they’re sending out recruiters 
to track down one or two. 

And the person capable of filling in all these question marks 9 
He s on a nine-day recruiting trip through the New England states. 

Someone stop the Admissions office free hand before it gets any 
more out of hand. Someone try to check their runaway budget 
spending and stop them before they overspend again. 


Leo Bent dead; but not forgotten 


Dr. Leo Bent, Dean of the 
College of Education, died 
Wednesday, Jan. 19 after an 
extended illness. He served as 
dean of the college for 24 
years. • 

Bent, 65, was noted for his 
work in the fields of education 
and guidance. He earned 
mention in Who’s Who in 
America, and Leaders in 
Education, and was awarded 
the Michelman Award. Bent 
was instrumental in formation 
of the Illinois Guidance and 
Personnel Association. 

A short service was held 
Jan. 22 in Neumiller Chapel. 


Memorial contributions may 
be made to the Leo Bent 
Memorial Scholarship Fund. 

At the service, Bradley 
President Martin Abegg noted 
Bent’s contributions. “Brad¬ 
ley University has been 
blessed throughout its history 
by the service of distinguished 
men and women who have 
dedicated portions of their 
lives to the betterment of 
Bradley and its students. The 
names of Wyckoff, Hewitt and 
Hamilton and Haussler come 
immediately to mind.

Beginning this semester, 
the departments of Journal¬ 
ism, Speech and Theatre Arts, 
Marketing, the School of Art, 
and the Learning Resources 
Center will contribute to a 
Mass Communications pro¬ 
gram.

one in public relations and 
publicity, one in broadcast 
journalism, and one in broad¬ 
cast production-management, 
Ferguson said. 

However, approximately 75 
per cent of the student’s total 
academic work at Bradley is 
in courses outside of mass 
communications to provide a 
solid general education, he 
added. There are six hours of 
required courses and 21-27 
hours of specialized course 
work, depending of the 
sequence selected. 

Ferguson said each ^se¬ 
quence will be assigned to one 
of the participating instruc¬ 
tional units in the program, 
and each unit will provide an 
advisor to assist students in 
career planning as well as 
selections of appropriate cog¬ 
nate courses. 

According to Ferguson, the 
program has been more than a 
year in the drafting and had 
been considered over the past 
10 years.

media, holding responsible 
positions in the wire services, 
newspapers, radio and televi¬ 
sion, film, advertising ag¬ 
encies, and in public relations.

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Changed format to enhance sales; 

Bradley Review trying to appeal to more students

The Bradley Review this 
spring is expanding its format 
to include a greater cross- 
section of creativity and 
tastes, according to Editor 
Nora Lindstrom. 

Types of work to be 
included in the spring issue, 
due out in March, include 
photography, reproductions of 
color oil paintings and 
graphite pencil sketches, and 
photographs of ceramics, as 
well as poetry and prose. 

The major change this year 
is the inclusion of color. 

According to Lindstrom, 
this issue will include much 
art. “We solicited more 
actively this year in the Art 
Department/’ she said. 

“This issue is to be the 
basis for a new look for the 
Review,” Lindstrom said. “By 
covering more areas of 
creativity, we hope to encour¬ 
age students in fields besides 
art and literature to submit 
their own types of creative 
work. For example, engi¬ 
neering students could submit 
innovative architectural 


sketches. 

“Creativity isn’t restricted 
to art, prose, and poetry. We 
will gladly accept interviews, 
scholarly articles on cultural or 
social phenomena, etc. 

“A magazine is made up of 
miscellaneous items. For the 
Review to be a magazine, it 
has to have many diversified 
items, which is why we are 
encouraging many types of 
work to be submitted.” 

A major problem this year is 
financial. The costs for print¬ 
ing this issue are higher 
because of the use of xolor. 

No issue was printed in the 
fall because of lack of money. 

The Review receives funds 
from the Student Activities 
Budget Review Commitee* 
(SABRC) and private patrons. 

“Patrons are difficult to get 
because we can’t show them 
what they are investing in,” 
Lindstrom said.

the magazine by purchasing 
it. One thousand copies are to 
be printed. At least 800 copies 
must be sold if the Review is 
going to be able to publish in 
the future. 

“If the magazine is to be 
published in this new, ex¬ 
panded format, we need a 
good deal of student support, 
financially.” 

The primary purpose of the 
Review, according to Lind¬ 
strom, “is to represent the ^ 
mood of the students. We 
hope to present a good • 
cross-section of tastes. 

“There is a lot of innovative 
work being done, a lot of 
interests and tastes on cam¬ 
pus. We’d like to tap those 
resources to show other 
students what is going on at 
Bradley—in other words, the 
potential for a forum for their 
various talents. 

“The nature of the mag¬ 
azine should be the nature of 
what is going on creatively 
around the campus. It should 
be a forum for student work. 

“We are trying to diversify 


as much as we can to appeal to 
as many students as we can.” 

“We encourage experi¬ 
mental techniques, but we are 
still interested in the more 
traditional styles of work.” 

The Review also accepts 
work from the faculty, “since 
they are as much a part of 
what is going on on campus as 
the students are,” Lindstrom 
said. “Still, student work will 
receive primary attention. 

“If we receive enough 
submissions in certain fields, 
we’ll be able to publish 
specialized issues. For in¬ 
stance, a poetry issue or an oil 
painting issue. 

“Students shouldn’t be 
timid about submitting work,” 
Lindstrom said. About half of 
the material submitted for 
consideration is accepted. 

Lindstrom said, however, 
that with more material 
submitted, the Review staff 
can afford to be more 
selective, and thus raise the 
artistic standard of the

Rebels survive Bradley, 107-106

Big games, big wins, noisy crowds — tradition in Bradley 
University basketball. They weren’t really expected Tuesday 
night in Robertson Memorial Field House. But then, things in 
Robertson rarely are. 

On one hand, there was Nevada-Las Vegas, as impressive an 
offensive team as has ever played college basketball. Ranked 
No. 3 in the nation with a 16-1 record coming in and a 108 points 
per game scoring average, Las Vegas is a team that runs over 
things that get in its way. 

On the other hand, there was Bradley, as unimpressive this 
year as its 7-11 record going into the game would indicate. 
Rated sixth in its seven-team conference by pre-season polls, 
Bradley hardly seemed like a sturdy roadblock for the “Runnin’ 
Rebels.” 

But then, in Robertson Field House, things are never what 
they seem, or turn out like they should. 

When it was over. Las Vegas had beaten Bradley by a mere 
point — 107-106 — and the Rebels were probably wondering if 
it was a good idea to play so many games away from home. They 
play eight road games on a 26-game schedule. 

“We just don’t play with intensity like this,” said Las Vegas 
coach Jerry Tarkanian, referring to road games. “At home... ” 
At home, the Rebels do things like score more than 100 points in 
12 straight games for a national record, and they don’t let the 
opposition get so close. 

On the road, in the Field House, where 7,300 fans make more 
noise than moon rockets blasting off, referees blow whistles and 
decide not to make calls, and visiting coaches often pick up 
technical fouls, things are different. 

Tarkanian got his technical for protesting too loudly after 
Lewis Brown was called for goal tending. Tarkanian called time 
out, and when official Denny Bishop didn’t approach the 
sidelines, Tarkanian stalked down the floor around the Bradley 
huddle and glared at Bishop until two assistants led him back to 
his own bench. 

But after Tarkanian and his team had survived all that, the 
stocky coach with the nose of a boxer who was hit ten too many 
times praised what was by far Bradley’s best game of the 
season. 

“Bradley played tremendous,” Tarkanian said. “We got nine 
points up and I thought we were going to blow them out. But 
they came right back. They never once gave u$ a thing.” . 

Bradley took a five-point lead late in the game, and after 
losing the lead once, tied it, went ahead and later had to tie it 
again on free throws by Roger Phegley. Then with 53 seconds to 
play, Phegley missed his second free throw of the night in 18 
tries. 

Las Vegas rebounded, and after a quick exchange of 
turnovers, Terry Laaker fouled Robert Smith with five seconds 
left. Smith made both free throws and Bobby Humbles’ layup at 
the buzzer did nothing but set the final score. 

Phegley finished with 46 points, tied for the second highest

game total in Bradley history behind Chet Walker’s 50, and 
made 15 of 23 field goal attempts in an offensive display 
Tarkanian would like to have been proud of. “That Phegley is 
something,” said Tarkanian. “We had nobody that could guard 
him. I didn’t believe he could do that to us/’ 

Phegley went up against everybody Tarkanian threw at him 
and Tarkanian threw just about everybody. “I thought Reggie 
Theus could take him,” he said. “But he didn’t even know he 
was in Peoria tonight...” At 6-foot-9 Larry Moffett was 
effective, but ran into foul trouble early and eventually fouled 
out. 


“Moffett did a good job,” said Phegley. “But my first step is 
a little better than his.” So Phegley gQt open and his teammates 
got him the ball. “I’ve got confidence in my scoring,” he said. 
“And everybody on the team gets me the ball as well as any 
team I’ve played on.” 

Danny. Ruffin, Bradley’s 5-8 reserve guard, did best in the 
role of feeder, getting 11 assists and also providing some much 
needed quickness when Humbles ran into early foul problems. 
Humbles played only 29 minutes, far below his average of 36, 
but still scored 26 points, well above his average of 18. 

Eddie Owens led Las Vegas with 31 points. He had 27 at the 
half and was the Rebels’ equalizer when Bradley missed only 
eight of 30 first half shots for a .733 percentage. Owens, an 
All-American forward, put up shots that seemed to come from 
the Student Center quad. 

“He’s going to get a hernia taking shots from that far out,” 
said Bradley coach Joe Stowell. “Our post people can’t score 
inside,” said Tarkanian in explanation and at the same time 
betraying what may be the Rebels’ only weakness. Centers 
Moffett and Brown scored only 13 points between them. “We 
have to rely on outside shooting.” 

Rely on it they did, just as they always do, and Bradley came 
up one point short of what would have been one of the most 
impressive upsets in school history. And despite the good 
feeling of taking the No. 3 team to the limit, the standing 
ovation the Braves got as they left the floor, and the cheers as 
they came fom the locker room after the game, it was, as 
reserve Ed Miksis pointed out, “still a loss.” But what a way to 
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Tuesday’s Game Not Included

NCAA turns 
down plan to 
reorganize 


An attempt by schools with 
strong football programs to 
affect reorganization of Na¬ 
tional Collegiate Athletic As¬ 
sociation divisions failed early 
last month at the NCAA 
winter meetings. 

The reorganization plan, 
which would have affected the 
Division I status of such 
basketball powers as San 
Francisco, Marquette and 
Creighton, as well as Bradley, 
was overwhelmingly defeated 
when it finally came to a vote. 

The move was engineered 
by the major football confer¬ 
ences — Big Ten, Big Eight, 
Pacific Eight and Southeast¬ 
ern Conference — seeking 
increased revenue from more 
television exposure. As it 
stands now, those schools are 
subject to the same guidelines 
as schools such as Bradley,; 
which have no football 
program. 

Several proposals for reor¬ 
ganization were made, all of 
which were defeated. One 
proposal would have allowed 
schools not playing football to 
choose a certain number of 
sports for competition in 
Division I, the number to be 
based on the total number of 
varsity sports at that school. 1 

Bradley, having seven var- 1 
sity sports, could have chosen | 
two sports in which to compete 
with Division I schools. The 
other sports would have 
dropped to Division II, which j 
would also be Bradley’s 
official voting status. 

According to Orville Noth- 
durft, Bradley’s representa¬ 
tive, Bradley would have 
competed in Division I in 
basketball and baseball under 
the plan. “But we would have 
been forced into Division II,” 
he said. 

“That’s not so bad, but our 
objection was that if we were 
in Division II, it would be less 
prestigious, and we would like 
to retain the status of a major 
basketball program. 

“We also would mot have 
had a vote in Division I 
basketball matters, and we 
would much prefer having a 
vote.” 

Bradley, along with the 
other Missouri Valley Confer¬ 
ence' schools, voted against 
the resolution.

that you "shouldn’t lose it.”

Bradley has not seen the last of ROTC

A two-year Army ROTC 
program may be available to 
Bradley students, beginning 
next fall, if student interest 
indicates that such a program 
would be worthwhile. 

Final implementation of the 
plan, which would allow Knox 
College to expand its ROTC 
program to the Bradley 
campus, is contingent upon 
both university and U.S. Army 
approval. 

“We’re looking to see if 
there’s enough student inter¬ 
est here,’’ according to Capt. 
Dick Lipsey, asst, professor of 
military science at Knox. 
Lipsey and other recruiters 
have been on campus since 


January. Over 70 students 
have expressed some kind of 
interest, which Lipsey feels is 
“a good response.’’ 

Students who have at least 
two years left at Bradley 
would be eligible for the 
advanced program, which 
requires that the student take 
ROTC courses as well as 
participating in 2-4 leadership 
laboratories each semester. 
Upon completion of the 
program, the student would 
be commissioned as a 2nd Lt. 
in the U.S. Army. 

Students who wish to 
qualify for entrance into the 
ROTC program, if it is 
approved, would be required 
to attend a six-week summer 


camp at Fort Knox, Ky. Lipsey 
has already collected a num¬ 
ber of summer camp applica¬ 
tions from Bradley students, 
he said. 

“What we’re proposing 
would be strictly a Bradley 
operation. Knox would not be 
involved at all, except for us 
being based in Galesburg,” 
Lipsey said. A similar cooper¬ 
ation exists at Monmouth 
College, with Knox ROTC 
instructors traveling there to 
teach classes. 

No minimum number of 
recruits is needed from 
Bradley, since the Army 
program’s 20-student com¬ 
bined quota is already being 
filled by enrollees at Knox and 


Monmouth. Enough students 
to “make the program worth¬ 
while” would be necessary for 
Army approval of the Bradley 
program, Lipsey said. 

The Air Force ROTC is 
being terminated at Bradley 
because it failed to enroll the 
minimum number of students 
required for its continuation. 

A number of scholarships 
are available to Army ROTC 
participants, based strictly on 
their summer camp per¬ 
formance. 

“If the 2-year program is 
successful at Bradley, we 
could possibly expand it to a 
four-year one, in which many 
more scholarships are avail¬ 
able,” according to Lipsey. 


Administration and faculty 
response to the suggestion of 
an Army ROTC has been 
favorable, Lipsey said. 

The Army’s need for stu¬ 
dents in engineering and 
criminal justice, both majors 
offered at Bradley, and the 
broader range of opportunities 
available through the Army 
program will attract Bradley 
students, Lipsey believes. 

Also, the fact that Army 
ROTC graduates may choose 
to spend their 3-year committ¬ 
ment as a reserve officer, with 
a guarantee of a maximum 
90-day active duty, is an 
“attractive option” to some, 
Lipsey said. 



Peoria police brought in on search 
for sorority house peeping tom

Several members of Sigma 
Delta Tau (SDT) and Delta 
Zeta (DZ) received a jolt two 
weeks ago when a peeping 
tom was seen outside the 
sororities. 

But the combined attempts 
of Bradley Campus Security 
and the Peoria Police Depart¬ 
ment have not turned up the 
culprit, although specific clues 
as to the peeper and get-away 
vehicle’s descriptions and a 
possible burglary connection 
have been investigated. 

Bradley Security and the 
police were called to the scene 
Thursday Jan. 20 at 7:45 p.m. 
when DZs and SDTs report¬ 
edly found a black male, about 
6’2”, 220 lbs., with a medium 
afro and wearing a flowered 
shirt and black leather jacket 
staring in their windows and 
looking at the houses. 

DZs ran into the house and 
returned with some male 
friends who chased the man 
down the street, where he got 
away in a white Chevy van 
with “M and L Plumbing” on 
the side. 

Security and the police 
answered a second call at 9:30 
p.m. when DZs found a piece 
of broken glass in their 
basement kitchen window, 
with the door open. 


Officer Greg Lousig-nont of 
the Peoria Police’s Investiga¬ 
tor-Detective Bureau said the 
peeper may have broken in 
initially before he was scared 
off. “The police don’t usually 
handle such things as window 
peepers on campus. We 
generally let security handle 
that, but when there is a 
possible burglary in connec¬ 
tion, we become involved,” 
Lousig-nont said. Lousig-nont 
said nothing was reported 
missing from DZ. 

Bradley Security Director 
Dave Baer said it was 
important to share the infor¬ 
mation with the city because 

“If a guy is a little 
unbalanced we want to get 
him off the street. If he is 
doing it up here he could be 
doing it down there.” 

“Prevention is almost im¬ 
possible,” Baer said. “It’s 
just important that things like 
this get reported as quickly 
and as accurately as possible. 
That way when we get a 
report, the officers stay in the 
area a while and try to patrol 
to discourage anyone who 
might try something. 

“The problem with catching 
these people is the shock of 
the situation. Everyone’s a 
little dumbfounded and by the 
time they react the individual 


runs away or the person who 
sees the action forgets certain 
things like what he looks like 
and certain physical charac¬ 
teristics like race and color, 
and the vehicle’s license 
number. 

“In this case, we were 
really lucky. I know the 
officers really appreciate get¬ 
ting this type of information.” 

Lousig-nont said that he 
went to the other two 
sororities on Fredonia, Sigma 
Kappa and Gamma Phi Beta, 
and advised them to be aware 
of the situation—to stay out of 
alleys and walk in the middle 
of the street at night. “That 
way if someone tries to pull a 
woman behind a building she 
has plenty of time to scream.” 

Lousig-nont also said he 
checked the locks on the 
houses’ doors. He suggests a 
bolt type where both sides are 
locked by keys. 

The police have reports on 
two night residence burglaries 
this month in the Fredonia 
area—one on Ayres and the 
other, Cooper. A day burglary 
in the vicinity of Callender 
Street has also been reported 
since the beginning of the 
year. There is, however, no 
definite connection between 
the other three break-ins and 
the one at DZ.

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February warmer, but still more snow 

The worst of the cold is over - hopefully

Been feeling a little chill 
while walking to morning 
classes this semester? This 
has been the coldest winter on 
record in many areas of the 
country, including the Peoria 
area. 

According to Rod Palmer of 
the National Weather Service 
station at the Greater Peoria 
Airport, the bitter cold has 
been caused by a strong ridge 
of high pressure which has 
been formed along the West 
Coast. This ridge is blocking 
the normal Pacific air flow and 
shunting the winds to the 
North, through Canada and 
the Arctic, bringing heavy 


amounts of arctic air to the 
Midwest, along with high 
winds and cold temperatures. 

“We’ve had this arctic air 
flow all fall, and even as far 
back as the end of June,” 
Palmer said. 

The shunting of the pacific 
air to the north has given 
normally cold areas such as 
Alaska and Northern Canada 
unseasonably mild winters. 

Palmer added that there is 
no way for the local weather 
service to speculate on the 
extent of future winters. 

“We can only give the 
outlook for the next 30 days,” 
Palmer said, adding that the 
February outlook calls for 


continued below-normal tem¬ 
peratures, in the East and 
Midwest. Long-range weather 
forecasting is done by the 
National Meterological Center 
in Suitland, Md. 

Palmer did, however say 
that the worst of the cold 
weather is over. 

“January is the coldest 
month. In February, the sun is 
higher, and the cold air is 
beginning to moderate.” 

Palmer’s main concern was 
with the heavy amounts of 
snow on the ground. 

“We had abnormal snowfall 
in the fact that there was 
below normal snowfall in the 
first few months of the 


season.” Palmer said. 16.3 
inches of snow fell in January, 
making up for the low 
snowfalls of November and 
December. Palmer said that 
current seasonal snowfall 
measured 23 inches, only 
five-tenths of an inch below 
the normal snowfall for an 
entire season. 

“We expect eight inches 
more in February and 
March,” Palmer added. 

The heavy snows, Palmer 
noted, would bring a potential 
danger of spring floods, 
especially with the thick ice 
buildups on the Mississippi, 
Ohio, and Illinois rivers. 

“If we have a moderate

thaw, that’s okay,” Palmer 
said. “If there’s a quick thaw, 
with rain and a quick run-off, 
there’s a great potential for 
flooding.” 

Palmer added that the 
rivers are fairly low because of 
last summer’s drought, and 
that the rivers are not near 
bankfull. With a slow thaw, 
the ground will be able to 
absorb some of the snow, and 
make the potential for flooding 
less of a danger. 

Is this winter going to be the 
first of a series of bitterly cold 

“The expert climatologists 
who make the long range 
patterns are about evenly 
divided,” Palmer noted. 

Palmer added that with the 
different length of time that 
weather records have been 
kept, not all weather patterns 
are known. Another factor, 
Palmer said, was the almost 
unpredictable weather of the 
last few years. 

So, it will still be cold. The 
best thing to do is wait for 
spring. March is only a month 
away. Just keep telling your¬ 
self that.

Dr. Romeo B. Garrett, professor emeritus of sociology at 
Bradley, retired last year and his going was as modest and humble 
as the man himself. 

After 28 years in the sociology department here, helping 
students sort out social problems and teaching students to analyze 
social behavior, Dr. Garrett ran aground against one of society’s 
facts of life—aging. 

The Bradley University “compulsory retirement age” clause in 
employment contracts caught up with him and with little fanfare 
and barely a look back, Dr. Garrett moved out and a new 
generation moved in. 

It doesn’t seem fitting that generations should change so 
abruptly. So abruptly in fact that many people still don’t realize

that Bradley has lost one of its more distinguished faculty 
members. 

True, Dr. Garrett is now enjoying emeritus status with the 
university and that certainly is an honor bestowed on only the best. 
But it’s not the same as having him in a classroom or his seeing 
students individually in his office. 

Dr. Garrett is a one-of-a-kind man. A pillar. An institution. And 
as institutions go, it seems now that we may have taken him for 
granted in his daily routine as a teacher. 

When you were taking Sociology 273 (or what is now known as 
Social Problems), maybe you thought it was a rummy course. But 
if you had stopped computing your anticipated grade point average 
long enough to check out your teacher’s background, you may 
have been pleasantly surprised to learn that you lucked out and got 
your money’s worth. 

Back to his adult roots, Dr. Garrett was a social worker himself 
for two years with the New Orleans Welfare Department. He was 
also supervisor of Negro Adult Education in New Orleans for eight 
years before coming to Bradley. He is now associate minister of 
Zion Baptist Church here. 

Dr. Garrett has an honorary degree (a degree conferred not 
because of earned credit hours but because of your reputation) 
from Natchez College in Natchez, Miss., his home town. 


He also has a Distinguished Alumnus Degree from Dillard 
University where he did his undergraduate work, and an 
Outstanding Scholarship Award from New York University where 
he did his doctorate work. 

Here at Bradley he was one of the first recipients of the Francis 
Mergan Award recognizing public service and one of his most 
noteworthy contributions to the university, the establishment of 
the Garrett Scholarship program for outstanding black students in 
the Peoria and Central Illinois area who are entering Bradley. 

Recipients of the scholarships may be eligible for up to 
full-tuition awards depending on need and accomplishments while 
enrolled at Bradley. 

And while Dr. Garrett makes a higher education possible for 
more blacks every year (last year there were 13 Garrett scholars) 
he rests on his laurels choosing to live in modest public housing on 
the southside of town, an area many people avoid even by car. 

He is active in sociological and historical societies and has 
published in many related journals and bulletins. And he goes on 
writing at home, in hopes of soon publishing a book entitled, “The 
Presidents and the Negro,’’ a analysis of the negro in relation to 
the presidential administrations in our country’s history. 

On a Channel 19 talk show last Sunday entitled “Roots In 
Retrospect,’’ Dr. Garrett appeared (along with Black Studies 
Program Director Leonard Crooks and other members of the 
community) to discuss the impact of the Alex Haley “Roots” 
series on the Peoria community. 

Even the Channel 19 commentator asked Dr. Garrett what the 
reaction at Bradley has been and Garrett had to explain that he 
was no longer on the campus to detern .^e that. The commentator 
obviously didn’t do his homework but then again you don’t 
normally check up on an institution. Garrett at Bradley had 
become just that way. 

A guy like that might retire according to employment records 
but as far as Bradley and the community are concerned, his status 
remains the same as before. 

As Garrett said on the TV talk show, February is Afro-American 
History month—a fitting time, I submit, to pay tribute to Peoria’s 
foremost black historian, one of Bradley’s own. 

Of course when Dr. Garrett retired, he simply cleaned out his 
desk drawers—28 years worth of tools—and went home to W. 
Seventh St. to start full-time research. 

It doesn’t seem that the proper Hall-of-Fame type rites were 
accorded as they should have been. People are still saying, “Oh, 
did he retire?” 

A professional baseball player is immortalized on t-shirts and 
flip cards. A scholar and a saint within our midst retires quietly to 
research and writing. 

He wouldn’t really want it any other way. 

And if it were any other way, Garrett wouldn’t be the great man 
he is.

Communications program. 
The program offers students 
eight options in preparing for 
careers in the media. 

According to Joel Hartman, 
from the Learning Resources 
Center, there had been 
previous attempts to establish 
a program in mass communi¬ 
cations. “During the past 
eight years, there had been 
three proposals for a mass 
communications program. For 
various' reasons, all three 
resulted in recommendations, 
but the recommendations 
were not acted upon fav¬ 
orably. 

“I think the partial reason 
for this was that mass 


communiations, in the pre¬ 
vious studies, was defined 
more narrowly than it was in 
the more current study. What 
has been accomplished is a 
much broader and more 
general approach to the 
teachings of mass communi- 
catins,” Hartman said. 

“It brings different aspects 
together, in a way that it 
wasn’t done before, to create 
more flexibility for the student 
in the program,” he added. 

Perhaps the most noticeable 
ingredient to the new program 
is that of the School of Art. 
Because it is now a part of the 
program, students are able to 
include more photography and

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Still improving, swimmers now 7-2

The first of February saw 
the Bradley swim team con¬ 
tinue their win skein by 
beating Northern Illinois, 
66-47 at Haussler Hall. 

Bradley’s medley relay 
team of Reg Folmar, George 
Vanderheyden, Tim Harris, 
and Roy Whalen set a school 
and pool record to start the 
Braves off. Three events later, 
Bradley took the first three 
places in the 200 individual 
medley. Reg Folmar won the 
event with Dave Haussler and 
Kevin McCarthy finishing 


second and third respectively. 

Dave Gibson and Dave 
Clark of Northern broke pool 
records in the 1000 free and 
500 free respectively. 

Tim Harris was a dual 
winner in the 50 free and 200 
fly. 

Coach Jim Spink called it an 
excellent win. “I thought it 
would be close, but it wasn’t,” 
he said. He praised his medley 
relay team and also said that 
distance swimmer Joe New- 
combe “swam his best times 
of the year. Almost everyone 
had their best times. The 


turning point of the meet was 
when we blew ’em out of the 
200 IM (individual medley).” 

Last Friday, Bradley trav¬ 
eled to Illinois State only to 
lose, 74-39. The loss, only the 
Braves’ second, “came as a 
shock,” to Spink, “because 
we’re not used to losing.” 
Bradley is now 7-2. 

Folmar set a school record 
in the 200 individual medley, 
yet finished second. Harris 
broke an ISU pool record by 
winning the 50 free. The 
record had stood for 11 years. 
Spink stated, “The meet 


wasn’t as bad as the score 
indicated. They just swam 
better, that’s all. They had 
seven firsts. We needed both 
relays to win the meet and we 
didn’t win either.” 

Today, the swimmers travel 
to Wabash for what should be 
a fairly easy win. Bradley beat 
Wabash last year. Tomorrow, 
they go to Western Illinois 
which beat Bradley last year.

Frustrations; somehow must be handled

In a season when the Bradley basketball team is losing more 
than it is winning, people talk. They talk about the way things 
used to be, how things ought to be — about finding a new 
coach. 

Bradley coach Joe Stowell has been the object of severe 
criticism since last year’s team finished with a 13-13 record. It 
was only the second non-winning season for Bradley since 1956, 
but it was the second in four years. 

It is curious that public criticism of Stowell began not with the 
immediate end of last season, but two months after it was over,

after the height of the recruiting season. Such would appear to 
indicate the crux of the problem. 

Stowell has never been under serious attack for his coaching 
abilities. Few coaches have gotten as much out of their players 
as Stowell has out of his. 

There has never been, to my knowledge, a Bradley team 
under Stowell or anybody else accused of not putting forth a 
maximum effort, of not playing up to its capabilities. Bradley 
basketball teams have always done the remarkable, the 
improbable. 

One need look only as far as 11 days ago for an example. Few 
persons, perhaps even less than that, expected Bradley to be 
within 20 points of Nevada-Las Vegas, much less in a position to 
win. Man-for-man, Bradley could not have been expected to 
compete with the Rebels. As a team under Stowell’s leadership, 
however, they did. 

The performance of the team, the coaching of Stowell; both 
were impressive. So impressive that Vegas assistant coach 
Ralph Readout seemed disbelieving that some people want to 
see Stowell fired. “The people in this town are out to lunch if 
they are putting pressure on him,” Readout was quoted as 
saying. And if Stowell were under fire for doing the part of his 
job that Readout observed, then the people of Peoria and the 
Bradley community might really be “out to lunch.” 

Coaching a major college basketball team, however, extends 
farther than game preparation and the two hours that are spent 
courtside. Most notably, there is the responsibility to recruit 
athletes that will help make a successful program. 

In Bradley’s case, success can no longer be regarded as a 
string of 14-12 seasons. Success in major college basketball 
comes in the form of conference contenders and rankings in the 
Top Twenty. That kind of success depends on more than 
average players under an excellent coach. It depends on good 
players; very good players. 

Stowell has not had success in recruiting the high school star. 
Bradley now has one bona fide all-American candidate in Roger 
Phegley. But Phegley was recruited for baseball and was a 
non-scholarship walk-on for the basketball team as a freshman. 

Bradley has had its stars under Stowell, but there have not 
been enough of that caliber to put Bradley back into the national 
scene as it once was. Stowell’s critics will say he doesn’t try 
hard enough to attract the high school player everybody wants. 
Given the lack of abundance of talent on recent teams, the 
criticisms hold some validity. 

Stowell realizes there is a recruiting problem at Bradley. He 
attributes the problem to what he terms “frustrations. They 
range from the normal obstacles facing small, private schools, 



next Friday, Bradley will host 
the Illinois Private College 
Swimming Championships.

Division I meet.

to accusations of a lack of support from boosters, to a 
widespread use among major schools of illegal recruiting 
procedures. 

The problems are real, but they are not unique to Bradley, 
and other schools have handled them. Bradley must handle 
them too, but in the years since Stowell has been coach, they 
have not been handled effectively. 

Perhaps it is time for a change. 

*** 

During the first week of January, Chicago Daily News 
columnist Taylor Bell wrote that “Joe Stowell is reported out at 
Bradley and Quincy’s Sherrill Hanks moving in...” 

Bradley Director of Annual Programs Orville Nothdurft, who 
is also Bradley’s representative to NCAA and Missouri Valley 
Conference meetings, was in Florida at the time. He along with 
President Martin Abegg and Athletic Director Chuck Orsborn, 
said the report was untrue. 

“I happen to know that no decision has been made at this 
time,” Nothdurft said in his office two weeks ago, regarding 
Stowell’s status for next year. Besides his duties as basketball 
coach, Stowell, unlike most major college coaches, is a tenured 
faculty member of the physical education department. His 
contract is up for review this month, as are the contracts of other 
faculty members. 

“He could be rehired all around,” said Nothdurft. “Or he 
could remain as a faculty member without coaching 
responsibility.” 

Decisions must be made before March 1. According to 
Nothdurft, contract recommendations are considered by Abegg, 
whose decision is subject to approval by the Board of Trustees. 
The final step, however, is little more than a rubber-stamp 
action. 

Stowell has indicated that he may retire from coaching, at 
least at Bradley. He says that reports that he may be fired have 
had no influence on his thoughts. 

“I’ve coached a long time,” he says. “I feel I could coach 30 
more years, but you do what you have to do.” 

Such a decision, says Stowell, would be made by the end of 
the season. “I’ve never wanted to leave before,” he says. “But 
if there’s a decision, I’d like to make it as soon as possible. It 
would be better for the program.”

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Despite ultimatum, administration 
Gives one-year contract renewal 
to basketball coach Stowell

Bradley Athletic Director 
Charles Orsborn announced 
Tuesday that the contract of 
basketball coach Joe Stowell 
has been renewed for one 
year. The announcement, 
made to a group of news 
personnel gathered in Swords 
Hall, came amid speculation 
that Stowell would not be 
retained as head coach. 

Stowell, who has been 
under heavy criticism for poor 
recruiting in recent years, had 
been given an ultimatum by 


the administration to resign or 
not have his contract renewed. 
The deadline for Stowell’s 
response was Tuesday. 

Stowell met Tuesday morn¬ 
ing with Orsborn and Uni¬ 
versity President Martin 
Abegg. That meeting followed 
an earlier meeting between 
Abegg and several Peoria 
business leaders, who voiced 
support for Stowell. 

Orsborn made his an¬ 
nouncement in a six- 
paragraph statement that also 
said Stowell would be evaluat¬ 


ed during the next year on his 
“positive response” to three 
areas. 

The statement called for 
Stowell to achieve a successful 
recruiting year and to utilize 
“to a greater extent, all 
available resources, both 
human and financial... 
improve communication and 
cooperation within the Ath¬ 
letic Department,’’ and “be 
supportive of the University in 
his public actions and state¬ 
ments.” 

Orsborn left the Swords 
Hall conference room imme¬ 
diately after making the 
statement, refusing to answer 
Questions. 

Rumors of the ultimatum, 
given in January, circulated 
last week. Although denied by 
administration officials, the 
rumors were substantiated 
Friday when Stowell told his 
team the reports were true. 

Petitions supporting Stowell 
went into circulation last 
Thursday (Feb. 10), and were 
presented Tuesday to Presi¬ 
dent Abegg with an estimated 
9,400 signatures. The peti¬ 
tions, along with strong vocal 
support from team members, 
were believed to have had an 
effect on the decision. 

Dr. James Erickson, assist¬ 
ant to the president, told 
reporters Tuesday, “I’m sure 
they had an effect.” 


Orsborn said Wednesday 
morning that he had no 
further comments on either 
the statement, or the effect of 
the petitions. “I’m not at 
liberty to make statements on 
anything,” he said. 

President Abegg was not 
available for comment before 
press time Wednesday. 

Stowell was certain that the 
petitions played a major role 
in the decision and expressed 
gratitude to those who signed. 
“It makes you feel kind of 
humble that people would go 
out of their way like that,” he 
said. 

“It’s gratifying because 
many of these people I have 
not had a lot of contact with.” 

Team co-captain Roger 
Phegley, who is the eighth 


leading scorer in the nation, 
was overjoyed by the decision. 
It was Phegley who arranged 
for the Sunday meeting 
between team members and 
the press that called public 
attention to the team’s sup¬ 
port of Stowell. 

Phegley, fellow co-captain 
Bobby Humbles and team¬ 
mate Terry Laaker met with 
President Abegg to present a 
petition signed by the team 
and express vocal support. 

“Dr. Abegg was very 
appreciative that we were 
behind Coach Stowell,” Pheg¬ 
ley said. “Some places it 
would be easy to give up, but 
that’s not the case here. We 
were behind Coach Stowell. 

“This is super.” 


Following a discussion with President Abegg and Coach 
Stowell this morning (Tuesday), I have recommended to 
the President and he concurs that Coach Stowell’s 
contract as head basketball coach be renewed for one 
year. 

During the coming year, he will be evaluated on his 
positive response to the following areas: 

1. The head coach must achieve a successful recruiting 
year and utilize to a greater extent all available resources 
both human and financial. 

2. The head coach must improve communication and 
cooperation within the Athletic Department. 

3. The head coach must be supportive of the University 
in his public actions and statements. 

We hope that the many fans, community leaders, 
coaches, and news media who have publicly 
acknowledged their vigorous support of Coach Stowell and 
the University’s basketball program this past week will 
maintain their support of the University and its programs.

The moon rocks currently on 
display in Bradley room 19 are 
guaranteed to be the real 
thing. Today from 1-5 p.m. 
Bradley people can get a 
sneak preview of the exhibit, 
which includes not only moon 
rocks, but also photos of the 
Apollo and Viking missions 
and meteorites on loan to 
Bradley from the Lakeview 
Center for the Arts and 
Sciences. 

The exhibit “The Explora¬ 
tion of the Inner Planets’’ will 
be open to the public on 
Saturday and Sunday from 1-5 
p.m. There is no admission 
charge. 


Wednesday evening at 7:30 
in Neumiller Chapel, Dr. 
Thomas Mutch, a prominent 
scientist who worked on the 
Viking Mission to Mars last 
summer, will speak about his 
impressions of the mission, 
“Six Months on the Surface of 
Mars.” Mutch was head of the 
team in charge of 
photography. 

If demand warrants, 
more viewing times for the 
public will be arranged, 
according to Dr. Henry Hel- 
enek, asociate professor of 
geology. 

On display will be 12 very 

thin slices of the lunar rocks. 


Microscopes will be set up for 
those who want a close up 
look. 

After viewing the rocks, 
visitors can see photographs 
of the moon which pinpoint 
the location where the 
samples came from. 

Most of the samples seen in 
Bradley Hall are about four 
billion years old, which is 
young compared to the 
meteorites also on display. 
Those meteorites are 
500,000,000 years older, yes, 
that’s 4.5 billion years old. 

The lunar samples repre¬ 
sent a variety of different 
areas on the moon and were 


brought back by five of the six 
Apollo moon missions. 

The exhibit will also feature 
photographs of the planets 
Mercury, Venus, Jupiter and 
Mars. The Mars photos are 
color shots taken during the 
Viking Mission. 

A rock is a rock is a rock 
except when it’s a moon rock. 
Then it’s something special, 
having come from 250,000 
miles away and being 4 billion 
years old. At any rate the 
entire display should be well 
worth a visit to Bradley 19.

Senate elections are coming up in a matter of two weeks 
and once again it seems that interest is at a regular low. 
Only one candidate has officially declared for president 
while others bide their time and check out the attitude of 
the student body. 

Well in a nutshell, there isn’t much attitude to the 
student body, unless apathy is taken into consideration.

We (all those organizations working for the 
students) must place the blame where it belongs. And that 
is on our own shoulders. 

Unless we run the stories the students are interested in 
and concerned with; unless we sponsor programs which 
appeal to all as well as the select few; unless we find out 
what students are concerned with and not what we feel 
they should be concerned with; we may as well stop our 
complaining and just face the fact that we’re in business 
for ourselves, not the student body. 

The answer is not easy because it depends on those 
students in the organizations working that much harder to 
change their formats and bring the students into the 
mainstream of the groups. 

That’s not so much membership as just plain 
involvement, whether that’s in attending Student Center 
jams, or hearing student recitals and lectures. And 
perhaps, if I’m lucky anyway, students will read the Scout 
with a little more interest and enthusiasm.

Thomas A. Mutch, head of a team of scientists who collected 
photographs during the Viking Mission to Mars last year and 
who was also instrumental in planning the Apollo program to 
the moon and the Mariner Mission, will speak at 7:30 
Wednesday night in Neumiller Chapel. His topic is “Six Months 
on the Surface of Mars.”

And there’s someone else you might want to meet. One of 
Bradley s own. A student of the geology department who has 
come closer to exploring “the final frontier” than any of us. You 
should be able to find him, Larry Peterson, in the front row at 
Dr. Mutch’s lecture, or maybe even on stage as his audio-visual 
assistant. 

Larry spent a month of last summer’s “Six Months on the 
Surface of Mars as an intern at the Jet Propulsion Laboratory 
in Pasadena, Calif., where scientists, NASA people and 39 other 
interning students worked on the Viking Mission, an unmanned 
landing on Mars. 

Larry was part of the Molecular Analysis Team, testing for 
organic compounds in air and land data relayed back to earth by 
the Viking Orbiter. His team was looking for life—any form of 
it. 

Their results? No organic compounds in the soil but a curious 
kind of chemical reaction resulted in a gas chamber with 


simulated life atmosphere. Was it life or just a chemical 
reaction? 

Testing for life on Mars, Larry explains, will always be 
limited because it’s testing in terms of life as we know it. There 
may be other bases. 

In a Time Magazine interview, the head of the Biology Team 
on the Viking Mission, Harold Klein said, “There’s every 
indication of life, but death.” 

Peterson’s own theory is that a theory should not be 
formulated right now. “It might be life and it might just be 
chemistry,” he says. “It’s too soon to tell.” But the Viking 
Mission, he said, raised more questions in the first couple of 
days of its exploration than have been intelligently asked 
throughout history. 

Mutch’s lecture, however, will probably include an 
audio-visual presentation with photos that even Larry hasn’t 
seen yet. Maybe there will be something in them to lead him to 
theorize. 

There is one aspect of his experience, however, that Larry 
doesn t mind making a statement on and that is his support of 
the United States space race efforts in general. 

“People who condemn the space exploration efforts fail to 
realize what a bargain they are getting in terms of people the 
program employs, technological developments that result like 
pocket calculators, for example, and the ability to predict 
weather conditions on earth by examining atmospheric 
conditions outside the earth.” 

If you compare the welfare budget of New York to the money 
spent on the space program, he said, “I think you’d be 
surprised to find what a bargain we’re getting. 

“Science is no good unless the public supports it. They’re 
getting their money’s worth even though they don’t realize it,” 
he said. 

The next space undertakings on the drawing board at NASA 
are a space shuttle with a re-usable rocket that can land like a 
plane and development of a rover vehicle, automated to find its 
way around planet surfaces. 

Fascinating, Star Trek freaks? Larry can tell you more. Look 
him up this week near the exhibit in the basement of Bradley 
Hall or at the lecture Wednesday night. You can ask him 
questions, challenge his stand on the space issue or whether or 
not there’s life on Mars but keep in mind—he’s the resident 
“expert.”

“Mad as Hell.” 

It is safe to say that writer 
Paddy Chayefsky has a bone 
to pick with television and 
unlike the others who merely 
bitched at the tube he lays into 
it with a sledgehammer; 
leaving no tube unsmashed or 
transistor unflattened. In this 
satire the vehicle he uses to 
vent his rage at the three 
networks is UBS (probably 
standing for the Underhanded 
Broadcasting System), an 
outfit much like ABC was 
before it had Howard Cosell, 
or Barbara Walters. 

Desperate for better ratings 
the management hires new 
personnel and starts to fire 
some of the older hands. First 
to go is anchor man Howard 
Beal (Peter Finch), who is a 
kind of poor man’s Walter 
Cronkite, and five minutes 
into his news show he 


announces that he will commit 
.suicide on the air in order to 
get the ratings his network 
needs. 

Believe it or not, the threat 
works and Beal is kept on even 
though by now he is danger¬ 
ously schizophrenic. No one, 
save for a long-time friend, 
really notices and along with 
some other imported lunatics 
he soon begins to run the 
asylum. 

All the actors play their 
roles with a kind of charged 
intensity and a certain amount 
of believable outrageousness. 
Faye Dunaway is the new 
programmer who’s quick to 
pick up on new ideas and long 
overdue for a distemper shot 
as well. William Holden is 
Beal’s only real friend and the 
only one to maintain a sense of 
tarnished dignity throughout 
the madness. Robert Duvall 
plays the corporate bastard 


responsible for unleashing 
Dunaway with a detestable 
oilyness, and finally there is 
Peter Finch. His Howard Beal 
is the doomed anchorman who 
scarcely realizes that he’s 
being used and by whom 
(which in here is just about 
everyone). This is sadly his 
last performance and one can 
think of few others from the 
past year as perfectly realized 
as his. 

Director Sidney Lumet 
deserves a special nod for 
handling the proceedings in 
an appropriately exploitative 
manner. And of course there’s 
Chayefsky’s screenplay; fill¬ 
ed with outrageous situations 
that somehow ring true. 
If you check Variety you’ll find 
that “Network” has received 
ten Oscar nominations and it 
would serve the TV industry 
right if it were to win every 
one.

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State swim meet here today 

Tim Harris attempts NCAA qualification

Last Friday, Bradley’s swim 
team trounced Wabash 80-33 
at Crawfordsville, Ind. 

Tim Harris broke pool 
records in the 50 free and 200 
fly. His time in the fly, 1:53.3, 
also broke a school record. 

Tim Dexter also broke a 
school record in the three- 
meter diving competition for 
11 dives. 

Bradley won both relays and 
took first and second in three 
events. The Braves had 11 
firsts altogether. 

The following day, Bradley 
went to Macomb and defeated 
Western, 69-44. Harris, swim¬ 
ming in exhibition, tied the 
school record and broke the 
pool record in the 200 fly. Joe 
Newcombe tied Rick 
Schackle’s record in the 1,000 
free. Tim Dexter broke school 
records in one-meter diving, 
and for three-meter diving for 
six dives. 

Coach Spink said Reg 
Folmar had “an excellent 
swim’’ in breaking the record 
in the 100 back in his leg of the 
400 medley relay. “He’s 
(Folmar) been trying for three 
years to go under :57 and he 
finally did it.’’ 

Today at 1 p.m., the Illinois 
Private College meet starts 
preliminary competition in the 
Haussler Hall pool. The 12 
teams participating are: Brad¬ 
ley, University of Chicago, 
Chicago State, Eureka, 
George Williams College, 


Illinois College, IIT, Knox, 
Northeastern Ill., North Park, 
Rockford, and Wheaton. 

Bradley has won the meet 
for the past two years and 
Coach Spink is pretty confi¬ 
dent that his team will win 
again. The meet is also in 
accordance with the NAIA 
District 20 competition. 

Chicago State will probably 
be Bradley’s toughest foe, 
even though the Braves beat 
State here during the season. 
CSU will put last year’s 100 
breast champ Evans against 
Bradley’s George Vanderhey- 
den and Dave Haussler. Evans 
is top-seeded in the 200 breast 
with Haussler second and 
Vanderheyden ranked third. 

In the 100 free it will be 
CSU’s A1 Kickert against 
Bradley’s Roy Whalen. 

In the 200 IM race Kickert 
will go against Bradley’s Reg 
Folmar and Ned McEwen of 
Rockford. Folmar has beaten 
both Kickert and McEwen in 
the regular season. 

Coach Spink said of the 
medley relay, “It’s going to be 
a dogfight. Chicago State is 
favored but there’s no reason 
why we can’t beat them.’’ 

Look for Mike Flemister of 
Chicago State to give Tim 
Dexter some trouble in diving. 

Bradley is favored in the 400 
free relay but they are seeded 
above CSU by only four-tenths 
of a second. 


Folmar will have a lot of 
competition in the backstroke 
events, among them: Gene 
Adrian of George Williams 
and Lederhouse of Wheaton. 

The big events of the 
two-day meet, however, may 
be the 50 free and the 100 and 
200 fly. Junior Tim Harris will 
not only be swimming for 
points, but for the qualifying 
standard for NCAA Division I 
competition. Ebito from Chi¬ 
cago State will be his tough¬ 
est competitor in the 50 
free and 100 fly. Spink feels 
that Bradley can go one-two in 
the 200 fly. Harris will also 
face Ebito in the 100 free, 
which also promises to be a 
close race. 

Harris said, “There’s not 
too much competition in the 
200 fly, but some tough 
competition in the 50 free and 
100 fly. I’m going to try to get 
my best times.’’ 

Undoubtedly Harris will end 
up breaking a few more 
records with those best times. 

“The team is ready for the 
meet, but we’ll need lots of 
support from the students,’’ 
he said. “We’ve been having 
some good practices and the 
team has been swimming well 
at home. I think everyone will 
do well.’’ 

Finals start tonight at 8 
o’clock. Tomorrow, prelims 
start at 11 a.m. and finals at 7 
p.m.

Less than 30 minutes after a Tuesday afternoon 
announcement that he had been rehired as Bradley 
basketball coach for one year, Joe Stowell sat on the edge 
of the raised floor in Robertson Field House and talked 
about recruiting. 

It is recruiting, or lack of it in recent years, that almost 
cost Stowell his job. And it was recruiting that was given 
No. 1 priority on a three-item list of things Stowell must 
improve on if he is to be retained after next season. 

“Recruiting is important,” Stowell said Tuesday. 
“Nobody is more aware of that than we are. We’re going 
to work harder than we ever have before.” 



It may be refreshing to Stowell’s critics to hear 
promises of more aggressive recruiting. Then again, it 
may not. Promises and pledges of better recruiting have 
been heard before, and have not panned out. 

Given a second chance, Stowell speaks as if he is 
dedicated to improving the over-all program in general, 
and more specifically in recruiting. Stowell did not talk of 
frustrations Tuesday, as he has so often in the past. 
Instead, he talked of meeting the problem head-on, as is 
his nature. 

The problem is that many of the frustrations still exist. 
The question is whether he will handle them. Or, more 
specifically, will he receive the necessary help? 

The first item that Stowell will be evaluated on, 
according to the statement read Tuesday by Athletic 
Director Charles Orsborn, was a stipulation that, “The 
head coach must achieve a successful recruiting year and 


utilize to a greater extent all available resources both 
human and financial.” 

In the past, Stowell has been accused of not making use 
of these resources. They include alumni, boosters, former 
players and money. Extensive use of all are necessary for 
the success of any major college program. 

The total burden for the success of next year, however, 
must not rest completely on Stowell. As head coach, he 
must have the bulk of responsibility. But others must 
carry their weight. 

It is obvious from the strong public support for Stowell 
that public interest is present. Orsborn’s statement 
expressed hope that the support would continue. 

Stowell needs help not just from the sources mentioned 
above, but also from his immediate superiors and school 
administration. 

Money that might have been spent on upgrading the 
program if Stowell had been released, must still be spent, 
and spent wisely. It is no longer possible to run a major 
college basketball program on a tight budget. 

Extravagance is not necessary, or wanted. Realistic, 
competitive assistance is. 

The criticism that has been brought to bear on Stowell 
in recent weeks has landed some interesting sidelights. 
Some are shots in the dark; others are not. 

It is time for a change. 

Many believe that a coaching change was the place to 
start. Many others disagreed. That is obvious from the 
success of petitions in support of Stowell, as well as the 
vocal support of the players. 

“A coaching change is not what this program needed,” 
said team co-captain Roger Phegley. “There are other 
changes that should be made. The thing to do is to take 
the entire program and make the correct changes.” 

By retaining Stowell, the administration may have 
made a first step toward improvement, but only if the 
program as a whole is evaluated and improved. 

“I think there are things we can do in our department,” 
said Stowell. “There are things I plan to do to make things 
go better.” 

Stowell has dedicated himself to improvement. For the 
sake of Bradley University, his should be a beginning. 


minutes. The Salukis took the 
lead for good 76-73 at 2:57.

Phegley and the Braves 
played better in the second 
half, but they could get no 
closer than six points as Drake 
made baskets or foul shots at 
all the right times. The best 
chance for Bradley came 
when, down 83-76, McMath 
had what looked like a sure 
layup. The Freshmen forward 
missed, and on an attempted 
follow-up fouled out with 3:22 
left. 

“If Harold could have 
muscled in or gotten 
fouled...,” said Stowell. “In- 
stad he fouled out. We made 
a couple of runs at it but Drake 
played a real good ballgame.” 

Phegley, hitting five of 
seven field goals in the second 
half, led Bradley with 26 
points. McMath, the team 
leader in rebounds, collected a 
game-high 16 for the Braves 
who held a 50-32 over-all 
advantage.

Fuel consumption main reason for increase

The burden of increasing 
energy and fixed costs is being 
. passed to the students in the 
form of a seven per cent 
increase in next year’s tuition 
and room and board, accord¬ 
ing to President Dr. Martin G. 
Abegg. 

In an appearance before the 
Student Senate on Monday, 
President Abegg announced 
that tuition will increase $100 
each semester while room and 
board costs will go up $40 each 
semester. This amounts to a 
total package increase of $280 


for next year, raising the cost 
for two semesters at Bradley 
from $3830 to $4110. 

President Abegg stated that 
there are no plans to increase 
the hourly rate of $75. 

One of the reasons cited for 
the increase is a 13 per cent 
hike in energy costs. Abegg 
noted that Bradley is one of 
200 customers restricted by 
CILCO in the amount of gas 
they may use. He added, “If 
CILCO can’t obtain a replace¬ 
ment for their gas supply and 
we have another winter like 
this one, there won’t be any 


gas for us. We will be forced 
to burn oil, which will double 
our cost.” He did note that 
this was unlikely. 

An increase in Social 
Security and fringe benefits 
for University employes along 
with a five per cent increase in 
salary were also mentioned as 
factors in the higher tuition. 

He said that the salary 
increase of five per cent was 
slightly below the cost of 
living, but that it was “the 
best we can do under the 
circumstances.” 

“Other private colleges in 
the area are increasing their 
costs from $175 to $200, with 
some higher and some 
lower,” said President Abegg. 

After his announcement 
President Abegg was open to 
questions from the Senate, 
which ranged from the fate of 
Burgess Hall to coach Joe 
Stowell. 

In response to a question, 
President Abegg said that he 
did not think it possible to get 
the needed funds from a 
source other than the stu¬ 
dents. “We have to depend on 



Senate hears Abegg on tuition

The winter has claimed 
another victim: Bradley Uni¬ 
versity. Mainly due to the 
increased energy costs, tuition 
and room and board will be 
going up $280 next semester. 

According to Bradley Presi¬ 
dent Martin Abegg, “It would 
appear, following our budget¬ 
ary discussions, that we’re 
going to have to propose an 
increase in the tuition for next 
year of $100 a semester. 
That’s roughly a little over 
seven per cent. 

“There is also a proposal of 
an increase in room and board 
of $40 a semester. The total 
increase for next year will be

$280,” he added. 

The final approval of the 
monetary increase will be 
given by the Board of Trustees 
during their April meeting, 
Abegg said. 

According to Abegg, the 
hard winter and skyrocketing 
energy costs are to blame for 
the increase. “This reflects 
the continued inflationary 
growth, not only in faculty 
salaries, but also in energy 
costs. 

“If we were to have another 
winter like this winter,” 
Abegg continued, “we very 
well could be advised by the 
utility company that we won’t 
get gas. In that case, we may 
have to go to burning oil 
completely. If that happens, 
the costs will be doubled.” 

Abegg said that he had 
hoped he wouldn’t have to ask 
for such a large increase. 
“Originally, I hoped we would 
only have to ask for an 
increase of $150, but it just 
has not worked out.” 

Abegg went on to say that 
there is a strong possibility of 
a tuition increase every year. 


“I don’t see the possibility of 
getting away from a tuition 
increase on an annual basis, 
unless there is a drastic 
change in the inflation situa¬ 
tion,” he said. 

“It’s not just Bradley. It’s 
all over the country,” Abegg 
explained. “The average 
tuition increase for the private 
sector of the state of Illinois is 
around $150-$200. I think 
Northwestern, for example, is 
increasing their tuition about 
$600.” 

Abegg said that a Univer¬ 
sity Energy Task Force is 
looking into the efficiency of 
the heating systems of each 
building. Also, scheduling 
activities of courses and 
programs will be checked to 
see if the number of hours a 
building is open can be 
reduced. This will help cut 
energy costs. 

“I think people have be¬ 
come accustomed to the fact 
that things just go up. We 
have tried to maintain the 
same level of increase in 
financial aid,” Abegg said. 


tuition income, gift income 
and what little money we get 
from the state. That’s it. 
We’re building our gift 
income as fast as we can, but 
it’s not going to be soon 
enough,” he explained. 

A program of more efficient 
energy use is being studied, 
he said. “There are ways to 
save money, but we must 
spend money to do it.” He 
explained that a consultant 
had checked Bradley Hall and 
decided that the University 
could save $40,000 a year for 
an investment of $60,000 now. 
He said they were proceeding 
with this plan. 

In response to questions 
about the triple-housing situa¬ 
tion, President Abegg said 
that he thought it would be a 


waste of money to construct 
further dormitories. The prob¬ 
lem this year, he said, was 
caused by the unusual amount 
of upperclassmen who chose 
dorm living over off-campus 
living. 

If everything goes well, 
Hewitt Hall could be remod¬ 
eled into a theater arts 
building starting this fall, 
according to Dr. Abegg. 

It hasn’t been decided what 
will become of Burgess Hall 
but he noted that the Speech 
and Hearing Department, the 
Early Childhood program, the 
Nursing Department and Con¬ 
tinuing Education have al¬ 
ready asked for space. Presi¬ 
dent Abegg said that these 
requests would be taken into 
consideration.

Tuition increase 

Our’s is an age of inflation. It seems a 
day doesn’t go by without the cost of some 
commodity skyrocketing; coffee, milk, gas, 
oil and even education. 

If approved by the Board of Trustees in 
April, Bradley students will have to 
contend with yet another increase in 
tuition and room and board costs.

The 
most recurrent of the charges, however, is that, “Senate doesn’t do 
anything.’’ 

Frankly, it’s true. 

At Monday’s Senate meeting, if it hadn’t been for President Abegg’s 
appearance before the senators to announce our annual tuition increase, 
and if it weren’t for two candidates who requested floor time for a 
platform statement to the senators, there wouldn’t have been a damn 
thing on the agenda. This goes on all the time—the rule more than the 
exception—so I’m told. 

It just so happens that Wednesday, we can elect a new breed of 
officers to replace the present lethargic bunch. 

Your most promising choice Wednesday looks like a vote for the 
complete ticket headed by William Dorm Senator Art Webster for 
all-school president. Art is a junior International Studies major with 
years of senate experience behind him and with a reputation among 
senators for challenging the status quo, reason enough to vote for him, 
as far as I’m concerned. 

The rest of the ticket is made up of: Marilyn Dennis for vice president. 
She’s a junior radio-TV major with no Senate experience but served on 
SABRC and as an Admissions aide; Pat Kelley for secretary, a freshman

political science/econ major and a member of Delta Upsilon 
fraternity—maybe a little inexperienced for an all-school officership; 
and Larry Zabinski for treasurer. He is a junior and president of the 
Harper-Wyckoff dorm complex which proves he’s paid his dues. 

The Webster quartet is organized and apparently dedicated. They are 
one step ahead of the other candidates in “campaigning’’ which began 
last week with visits to dorm councils and publication of a 20-page 
“prospectus’’ written by Webster entitled; “The Call for Change: A 
Report to the Senate Internal Affairs Committee.’’ (A copy of the report 
is on the Senate bulletin board outside the office in the Student Center.) 

In short, Webster’s platform bears a strong resemblance to the Jimmy 
Carter approach. The “My first priority if elected will be to reorganize 
the entire federal government’’ approach. 

That’s a tall order at best and a little naive to say the least. With 
Carter I was suspicious. But with Webster, it’s believable. 

Webster and his colleagues have drawn up a plan to help unite the 
student population by redefining us all in terms of a student union. Most 
things would remain the same but all student organizations 
(publications, activities council, OCSA, etc.) would all be members of 
the union with the Senate offices renamed as Student Union officers. 
(Instead of all-school president, Art Webster would be called Student 
Union president theoretically over all the student organizations, in an 
administrative sense, the way the president of the university is over all 
the college deans and administrative offices.) 

The president of ACBU would be added to the student union executive 
board as Director of Activities. Webster says that way, Senate per se 
would not be bothered with things like Homecoming plans which clearly 
fall under the activities council’s jurisdiction and not a student 
government body. 

The chairman of the publications council (a university appointed 
council which acts as the publisher governing student publications) 
would also be added to the executive board as the Director of 
Communications. This way, Webster explains, student groups would 
have one person to contact when they have all-school publicity 
problems. All student union organizations would be required to 
schedule all-school activities with both the Director of Activities and the 
Director of Communications to avoid things like two dorm councils 
throwing all-dorm parties on the same night (like Williams and Lovelace 
did last weekend). 

And the Director of Communications would coordinate publication of 
things like the student directory. It doesn’t make sense that the 
all-school treasurer should have that responsibility. But, believe it or 


not, that’s the way Senate’s been doing it in the past. 

Also, Webster proposes that senators be chosen to represent their 
housing facility instead of their academic class, with one senator elected 
for every 100 residents. 

Webster wants Senate to get back to the business of student 
government, and things like securing legal aid for students, and get 
away from things they have no business getting involved in like 
all-school dances and publishing telephone books. 

The student unionization concept is somewhat confusing but the more 
I read over the 20-page report, the more logical the whole thing sounds 
and certainly it’s worth a try. 

Something this campus needs in the worst way is some improvement 
in communications and redefining student organizations’ roles and 
functions. 

That might sound very much like “reorganizing the entire federal 
government,’’ but Carter stuck to his guns and look where it got him. 
The people were willing to take a gamble after years of stale leadership. 
Likewise, the Webster ticket is worth the gamble. 

*** 

But there seems to be a lot of that going around. Even the 
“incumbent’’ Bob Poznanovich seems to be having trouble getting his 
cronies to cooperate with him. After three years on Senate (two of them 
as an officer) he had trouble getting a full ticket together to go for the big 
one. 

It would be a shame to lose his experience but maybe this is a sign 
that the Poznanovich clique is beginning to show signs of wear. Maybe 
Poz has overstayed his welcome on Senate. 

There are more than a few people who are fed up with the 
Poznanovich attitude of autonomy, the cliques and the cronyism. 

At this writing, Poznanovich, a junior business/accounting major has 
settled for Bob Oschman, a sophomore marketing major and fellow 
Sigma Chi as his vice-presidential running mate, a change from Monday 
at which time Oschman was going to accompany Poz as treasurer. Laura 
Herlovich, a sophomore Chi-0 and a journalism major will go along for 
the ride as secretary. A1 Hinchman, a junior business-marketing major 
and Sigma Nu, finally gave in to run at the last minute for treasurer. 
Pretty sad prospects for all-school officers. Sounds like Poz has had to all 
but talk his friends into running, an approach that doesn’t exactly instill 
public confidence. 

Poz is the type of guy who will work hard for something he’s got a 
special interest in and you’d better have a special interest in it too, or 
else you’re being uncooperative. 

When Poz got on a kick last year about SABRC needing to be 
investigated because members of the committee happened to be friends 
or lovers or relatives or whatever, no one could reason with him. It was a 
personal vendetta and that’s a dangerous sign. 

The irony of it is that Poz himself could be guilty of those same 
allegations concerning nepotism, as his Greek brothes and sisters follow 
him around like a puppy dog. Even with all his years of experience, who 
needs that? 

Poz says he believes in the loyalty system (an understatement) and 
the seniority system in Senate. He says he has a realistic approach 
towards how Senate operates. The only way anything gets done is if the 
Senate president has a special one-on-one relationship with the right 
people in Swords, he says. 

Now I ask you. Is that YOUR idea of what the all-school president’s 
role is—in cahoots with the administration? If that’s the philosophy 
Senate has operated under in the past, then, indeed, it is time for a 
change. 

*** 

It’s too bad A1 Colby, presidential candidate and his running mate 
Dave Weston for vice president, didn’t read Art Webster’s paper before 
stating their platform at Monday’s Senate meeting. They may have 
spared themselves some embarrassment. 

The two TKE’s showed clearly that they don’t understand the function 
of a student Senator but have been fooled, along with the masses, into 
thinking that Senate’s function is to improve the students’ social 
calendar. 

Colby, a junior BMA major, wrestling club member and a member of 
some scholastic honoraries, announced to Senate the following plans if 
elected president: 

1. ) plans for a summer weekend on campus in which students would 

return to Peoria for a weekend of partying including a concert and 
dance. 

2. ) changing the site for block parties to Glenwood and Elmwood so

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Candidates offer views on Senate goals 


In an effort to present the 
platforms of the candidates for 
All-school President, the 
Scout separately interviewed 
the candidates, using a set of 
four questions. 

Question: What do you see 
as major problems within 
Senate and how would you 
correct them?

A1 Colby: ‘ ‘There is no new 
input into Senate. Their goals 
are unrealistic. The attitude is 
that Senate thinks that it can 
do little. The communication 
lacks in students and has 
rsulted in total collapse of the 
freedback network. The com¬ 
munication between Senate 
and Swords Hall must in¬ 
crease. Increased input, com¬ 
munication and feedback are 
what's needed.” 

Bob Poznanovich: “There 
aren’t enough short-term pro¬ 
jects which would make 
Senate appear to be a viable 
organization. That, with the 
amount of red-tape in Sword’s 
Hall are two problems. Lots of 
times we have the planning 
and work but not the actual 
implementation, we have to 
fight to get what we want.” 

Art Webster: “I think right 
now the Senate isn’t doing 
anything useful. It isn’t doing 
anything for the student. 
What we want to do is 
reorganize the campus, and 
under that, the Senate would 
be reorganized.

If we take office, I’d like to 
find out whether the present 
projects are relevant, and if 
they aren’t, get rid of them. 

At this point, it’s just asking 
ourselves, who are we kid¬ 
ding?” 

Q. What is your primary 
goal in working with Senate 
and what programs do you 
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hope to initiate? 

Poznanovich: “My primary 
goal right now is simply 
basketball validation. It needs 
immediate attention due to the 
lack of student attendance at 
basketball games and the 
amount of student attention to 
the basketball games. 

Everybody’s conducive to 
change, but not to rev¬ 
olution.” 

Webster: “Our primary 
goal is the campus reorgan¬ 
ization, which is an attempt to 
eliminate some of the in¬ 
efficiencies. We’ve already 
started that, through the 
Internal Affairs committee in 
Senate. What eventually we’d 
like to do is put it up for 
student referendum. 

The programs we plan to 
initiate all depends on what 
we decide Senate’s role is. 
The present Senate does 
things backwards. They create 
a project and hope it catches 
on. What I think you should do 
is find out the student’s 
interests first.” 

Colby: ‘ ‘The primary goals 
of Senate are to serve the 
students as it sees fit. 
Adequate decisions must be 
made en route to a functional 
Senate. Some of my programs 
are: Summer Weekend ’77, 
where students will return for 
specific activities, including 
the entire campus in block 
parties, better concers, im¬ 
proving the Student Center 
Bar and asking President 
Carter to speak at Founder’s 
Day.” 

Q. How do you perceive 
Senate’s major role on campus 
and how would you expand it? 

Webster: “I wouldn’t ex¬ 
pand it. At this point, I don’t 
know if Senate has a role in 
the present system. But I 
think it is the way, through 
representatives, that we can 
change things. I would reap¬ 
portion the seats in the 
Senate. I would eliminate the 
Black senator and the class 
senators. Senators would be 
chosen on the basis of 
housing, and I would like one 
senator for no more than 100 
people.” 

Colby: “Senate’s major role 
is voiding student opinion and 
putting forth effort to move in 
whatever direction the stu¬ 
dents could best be served. I 
would expand Senate where 
its focus point for innovating 
and developing new ideas and 


programs is subject to critic¬ 
ism and improvement by 
various student groups.” 

Poznanovich: “Student Sen¬ 
ate should be one organization 
on campus acting as a liason 
between students and Swords 
Hall. We should make our¬ 
selves available and create 
issues that would be for the 
students’ benefit. 

The way to expand that 
(communication) is by an 
increase in awareness. I’d like 
to have Senate meetings travel 
so students can see Senate, I’d 
like to have it in the cafeteria, 
maybe on Fredonia, anywhere 
where more students can see 
it.”

Q. Do you see communica¬ 
tion as a problem within the 
university and if so, how 
would you correct it? 

Colby: “ Communication is a 
problem as it stops with the 
adjournment of every Senate 
meeting. Any organization 
which does not have com¬ 
munication is an organization 
that does not work. The 
biggest problem is bureau¬ 
cratic red tape.” The result is 
that the administration 
doesn’t know what students 
want to accomplish.” 

Poznanovich: “Communi¬ 
cation is a problem in the 
university as far as scheduling 
of events. For example, I don’t 
think the dorms know what the 
others are doing on a given 
night. That’s being handled 
by the sub-committee (Sched¬ 
uling sub-committee of 
CAABj.” 

Webster: “It is a problem 
at this university. As we were

Phegley nears school scoring record

The end of a long, arduous 
regular season ends tomorrow 
night at the Field House when 
the Bradley basketball team 
meets Tulsa. Now 8-17 and 
mired in a five game losing 
streak, the Braves must try 
and regroup as they begin 
play Monday in the first round 
game of the Missouri Valley 
tournament, which deter¬ 
mines the conference’s NCAA 
representative. 

A 91-88 loss to Wichita 


State last Thursday and a 
76-70 overtime loss to West 
Texas State on Saturday 
ended the Braves road record 
at 2-8, not counting two losses 
to opponents at Las Vegas’ 
Rebel Roundup. 

At Wichita, Bradley played 
well but scored the last five 
points in the game to make it 
close. Starting forwards Ken 
Garrett and Harold McMath 
both fouled out with the game 
close, but two missed one- 
and-one foul situations proved 


costly down the stretch. 

Roger Phegley led Bradley 
with 26 points while Bobby 
Humbles added 22. 

Against West Texas, Brad¬ 
ley had a potential winning 
field goal attempt by Phegley 
with two seconds left in 
regulation fall off the rim, 
then lost a four point lead in 
overtime. Phegley scored 31 
points to become the all time 
leading scorer for a junior, 
breaking Chet Walker’s 
record of 656.

Last week, Bradley played 
Eureka College in their final 
home game of the season and 
lost a close one, 57-53.

“We were 
even in the lead at the half. 
But we ran into some 
displinary problems with our 
players, and that cost us the 
game.” 

Sophomore guard Carol 
Draper led the team with' 16 
points while June Stephenson 
and Jan Smock scored 14 and 
10 points, respectively. 

Track 2nd 
at N Central 

The Bradley track team 
placed second last Friday at 
the North Central College 
Indoor Invitational. The host 
team won the meet with 87 
points and Bradley followed 
with 80. 

Bradley junior Dave Brown 
had four first place finishes 
including the 60 yard dash, 60 
high hurdles, long jump and 
triple jump. 

Senior distance runner John 
Philyaw set a school indoor 
record with a mile time of 
4:20.5. Philyaw placed third in 
the race, two seconds off the 
winning pace. 

Cary Downey and Steve 
Hadfield had Bradley’s other 
two first place finishes. 
Downey won the 440 in :53.2, 
and Hadfield, a freshman 
from Pekin, won the high 
jump with a leap of 6’7’’. 
Downey also had a second 
place finish in the 300, timing 
a :33.7. 


Stephenson also grabbed 31 
rebounds, three less than the 
entire Eureka team. 

Last Friday, Bradley trav¬ 
eled to Illinois Central College 
to play the Cougars for the 
second time this season. 

The Braves lost 70-45, but 
according to senior forward 
Mo Ryan, the score doesn’t 
tell the story. “This is the best 
we’ve ever played against 
them. The scoreboard just 
doesn’t show it.” Griffin 
agreed. “I yvas pleased with 
our performance. We stayed 
even with them through most 
of the first half. But we got 
tired and they came at us. 
Each time we have played 
them we’ve done better,” she 
said. 

Draper again led the scoring 
for the team with 13 points, 
while Jan Smock chipped in 
12. Stephenson continued her 
domination of the boards by 
grabbing 21 rebounds. 

Last Tuesday, the team 
traveled to Millikin and lost 
69-49. “I wish that instead of 
only one of my players being 
on in a game, all of my players 
would get on together during 
that one game,” Griffin said. 

Laura Chesler was “on” 
that night, scoring 17 points 
and getting 12 rebounds. 
Mary Furst, a freshman, 


added 12 points. 

“It was a bad game for us,” 
Griffin said. “We only had 
seven players to travel for the 
game. That one factor defin¬ 
itely hurt us.” 

Smock, according to Griffin, 
has been playing very con¬ 
stantly in the last few 
games. Smock, a senior, is 
disappointed in the year’s 
performance.

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Harris qualifies as Braves win PC swim meet

The throng of Bradley fans 
roared as Tim Harris finished 
first and with a time of 1:52.39 
which qualified him for the 
upcoming NCAA Division I 
meet. The race was the 200 fly 
and it was the second day of 
the Illinois Private College 
meet last Saturday. 

Going into the race, Harris 
needed to cut four-tenths of a 
second off his previous best to 
qualify. He cut off nine-tenths 
and with nobody near him to 
push him. 

Tim, who won six blue 
T-shirts during the two days of 
the meet, said, “It’s tough 
going out by yourself. The last 
25 yards, it was pain all the 
way.” 

When asked if he was sure 
he was going to make it, he 
said, “This morning (Satur¬ 
day), it was really doubtful. 
I’d been wanting it so bad so 
long that I had a lot of 
doubts.” Harris had had 
trouble getting to sleep Friday 
night and slept Saturday 
afternoon between the prelims 
and the finals. 

Coach Spink commented on 
what it was like to see one of 
his swimmers qualify for the 


NCAA. “It's the greatest 
feeling in the world. I didn’t 
doubt he (Harris) could do it, 
if he had enough rest. He’s 
been going for it (the 
qualifying time) since 
Loyola.” 

But there was more to the 
200 fly than Tim Harris, even 
if it did seem the only 
important thing. Teammates 
Jeff Bowers and Rick Shackle 
finished second and third 
respectively behind Harris. 
The NCAA meet will begin 
March 18 in Cleveland. 

Bowers felt nervous about 
the race, but “we haven’t lost 
points in the fly all year.” 
Schackle commented, “I knew 
we had 1-2-3.” 

Of course, there was even 
more to the Private College 
meet than the 200 Fly. Bradley 
cleaned house and “swam” 
away with first place in the PC 
meet which did not include 
Chicago State or Northeastern

Webster ticket takes election 
in lopsided victory Wednesday

Senate elections were held Wednesday with Art Webster 
winning by a 2-1 majority over current all-school vice 
president Bob Poznanovich. Above, Felicia Poindexter 
deposits her ballot after voting. 


A large turnout of student 
voters elected Art Webster 
and Marilyn Dennis all-school 
president and vice president 
respectively in the Senate 
elections held Wednesday. 
The Webster-Dennis duo 
racked up more than twice as 
many votes as their nearest 
competitors in the runaway 
victory. 

Webster and Dennis, who 
campaigned on a platform 
urging changes in campus and 
Senate organization, piled up 
661 votes to pull off an upset 
over current all-school Vice 
President Bob Poznanovich 
and his running mate Bob 
Oschman. Poznanovich had 
based his bid for the presi¬ 


dency on his Senate exper¬ 
ience and ties with the 
administration. Poznanovich 
and Oschman received 317 
votes while A1 Colby and Dave 
Weston claimed the remaining 

The rest of Webster’s ticket 
was also voted into office. 
Larry Zabinski was elected 
all-school treasurer, receiving 
541 votes to A1 Hinchman’s 
494. Pat Kelly came out 68 
votes ahead of Laura Her- 
lovich to claim the post of 
all-school secretary. 

The candidates, when con¬ 
tacted by the Scout, gave 
differing reasons for the 
outcome of the election. 
Webster said he thought his 
win could be attributed to his 


group’s organization and ded¬ 
ication. “I think the main 
reason we won was that we 
put a lot of work into the 
campaign. We were organized 
a long time ago and a lot of leg 
work went into it.” 

Although Bob Poznanovich 
could not be reached for 
comment, it was reported that 
he was blaming his loss on the 
split of the Greek vote 
between himself and A1 Colby. 
It should be noted, however, 
that Poznanovich’s and Col¬ 
by’s combined vote total 
would not have defeated 
Webster. 

After a required candidate’s 
meeting last Friday which 
Colby’s running mate Dave 
Weston did not attend, there 
had been speculation that 
Colby and Weston were 
intending to drop out of the 
race. Colby denied that he had 
considered stepping down as a 
candidate in order to unify the 
Greek vote behind 
Poznanovich. 

“All I have to say is my 
petition was turned in before 
his was. When I decided to 
run, he hadn’t made a 
decision on running and there 
was a real possibility he 
wouldn’t,” said Colby. He 
indicated he was a little 
disappointed in some of the 
tactics employed in the last 
few days of the campaign. 

Webster also thought that 
the campaign got a little rough 
in the end. “In the last few 
days it turned into a sad sort of 
game, Greeks versus Inde¬ 
pendents. We’re glad the 
campaign’s over because we 
didn’t want to see anyone get 
hurt.” 

Sue Ash, Nancy Diettrich, 
Ginny Seno, Debbie Bernhard 
and Ed Mihalkanin were 
elected to staff the Campus 
Activities and Advisory Board 
(CAAB). 

Bear Roalsen, Tommy 
Lewis, Helen Gorecki and 
write-in candidate Margaret 
Locker were chosen sopho¬ 
more senators. 

Hallie Cohen, Heidi Rot- 
bart, Brian Feiock and Edwin 
McLean won the junior sen¬ 
ator race. 

The senior class will be 
represented by Ed Mihalkan¬ 
in, Randy Mariani, write-in 


candidates Bill Donahue and 
John Lucki. 

Jim Leong, the only an¬ 
nounced candidate for Love- 
lace-Sisson senator, was elect¬ 
ed Chris Peterson was re¬

Kent Poindexter was a write- 
in winner for black senator.

Search committee looking for candidates

The Search Committee for a 
Vice President of Academic 
Affairs has been formed and is 
now making progress toward 
its goal of finding a replace¬ 
ment for Dr. George Fer¬ 
guson, who recently resigned. 

Dr. Phil Weinberg, a 
professor of electrical engi¬ 
neering and committee chair¬ 
man, is joined on the 
committee by the following: 
Dr. James Ballowe, Dean of 
the Graduate School; Ann 
Davis, assistant professor of 
music; Dr. Paul Snider, 
professor of journalism; Dr. 
Allen G. Gaisky, associate 
professor of biology; Dr. 
Richard Hartman, professor of 
business administration; 
Camille Primm, dean of 
women; George Burks, Board 
of Trustees; Jan Michelsen, 
student; Dr. Robert Walters, 
professor of education; and 


Dr. Martin G. Abegg, presi¬ 
dent. Abegg is an ex-officio 
member of the committee. 

“Our responsibility is to 
find the best person to serve 
the university as a whole, 
someone who will be able to 
adapt to the various con¬ 
stituencies on campus,” 
Weinberg said in reference to 
the committee’s purpose. 

The search committee will 
actively advertise through 
educational journals begin¬ 
ning in March. Applications 
for the post will be solicited 
from various universities, 
educational agencies, and 
foundations across the nation, 
according to Weinberg. 

The applicants will be 
screened down to a reasonable 
number, possibly a dozen 
serious candidates by the first 
or middle of May, Weinberg 
said. 


The committee will then 
narrow the field of finalists 
further and make recom¬ 
mendations to President 
Abegg, who will select one. 

The Board of Trustees will 
have the power of final 
decision over Abegg’s 
selection. 

“The probable date for 
naming the final selection is 
difficult to estimate,” Wein¬ 
berg said. “Our selected 
candidate may be committed 
for the next year or so by the 
time we make our selection, 
perhaps by mid-summer, but 
only if the candidate is from 
another university. If the 
candidate is from a foundation 
or an agency, we should have 
no problems.” 

The vice president’s office, 
Weinberg said, is second only 
to the president’s, and in 
some ways more important. 


Strict enforcement for Jethro Tull concert 


After much debate and 
several misgivings, the Field 
House Scheduling Committee 
(FHSC) agreed to a Jethro Tull 
concert in the Field House 
March 18. 

In giving its approval to 
Activities Council of Bradley 
University (ACBU), the com¬ 
mittee made a list of regula¬ 
tions for the concert. The 
FHSC also indicated its 
concern that many students 
would not remain at Bradley 
for a concert on the eve of 
spring break. 

No smoking and drinking in 
the performance area were 
high on the list of concerns the 
committee expressed. Record¬ 
ings to this effect and printed 
notices will be used and 


possible inspections points 
will be set up to insure that no 
contraband is brought into the 
Field House. 

The FHSC originally re¬ 
fused permission for the 

There will be no smoking 
or drinking in the Field 
House performance area 
during the Jethro Tull 
concert. Violators of this 
rule will be removed from 
the Field House. 

concert. Their decision was 
reversed when ACBU pro¬ 
gramming chairman Don 
Stahlin and Gayle Smith, 
assistant director of student 
activities, contacted other 
schools where Tull had per¬ 


formed. After receiving satis¬ 
factory answers about Tull’s 
reliability, the concert was 
scheduled. 

ACBU did not want to see a 
rerun of the Earth, Wind and 
Fire cancellation, Oct. 10. 

Security will be stepped up 
for this concert and members 
of the FHSC will be present to 
observe the crowd behavior. 
The promoter of the concert, 
as well as the band members 
have been contacted about the 
smoking and drinking regula¬ 
tions and asked to comply. 

Tickets for the concert are 
available at the Student 
Center Ticket Office, ICC and 
Co-op Tapes and Records. All 
seats are $6.50 and are on a 
reserved basis.

Placement signs Co-op 
agreement with NLRB 


A Cooperative Education 
agreement between the Peoria 
Office of the National Labor 
Relations Board (NLRB) for 
sub region 38 and Bradley 
University was signed last 
week. 

NLRB Sub Regional Direc¬ 
tor Glenn Zipp and Bradley 
President Martin Abegg 
signed the agreement which 
provides cooperative educa¬ 
tion students from Bradley 
with the opportunity to gain 
work experience with the 
NLRB. This is the first time 
such an agreement has been 
signed between Bradley and 
the NLRB. 

According to Cooperative 
Education Center Director 
Christopher G. L. Pratt, 
students in the program are 
required to have completed 
their sophomore year and 
have an overall grade point 
average of at least a 3.0 on a 
4.0 scale. 

While participating in the 
program, the students will 
alternate semesters of work 
with the NLRB and classes at 
Bradley. 

Co-op students will serve as 
labor management examiner 
trainees and will work under 
the supervision of a profes¬ 
sional staff member while 
earning three semester hours 


of academic credit from 
Bradley for each work period. 

The Cooperative Education 
Center at Bradley was estab¬ 
lished for the Colleges of 
Business Administration and 
Liberal Arts and Sciences to 
allow students to work in 
Central Illinois and through¬ 
out the nation in a professional 
environment while continuing 
their academic careers. A 
cooperative education pro¬ 
gram is also being considered 
by the School of Music and the 
School of International Studies 
for possible future adoption. 

According to Chris Pratt, 
students from any discipline, 
with experience, can be a 
valuable resource especially 
when they have tested their 
career choices. The im¬ 
portance of this program is 
best seen at graduation when 
the students, tested by an 
employer without commit¬ 
ment, enter the permanent 
work force as seasoned pro¬ 
fessionals.

signifying a college work- 
study job, blue representing 
on-campus jobs which do not 
require the student to be a 
participant of the work-study 
program, and pink for the 
off-campus possibilities. 

“No longer do the students 
have to go through the hassle 
of having me interview them, 
looking through our listing to 
find a suitable job, calling the 
student back, setting up an 
interview between the two, 
and having the student go 
through the same type of 
interview as they did with me, 
only this time with the 
potential employer,” said 
Cheryl Hasselbacher, coor¬ 
dinator of student employ¬ 
ment. 

“What ended up happening 
was that I had more than 1,000 
students coming in, each with 
10 minute interviews, and 
there was no way that I could 
both, keep up with the 
interviews and find the time to 
refer those students already 
interviewed to possible jobs.” 

Therefore, following a 
meeting of the minds between 
Hasselbacher, interested em¬ 
ployment supervisors, and 
Burt Batty, the director of 
Financial Aids, the Job Board 
was developed. 


With this plan, the students 
come at their own leisure, look 
over those jobs available, and 
choose the job offerings which 
interest them. This should not 
be too difficult considering the 
range of jobs available. One 
can choose anything from that 
of being a limousine driver, 
health instructor, or technical 
drafting assistant, to that of 
key punch operator, news¬ 
paper scanner, or even a rock 
arranger. Once a job is filled, 
the card is pulled and the 
information concerning stu¬ 
dent and employer recorded. 

With its growing popularity 
will come the expansion of 
acquiring another board and 
the start of a public relations 
campaign. “We encourage 
everyone—from sororities that 
need houseboys and faculty 
members that want baby¬ 
sitters or work done around 
the house, to the local 
merchants and downtown 
stores—to come and place

Three weeks ago, an article 
appeared in Dif’rent Strokes 
about the overspending of 
some offices on campus. 
Maureen Ryan, who is the 
writer of the column, focused 
the overspending of budgets 
on the Admissions Office. 

Miss Ryan made it seem 
that the Admissions Office is 
overspending its budget on 
things that it shouldn’t. She 
made the new Admissions 
Administrator, Thomas Hud¬ 
dleston, look like a man out to 
step on people’s toes, no 
matter who they are. She went 
on to describe Huddleston’s 
new way of managing the 
office as “marketing the 
university.” She also com¬ 
pared the present Admission 
policies with those of a past 
administrator, Orville Noth- 
durft. 

I’m sure Miss Ryan meant 
well in informing students of 
the way their money is being 


spent. I agree with her that 
offices on this campus should 
be watched more closely when 
it comes to their over¬ 
spending.

3. This past August saw a 
13 per cent increase in the 
number of incoming students. 

Now, Miss Ryan should 
have looked at both sides of 
the coin, before she made the 
Admission administrators and 
employees look like a group of 
people out to vacation on the 
students’ expense. Although 
recruiters are traveling more 
to recruit students they are 
getting a better response and 
an increase in Bradley’s 
prospect outlooks. This past

The news of a tuition increase is no news anymore. Students 
have come to expect it.

And as long as students and their parents keep paying these 
annual increases with just a minimum of grumbling, they’re going 
to keep on paying. The price of education will increase to whatever 
“the market’’ will bear. 

But an institution of higher learning is not like the retail market. 
In a retail marketing situation, if the price of coffee reaches a point 
where consumers feel it’s not worth it, they’ll switch to cocoa and 
shoot the demand curves all to hell until coffee prices go down. 

These same economic principles don’t apply when you’re buying 
knowledge. Once you’ve committed yourself to a university for a 


in 



year, two or three, who wants to switch schools because your’s is 
over-priced? It’s just not likely that a student is going to uproot 
and start over somewhere cheaper. 

Administrators know that. They’ve got us over a barrel. As long 
as they can pass their budget deficits down to us, they don’t have 
to balance their bottom lines, t’s a lot easier to stick it to the 
students than to really juggle some things around, cut corners and 
come up with some money somewhere. 

Now I’m not foolish enough to believe that all tuition increases 
are caused by incompetent administrators who can’t stick within 
their budgets. I know what energy problems the nation is 
experiencing and the rise in fixed costs and operational costs that 
no one has control over. But I would feel a lot better if the 
university would at least put up the pretense of trying to avoid 
passing this burden down to the students every year, without 
question. 

I mean if just one out of every four years. Dr. Abegg would tell 
us that no matter what, this year you students will not have to bear 
the burden, I would feel confident that the other three years, the 
increases are justified. 

Couldn’t the administration just one year out of every four, sit 
down in marathon finance sessions to find some way to avoid 
increasing tuition? Couldn’t they lock themselves in a board room 
somewhere, deny a salary increase here, cut services there and 
come up with some relief for the students — just one year out of 
four? 

I challenge this university’s financial wizards to come up with an 
alternative — just one year out of four. Dr. Abegg sat in front of 
the Student Senate last Monday and told them there is no other 
alternative — flat out — no other alternative to raising tuition 
annually. 

I can’t accept that. 

The students have proven they will bear the burden. Now it’s 
time for some other segment of this university to take a turn. 

There’s always another alternative to everything. You must, 
however, be willing to find it. That’s where I take issue with our 
administrators. They’re not dedicated enough to finding that 
alternative. 

I’m not askmg this for next year — just one year out of the next 
four, for the sake of those students just beginning their education 
here. 

Let’s at least make an effort toward justice for the students, 
even if it seems impossible. We can appreciate the effort.

Dr. Abegg, it is because 
we feel so strongly about 
this issue that we have 
written to you. We, and 
many other students, have 
not “become accustomed to 
the fact that things just go 
up.” Some increase in the 
cost of tuition and room and 
board is to be expected, but 
a $280 increase is just too 
much to sit back and let roll 
by. Your administration 
should study other cost¬ 
cutting measures before 
placing unreasonable fin¬ 
ancial burdens on the 
students at Bradley Uni¬ 
versity.

Possible measle epidemic exaggerated

Contrary to a seemingly 
common belief that the cam¬ 
pus is under seige with the 
German Measles (rubella), 
head nurse Betty Hasselbach- 
er of Bradley’s Health Center 
said that they have been 
receiving “just one or two 
cases per week.” According to 
Mrs. Hasselbacher, “this is 
normal for this time of year.” 

“Of course it is highly 
contagious and if the student 
lives close enough we send 
him home. Our primary 
concern is that the infected 
person does not transmit the 
disease to a woman in her first 


three months of pregnancy. 
The person should certainly be 
isolated.” 

Pregnant women who come 
in contact with the disease 
may bear children with con¬ 
genital defects, with the 
possibility of abortions and 
stillborns. 

Peoria County Director of 
Health, Dr. Hugh Rohrer 
confirms the Health Center 
report that no more cases have 
been reported this year than 
the average years previous. 

“We have had eight cases 
of rubella reported since the 
beginning of the year but none 
were Bradley students,” 


Rohrer said. “There are many 
causes of rashes...scarlet 
fever and all kinds of viruses 
to name some.” 

According to the director, 
immunization on a large scale 
has not been attempted for the 
18-year-old and above age 
group and shots generally 
aren’t made available to them. 

Rubella, or the Three-Day 
Measles, as it is often tagged, 
is less contagious than regular 
measles (rubiola) and less 
severe. 

Dr. Rohrer said that “only 
five cases of rubiola have been 


reported over a two-month 
period,” in Peoria County. 

The less grave rubella often 
goes unnoticed and unreport¬ 
ed because the symptoms are 
so mild. Inflicted persons 
often feel as if they have a 
slight cold. 

Incubation is 14 to 21 days 
and of the young adults who 
are often the receptors, no 
more than 20 per cent are 
generally susceptible. 

The first day of the disease, 
a slight rash develops, usually 
on the face or neck. Eventually 
the breaking out spreads to 
the person’s chest or limbs. 


As the rash begins to vanish, a 
relatively inconspicuous skin 
discoloration appears. The 
cough often associated with 
rubiola is not present 
however. 

The Health Center is open 
from 8:30 a.m.-5:30 p.m., and 
6:30 p.m.-10:30 p.m. Monday 
through Friday.

Messages sent through air 
by Amateur Radio Club

It would be nice to say hello 
to the people at home without 
putting out money for the 
phone bill or taking the time to 
write a letter. Sometimes 
having to make a choice 
between the two simply means 
that the people at home still 
aren’t sure whether or not 
you’re alive. 

The Bradley University 
Amateur Radio Club is trying 
to solve the problem of time 
and money for the students. 
The club is now offering a free 
radiogram service to all 
university personnel. 

The box for leaving mes¬ 
sages is located in the Student 
Center foyer. Forms are also 
available there and should 
include the phone number of 
the person to receive the 
message. 

Most messages will be 
received within three days 
after being sent, according to 
club President Matt 
Dickinson. 

“It depends on several 


factors. If the message is 
going to a large city network, 
the message could take up to 
four hours; if the message is 
sent to a smaller city it might 
be received in three or four 
days,’’ Dickinson said. 

The amateur radio is 
strictly a hobby, with the 
Federal Communications 
Commission (FCC) regula¬ 
tions prohibiting the use of 
ham radios for commercial 
purposes. One set sends a 
message to another station 
which relays it to the next until 
it is finally phoned to the 
receiver. 

Dickinson said one Chicago 
suburban operator ran up a 
$60 phone bill delivering 
messages throughout the 
suburbs. 

The name, address and 
phone number of the receiver 
must be included on the 
message to insure the best 
chances of it getting there. 
Messages should also contain 
the name and address of the 
sender, Dickinson said.

Viking team member bags

The twin unmanned mis¬ 
sions to Mars, Viking One and 
Viking Two, have proven to be 
amazingly successful, accord¬ 
ing to Dr. Thomas A. Mutch, 
chief of the Viking imaging 
team. 

Mutch spoke in Neumiller 
Chapel on Wednesday, Feb. 
23 to an audience of about 150. 
The presentation was spon¬ 
sored by the Activities Council 
of Bradley University (ACBU), 
the Cultural Affairs Commit¬ 
tee, the College of Liberal Arts 
and Sciences, the Department 
of Physics, and the Peoria area 
Sigma Xi Club. 

Mutch received his Doctors 
of Philosophy degree in 
geology from Princeton Uni¬ 
versity. He is presently a 
professor of geology at Brown 
University, where at one time 
he was department chairman 
of geology. 

He was with NASA during 
the Apollo program, and he 
also assisted in studying 
photographs sent back from 
Orbiters, a preliminary pro¬ 
gram for the Apollo missions. 

He then became involved in 
the Viking program, where he 
is presently head of the 
imaging team for the Viking 
missions. The team evaluates 
photographs sent back to 
earth by the two landers. It 
works out of the Jet Propul¬ 
sion Laboratories (JPL) in 
Pasadena, Calif. 

The title of his presentation 
was “Six Months on the 
Surface of Mars.” 

The presentation consisted 
mostly of slides and Mutch’s 
explanations of them. 

Mutch began by describing 
the mission format of Viking 
coasting to Mars, then deploy¬ 
ing a landing capsule which 
sets down gently on the 
surface of Mars. 

It takes approximately one 
year for a spacecraft such as

Viking to reach Mars. Viking 
One was launched in late 
summer of 1975 and arrived at 
Mars in early July, 1976. 

“It would take hours to try 
to communicate to you the 
complications of this, of the 
odds against this thing hap¬ 
pening altogether correctly,” 
Mutch said in referring to the 
landing. 

The complications and odds 
were increased when two 
Vikings were scheduled to 
land on Mars in a short period 
of time. 

“The magic of this, the 
statistical odds against this,” 
Mutch said, “are only under¬ 
stood by those of us who spent 
eight years building the 
spacecraft. We at no time 
expected success such as we 
actually had.” 

The design of the lander 
went through many changes 
during the years it was being 
built. The result was an oddly 
shaped three-legged vehicle. 
“Everybody looks at this thing 
and they say, ‘Wow, is that 
thing klutzy-looking. If I’ve 
ever seen anything home¬ 
made, that’s it.’ ” 

He described the mission 
itself as “homemade,” refer¬ 
ring to the fact that there are 
only three or four Viking 
landers in existence. 

On the lander was a 
meteorology mission, a seis¬ 
mometer, an active biology 
“lab,” an inorganic chemistry 
lab, an organic life experi¬ 
ment, and two cameras. 
“Those of you who are science 
majors know that’s a heck of a 
lot of equipment put in 
something about the size of a 
Volkswagen,” Mutch said. 

The camera is a slow- 
scanning device. It moves 
slowly in azimuth—in other 
words, it takes photographs 
one vertical section at a time. 

“It takes two or three 
minutes to shoot a picture,” 
Mutch said. “We’ve had some 
fun here on earth. If some¬ 
thing walks through the field 
just briefly, it will show up on 
one or more scans. You will 
get a distorted picture but a 
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clear image of motion in 
sync.” 

Moving onto the mission 
itself, Mutch showed a map of 
the first landing site, an area 
named “Crisun,” which is 
Latin for gold. “We tried to 
reassure ourselves that with a 
name like that, we could 
hardly miss. The second site 
was named Utopia. We said 
something has to work, if only 
because of the names.” 

“The original landing date 
was July 4; there were some 
waggish comments about ex¬ 
plosions on the Fourth. It was 
ultimately delayed until July 
20, because we could not find 
the landing site,” Mutch said. 

The landing sites were 
“bland and featureless,” con¬ 
ditions essential to safe 
landings. 


“We at no time 
expected success 
such as we had.” 
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Mutch said the first pictures 
received were released to the 
media almost immediately. 

Rock-naming became a 
hobby with the imaging team, 
Mutch said. One rock they 
j called the “Midas Muffler 
rock.” Newspeople lectured 
him on commercials, but “the 
Midas people were tickled 
pink.” 

Midas used the incident in 
1 publicity campaigns for the 
I next few months. 

“I have, proudly displayed 
on my shelf at Brown, a 
j ‘Midas Muffler rock.’ The 
j president at Midas was so 
I impressed with all of the good 
things we had done for him, 
j that he flew in to JPL several 
months ago in his Lear jet and 
at a special ceremony gave to 
us a rock which they had 
j sculpted in the form of a 
muffler, with a little gold 
plaque on it. 

“Someone remarked that 
we had named a boulder on 
the horizon a ‘Volkswagen 
rock’, and that it was too bad 
we didn’t get a play from 
them. 

“If I’d known, I would have 
named one the Bentley rock.” 

Mutch said complications 
j arose with the first color 
I pictures sent from Viking One. 

“When we processed our first 
I picture, we had been told in no 
uncertain terms that within six 
hours after we had received it 
that it would be released to the 
public. 

“To do this we used a 
I computer, to compute the 
j reds, greens, and blues. The 
first picture had an incredible 
I cast of orangish yellow, so I 
I thought our program was 


bombed out. Those of you who 
work with computers know 
that desperate feeling. 

“So I said there was no way 
we were going to release that. 
I said, ‘Look, twiddle those 
knobs until you get the sky 
back to a neutral gray, 
because I just don’t want to go 
on record as saying the 
martian sky was orange.’ They 
tried to do that, but they 
twiddled the dials too much, 
and the sky came out blue. So 
the newspeople were delight¬ 
ed, and the headlines across 
the country said ‘Mars’ Sky 
Blue.’ 

“The next day, of course, 
they said ‘Mars’ Sky Red’ and 
‘Scientists’ Faces Red.’ ” 

Mutch explained that the 
Martian sky is orangish 
because of the soil particles 
suspended in the lower parts 
of the atmosphere. From a 
color-test target on the space¬ 
craft, scientists were able to 
determine that the sky — 
minus dust — would be 
essentially white. 

Mutch went on to briefly 
talk about the biology experi¬ 
ment to find organic life in the 
soil of Mars. In answering the 
“obvious question,” he said, 
“No, we have not in any 
positive way confirmed the 
existence of an active biology 
on Mars.” 

He said he could under¬ 
stand and sympathize with the 
layman’s frustration of spend¬ 
ing “all that money, and then 
finding out that maybe there 
is, maybe there isn’t life on 
Mars. But that’s the way it is. 

“Of course that’s not to say 
that there’s no life elsewhere 
other than the two landing 
sites.” 

Mutch then talked about the 
second landing. “At our first 
landing site, when the director 
saw Big Joe (a boulder near 
the ship), he practically 
flipped. He said, ‘You know 
what would’ve happened if we 
had landed on that rock?’ 
Well, of course, it would have 
crashed. 

“Our second landing site 
was expected to be essentially 
clear of rocks and therefore 
much safer than the first 
site.” 

Mutch then showed the first 
picture taken by Viking Two. 
The landing area was nearly 
covered by rocks. 

“I was describing the first 
picture and I got a buzz on my 
red phone from the mission 
director down the hall. He 
said, ‘You told me there were 
going to be no rocks.’ And I 
said ‘Big deal, what do you 
propose to do about it?’ 

“I thought I was in some 
trouble when I saw that first 
picture. I was sure of it when I 
saw the second, a panorama of 
the horizon.” 

A picture of an extremely 
tilted horizon (titled eight 


degrees to be exact) appeared 
on the screen. “What hap¬ 
pened was we had landed 
smack on top of a rock. That 
was not particularly funny at 
the time, because if we had 
punched the underbelly of the 
ship, it would have died that 
night.” 

That did not turn out to be 
the case, Mutch said. “Con¬ 
sequently, everything looked 
good — albeit tilted.” 

A trench was spotted near 
the second landing site. It was 
determined that the trench 
had not been made by some 
Martian vehicle, but by the 
contraction of the ground. 
Viking Two had landed in a 
permafrost terrain with al¬ 
ternating melts and freezes, 
causing such features as 
trenches. 

A second important feature 
of Viking Two’s landing site 
was a rock-fragment apparent¬ 
ly made of lava. “It has 
features identical to lava rocks 
here on earth (stratification 
and so forth).” This indicates 
volcanic activity on Mars 
similar to Earth. 

Mutch showed slides de¬ 
picting the terrain surround¬ 
ing the spacecraft. There were 
sand dunes, among other 
types of terrain, present. 
“The wind has been at work 
here,” he said, “confirming 
what we suspected: the 
surface of Mars is mor¬ 
phologically shaped by the 
wind, which confirms at 
atmosphere.” 

If the spacecraft can survive 
the winter, scientists hope to 
monitor the formation of 
ground frost. The Martian 
winter should hit its peak by 
early April. 

Mutch then showed a sketch 
of a “Roving Vehicle” to be 
sent to Mars in 1984. The 
vehicle would spend more 
than a year operating on the 
surface and would travel 
hundreds of kilometers per¬ 


forming the same experi¬ 
mental functions as the two 
stationary Vikings on the 
surface now. 

He closed the slide pre¬ 
sentation with a series of 
“sunset pictures.” 

Mutch answered questions 
from the audience to close the 
lecture. 


He said the work on Mars 
would be funded through May 
of 1978. 

He also said the Vikings are 
on the surface of Mars for 
good. “How many years 
before someone walks around 
one of these particular space¬ 
craft, I don’t k‘now; but I’m 
certain that year will come.”

Cassandra Crossing: thriller that could ve been

“The Nowhere Express.’’ 

What we have here could’ve 
been a top notch thriller 
moving at express train speed. 
It has just about everything 
one could ask for: one hell of a 
basic idea for a movie, a 
top-flight cast, an explosive 
opening sequence showing an 
abortive raid on a secret 
installation, some fine cine¬ 
matography, a pounding good 
score by Jerry Goldsmith and 
a fairly steady buildup in 
suspense. The only thing 
missing here is logic. 

Not logic of the basic idea 
mind you. A passenger train 
infected with a plague-type 


disease is not allowed by any 
county it’s passing through to 
stop and let its people off. The 
logic it fatally lacks is a good 
reason for not allowing anyone 
on the train to live after they 
survive the plague (how many 
that do survive is a matter 
concerning the first part of the 
film). The man most likely 
responsible for this is the 
movie’s director and one of its 
screenplay writers, George 
Pan Cosmatos. His earlier film 
was “The Next Man’’ and it 
too suffered from a fatal lack 
of non-direction. “The Next 
Man’’ was a spy thriller and 
fell apart because it didn’t 
have the necessary tension 


such movies need. 

“The Cassandra Crossing’’ 
has enough tension but hops 
the track because no one 
clearly explains why the train, 
and all on it, has to be 
destroyed. So far Cosmatos 
appears to be his own worst 
enemy; he gets all the right 
ingredients to make a cracker- 
jack movie and then blows the 
formula. 

Some of the bits along the 
way to nonresolution do prove 
interesting however. The roles 
may all be stereotypes (the 
divorced couple who really 
love each other, Richard 
Harris & Sophia Loren, the 
baroness and her boyfriend, 


Ava Gardner & Martin Sheen, 
the priest who isn’t, O. J. 
Simpson, the guilt-ridden man 
in charge, Burt Lancaster, 
etc.) but they are first-class 
examples of their kind and 
refreshingly free of preten¬ 
tious cliches. 

The helicopter transfer 
sequence is another good bit 
and so is the sealing off of the 
train. Alas, the film on the 
whole is not as enjoyable as 
these bits are. I guess the best 
thing one can say about “The 
Cassandra Crossing’’ is if they 
release a sound track album of 
its musical score it would be 
better to buy that and skip the 
film itself.

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Tracksters last in Valley 

Brown wins triple jump , Philyaw sets 2-mile record

When Bradley track coach 
Jake Schoof said that most of 
the team members didn't 
perform up to their capabil¬ 
ities in the Missouri Valley 
Conference Indoor Track 
Championships last weekend 
at Columbia, Mo., he was 
being kind. 

Actually, it was as if, with 
few exceptions, the team 
didn't even show up at all. The 
Braves finished sixth in the 
six-team meet, and had it not 
been for David Brown, the 
Braves would have garnered 
only two points on John 
Philyaw’s fourth-place in the 
two-mile run. 

Brown, a junior, won the 
triple-jump and finished 
fourth in both the long jump 
and the 60-yard high hurdles. 

“I don’t know if they wre 
intimidated by the competition 
or what,” said Schoof of the 
indoor season-ending per¬ 
formances. “Based on past 


records, we could have ex¬ 
pected at least two places in 
the high-jump alone.” 

Southern Illinois took six 
first-place medals, scored in 
all but one event and ran away 
with its second straight Valley 
championship. The Salukis 
piled up 98 points to West 
Texas State's 44. Indiana 
State had 37, Drake 36, 
Wichita State 29 and Bradley 
12. Valley records were 
broken in nine of the 16 
events. 

Joseph Kemei of West 
Texas State was the only 
double-winner, capturing both 
the mile in 4:08.0 and the 
1,000-yard run in 1:10.7. 

Brown, the Braves versatile 
athlete, won the triple-jump 
with a leap of 48’1 3/4”, while 
Philyaw knocked 15 seconds 
off his school record in the 
two-mile run with a 9:04.3 
time. 

“I thought Philyaw’s per¬ 
formance was the most im¬ 


pressive,” Schoof said. 
“That's not to detract from 
Brown’s performance, 
though. He took a champion¬ 
ship and that's the name of 
the game.” 

The meet concluded Brad¬ 
ley's indoor season. The 
outdoor season will begin 
April 1 against Knox, Eureka 
and St. Norbert at Eureka. 

Schoof noted that the 
Braves poor showing at the 
Valley meet was just a case of 
the other schools having 
better athletes. 

“The larger state schools 
are more likely to get walk-ons 
who just want to compete but 
don’t qualify for aid. Many of 
these athletes are better than 
the ones we have who are on 
financial aid. 

“Many high school track 
stars would rather compete for 
a proven winner right away, 
regardless of the aid avail¬ 
able.” 

Tulsa and New Mexico State 
did not make the trip to 
Columbia. “We could have 
beaten New Mexico State,” 
said Schoof. “It’s a shame 
that they didn't feel they 
would be competitive so they 
didn’t come. They didn’t take 
into consideration that they 
would be helping the confer¬ 
ence by showing.”

The women’s basketball 
team lost its final game of the 
season to Knox, 63-52. The 
Braves finished the year with 
a record of 3-15. 

In that game, freshman 
Marcia Hill was top scorer for 
Bradley with 10 points. Laura 
Chelser and Cindy Swear¬ 
ingen added eight points 
apiece. June Stephenson had 
nine rebounds. 

“We were slow getting 
started,” said Bradley coach 
Annelle Griffin. “We played 
much better in the second 
half, but not good enough to 
win. We were trying too hard 
to put it all together for the 
last game.” 

Griffin talked about the 
season and the outlook for 
next year. “We came close in 
some games this year, and 
there were some we should 
have won,” she said. “But 
there has to be a positive 
attitude. Each player im¬ 
proved skill-wise, but some of 
the mental attitudes carried 
throughout the season were 
very harmful. It only takes one

There were no lights on in Robertson 
Memorial Field House when I walked by early 
one evening over Christmas break. The 
basketball team was in Las Vegas or some 
place like that. It occurred to me as I stopped to 
light a cigarette that the place looked kinda 
lonely. 

I had just started heading for home when I 
spotted him standing in a dark corner outside 
one of the Field House doors. The kid was 
leaning against the wall peering into the 
darkness with his tiny hands stuffed in his 
pockets and his head hung low. 

Although it wasn’t late, I wondered why the 
kid was out; I wondered why he was hanging 
around the Field House, but I kept walking in 
spite of my curiosity. I stopped walking at 
Glenwood Ave., did a casual about-face and 
headed straight for the Field House door. 

My breath mingled with the odor of the Main 
Street traffic and dissappeared in windblown 
clouds. It was cold. And I realized the kid was 
no longer near the doors of the Field House, 
but inside. I caught a glimpse of him in a dim 
light at the far end of the foyer. I tried the 
doors and one gave way. 

I walked quietly, listening to a faint noise 
coming from within the gym. Somebody was 


walking in quick, short steps and talking to 
someone else. When I listened for the someone 
else to reply, I realized there was no someone 
else and I realized the kid was in there talking 
to himself.

Not caring anymore how the rascal got in the 
Field House, I was content to watch his game 
for a while. He was playing his heart out, 
feinting and dodging, making steals and 


imitating a slam dunk one time. 

The kid was something else. On the playing 
floor, he was in a world of his own, the world of 
Bradley basketball and his God-like heroes. 
“Phegley form eighteen — Good. Thirty-one 
points for Roger. He’s just having an amazing 
game,” said the hoarse voice. 

Then he saw me. Boy, was he embarrassed. 
He hustled off the floor and ran around to the 
far foyer doors and sped past me to the main 
entrance. He stopped, turned, and glanced at 
me as I walked toward the doors. Then, pulling 
up his blue jeans and struggling with the last 
button on his coat, he flung open the door and 
disappeared into the night, streaking toward 
Bradley Park. 


Slowly, I stepped outside and lit another 
cigarette. I wondered how many times kids had 
been able to get inside and be in the center of 
the basketball world. I left the Field House, 
thinking that when I was his age, I would have 
given my right arm to get inside the Field 
House to play, even if it was an imaginary 
basketball. 

And I wondered about my children and my 
children’s children. They’d be here too, like 
the Kid From the Night, cause it was all a 
game, the whole life.

There’s no place like Robertson

Empty and dark, Robertson Memorial Field House is not an 
impressive site. It is small, compared to the huge new arenas 
that many schools play in. Its structure — two old airplane 
hangars sewn together — is simple and unimaginative. 

Yet when filled to capacity with 7,300 persons on their feet 
and screaming, it is as beautiful a place as one will find 
anywhere in the country. 

“It’s an ideal site,” says Tulsa’s Dan O’Leary, “if you’re the 
home team.” And if you’re a member of the visiting team? 
“The fans are right there on top of you, and none of them like 
you.” 

When the Field House crowd gets cranked up, sonic booms 
are drowned out, officials are transformed into “homers,” 
opposing players wilt visibly and Bradley’s basketball team 
turns into a monster. 

The raised floor, which sets almost three feet above ground 
level, is a thrill for Bradley players, a source of fear to others. To 
them, there exists a fear of falling, of being swallowed by a 
hostile crowd, of not returning home. 

“It’s like you’re on a stage,” says Wichita State center 
Robert Elmore. “You’re out there and you’re on top of the 
whole thing.” 


Good teams have a tendency to fall down and die when they 
play in the Field House. The Louisville team that finished third 
in the NCAA in 1975 suffered the first of just three losses there. 
The Jim Brewer-Ron Behagen Minnesota powerhouse of 1972 
lost in overtime. And the immortal Oscar Robertson, the second 
most productive point producer in major college history, never 
won a game in the Field House when he played for Cincinnati. 

And now, with the proposed Civic Center Auditorium and 
Sports Arena for downtown Peoria in the planning stages, there 
is talk of Bradley basketball moving downtown too. 

*** 


Such a move, if it is ever made, won’t occur for at least a few 
years. There hasn’t been a ground-breaking. In fact, the 
proposed site hasn’t even been cleared, much less vacated. 

But it is not too early to begin serious thought as to whether 
Bradley would make the move, or improve what is has, or just 
stay where it is. 

The biggest advantage that a downtown arena would have is 
increased seating. The proposal calls for a 10,000-seat 
auditorium that could be used for basketball, ice hockey and 
other things. 

Increased seating, if used, would logically mean increased 
revenue. It would also mean Bradley could increase its financial 
guarantee to visiting teams, a move that would supposedly 
attract more major non-conference teams back to Peoria — 
Louisville, Indiana and Marquette, to name a few. 

Ten thousand seats would be nice. Even in a “bad” year, 
several games at the Field House were sold out. With extra 
seats, those who were turned away could be accomodated. 

But playing at a Civic Center, Bradley would not control use 
of the facility like it does now. Home dates would have to be 
scheduled around other activities, the team might not be able to 
practice there, and there would undoubtedly be a rental fee. 

Money for the latter would have to come from somewhere. 
The extra seating might provide the dollars, but what about 
those nights when the place is not sold out? The fee is the same. 

It is a difficult choice.

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University Senate rejects R0TC plan; Abegg seeks data

A number of strong argu¬ 
ments against the establish¬ 
ment of a U.S. Army Reserve 
Officers Training Corps 
(ROTC) program at Bradley 
has resulted in a negative 
recommendation from Uni¬ 
versity Senate concerning the 
program. 

The Senate must approve 
any academic degree program 
before it can be instituted, and 
at a recent meeting, faculty 
members voted against the 
proposed program by a three 
to two margin. 


President Martin G. Abegg 
has the power to veto the 
Senate’s decision, but he has 
decided to request additional 
information and plans to 
resubmit the proposal to 
University Senate for recon¬ 
sideration. 

“The proposal had faults,” 
said Dr. Brendan Liddell, 
president of the Senate. 

The major cause for concern 
involved the program’s cost to 
Bradley. A Senate subcom¬ 
mittee reported costs for the 
ROTC program over a five- 
year period could run over 


$48,000. 

Senate members questioned 
whether the money was 
“better there or somewhere 
else,” according to Liddell. 
“Alternative uses had not 
been investigated,” he said. 

Another argument against 
the proposal was that the 
Colleges of Education and 
Engineering teach some of the 
military science courses. 

The problem arose, ac¬ 
cording to Liddell, when 
trying to decide which of the 
faculty would teach the 
military science courses in 


these colleges. 

Then there were philosoph¬ 
ical questions taken into 
consideration. Since all land 
grant colleges must have 
ROTC programs, Senate 
members felt it unnecessary 
for Bradley to carry a program 
also. 

And, since Air Force ROTC 
is to leave Bradley this spring 
with the last of its graduates, 
“Why did they think interest 
would reappear for Army 
ROTC?” Liddell said. 

He added that the majority 
of faculty members felt there 


was “no basis to think 
students would come here for 
ROTC who otherwise wouldn’t 
attend Bradley.” 4 

There were over 70 students 
who expressed some type of 
interest in the proposed 
two-year program. Bradley’s 
program would be under the 
supervision of the ROTC 
detachment at Knox College 
in Galesburg. 

Sources indicate that Pres¬ 
ident Abegg will ask Senate to 
approve a plan whereby the 
program would be imple¬ 
mented at the beginning of the 
1978-79 academic year. 



New format for Webster’s administration;

Receiving more input through campus organizations

Art Webster, recently elect¬ 
ed all-school president, defini- 
itely thinks there is a place for 
idealism in government, a 
place for hope. But Webster, 
admittedly an idealist himself, 
is also very realistic about the 
problems inherent in any form 
of student government, the 
specific problems in Bradley’s 
student government and the 
actions needed to alleviate 
them. 

After his formal installation 
as president last Monday 
Webster warned the senators 
that he would- not tolerate 
games, either among them¬ 
selves or with him. When 
asked to define ‘games’ he 
said, “I don’t want them (the 
senators) to think they are 
doing something important or 
something the students care 
about, when they aren’t.” 

He said the senators can 
expect to work very hard and a 
lot will be expected of them by 
the new officers. ‘‘We’re also 
looking for any special qual¬ 
ities or expertise among the 
senators that can be put to 
good use,” noted Webster. 
He issued a call to the rest of 
the student body for their 
help, saying a lot of talent 
exists on the campus that is 
being wasted. 

Webster has quite a history 
of student government service 
behind him. No novice, he has 
served in some capacity on a 
student government since he 
was in seventh grade. “I’ve 
always looked for things that 
would improve the efficiency 
and service of student govern¬ 


ment,” said Webster. “They 
may range from big changes 
to very minor things.” 

He noted one of the minor 
things that bothers him about 
the Student Senate at Bradley 
is the formal meetings. 
“Sometimes it’s hard to talk 
or ask questions.” His plans 
call for a more informal type of 
meeting. As a case in point, 
next week’s meeting will 
consist entirely of discussion. 
‘The purpose of the discussion 
meeting,” said Webster “is to 
have the senators define their 
own jobs and to try to find out 
just exactly what the Senate’s 
role is.” 

Webster classifies his pro¬ 
posed reorganization of the 
campus structure into the 
major change category. In a 
report entitled “The Call for 
Change” Webster justifies 
such major change by arguing 
that in its present form the 
student government system at 
Bradley is failing the students. 

Some of the problems 
contributing to the failure, he 
said, are a lack of coordination 
among student groups and a 
parochialism of these same 
groups. He cited these prob¬ 
lems as the cause of several 
major events being scheduled 
for the same time, as has 
occurred in the past. 

Webster believes that one 
of the main problems at this 
time is a lack of communica¬ 
tion. He proposes to solve this 
by more two-way communica¬ 
tion between the Senate and 
the students. “We’re going to 
take our evaluation of Senate 
projects right to student 


groups. We’re gong to require 
Senators to attend different 
group meetings and get 
feedback.” 

A problem of student 
apathy could be solved, 
according to Webster, by first 
finding out what the students 
are interested in and then 
having the Senate act on that 
basis. “I believe the students 
of today are most worried 
about where their tuition 
dollars are going and what 
kind of a job they are going to 


be able to get with their 
degree. The Senate must 
become relevant to student 
needs,” said Webster. 

Webster proposed that the 
solution to these problems at 
Bradley is a modified Student 
Union structure. “It is time to 
stop playing student govern¬ 
ment and to start creating a 
worthwhile student system 
which is realistic to our 
situation and needs.” 

The Student Union, which 
would consist of the entire 


student community, can best 
be described as a sort of 
superstructure tying every 
campus group into a more 
united community. Webster 
said this could be done while 
allowing each group to keep a 
large measure of their inde¬ 
pendence. 

“I think this new structure 
is more of a reorganization 
than it is a drastic reforma¬ 
tion,” said Webster “but this 
is only my interpretation.”

Evidently, the Boston concert has hit a good spot with 
students. As evidenced by the ticket lines last Tuesday, 
students really came out in force for the chance to get their 
tickets. 

It’s great to see the student interest on the rise again, just 
as it’s good to see quality concerts at the Field House. 

The Activities Council of Bradley University (ACBU) has 
been doing its best to bring the best available to Bradley. 
ACBU is also doing its best to correct the problems which 
crop up with every concert. 

There were complaints after the ticket office opened 
Tuesday. Students were able to purchase block tickets, 
making it harder for those farther back in the line to get 
decent seats. 

At its executive council meeting that afternoon, ACBU 
agreed on a policy of limited ticket selling. A student with an 
ID will be allowed no more than six tickets with that ID. If a 
group will be larger, more people will have to go to buy 
tickets. 

Another complaint was that the ticket office opened earlier 
than the announced noon time. However, according to Gayle 
Smith, assistant director of student activities, the line by 10 
a.m. reached far outside the Student Center. 

Even with the nice weather making the wait enjoyable, it 
was decided to open earlier. As Smith pointed out, students 
could either wait in a huge line or they could open early and 
keep the line and the wait shorter. It makes sense. 

Obviously those who waited in line to find many of the 
seats gone after block purchasing by others were 
disappointed. But ACBU did its best to alleviate the problem 
for those who came later. 

The new system of six tickets per student will make it 
much fairer in the future and should ensure a more equitable 
distribution along with fewer complaints.

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These are the 1970’s, the paranoic years. 

And Bradley, although it’s a little community within a 
community, is not immune to the feeling. Students are 
paranoid about job prospects or lack of them; faculty and 
administrators are paranoid about whether or not their jobs 
are secure; everybody's paranoid about making ends meet. 

Money. That’s the root of the paranoia problem here. 

When administrators see deficits at the end of one year 
after another, they ‘turn hungry eyes to the world of 
academia in search of more money to feed the budget and to 
pay the debts. r 

These years of the 70’s, have seen those hungry eyes turn 
more and more often to the deans of the colleges for an 
answer. 

This past year. Dean Bjorklund of the College of Liberal 
Arts and Sciences has felt those hungry eyes on him. The

college budget, he says, has operated in the black every year 
since he’s been dean. But still the eyes fix their gaze on him. 

As dean of the college harboring more than half of the 
university’s academic departments, he must find the ones 
not pulling their weight — from the university’s point of 
view — and put the finger on them. 

Dean Bjorklund turns hungry eyes to the departments. 
Which ones have dwindling enrollments? Which ones seem 
hardest hit by the economic crunch? 

The eyes are now on the Department of Speech and 
Theatre Arts. 

Surprised? You just went to a nice evening at “Cabaret” 
and things looked quite healthy? Or you read*all the time 
about the nationally recognized forensics students. And 
what about plans for renovation of Hewitt Hall into a 
performing arts building? 

Right on all counts. But there’s still a virtual civil war 
going on within the department, albeit, ever so quietly. 

The crux of the problems seems to be the diversity of the 
department. There is forensics, drama, radio/TV, oral 
communications, debate, and the graduate program in 
theatre. From all outward appearances, what started out to 
be healthy diversity has turned into a case of- being spread 
too thin. 

According to Bjorklund, in light of the economic situation 



of the university is it no longer financially feasible to support 
all facets of the speech and theatre program. The 
department faculty has been empowered to decide among 
themselves on a new set of priorities. 

Will forensics and debate, with national reputations, bear 
the brunt? Will theatre and drama students get the short end 
of the stick, right when it looks like they’ll finally be getting 
a real stage to perform on? 

It looks, instead, like the hungry eyes are on the speech 
and theatre department's graduate program. With the least 
amount of students enrolled and with the university’s 
commitment to undergraduate work first and graduate 
programs second, dropping the graduate program seems to 
be the least objectionable alternative. 

But that’s not the only alternative and it seems that faculty 
members in the speech and theatre department are 
scrutinizing each one. For almost a year the in-house 
bickering has been going on with the rate and intensity 
increasing to the point of weekly department meetings now 
and curt refusals to questions on the subject. 

• It seems that the whole subject is a sore spot with 
members of the department, each one protecting his own 
interests as they lie with his facet of the program. 

Like it or not, sore spot or not, the department people are 
going to have to decide priorities soon for the future of the 
program before they art raced with an ultimatum from Dean 
Bjorklund on behalf of the university. And it seems more 
than likely that droppin- he graduate program will be one 
half of the ultimatum. 

It’s a shame to see this kind of thing going on. 
Traditionally, things like fine arts programs are the first to 
be hit at educational, institution when administrators’ 
hungr; eyes turn in search of money. 

The diversity Bradley is known for is being jeopardized 
like never before. 

But like the combining of the English and foreign 
language departments last year and the integration of 
physical education programs, we can still maintain our 
ability to adapt. 

The university community and especially currently 
enrolled speech majors, incoming ..peech majors, and 
prospective graduate students in the department deserve to 
know the status of the program. Filibustering the issue 
behind closed department doors will only force someone 
else’s hand in the matter. The department’s faculty are the 
experts. They need to spur this thing on to a decision and 
stop lamenting the fact that they’re being forced to make 
one. 

In hard times when resources are scarce, everyone must 
be willing to cut back, trade off, reassess, and reallocate for 
the good of the university as a whole. 

The speech and theatre department need not feel sold out 
or shortchanged. The hungry eyes will probably be on 
someone else’s special interests next year.

money will go chiefly to “the 
places that find trouble 
getting funds.” 

Zavertnik hopes to meet and 
go beyond last year’s total of 
$9,000. 

“Sometimes with this kind 
of charity event, you have to 
push a little bit for compli¬ 
mentary advertising, to even 
get a chance to make your 
announcement,” Zavertnik 
said. “Our publicity people 
are able to do that. 

“We haven’t had too much 
bad publicity, like people 
causing trouble, or trying to 
rob the place. It’s always been 
in a good light to the local 
community.” 

Zavertnik said Carnival 
Clowns would be used again 
this year. About 60 Clowns 
will go to local grade schools, 
Northwoods Mall, Sheridan 
Village, and the Courthouse 


Plaza. They will give away 
candy, balloons, and sell 
Campus Carnival buttons. The 
Clowns will be an advertise¬ 
ment in themselves for Car¬ 
nival. 

Entertaiment will include 
the Bradley Jazz Band on 
Friday evening, a ventrilo¬ 
quist Saturday afternoon, and 
a “Top 40’s” band Saturday 
evening. 

The biggest problem faced 
this year is working with the 
new permanent floor in the 
Field House. Zavertnik said 
that the layout of the Carnival „ 
had to be changed. The old 
playing surface was 
removable. 

A covering on the new floor 
will be used to protect it from 
burns and punctures. “We 
still have to watch for the 
possibility of water damage. 
We’ll watch the floor very 


carefully.” 

Zavertnik said the Field 
House maintenance crew, 
headed by Leo Delinski, has 
been very understanding and 
helpful with any problems the 
Carnival committee has faced. 

Zavertnik said overhead 
costs are printing, promotion, 
and decoration costs. Fire¬ 
men, security service, the 
Field House staff, and an 
electrician are also paid. 
“These costs are minimal in 
relation to the amount of 
money we take in,” Zavertnik 
said. 

Personnel and construction 
have posed no problems this 
year. 

Gayle Smith, assistant ac¬ 
tivities director of Student 
Center, is the advisor this 
year. Smith has worked on the 
Carnival in past years.

Webster stated his goals in 
forming the Student Union are 
to provide more coordination 
and communication between 
groups of related interest and 
to give more authority and 
control over problems, issues, 
projects and interests to those 
students on campus who are 
most qualified to handle them. 
“The union will have four 
main functions consisting of 
communication, legislation, 
activities and coordination and 
administration,’’ explained 
Webster. 

Other proposed changs in¬ 
clude the selection of Senators 
solely from housing. This 
would eliminate the class 
senators and black senator 
and make for better commun¬ 
ication between the senators 
and their student constituents, 
said Webster. He also would 
like a ratio of 100 students to 
each Senator, again to facili¬ 
tate communication. “Repre¬ 
sentation is best achieved 
when the Senator knows who 
he is representing and what 
they need and want,” said 
Webster. 

The Senate will not decide 
upon specific projects until 
they have determined their 
role in relation to the student, 
Webster said. 

He was asked if he would be 


hesitant to discard his plan if, 
after evaluation, it was 
determined not to be what the 
Bradley student government 
needs. “No, not at all,” 
Webster replied. “The only 
way I would be upset is if 
somebody didn’t come up with 
something better. I really feel 
the need for change is 
strong.”

Breaking 12 of 21 school 
records, the “best swimming 
team Bradley has ever had’’ 
placed second, 10 points 
behind Oakland University at 
the Motor City Championships 
in Detroit last week.

The old record was 4:28.4 and 
McCarthy’s time was 4:27.1. 
Senior Dave Haussler had a 
time of 4:28.1 while John 
Murphy swam it in 4:28.6. 

Bryce Unruh broke the 200 
free record, formerly held by 
Tim Harris and Roy Whalen. 
Harris broke his old record in 
the 100 fly by a mere tenth of a 
second.

The 800 free relay team of 
Unruh, Newcomb, Harris and 
Whalen smashed the old 
record by almost five and a 
half seconds. 

Bradley broke four more 
records the final day but could 
not manage to hold onto their 
lead and lost to Oakland by ten 
with 633 points. Notre Dame 
finished third with 544 points 
followed by Wayne State, 
Northern Michigan, Wiscon- 
sin-Milwaukee, Valparaiso, 
and Ferris State. 

Reg Folmar broke Rick 
Schackle’s record in the 200 
back. Schackle had just 
recently broke the record held 
by Folmar. Dave Haussler 
broke the record in the 200 


breast in the consolation finals 
only to see George Vander- 
heyden reset that record by 
one-tenth second in the finals. 

The 400 free relay team of 
Unruh, Schackle, Whalen, and 
Harris beat the old record by 
three seconds. 

Harris won the 200 fly, and 
Schackle had his best time in 
the event but was touched out 
by Paul Karas of Oakland for 
second place. 

In diving, Tim Dexter went 
from eighth to fourth place in 
the three-meter competition. 

Spink cited 14 swimmers 
who had their personal bests. 

Freshman Chuck McCann 
bet his best time in the 200 
breast by about six seconds. 
Whalen tied his best time in 
the 50 free and recorded his 
best in the prelims of the 100 
free. John Murphy had his 
^est in the 400 IM by seven 
seconds. 

“They svtfam their hearts 
out at that meet,’’ said Spink. 
He added, after saying that 
this was the best team ever, 
that they would be even better 
next year. 

Next Friday, while many 
Bradley students will be 
heading for Florida, Tim 
Harris will be headed for 
Cleveland and the NCAA 
Division I championships.

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Bradley’s Phegley proves he’s not just a Boon County prospect 


If only Augie could see him now

Springtime, 1974. A tall, skinny high school 
senior was in Rock Island, touring the campus 
of Augustana College with fellow students 
when he decided to talk to the basketball coach 
about his chances of playing there the next 
season. • 

The coach’s reply was short and not sweet. 
“This is not some Boon County College,” the 
youth was told. “We recruit here, and we don’t 
allow just anybody to come in and play.” 

*** 

Springtime, 1977. A taller, less skinny 
college junior had just finished the season as 



the seventh leading scorer in the country, been 
named Player of The Year in the Valley 
Conference, broken Chet Walker’s single¬ 
season scoring record, and was being given 
more than a casual glance by professional 
scouts. 

“I wonder how he feels now,” Roger 
Phegley says of the Augustana coach that 
turned him away. He says it with a smile, and 
there is a hint of satisfaction in his voice. 
Satisfaction justified. 

Three years ago nobody — but nobody — 
was looking at Roger Phegley as a college 
basketball prospect. St. Louis sent him a 
questionnaire, which he filled out, but they 
never replied; Monmouth called him on the 
telephone; but that was all. 

Meanwhile, Phegley was pitching for the 
East Peoria High School baseball team, and 
drawing more attention than he had for 
basketball, even though he was all-conference 
in both sports. 

The Cincinnati Reds of the National League 
wanted him badly enough to offer a $2,000 
bonus. And Bradley University baseball coach 
Chuck Buescher wanted Phegley enough to 
offer him a chance to try out for the basketball 
team. ^ 

“He talked a lot about basketball,” says 
Phegley. “His biggest sales pitch was 
basketball. He said he could work it out for me 
to try out for the team.” 

Bradley had a lock on Phegley, even before 
he pitched his team to second place in the 
Illinois State Tournament, but only if he went 
to college. 

“I told Coach Buescher that I’d sign with 
Bradley,” says Phegley. But there was still the 
Reds’ offer, and in mid-August, Phegley called 
scout Chip Montgomery to say he was ready to 
turn professional. 


“But that news got out, and Buescher came 
back again,” says Phegley. “Then I decided to 
go to Bradley and had to tell Montgomery 
‘no.’ ” Which didn’t please the Reds scout, 
who drove from “somewhere in Tennessee” to 
Peoria to sign Phegley. 

But it pleased Buescher and since then, it 
has pleased a lot of other people. 

*** 

During the summer before his freshman 
year, Phegley took up on Buescher’s basketball 
offer and practiced often. Up in old Hewitt 
Hall, where after a long day in the sun the 
temperature was usually over 100 degrees, 
some of the holdovers from Bradley’s 20-8 
season were there, as well as several new 
recruits. * 

“I thought I played as well as anybody,” 
Phegley says. “Then I started thinking that if I 
put a little effort into it, I might be able to make 
the team.” 

The tryouts Buescher talked about never 
materialized for Phegley. While other hopefuls 
went through that process in Hewitt, Phegley 
practiced with the established team in the Field 
House. 

“I guess by osmosis I was on the team,” he 
says. “I was never told to leave and then coach 
(Joe) Stowell’s conversation changed. He was 
using ‘we.’ ” 

There were doubts at first about Phegley’s 
ability to play, especially among the fans. But a

pre-season exhibition performance against the 
Brazilian National team raised eyebrows. A 
little recognition and more playing time 
followed, and his confidence grew also. 

“Most of the publicity was about me not 
being on scholarship,” says Phegley. “That 
gave me confidence.” 

Phegley’s role changed from part-time 
starter as a freshman to No. 2 scorer as a 
sophomore, to All-America candidate as a 
junior. The progress came quickly, and 
surprisingly, even to Phegley. 

“Coach Stowell would say — and I didn’t 
really believe him — that by the improvement I 
had from high school to freshman year, and 
from freshman to sophomore, that if I kept 
improving like that and learned as much in the

summers, by my senior year I would have the 
possibility of a pro future.” 

Phegley’s statistics this season — 27.4 f 
points per game, 57 per cent shooting in Valley 

games — were also a surprise. “I didn’t have 
any idea I’d be close to 30 a game,” he says. 

“I knew I’d be getting a lot of shots off. As a 
guard, it’s ideal to post down low against the 
smaller guy guarding me. But halfway through 
the year, I was shooting 60 per cent. That’s 
ridiculous. Nobody can shoot that well.” 

That kind of shooting, as well as overall play 
and consistency earned Phegley all sorts of 
praise from people whose opinions really 
matter. At 6-foot-7, a pro future became a real 
possibility, especially as a guard, where he is 
becoming increasingly effective. 

Realizing the opportunity, Phegley intends 
to make the most of it. That means practicing 
basketball this summer on a regular basis, 
something he hasn’t done since coming to 
Bradley. Instead he has played in summer 
baseball leagues. 

“Now I like to think I have a shot at playing 
pro ball,” says Phegley. “And with the 
improvements I plan on making in the next 
year. I’d be disappointed if I didn’t have the 
opportunity.” 

And if that opportunity doesn’t materialize? 
“Then I’ve only got myself to criticize.” 


Freeman sets mile record, Braves third 

ISU to win in 9:07.3.

Mike Freeman set a school 
record and Dave Brown placed 
in four events last weekend as 
the Bradley University track 
team took third place at the 
Illinois State University Indoor 
Invitational. 

Illinois State won the meet 
with 181 points while Southern 
Illinois was second with 150, 
and Bradley third with 64. 
Other teams in order of finish 
were Chicago Circle (56), 


Loyola (33), DePaul (17),

Freeman clocked 4:18.7 to 
fake fifth place in the mile. It 
was the fastest time ever 
recorded indoors by a Bradley 
runner. 

The East Peoria junior also 
placed fifth in the 1,000-meter 
run with a time of 2:35.1.

About five years or so ago, 
Bradley students got their collective wrists slapped for being 
naughty in the Field House during rock concerts. 

Student leaders fought valiantly for another chance but 
the curse was on. And the concert situation hasn’t been the 
same since. 

During the height of the moratorium days, student leaders 
tried to point out the Bradley students are not the only ones 



occupying seats in the Field House during concerts. There 
are some local rowdies being entertained at the Field House 
who don’t know our concert code of behavior. 

As long as they pay their admission and behave 
themselves, who cares, right? 

But with some of the Bradley audience lost to spring break 
vacation and their seats being occupied by outsiders, I hope 
those who seek to punish the undisciplined tonight, exercise 
good judgment. 

The concert curse has a tendency to cloud one’s vision. 

All the pre-concert warnings and finger waggings (shipper 
shame) about no drinking or smoking in the Field 
House.. .they’re all results of the curse, too. 

Most of the currently enrolled students weren’t even 
around when the moratorium was slapped on. Yet they listen 
patiently to the “Don’t forget how you blew the last concert” 
talk and all the ultimatums. 

All right, already. Will you let us have a concert for 
chrissakes? Oh great god of concerts. Just one itty bitty 


“high risk” rock extravaganza and we promise not to burn 
holes in the new Field House floor. 

For those of you who took the chance and bought tickets 
for tonight’s show despite Bradley’s concert track record, 
you are to be commended. There’s a whole segment of the 
campus that gave up after Wild Cherry not to mention those 
like myself who canned concert ticket-line-standing and 
ticket buying after the Earth, Wind and Fire insult. 

Why is it that concerts and Bradley just don’t get along? 

It’s that concert curse. 

The same curse has been put on many medium-sized 
private universities with field houses or auditoriums of less 
than 10,000 seating capacity. The big universities have 
bargained us right out of the national entertainment market. 

“High risk” groups just won’t mess around with a gig like 
Bradley. Why should they stop off in Peoria when they can 
get twice the take at the door if they stop, instead, at 
Champaign? 

The curse makes it difficult to pick choice dates for groups 
to appear here. For example, if Jethro Tull is on tour making 
a stop, say, at ISU and U of I and Bradley has a chance to get 
the group in between stops (they need someplace to stop 
overnight anyway) Bradley has to take the date leftover after 
the big schools schedule at their convenience. 

That’s why we’re stuck with Jethro Tull the night 
everyone has already left for Flor and Boston the night 
everyone’s just getting back. 

No concerts of any magnitude have been successfully 
pulled off yet this academic year and when we finally get 
what looks like it might be another chance from the god of 
concerts, the curse hits again and we get two in 10 days at 
inconvenient times. 

At $6.50 a crack, plus a trip to Florida in between, two 
concerts might be a little more than even the most die hard 
of fans can afford. 

I guess if one of the two concerts materializes, we’ll at 
least be one concert ahead of this time last year or last 
semester. 

But the curse lurks in the foyer. 

Will there be rascals sneaking alcoholic beverages into the 
Field House tonight? Or lighting up cigarettes? Or lighting 
up those funny cigarettes with the funny aroma? 

Will Boston cancel? Will Jethro Tull show up? 

For the sake of all the-spring break travel plans delayed 
for one day because of the promise of Tull, I hope to hell he 
shows. 

Maybe then we can lay this blasted concert curse to rest. 

At least, enjoy your break.

Then came spring. With 
spring comes sunshine and 
breezes. And, between rains, 
baseball. 

The Bradley University 
baseball team left Peoria this 
morning on its trip south and 
will play its first game 
tomorrow in Shawnee, Okla. 
against Oklahoma Baptist. 

The Braves have 10 games 
scheduled in the early season 
test, including a doubleheader 
against Tulsa. Bradley returns 
home late in March and plays 
its first home game against St. 
Louis, a doubleheader April 1. 

Yet in spring there is a tinge 
of doubt about a baseball 
team. Will the cooler temper¬ 
atures affect the pitchers? 
Will the dampness affect the 
hitting? Will all that result in 
any injuries? 

“You’re never prepared for 
your first game of baseball in 
Peoria, Illinois,” Bradley 
coach Chuck Buescher said 
this week. “We need some 
good weather to know about 
what kind of team we have. 

“The trip is kinda like a 
spring training. Except that 
these spring training games 
count for your record.” 

Buescher, who listed 21 
players for the trip, is looking 
for consistency. “I think that 
condition wise we’re ready to 
play. I think we’re mentally 
ready to play,” he said. 
“From a coaching standpoint, 
I’m not sure we’re ready.” 

So with that small feeling of 
doubt, of mystery, the first 
few games of a baseball 


season are like walking a tight 
rope. You proceed straight 
ahead and hope you don’t slip 
or a strong wind doesn’t come 
along. 

Buescher will try “quite a 
few pitchers” on the trip. The 
roster is deep with pitchers, 
contrasting last year’s lack of 
numbers in the hurling ranks. 
“If they stay healthy and pitch 
up to their capabilities, we’ll 
be good,” he said. 


“Some have been slow 
coming around and some have 
been pleasant surprises,” 
Buescher said of his winter 
indoor workouts. “The few 
times we’ve been outside I’ve 
been disappointed.” 

The nucleus of the pitching 
staff will probably be Mark 
Allard, Mike Kubera, Rich 
Russell and Curt Thompson. 
But equally important are 
Robbie Butler, Guy Hoffman, 
Danny Chick and Mark Rug- 
geri. Add to that Roger 
Phegley, Pat Welch, Mike 
Riehle and Aaron Bronson and 
you have lots of pitchers. 

“I won’t hestitate to use 
anybody,” Buescher said. 
“But I’m still reluctant to use 
the bull pen too much.” 

“I remember last year 
trying to play four games in 
two days with five pitchers,” 
he said. “I don’t want that 
again.” 

Bradley leaves without an 
intrasquad game under its 
belt. “In the south they can 
get in a few intrasquad games 
before the season,” Buescher 
said. “We can’t; but try to 
simulate game situations in

practice.” 

Position by position, the 
Braves have more experience 
than in previous years. Dave 
Burritt and Pat Jackson will 
handle the catching duties. 
Both are solid catches and 
Jackson will probably see 
action in the designated 
hitter’s role also. 


Hard-hitting John Daynor 
will-play first base and Kurt 
Engel seems to have come 
home to second. “Kurt’s been 
moved around a little bit,” 
Buescher said. “He’s been 
away from the infield a year 
but I think second base is his 
strongest position.” 


Steve Malpede will play 
shortstop and last year’s 
freshman standout Randy 
Simmons will be at third base. 
Dale Lichtenstein, Jim Shadid 
and Pat Flanagan are capable 
of filling in in the infield. 

Shadid will share center- 
field duties with Hoffman, 
who hits well despite having 
been a pticher in the past. 
Gordy Lopez, a good hitter 
with excellent speed will play 
left field and Steven Anderson 
will start in right. 

“But they can be switched 
around some,” Buescher said 
of his outfield. In reserve 
roles, he has Randy Mar- 
chand, a first baseman-

Scotland Yard does it again; 
defeats LCA for All-U title

Members of the Scotland 
Yard intramural basketball 
team were gathering at one 
end of the Robertson Field 
House floor for a picture 
Monday night after a 47-42 
victory over Lambda Chi 
Alpha for the All-University 
men’s championship. 

In the midst of it all, Yard 
member Myrten Byrd raised 
two fingers into the air and 
began to dance and shout, 
“Two years in a row; two 
years in a row.” 

Pictures taken, Yard man¬ 
ager-player-coach Keyin Fer¬ 
guson set the record straight. 
“That’s three in a row with 
Taboo,” he said. 

Taboo was a beginning and 
an end, a one year legend. 
Taboo won the All-University 
title in 1975 with relatively the 
same ease that a glutton lifts a 
spoon to his mouth. 

“After Taboo, we knew 
there was no team that could 
ever match it,” said Sam 
Johnson, the founder of Taboo 
and now a member of Scotland 
Yard. 

“My roommate (Gary 
Shackleford) was gonna play 
for another off-campus team,” 
said Johnson, recalling how 
Taboo was formed. “Then I 
came to the conclusion we 


should start our own team. 

“So I got Jack Brady and 
Ray Caldwell and a couple 
other big guys who had tried 
out for the varsity, but didn’t 
make it.” 

“Jack was unstoppable,” 
said Ferguson of Brady, who 
at 6-foot-3 tried out for and 
made the Bradley varsity for 
the 1975-76 season. 

Brady gone, and the Taboo 
named retired, but with 
several team members still 
around, the defending cham¬ 
pions stuck together, only 
under the name of Scotland 
Yard. And last year they did it 
again, running into stiff 
competition from just one 
team, that coming in the 
championship game against 
Over the Hill Gang. Scotland 
Yard won by 15 points. 

This year it got tougher. 
“Everybody was out for us 
this year,” said guard Tommy 
Whittier. “Every team was 
out for us.” 

But still the Yard survived, 
and proved it still had the old 
magic during a 120-7 victory 
over The Drastics in mid¬ 
season. After slipping by 
Mixed Nuts in overtime for the 
independent championship, 
the Yard survived a one-point 
scare from Sigma Nu to 
qualify for the All-U finals 


with LCA. 

And in the first half, there | 
was trouble again. 

“Our biggest trouble was 
that we weren’t utilizing our 
quickness to the fullest,” said 
Ferguson. “We were coming 
down, shooting long J’s and 
not going to the basket.” 

But in the second half that 
changed. Trailing 34-32 after a 
tip by LCA’s Mark Ruggeri 
with 13:02 left, Scotland Yard 
went inside. 

Brook Ellis went into the 
lane and through the defense 
twice for layups and Martin 
Bankhead worked inside for a 
five-footer to put The Yard on 
top 38-34 with 4:59 left.

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LCA’s Rich Russell hit two 
field goals around a free throw 
by Whittier to close to within a 
point with three minutes left. 
But Scotland Yard spread its 
offense, forced LCA to foul, 
and Whittier and Shakleford 
made six straight free throws 
to put the game away.

Shackleford went to the 
basket,” said Ferguson of The 
Yard’s high scorer with 16 
points.

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Webster: Student Senate to establish attendance policy

Feeling that the Student 
Senate’s policy on attendance 
should be left up to the Senate 
administration, All-school 
President Art Webster has 
proposed an amendment to 
the senate constitution which 
would allow the Senate ad¬ 


ministration to set its own 
policy. 

“We feel that (attendance 
policy) should be set up 
according to the needs of the 
various administrations,” 
Webster said, adding that his 
feeling is that senators were to 
keep up with the needs of their 


Tornado procedure 

Effective immediately, a new tornado alert system will be 
used in Bradley’s academic buildings. 

When a tornado is sighted approaching Bradley’s campus, 
all class bells will sound one long (of about ten seconds 
duration) ring, and three short rings. At this signal, all 
people should go to the basement of the building they are in, 
and stay in the interior halls, if there is room. If there is no 
room in the halls, go to class rooms or labs with no outside 
windows. 

In Baker Hall and Jobst Hall, go to Bradley Hall basement. 
In Duryea Hall, go to Macmillan Hall basement. All 
movements to these basements should be orderly, do not run 
or panic. 

Persons will be notified in each basement when it is safe to 
leave by a Security Officer. 


constituents along with reg¬ 
ular attendance at Student 
Senate meetings. 

“I think it’s important for 
Senators to attend meetings of 
the people they’re represent¬ 
ing. If they’re from a dorm, 
they should be at the Dorm 
Council meetings; Off-campus 
senators should try and be at 
the Off-campus organization 
meetings; Greek senators 
should go to the IFC-Pan Hel 
meetings,” Webster said. 

“We’d like for senators to 
be at student meetings.” 
Webster added, “We feel it’s 
as much a part of their jobs as 
going to (Student Senate) 
meetings.” 

In the constitution, four 
unexcused absences are cause 
for a senator’s removal from 
office. Webster said that he is 
not objecting to this policy, or 
to the policy that any absence 
over four is counted as an 
unexcused absence and serves 


as grounds for a senator’s 
removal. However, Webster 
added that his administra¬ 
tion’s plans were to get more 
information on school prob¬ 
lems from the students, and 
would like meetings for 
senators’ constituent groups 
to be counted on the same 
level as regular Student 
Senate meetings. 

Webster has not formed a 
definite policy on attendance 
at meetings for senators, 
adding that the amendment 
will be brought up at a future 
meeting. The amendment has 
already cleared the Student 
Senate executive board. 

Attendance has to be taken 
at official meetings only, 
according to the constitution. 
Webster said that at Senate 
committee meetings, atten¬ 
dance has been a problem. 

“A lot of committee chair¬ 
men had to have reasons to 
report absences,” he said, 
adding that designating a 


meeting as official might give 
the chairmen a reason to 
report absences. 

Webster reaffirmed his 
position in favor of the present 
policy on removing a senator 
from office. Explaining the 
policy on absences, Webster 
stated, “If (a senator) has 
three unexcused absences and 
starts running up a lot of 
excused absences, you have to 
ask yourself ‘If that senator’s 
not there seven times, how 
can he be doing his job?’ ” 

The objection is to the 
Senate attendance policy be¬ 
ing set out in the constitution 
(Article II, section 2). 

“Our objection is to its 
being included in the consti¬ 
tution,” Webster said. “We 
don’t feel that attendance 
policy should be determined in 
advance. We’d like to let ours 
and future administrations 
determine their own atten¬ 
dance policy.”

The Activities Council of 
Bradley University (ACBU) 
was commended by the Field 
House Scheduling Committee 
for the outcome of two recent 
concerts at Bradley. 

After such concern on the 
problem of smoking and 
drinking at the concerts, the 
security efforts by ACBU 
evidently paid off. According 
to ACBU Scheduling Chair¬ 
man Don Stahlin, there was 
very little smoking or drinking 
in the performance area for 
either concert. 

“At the first concert, they 
decided to call our bluff, and a 
lot of people brought beer or 
liquor with them thinking they 
could get in with it. We had 
security making checks, so 
there wasn’t much drinking at 
the concert,” Stahlin said. 

There were a great many 
empty bottle and cans in the 
area around the Field House 


when crews cleaned after the 
concerts. 

Seven thousand tickets were 
sold for the Jethro Tull concert 
on March 18. A profit of 
$2,500 was made on that 
concert. According to Stahlin, 
the Boston concert March 27 
was a sellout of 7,500 and a 
profit of $3,500 was realized. 

At its meeting last week, 
the FHSC agreed to hear any 
future requests for hard rock 
or high risk concerts from 
ACBU. The moratorium on 
high risk concerts has not 
been removed, however.

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CAAB investigation of SABRC 
yields positive suggestions

In submitting a report on 
the policies and procedures of 
Student Activity Budget Re¬ 
view Committee (SABRC) to 
President Martin Abegg, the 
Campus Affairs Advisory 
Board (CAAB) has recom¬ 
mended three changes. 

The first is that the Student 
Senate be removed from those 
organizations eligible to re¬ 
ceive funds from SABRC. The 
Student Senate budget alloca¬ 
tion would be determined by 
the president of Bradley or his 
designee. 

“Student Senate is very 
important on campus,’’ said 
Donald Albanito, chairman of 
CAAB. “If they are concerned 
about having their budget cut, 
they should submit their 
budget request to the presi¬ 
dent or someone appointed by 
him.” 

In the report to the 
president, CAAB stated, “It 
appeared to CAAB that much 
of the dissatisfaction ex¬ 
pressed with SABRC budget 
procedures and allocations 
were rooted in the philosophy 
that the Student Senate, and 
not a special agency (SABRC) 
should administer the funds 
for student activities. CAAB is 
strong in its feeling that the 
allocMon of funds for student 
organizations continue to be 
done by the Student Activity 
Budget Review Committee 
and not the Student Senate.” 


The second change recom¬ 
mended by CAAB to Abegg 
was that all athletic or 
recreational groups be consoli¬ 
dated under one budget 
(Intramural or Athletic) and be 
removed from the list of 
organizations eligible to re¬ 
ceive funds from SABRC. 
Those groups would include 
the Cheerleaders, Meri-N- 
Ettes, Aquadettes, Ice Hock¬ 
ey, Karate, Table Tennis, 
Fencing, Wrestling and Water 
Polo Clubs, and Soccer and 
Bowling Teams. 


According to the report, the 
rationale behind this is to: a) 
make one person responsible 
and accountable for the 
organization and funding of 
these programs, b) reduce the 
confusion that now exists in 
the minds of student groups as 
to the sources of funds and 
variable procedures which 
exist in applying for them, and 
c) reduce the workload of 
SABRC. No serious opposition 
to this proposal has been 
made by the director of 
Athletics, chairman of the 
P.E. department, director of 
Intramurals, or the chairman 
of SABRC. 

The final change the report 
recommends is that all organ¬ 
izations wishing to be consid¬ 
ered eligible for funding by 
SABRC must submit an 
“Organizational Fact Sheet” 
to the SABRC chairperson.

Bradley’s chance 

to take a stand 


The ecology kick seems to be pretty much over and it 
has been for quite awhile. It’s a shame how quickly people 
forget, though. Like the energy crunch, when the squeeze 
lets up, we simply return to the old habits. 

Many times, though, some good habits are learned. We 
may turn off unnecessary lights, or we may lower our 
thermostats. 

Bradley has an Energy Task Force specifically formed 
to find ways to conserve energy. While worrying about 
energy, we must also worry about the rest of our 
environment, the rest of the world we live in. 

Our complaint is a small one. But we feel the university 
should make an attempt to use recycled paper, or at the 
very least, white paper, for the releases it sends out, along 
with other material printed by the university. 

We realize that only a small part of the work done is on 
colored paper, but perhaps Bradley should be a leader in 
the conversion to recycled paper. 

Arguments go both ways—there’s the problem of 
collection of newsprint for recycling, the dyes used for 
colored paper, or the bleach used for white paper. No 
matter which way you go, there’s always another side to 
the argument. The solution kindest to the environment is 
in our opinion, recycled paper. 

We hope those departments using colored paper will 
consider changing to white paper, if not recycled paper. 

And certainly the idea of all university work being done 
on recycled paper is good public relations for Bradley as it 
refuses to add even a little more to the burden already on 
our environment.

Poor coverage 
of women 

Is Kirk Wessler a sports 
writer or is he the publicity 
agent for Jane Phelan and the 
Pi Beta Phi sorority basketball 
team?

I spotted him 
entering the Field House one 
night as the women’s team 
was playing a preliminary 
game to the men’s Nevada-

three minutes because that 
was all the time left in the 
game. 

Getting back to the team 
itself, Wessler has added 
insult to injury by ranking a 
sorority team higher than the 
women’s. If they are so good, 
I’d love to see them square off 
against ICC, a Bradley oppo¬ 
nent, and a team ranked 
seventh in the country at the 
junior college level.

There was also a front-page story on the Culture Week 
activities and on “Organization’s Forum” column on the editorial 
page from the Culture Week co-chairperson. 

Since I’ve been associated with the Scout, we’ve never had that 
much black student input. On the contrary, I was told straight to

my face once that “blacks don’t read the Scout. There’s nothing in 
it” for them. 

Well I don’t believe it. There are blacks reading the Scout and 
struggling for recognition on campus. Read the March 18 issue if 
you don’t believe it. Two different, very different, letters, both 
demonstrating a certain degree of frustration. Both saying 
between the lines. “Yeh, we’re having our Culture Week but 
that’s only the tip of our iceberg of needs.” 

Two letters to the Scout, a Culture Week, a token black studies 
program, and a rundown culture house are surely not enough. 

We need blacks on university committees, Student Senate, 
SABRC and publications. We need black input, initiative and 
assertion. 

The letters to the Scout missed the eyes of a good percentage of 
readers who left campus early for break. My attempts to promote 
more discussion with the authors of the letters fell by the wayside. 


The Culture Week activities will be attended only by blacks. 
Anyone else who might be interested in attending any of the 
activities surely won’t do so with any help from the Scout 
front-page story March 18. 

The story mentioned the Omega Psi Phi Fraternity dance at the 
Regency but didn’t say when it is. A jazz concert, the BSA 
All-Stars basketball game and the Soul Food Dinner were also 
mentioned but not where we could go to be in on any of them. An 
art exhibit was listed as open next Saturday at the Culture House 
while a story in the Journal Star said the Student Center foyer. 
And what is a “March Down”, Omega Pearls? 

It would seem that the purpose 6i the week should be 
recognition, awareness, information, education of the campus and 
community to the contributions the blacks are making to Bradley. 
The week’s activities should not, then, be designed to speak 
exclusively to blacks. If you’re black, you know what your people 
are doing around here. I’m the one who needs to know. Myself and 
my white friends and colleagues. 

The Black Culture Week Committee could, next year, add to its 
plans a history making student activity. Why not sponsor a student 
leaders (and anyone else interested) brainstorm session 
specifically designed to get white and black student leaders 
together to share ideas? 

Like, why do blacks walk in single file lines when they have 
fraternity initiations? Why do they insist that no one break through 
their lines? Do they realize it causes resentment when a dozen 
guys come into the lunch line and won’t allow people to break in 
for seconds as is customary in all dorm cafeterias? 

These are the types of things whites grumble about but don’t 
really understand. A brainstorm session could help. It might be 
shaky the first couple of times but after such sessions become 
more common, some barriers might begin to break down. 

If just one small bit of respect between two people could begin in 
this way, the effort would be worth it. 

The Culture Week could be a truly significant experience for all 
of us. As Myrten Byrd and Judy Neloms put it in their impressive 
letter to the editor March 18, “We must not only communicate 
among ourselves, but take part in two-way communication 
process.” And that goes for all of us. 

Somebody has to start it, though. Culture Week Committee? 
What d’you say? For all our sakes.

entertainer of the year. If the 
administration ever realized 
that this is not our bag, we 
think they would be more 
willing to support the con¬ 
structive functions we are 
capable of giving for the total 
enrichment of all, i.e., Black 
Culture Week, Mr. and Mrs.

Energy Task 
maintenance 


The Energy Task Force has 
sent a recommendation to 
President Martin Abegg stat¬ 
ing that Bradley University 
should spend $65,000 to 
modify the air system in 
Bradley Hall. 

According to Donald Alban- 
ito, chairman of the Energy 
Task Force, the university 
could save more than half the 
amount spent if the modifica¬ 
tions were made. “If we spend 
$65,000 making some mechan¬ 
ical changes in Bradley Hall,” 
Albanito said, “we can save 
$40,000 a year on energy costs 
if they are at the same rate as 
today. We’ve already had a 
two percent increase from 
that.” 

Albanito stated that if next 
winter is as severe as this 
year’s, Bradley will be forced 
to use oil instead of gas. If that 
were to occur, costs would 
double. If the $65,000 were 
spent, the university could 
recover virtually double sav¬ 
ings.

Last week a little madness 
overtook Bradley. Clowns 
skipped around campus push¬ 
ing Carnival buttons on 
unsuspecting friends. Groups 
of students worked putting up 
booths on the Field House 
floor. Someone sat down in a 
rocking chair Thursday and 
didn’t get up again till 
Saturday. It was Carnival 
madness. 

Carnival madness...like the 
werewolf disease it consists of 
periodic attacks. In this case 
the attacks have come every 
spring since 1952, and result¬ 
ed in the raising of more than 
$120,000 over the years. 

This year they raised more 
than $6,300. That’s a lot of 10 
cent tickets sold, especially 
since most everyone who went 
agreed that the crowds were 
down from last year. The 
money was down too - about 
$2,400 down from last year. 

Part of the problem was the 
new Field House floor, our 
pride and joy during basket¬ 
ball season but now simply in 
the way because, unlike the 
old floor, it’s not possible to 
dismantle it. This put a strict 
limitation on space and on the 
number of booths that could 
be set up. 

Mainly though, the crowds 
simply weren’t there. Chilly, 
wet weather was a part in 
keeping crowds down. 

Those who went to the 
Carnival this year (as every 
year) had mixed reactions. 
One young adult (for those 
who don’t know that’s 25-29) 
came, looked around, then 
deigned to buy two tickets, 
apparently his contribution to 
charity. 

A few minutes later he was 
back. This time to buy three 
tickets. In maybe five minutes 


he shyly approached the ticket 
table to confess that the 
games “have me hooked’’ and 
went all out with the purchase 
of 10 tickets. 

But not everyone was as 
entranced by the Carnival. 
Some Bradley students who 
went didn’t stay long. Too 
small and boring, they ex¬ 
plained. 

For those who participated 
as workers in the Carnival 
there were trophys and 
awards given Saturday night. 

This year’s Carnival King 
and Queen, both sponsored by 
Alpha Phi Omega (APO), were 
Jim Parker and Dorothy 
Nugent. They were dressed as 
King and Queen of Austria, 
and were selected because 
they received the most 
‘votes’’ (“votes’’ are made in 
the form of money.) 

Best decorated booth went 
to APO. This trophy is 


awarded for relevance to the 
theme - “All the World’s a 
Carnival’’ - and for neatness. 
APO’s booth was decorated as 
an Austrian beer garden. 

The trophy for collecting the 
most tickets in the Dorm 
division went to University 
Hall, with Heitz placing 
second. In the combined 
Greek division Sigma Chi - 
Gamma Phi Beta won first and 
Chi Omega - Sigma Phi 
Epsilon finished second. Kap¬ 
pa Delta Rho won in the Single 
Greek division with Delta 
Upsilon second. 

The Sweepstakes trophy for 
collecting the most tickets in 
any division went to APO for 
the 10th straight year. The 
trophy, which is usually given 
for a year at a time, was given 
permanently this year to APO. 

Money collected by the 
Carnival is distributed to local 
charities.

“Jazz deals with the mind. 
It’s different from soul be¬ 
cause you have to be more 
creative, you have to impro¬ 
vise, and that’s hard to do.’’ 

That is how Diane Ellis, 
senior music education major, 
defines the type of music, 
jazz, which she hopes will 
bring her fame some day. 

Ellis’ instrument is alto 
saxophone. She has played it 
since she was in grade school 
in Chicago. 

“I started out playing piano 
when I was five. But I used to 
watch my uncle play his sax, 
and I noticed how he never 
used sheet music like I did. He 
just played. 1 guess that is 
what attracted me to it. 

“So when I got a chance to 
play in an elementary school 
band, I just decided to play the 
sax.’’ 

She went on to become a 
member of the 130-member 
Chicago All-City High School 
Band, and in fact was the only 
representative from her high 
school. She was a member of 
this band for three years, as 
well as a member of the 
All-City Jazz Band. 

What attracted her to jazz 
was being able to provide her 
own interpretation of the 
music. 

“Of course, you need the 
chords and tone of a song, hut 
you improvise the rest,’’ she 
said. 

She practiced often. “It was 
like instead of getting my 
practicing done in a hurry so I 


could do my homework, I got 
my homework done as fast as 
possible so I’d have lots of 
time to practice.’’ 

Ellis soon started playing in 
Chicago nightclubs on ama¬ 
teur nights. “I always take my 
horn with me to concerts, 
nightclubs, any place where I 
might be able to play. You 
never know when you’ll get a 
break.’’ 

She got a good break when 
she met one of the top jazz 
musicians in the country, 
Sonny Stitt. 

“He let me come up on 
stage and play since it was an 
amateur night. I think he was 
kind of surprised when he saw 
how well I could play. 

“Then he invited me to jam 
with him, and he became very 
enthused with my playing.’’ 

So enthused that he took it 
upon himself to become a 
personal instructor of sorts for 
Ellis. They have played 
together over three summers 
now. 

“It’s not like I ask him if I 
can play with him on stage, or 
he asks me up—he just tells 
me to get up there to jam with 
him.’’ 

Ellis came to Bradley 
partially on a Bradley Univer¬ 
sity Band Scholarship which 
her uncle helped her get. She 
auditioned for the scholarship 
by playing classical sax, but 
has played jazz for most of her 
four years here. 

She has been a member of 
the Bradley Concert Band for 
four years and of the Jazz 


Band for every semester but 
this one. 

In June 1975 she played for 
the Johnny Carson studio 
audience at the request of 
band leader Doc Severinsen. 

She had met Severinsen 
when he performed here for 
Dad’s Day a couple of years 
ago. Her father attended the 
concert with her and, as usual, 
she took along her sax. 

The two performers met 
each other backstage after the 
concert, at which time Sever¬ 
insen invited her and her 
father to the reception at the 
Student Center. 

There, Severinsen’s daugh¬ 
ter encouraged him to listen to 
Ellis play. Even though she 
played with no back-up, 
Severinsen was so impressed 
that he invited her to play with 
him if she ever got out to 
California. Which she did that 
summer. 

“We didn’t have any 
trouble getting in to see the 
Tonight Show. They just go 
and hand tickets out to people 
walking by. The Tonight Show 
and Johnny Carson are just 
everyday things out there. It’s 
the same way with all of the 
stars. Nobody gets excited 
about them except the 
tourists. 

“Before the show, I got a 
chance to rehearse with the 
band, and they liked the way I 
played, so I got to play for the 
studio audience during one of 
the commercial breaks. 

“I would have liked to play 
on the air, of course,’’ Ellis 


said, “but you have to have an 
audition, or a ‘demo’ tape, 
and you really need an agent. 

“But still, I enjoyed even 
being able to play there, and I 
got some recognition I might 
not have otherwise received.’’ 

While out in California, 
Ellis performed at Disneyland 
and at various nightclubs. At 
one, she played with tenor 
saxist Teddy Edwards. 

At first, Edwards, like 
nearly everyone else, wasn’t 
sure if Ellis was for real or not. 
“My horn is half as big as me. 
Plus I’m a girl. Nobody knows 
if I’m a put-on or not until I 
start playing.’’ 

After realizing she was for 
real, Edwards let her do a 
solo. When she did this,

people who had been ignoring 
her before, started paying 
attention. 

Ellis won the 1976 Elmhurst 
Jazz Festival All-Star Soloist 
award, despite a slight conflict 
with the jazz band conductor, 


who has since left Bradley. 

The conductor wanted to 
allow Ellis only four or five 
minutes as Bradley’s featured 
soloist. “That just isn’t 
enough time,’’ Ellis said. “To 
really stand out, you need 
about ten minutes of playing 
time. And we really needed a 
good shot at best soloist, since 
we didn’t have a combo and 
our only other shot at an 
award was the band award. 

Ellis only got the five 
minutes, but managed to play 
well enough to be selected 
best soloist. 

Ellis likes progressive jazz, 
but says its performers don’t 
know how to use it in the right 
way. 

“Their use of notes is too 
random. You have to use 
every note carefully. 

Ellis feels music is her 
occupation, and other activ¬ 
ities are for pleasure. She 
enjoys fishing immensely, and 
has favorite spots in Illinois, 
Wisconsin, and Minnesota. 
She also likes bowling and 
other sports. “If I weren’t a 
musician, I’d probably be an 
athlete.’’_ 

As for her future, she plans 
to attend Northwestern Uni¬ 
versity for graduate studies in 
music performance, after 
graduating from Bradley in 
May with a bachelor’s degree 
in music education. 

While still young, Diane 
Ellis has gained recognition by 
some of the best in her field, 
something which others can 
only hope to do over a lifetime.

Tami Sharp began swim¬ 
ming competitively at age six 
for a local swim club in 
Bloomington. Within a year, 
she was winning races on the 
local level. 

By the time she was 12 
years old, she was the nation’s 
No. 1 ranked 100 free 
swimmer in her age group, 
and would soon be going to 
Florida to train for the 1972 
Olympic Trials. She later 
missed qualifying for the trials 
by one-tenth of a second. 

Ten days ago, Tami Sharp 
— now a 19-year-old Bradley 
sophomore — sat at the edge 
of the Haussler Hall pool, 
waiting to compete in the 
Intramural Swimming and 
Diving Championships. 

“You look around and see 
all these people who think 


you’re good,’’ she said then. 
“But they don’t realize you 
haven’t trained for five 
years.” 

She fidgeted, looked around 
at the crowd. “This is 
stupid,” she said waving her 
arms. “I shouldn’t be ner¬ 
vous. This shouldn’t be 
happening but my 
stomach. .. ”. 

Sharp needn’t have wor¬ 
ried. She won the 50 fly in 
:31.1, then came back to take 
the 100 free in 1:06.0, less 
than four seconds slower than 
she swam at her peak five 
years ago. 

“This is the last time,” she 
said when it was over. She 
paused, then laughed. “Listen 
to me. That’s what I said last 
year.” 

Sharp led a strong team 
effort by GDI-Sort Of (“That’s 


because a couple girls are in 
sororities,” said team mem¬ 
ber Debbie Huegel), which 
easily won the team title. 

GDI placed at least one girl 
in every event and won six.

High rounds plague team at Colonial Invitational

Senior letterman Jerry 
Young finished with a par 72 
to become medalist Mar. 31 in 
a dual meet with Notre Dame. 
The golf team was edged out 
by two points, however, losing 
298-300 at South Bend. 

Last weekend the Braves 
traveled to Eastern Kentucky 
University for the Colonial 
Classic Invitational. Posting a 
three-round score of 955, 
Bradley finished seventh out 
of 12 teams. “We just did not 
play well as a teanj,” said 
coach Jim Spink. 

Troy State won the tourna¬ 
ment with a total of 894, 
scoring individual rounds of 
300, 299 and 295.

“I feel we were better than 
Iowa State (which placed 
sixth), but we didn’t put it on 
the card,” said Spink. “We 
blew ourselves out in the first 
round (321) and came back 
some with a 312-312, but we 
didn’t catch the leaders.” 

Young had the low score for 
the Braves in the first round 
with a 79. In the second round 
Bradley posted two 77’s and 
two 79’s. Freshman John 
Pizza had a third-round score 
of 74, and Young scored a 75, 
despite three-putting one 
hole. 

Dave Loyd, a junior transfer 
from New Orleans University 


via Illinois Central College, 
did not play well in the 
tournament. “He (Loyd) had a 
poor weekend,” said Spink. 
“He shot the highest rounds 
of his college career.” Loyd 
had the best average for the 
Braves in the fall 1976 season. 

Saturday the golfers will 
compete in the Illinois Invita¬ 
tional in Champaign. The 
36-hole tournament will be 
held at the Savoy golf course. 

Bradley placed eighth out of 
14 last year, finishing 33 
points behind first place 
Western Michigan.

Track wins five-team meet

Pat Daly 
finished second in the mile,' 
while Jim Forster finished 
second in the three-mile. 

In the 440 relay, the team of 
Downey, Mark Forbes, Steve 
Chernick, and Brown won with 
a time of :43.62. 

Schoof said that Andy

his tennis, but not as serious 
about his free time. Those who 
pass his Columbia Terr, 
residence can often see parked 
the instrument of his free 
time, of the care-free Jeff 
Spietz — a motorcycle. 

“They’re just two things I 
do at two different times,” 
says Spietz comparing tennis 
and his hobby, off-road 
biking. “Riding is a lotta fun 
since it’s so crazy.” 

And perhaps Spietz’ need to 
do something crazy is en¬ 
hanced by the fact that tennis 
requires intense concentra¬ 
tion. “You can’t think twice or 
question yourself,” Spietz 
says. “But you can’t get 
psyched up for tennis, either. 
It’s too easy to psyche yourself 
out.” 

Because tennis is an indi¬ 
vidual sport, Spietz’ attitude 
— a rather polite, self- 
centered I’ll-get-my-way-no- 
matter-what — fits in. The 
tennis side of Spietz is like an 
automobile, churning and 
turning under the hood with a 
shiny, complacent body. 

“You have to think of 
yourself before you think of 
the team,” Spietz says of his 
on-court mental attitude. 
“Deep down inside you’re 
playing for yourself before the 
team. Once you’re off the 
court you can pull for the other 
guys.” 

The “other guys” and 
Spietz have compiled a 5-5 
dual record this season. Last 
Saturday, Bradley blanked 
Quincy 9-0. 

“When you win and you 
know you’ve played somebody 
good, you feel good,” Spietz 
says. “You’re glad it’s over 
with, satisfied with yourself.” 

The season didn’t begin 
with winning for Spietz. “I 
started playing horrible,” he 
says, reasoning his lack of 
play over Christmas break 
affected his start. He visited 
his parents in Singapore 


where his father is manager of 
Far East Service Training at 
Caterpillar. 

“Now I’m playing a lot 
better. At the beginning, I 
didn’t have much confidence; 
I wasn’t sure of myself,” 
Spietz says. 

Of course, with his early 
non-readiness came losing. 
“Sometimes you feel like 
breaking the racket and 
quitting. You’ve definitely got 
to forget those times,” ex¬ 
plains Spietz. “Sometimes 
you play more than once a 
day. It’s hard to forget when 
you play an hour later. 

“It’s just not as tough 
physically as it is mentally.” 

Spietz took up tennis as a 
freshman in high school. “I 
played every day. Liked it 
from the start,” he says. In 
1974, he graduated from 
Peoria High School as one of 
the outstanding players in the 
city and received college 
offers from Northern Color¬ 
ado, Ball State and Illinois 
State. 

Spietz began riding motor¬ 
cycles at age nine and admits 
with a smile he likes the 
danger of competitive moto¬ 
cross. Last summer he placed 
16th in a field of 100 in a race 
at Edwardsville in southern 
Illinois. 

And the mud-covered bike 
in front of his house? “That’s 
just the one I padukey around 
on the street with,” he says. 
“I ride every weekend it’s 
nice.” 

But Spietz insists he doesn’t 
dirt ride just to get away from 
the sterile, pressure-filled 
atmosphere of tennis. “It 
doesn’t have anything to do 
with how I feel mentally. 
Biking is a lot rougher sport. 
After you ride your arms and 
legs and hands are stiff. It’s 
more than an escape.”

Tom Prusator from Kewanee and Dan 
Rawlings from Franklin — just two of the high 
school seniors Bradley is recruiting to play 
basketball next year. 

There are others: Skip Jackson, Warren 



Holmes, Phil Kydd and Clarence Jones from 
the New York City area; Benny “Chicken” 
Brundage and Robert Jenkins from Florida; 
Jack Sickels from Aurora; Mark Smith and 
Ernie Banks from Peoria. And more. 

*** 

The drug store message, as well as a 
congratulatory advertisement to Smith and 
Banks that appeared in Tuesday’s Journal 
Star, mark a change in the recruiting 
atmosphere at Bradley. 

Compared to last year, there is a definite 
sense of optimism that surrounds recruiting 
now. “If change means working harder, we’re 


doing that,” says basketball coach Joe Stowell. 

Bradley has nine players returning next year 
from a team that was 9-18 this season. Eight 
are on scholarship, which smeans Stowell can 
award seven more under NCAA rules that 
allow no team to have more than 15. 

Two are already committed, says Stowell. 
One to 5-foot-8 guard Tim Doolan, formerly 
from Peoria Manual and now a freshman at 
Blackhawk East Junior College. The other is 
for Marcel de Souza, the 6-6 Brazilian who 
played for the Braves two years ago, then 
returned home to study for dental school 
entrance exams. 

“I’ve talked to him on the phone,” says 
Stowell, “and he said he’s coming back. That’s 
all I can go by, but I think he is, barring 
anything unforseen.” 

As for the remaining scholarships, Stowell 
says he would like to sign “a couple centers, a 
guard and a forward.” 

Prusator at 6-11 is the biggest of the big men 
Stowell is recruiting. Smith, who is 6-7, was 
named to virtually every major all-state team 
and led the Mid-State Nine in scoring. Banks is 
6-6 and led Peoria Central to the state Class AA 
championship last month. 

April 13 is the first day a player can sign the 
national letter of intent that binds him to a 
certain school. “Whether or not we sign any 
then...” says Stowell. “There will be some 
who won’t be through with their visits then.” 

There might be no signings at Bradley that 
day, but the future looks bright. 


Bradley now has three varsity sports for 
women — volleyball, basketball and track — 
and there are voices in Haussler Hall that 
imply there will soon be more. 

Intramural graduate assistant John Shaulis, 
a former Bradley tennis player himself, is 
forming a girls tennis team and already has at 
least one match scheduled for this spring. 
“Right now it’s just a club sport, I guess you’d 
say,” says Shaulis. 

He hopes to talk the Athletic Department 
into promoting it to varsity status in the fall. 
Meanwhile, there is also the possibility of the 
addition of softball to the program. 

That would bring the total to five, but there 
is still room for more. 

There are a good number of women on 
campus with more than a casual interest in 
football — not just watching it, but playing it. 

Anyone who watched the intramural playoffs 
last fall would have to admit there are several 
women with raw football talent. Some of the 
better ones have already expressed an interest 
in forming a team that would play more than 
just on the intramural level. 

Intercollegiate football for women may be in 
the distant future. But there is a national touch 
football tournament that was held last fall in St. 
Louis the same weekend as the IM 
championships. 

It might be a good idea for the Intramural 
Office or the Athlete Department to look into 
the possibility of sending a team next year. 

If the interest is there, why wait until the rest 
of the world passes by?

Not in Chuck Buescher’s 
case. The Bradley University 
baseball coach, although his 
team is 4-10 and will face its 
toughest opponent of the 
season tomorrow, has confi¬ 
dence in what has been an 
inconsistent team. 

“You don’t have to be 
apologetic when you know 
you’ve played well,” 
Buescher said of the Braves’ 
start. “I really don’t feel too 
bad about our record. We’ve 
been in almost every ball 
game.” 

Tomorrow may be another 
story. Bradley faces Missouri 
at Meinen Field. “Missouri 
does pound on the ball,” 
Buescher said of'the Tigers’ 
offensive strength. “They 
probably have the best college 
infield I’ve seen.” 

The season has built up to 
the Missouri games after a 
rather mediocre start. After 
winning the opening double-

header on their Southern trip, 
the Braves faltered and 
finished the trip with a 3-7 
mark. After winning one in a 
four-game series with St. 
Louis, Bradley is 4-10. 

“Realistically, we could 
have come back from the trip a 
.500 ballclub,” Buescher said. 
“We should be 7-7. Well, 
we’re 4-10 and every game 
we’re just one play away.” 

“It’s frustrating to the 
players because they know 
and I know we have a good 
ballclub.” 

St. Louis edged Bradley in 
the first game and Buescher 
felt it affected the team’s play 
in the second game. “They 
just beat us in first game. But 
we’re too emotional and were 
flat for the second game.” 

In addition, the Braves have 
had to contend with early 
April snow this week. “In the 
series against St. Louis, the 
weather was no excuse,” 
Buescher said. “We had 
played 10 games and were 
outside three of the four days 
before the games.” 


And how much of the game 
is mental? “It’s important that 
you’re in the right frame of 
mind,” Buescher said. “I 
think in a few games we 
underestimated our oppon¬ 
ents. They don’t have to be 
real good teams, but if they’ve 
got a pitcher who can throw, 
it’s gonna be a game.” 

The bright spots of the 
season thus far have been the 
bat of Pat Jackson, who is 
hitting .400. Guy Hoffman has 
been respectable on the 
mound and has a 2-1 record, 
but the rest of the pitching 
corps has taken a licking or 
two. 

“The pitching should get 
better,” Buescher said. “I 
should be able to go with five 
or six pitchers the rest of the 
year. 

“At first, we were getting 
down on ourselves too easily, 
but there are no team 
problems now,” Buescher 
said, sounding like a man 
waiting for the weather to 
break so his team can make a 
storm. 

“One of these games, 
somebody’s gonna pay.”

Spring Festival of Arts to be held next weekend

A 5-year-old infant institu¬ 
tion at Bradley, the Spring 
Festival of the Arts, might be 
blossoming into adolescence 
with this year’s Festival, to be 
held April 23-24 (Mom’s Day 
Weekend). 

“Overall, the Festival is 
developing because there’s a 
need for this kind of activity,” 
explained Festival Chairman 
Bill Ferry. “It’s taken a few 
years to build up and this year 
it really caught on. 

“It’ll be a lot bigger, a lot 
more organized. We (the 
Festival Committee) got a lot 
more cooperation and enthus¬ 
iasm.” 

The theme of this year’s 
Festival is “Understanding 


’77”, and is an attempt to 
emphasize that the Art Fes¬ 
tival is for the performance, 
display or demonstration of all 
forms of human endeavor. 

“Art has been defined as 
being a human endeavor effort 
to imitate, supplement, alter, 
or counteract the works of 
nature. With this in mind, we 
believe that there is a little bit 
of “artist” to be developed in 
every person,” Ferry said. 

The Festival includes dis¬ 
plays on solar heating, storing 
energy in rocks, and fatigue 
tests as well as art, photo¬ 
graphy and jewelry displays. 
There will be lectures on such 
diverse topics as “How 
Technological Capability Af¬ 
fects Moral .Values” and 


“Applications of the Metric 
System.” The French depart¬ 
ment is sponsoring “La Belle 
Etoile” a cafe, with slides, 
music, and crepes. 

In the midst of all this 
activity are the traditional 
Mom’s Day activities - Mom’s 
Day Luncheon and the Mom of 
the Year Award. 

Megan McDonough and 
Mada Rue (who performed in 
the SC Ballroom earlier this 
year) will give a concert in the 
Field House, Saturday night at 
8 . Tickets are $2 for students 
and $3 for non-students. 

Erin Isaac will also be 
performing with Megan in the 
Field House. She is a singer 
who plays both the guitar and 
the dulcimer. Earlier this year 


she played in the Archives. 

Mr. Hypnosis (Larry Gar¬ 
rett) will also be making a 
return performance at Brad¬ 
ley. He will give a demonstra¬ 
tion and lecture Saturday in 
SC 107 at 10 a.m., and in the 
SC Quad 2:30-4 that after¬ 
noon. Sig Rennels, a soft 

sculptor, will also be display¬ 
ing at the Festival. During the 
Festival he will donate his 
newest work to Bradley. 

Most of the artists displayed 
at the Festival will be Bradley 
students or faculty. 

“I would say 150-200 
(Bradley students and faculty) 
are participating in the activ¬ 
ities during the weekend,” 


said Ferry. “That would be 
including the Festival Com¬ 
mittee also.” 

One of the innovations in 
this year’s Festival are fris- 
bees, yo-yos and iron-ons with 
the Festival’s symbol on them.

Theatre finds a home 

Construction of Hewitt theatre 
facility may begin this summer

Over $910,000 toward the 
$1.5 million needed for the 
renovation of Hewitt Hall into 
a theatre facility has been 
raised, according to L. Victor 
Atchison, Director of Develop¬ 
ment. Construction may begin 
this summer with the project 
scheduled to take about a year 
to complete. 

Plans for Hewitt include the 
complete gutting of the 
interior for a start. A 290-seat 
theatre and a 100-seat exper¬ 
imental theatre are a part of 
the plans, along with a 
double-tiered lobby which will 
double as an art gallery. The 
facility will have a scenery 
shop, design and costume 
shops, conference rooms and 
offices for the Speech and 
Theatre Arts faculty. 

Atchison described the 
facility as a “theatre complex 
with space available for 
recitals and lectures.” 

The Board of Trustees will 
make the decision when to 
start the $1.3 million con¬ 
struction project. The addi¬ 
tional money raised over the 
construction price will be used 
as an endowment to provide 
income for the building to pay 


for its use after it opens. 

The renovation of Hewitt is 
only the first stage in building 
plans for the fine arts at 
Bradley. Facilities for music 
and arts programs are also 
being looked at for future 
projects. 

“We’re hoping that by 
getting Hewitt going, it will 
add incentive for the other 
projects,” Atchison said. 

The office is going to 
selected individuals, founda¬ 


tions and corporations for 
donations rather than using an 
all-out fundraising campaign 
to all facets of the university, 
he said. 

The Development Office has 
been working over a year on 
the fundraising project, at the 
same time concerning them¬ 
selves with the first priority of 
maintaining the level gifts for 
the current operations of the 
university.

Computer center 
aids ecology effort 

I was pleased to see the 
editorial in the April 8 issue of 
the Scout on the use of 
recycled paper. I fully support 
the suggestion that we use 
recycled paper. This would 
only be a very insignificant 
step toward what we should be 
doing in this area. All paper, 
metal and glass used on the 
campus should be recycled 
rather than hauled to the 
garbage dump. 

Some small steps have been 
taken in the past toward the 
conservation of energy and 
other resources but these are 
generally insignificant. The 
following examples of steps in 
the right directions. 

In the 1973-74 school year, 
Ms. Jan Zipnick organized a 
student ecology club on the 
campus. This group conducted 
a paper drive on the campus in 
which over 10 tons of paper 
was collected. The club 
sponsored several other activi¬ 
ties of an ecological nature. 
Perhaps some students would 
be interested in the revival of 
this organization. 

For a short time, Bradley 
handled the collection and 


disposal of paper collected for 
recycling. 

When I came to Bradley in 
1965 as the Director of the 
Computer Center, we started 
an effort to recycle the used 
cards and printing paper 
generated by the Computer 
Center. This effort is now 
continued under the direction 
of Ms. Marian Frobish. 

All of these efforts are 
useful, but they are not 
enough. The University 
should assume a leading role 
in the area of recylcing 
reusable material. We should 
be a model for all other 
organizations in the communi¬ 
ty to imitate. We should be a 
leader in this respect rather 
than a reluctant follower.

11. This is a direct breaking of 
the rules stated in the IM 
handbook for 1976-1977, page 
13. The book says that a player 
“shall not represent more 
than one organization’’ in any 
one sport.

applicable, would mean play¬ 
ers could compete on two 
teams for two-thirds of the 
regular season. The purpose 
of the two-game switch rule is 
to help people whose teams 
drop out early in the season 
and who still want to play to be 
able to play by joining another 
team. It was not designed for 
people who are on two rosters 
at the beginning. 

I would like to know, then, 
just exactly what is “okay’’ by 
Bill McClintock and the IM 
office. Is it “okay’’ for people 
to play on two teams? There is 
no question of there having 
been an accidental oversight, 
with a double-up of names. 
Not with 11 girls, and not 
when told that it’s “okay’’ by 
the IM director. If the 
two-game switch rule is the 
reason for this special favorit¬ 
ism by the IM office, 
something is wrong. Rules 
should not be manipulated by

Fathom this. A university committee takes on an investigation of 
a university office and after just a few months, completes its study 
by handing the director of that office a list of eight 
“recommendations” including one saying essentially that the 
office’s employes need to shape up their appearance and manners. 

And fathom this. The director of the office does not rant or rave, 
deny or pass the buck. Instead he says, “These are valid criticisms 
and I intend to make as many of these changes as I can.” He is 
even grateful. 

The head of the investigating body and the director of the office 
are even good friends. Still. 

It’s hard to believe, but when the Campus Affairs Advisory 
Board (CAAB), chaired by Dr. Donald Albanito decided to look 
into the operations of the Placement Office, that’s exactly what 
happened. 

Bob Pardieck, director of the office, received the list of eight 
recommendations a week ago Wednesday and when I talked with

him, he was open and honest about what was obviously an 
embarrassing and sensitive area for him—his job and work 
performance. 

Jo make a long story short, CAAB became interested in the 
Placement Office at the suggestion of two of the student members 
of the committee. In November, Pardieck was asked to come to a 
CAAB meeting to talk about what was bothering the students. As a 
result of that meeting, the committee decided to do an in-depth 
investigation of the Placement Office to see how bad things really 
were. 

Basically, the committee’s findings were that Pardieck is not 
sufficiently publicizing the service the Placement Office provides 
so that seniors can establish files for themselves. He is not making 
the contacts he should with department chairmen, or with 
companies and prospective employers. The Placement Office is 
allegedly disorganized and unprofessional. 

Suggestions for improvement which were made to Pardieck in 
November have been taken in good faith. The office has shaped up 
and he apparently did some weeding out of the bad seed within the 
ranks of employes. He plans to meet again with CAAB April 27 for 
a progress report of sorts, and more discussion. 

What impresses me most about the investigation of Placement is 
how thorough at)d fair it was. The eight points which CAAB 
enumerated for Pardieck were obviously right on target but CAAB 


saw the problem from both sides and also called the university on 
the carpet for not taking the Placement Office seriously enough. 

In a four-point recommendation to President Abegg, CAAB 
suggested that placement be put “higher on the list of all-school 
priorities.” With jobs as hard to get as they are, it only makes only 
sense to beef up your placement program. 

And Pardieck needs a professional assistant, someone who will 
be able to travel and recruit recruiters, leaving Pardieck here to do 
what he does best, talk with students. 

The Placement Office can no longer be expected to run on funds 
equivalent to that of a six-year-old’s weekly allowance. Admissions 
spends well over $300,000 annually on recruiting students to come 
to Bradley, the Orientation Office spends well over $50,000 on a 
three-day orientation program to make us feel secure once we’ve 
decided to come here, and the Alumni Office spends more than 
$70,000 to keep in touch with us once we’re gone. 

Pardieck’s budget, on the other hand, was just over $30,000 last 
year, the lowest office budget on campus save for the Black 
Studies Program and the Urban Affairs Institute. I don’t 
understand how the person who approved such a budget can sleep 
at night. 

Looks like the university will gladly spend ten times more money 
on getting us to come here and pay our tuition, than it will spend 
on helping us find a job once we get out. And then the Alumni 
Office will spend twice as much to keep tabs on us after 
graduation. Can’t they understand that if we don’t get jobs, we 
won’t be making alumni donations? 

And if you think it’s amazing Pardieck’s even got a secretary 
with such a budget, wait till you hear how much he has budgeted 
for travel expenses. For a job which demans a lot of bush beating 
and public relations across the country, Bob Pardieck has modestly 
asked for no more than $150 for a year’s worth of traveling. 

I spend more than that on trips to the grocery store. 

Pardieck said maybe the whole problem is that he is too thrifty 
with what he asks from the university. He said he’s not a hell 
raiser and he puts together as modest a budget request as possible 
so as not to rock the boat. He says he’s never had any problems 
with cutbacks and doesn’t worry too much about having his 
requests denied. 

I guess not. The administration would be crazy to deny a request 
for peanuts from any office. So many other offices are inflating 
their requests and guys like Pardieck get what’s left. 

If Pardieck is to be criticized, it’s because he is too modest in 
what should be demands on the university. Modesty is one thing. 
Out of touch with reality is another. 

The realities are that this university is on parade while 
placement stumbles along, like a child who keeps losing a shoe. 

In 12 years as director of placement, Pardieck’s office has had to 
relocate five times. Pardieck said he’s getting a little tired of it and 
maybe that’s a good sign. 

It’s time the administration stops pushing the Placement Office 
around and it’s time Pardieck stops letting it happen. As a 
graduating senior it has suddenly become clear how deficient 
Bradley is in such a service to the students. 

As a human being, I can appreciate Pardieck’s honesty and his 
rare quality of not trying to grab more than his share of the pie. 

But, at least negotiate for your fair share, Mr. Pardieck.

These students were mem¬ 
bers of a Geology team that 
combined newly learned scuba 
diving ’ skills with studies of 
ancient and modern reefs in 
the Florida Keys. They were 
accompanied by three spon¬ 
sors, Dr. Donald R. Gorman, 
Dr. Henry L. Helenek and Dr. 
Merrill W. Foster, all mem¬ 
bers of Bradley’s Geology 
Department. 

On the trip down to Florida 
the groups stopped to examine 
several features of the Appal¬ 


Key Largo, Florida was 
their destination. Key Largo is 
the first of the keys south of 
Miami, explained Gorman. 
“This is an area with ancient 
reefs at least 95,000 years old. 
We had the students study 
and compare them to modern 
reefs found five or six miles 
offshore.” He said these 
modern reefs are covered by 
25 to 35 feet of water. 

One of the important 
features of reefs is their ability 
to produce and trap oil. 
Gorman said that the scuba 
diving aspect of the trip was a 
tremendous advantage, since 
it allowed the students the 


opportunity 
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ortunity to compare the 
fs and see how the 
[anisrns and animals inter- 
it to form oil. It was good 
Iperience for the students 
jjfio will be doing this in their 
ifessions. He noted the area 
used by Shell Oil Co. as a 
aining ground for their 
tofessionals. Prior to this 
ip, all of the Geology 
apeditions have been 
fctricted to land. 

J“The people examing them 
Jmmented on how well the 
[dents were trained,” said 
man. The professionals 
e particularly impressed 
ih the fact that no one was 
aid under water and nobody 
nicked at the sight of a 
ven foot hammerhead 
rk. “When we spotted it no 
\ panicked. We sort of 
iked him over, he looked us 
ir and then he swam 
ay,” explained Gorman. 


Everybody passed their 
diving certification test and 
there were no accidents or 
close calls. However, Gorman 
said he was relieved when it 
was all over. “Everytime they 
go under the water you sort of 
worry until you see 21 heads 
bobbing up again.” 

He said he thought most of 
the students would continue to 
dive. One of the group, Mark 
DeJarnette said he had been 
disappointed with scuba div¬ 
ing in the Midwest but the 
Florida trip really keyed him 
up on it. 

Previous Geology expedi¬ 
tions have explored the 
Catskill Mountains of the 
northeastern United States, 
the southern Appalachians, 
the Carlsbad Caverns and the 
Grand Canyon last year. “We 
will be taking a trip again next 
year,” said Gorman “but we 
haven’t decided where.”

The primary objective of 
this College is to provide its 
students with a foundation for 
irresponsible management 
and administrative leadership.

The student learns how to 
psyche out his opponents and 
step on toes whenever pos¬ 
sible.

All of these 
things are the basis for 
succeeding in the world today 
and Sadley prides itself on 
brainwa-er-instilling these 
theories on its young minds. 

Sadley offers majors in the 
fields of: Counting, B.M.A. 
(Basically Monkeying 
Around), and Shopping (for¬ 
merly Marketing). Ecch- 
onomics was dropped due to 
lack of money. 

Counting 

The Counting Department 
constantly stresses learning 
Generally Accepted Counting 
Principles. They also teach 
students how to juggle figures 
when filling out tax forms, 
and, with special permission 
from a County major’s advis¬ 
or, he can even learn how to 
embezzle funds. 

Certain required class in¬ 
clude: Adding, Subtracting, 
Multiplication, Division, Petty 
Cash Stealing 103 or 104, 


Basic Ledger-Tampering, In¬ 
troductory Book-Juggling, and 
Full-Scale Embezzling 457. 

There is also a co-op 
program which sends quali¬ 
fied students out into the 
“real world’’ to practice his 
Counting knowledge. Stu¬ 
dents may work in small 
establishments such as Con¬ 
venient or big time work at 
Caterwaller (involving count¬ 
ing the number of tractors 
made each day). 

B.M.A. 

B.M.A. (Basically Monkey- - 
ing Around) majors learn the 
basic principles of Business 
Mismanagement, such as: 
Taking all of the responsibility 
but none of the blame; How to 
take two weeks to make snap 
decisions; and Making Paper 
Airplanes to pass idle time 
away. 

B.M.A. majors learn how to 
run a business and still get 
away with blaming someone 
else. They learn how to get 
other people to run the 
business. In fact, for the Final 
Exam in one of the courses the 
student must get somebody 
else to take the test for him. 

As a test of their skills, 
seniors are allowed to handle 
some management assign¬ 
ment in the nearby area (the 
seniors are usually given the 
job of running registration 
procedurs and setting up 
faculty* advisory appoint¬ 
ments. The student who 
causes the most chaos during 
registration week auto¬ 
matically graduates with full 
honors). 


Shopping 

Formerly marketing, shop¬ 
ping teaches students basic 
consumer knowledge and 
shopping techniques (such as 
how early should you make it 
to a Bergner’s sale when all 
they’re offering is underwear 
at half price). 


Students take several field 
trips which involves things 
such as going down to 
Convenient and pricing items.

The College of Engineering 
offers four-year undergrad¬ 
uate curricula leading the pure 
B.S. degrees in five different 
areas: Railroad, Sanitational, 
Uncivil, and Custodial Engi¬ 
neering as well as in Destruc¬ 
tion.

Railroad Engineering 

Even with the absence of 
any decent type of railway 
system in Pyorrhea, Sadley 
has still managed to uphold a 
fine engineering program. 
Students start out learning the 
basics of enginering by 
practicing on model trains. 

If a student can keep up a

Sometimes you win

It’s a song for baseball 
pitchers. With a little support 
behind them, the top of the 
mound can be the top of the 
world. Without it, the game 
becomes mental anguish and 
frustration. 

And sometimes, even when 
a pitcher has all the support he 
could desire, he’s just not 
“on.” It’s a pressure position. 
In control of the tempo of the 
game, the pitcher is the center 
of attraction. He’s credited 
with a Win or a Loss — a 
statistic subject to so many 
variables it’s often inaccurate. 

It’s harder still to pitch for a 
team with a losing record. 
Second-guessing yourself has 
no place in the art; pitching 
requires the self-confidence of 
a politician, the nerve of a 
hockey goalie, the precision of 
a diamond cutter. And still. 


with all that, sometimes you 
win, sometimes you lose.:. 

Bradley’s baseball team is 
in the middle of a 5-17 season 
in which the support isn’t 
there at the right time or the 
pitching isn’t there at all. 

“I can tell you the problem. 
It’s all mental,” junior pitcher 
Mark Allard said at practice 
Monday. Allard thinks that 
losing is building upon itself in 
the Braves’ case, but he is 
fighting it. “I just go out and 
pitch my game. It's no fun 
losing, even when you’re on 
the bench.” 

His remarks came before 
Tuesday’s loss to Northern 
Illinois. Allard allowed three 
earned runs, pitched a com¬ 
plete game and suffered his 
third loss in five decisions. 
The Braves scored one run all 
day and lost the double- 
header. A week ago, Allard 
allowed three earned runs, 
pitched a complete game and 
beat Missouri, 4-3. 

The next afternoon, senior 
pitcher Rich Russell was 
shelled for eight runs in one 


inning pitched. Curt Thomp¬ 
son came on to pitch six 
innings of shutout ball, 
probably one of the better 
performances by a Braves 
pitcher this year. But Bradley 
lost. 

Russell, whose attitude 
might be described as some¬ 
place between over-confident 
and outrageously cocky, likes 
to forget those. But his 
description of the BU prob¬ 
lems is much the same as the 
lower-keyed Allard. “You 
know it’s all in our heads,” he 
said. “Hell, we need a few 
breaks. Once we win one, 
we’ll win some more.” 

But Russell is not fooling 
himself. He’s honest about the 
bad days, realistic about the 
future games. “Man, they hit 
everything,’’ he said of 
Saturday’s loss. “I could’ve 
spit harder’n I was throwing.” 

At Monday’s practice, 
which concentrated mainly on 
hitting, the pitchers chased fly 
balls. A few took hitting 
practice. “I’m kinda glad we 
get to stand around,” said 
one. “I can take it easy.” 

Today at 3 p.m. Bradley 
faces Illinois Wesleyan. 
Things get harder tomorrow 
when the Braves travel to 
Macomb for a three-game 
series with Western Illinois. 
Tuesday, the Braves are back 
at home for a doubleheader 
against Eastern Illinois.

But tennis court future dim

Sitting at his desk in the office complex of 
Haussler Hall, Bradley tennis coach Tom Coker 
leans back in his chair, a smile formed around 
an ever-present cigar. Tom Coker smiles, even 
when things are not as they should be. 

And things are not as they should be at 
Bradley as far as tennis is concerned. 

Oh, the team does well enough — they 

haven’t had a losing season since 1965 and 
were Missouri Valley Conference champions in 
1968. 

Just one thing. Bradley has no tennis courts. 
Practice time is often paid for at local clubs, 
pre-arranged at Glen Oak Park (four miles 
away), or reserved on an individual basis in 
Haussler Hall. 

Coaches at large, state-funded institutions 
complain about getting enough playing time on 
two or three dozen courts, all of which are 
located on campus. 

Coker doesn’t complain about Bradley’s 
situation, at least not loudly. Nor does he make 
excuses. 

He just sits back and smiles, quietly puffing 
on his cigar. He tells stories. 

*** 



Two years ago, Coker was on a panel 
discussion with coaches from Indiana 
University and Michigan University at a 
meeting of the Midwest Tennis Coaches 
Association. He listened to his colleagues 
lament their problems of competing with 
intramurals, women’s teams and students for 
the use of 24 courts. 

Then it was Coker’s turn: “I got up and said, 
‘I’m sorry I don’t have a magic violin I can play 
for you, but at Bradley University we don’t 
have any scheduling problems.’ 

“Well, everybody got real quiet then, you 
know because I had their attention. Then I 
said, ‘That’s because we don’t have any 
courts.’ They couldn’t believe it.” 

Couldn’t believe it because many of them 
had been beaten by Coker’s teams. 

Hughes Davis, coach at Proviso East High 
School and a teaching pro in the Chicago area, 


heard Coker and was impressed. And now his 
son, Will, is a freshman playing No. 2 doubles 
for Bradley. 

“He felt his kid might learn something from 
me,” says Coker. “I guess it’s because I’m old 
or something like that.” 

Coker smiles as he speaks and knows that 
Davis’ being here has little to do with the 
coach’s age. He also knows his job could be 
made a lot easier if even a minimal facility were 
located on campus. 

It might never come. But Tom Coker keeps 
right on smiling. 

*** 

The smile has been taken for granted. It is no 
secret that the success of Bradley’s facility-less 
team over the last 20 years is largely due to 
to Coker, his influence with area tennis people, 
and solid, disciplined coaching. 

But Coker is nearing retirement age. And 
what will happen after he and his contacts are 
no longer available? 

In tennis, like virtually everything else in 
Bradley athletics, too many corners have been 
cut for too long. What has constituted “getting 
by” in the past soon may be not enough. 

What happens then? Look what happened to 
football.

Bradley finished fourth. East¬ 
ern Illinois won, ahead of 
Southeastern Missouri and 
Indiana State. 

“The wind was a definite 
factor,” coach Jake Schoof 
said. “We could have had 
better performances.” 

Sprinter Steve Chernick 
suffered a slight foot injury 
during the meet and Dave 
Brown turned his ankle in one 
of his races. This hampered 
Brown’s performance in the 
high jump. 

Cary Downey did not 
compete at all due to injury 
and Mark Forbes came up 
with a cramp during the 
100-yard dash. Schoof said 
that Forbes could have pulled 
a muscle but it might be just a 
cramp. 

Steve Hadfield had Brad¬ 
ley’s only first, winning the 
high jump with a jump of 6-6. 
Andy Guasto threw a personal 
best in the shot put with a 
throw of 48-1 Va . Guasto 
placed fifth in the shot and 
third in the discus as well as 
fourth in the hammer throw. 

Bill Goette placed third in 
the high hurdles with a time of 
: 14.47. Goette fought a heavy 
wind to finish fifth in the 
intermediate hurdles in :56.4. 

In the distance events, John 
Philyaw finished fourth in the 
six-mile run behind three EIU 
runners. Mike Freeman fin¬ 
ished fifth in his heat in the 
mile. Phil Hight placed third 
in his heat in the half mile. 


Jim Forster finished fourth in 
the three-mile. 

Brown placed fifth in the 
triple jump and fourth in the 
long jump. Matt Dorney 
placed sixth in the long jump. 

Bradley was scheduled to 
run against Southern Illinois- 
Edwardsville last Tuesday but 
the meet was postponed to 
Wednesday, giving the team 
an extra day to recover from 
its injuries. Schoof and many 
of the runners were confident 
about the meet. 

Tomorrow Bradley goes 
back to Eastern for the 
Eastern Illinois Relays. This is 
an unusual meet in that no 
team score is kept. Schoof 
likes this idea since it gives 
the smaller shools a chance to 
run without having to worry 
about a final score. 

The meet also takes some 
pressure off the runners since 
they will be concerned with 
their own times and not how it 
affects the team. 

Other teams that will be at 
the meet are Augustana, 
Chicago Circle, Indiana State, 
Notre Dame, Northern Illinis, 
North Central, Purdue, Lewis, 
Loyola, DePaul, Illinois Ben¬ 
edictine, Southeast Missouri, 
and Parkland Junior College. 

Another difference is that 
Bradley will be entering a 
two-mile relay team. “If they 
were keeping a team score I 
probably wouldn’t want them 
to run,” said Schoof. “But 
they aren’t and the four 
half-milers want to run it.” 

Next Tuesday, Bradley will 
host Northern Illinois at 
Meinen Field in a home dual 
meet.

The names will be the same 
when Bradley’s tennis team 
enters today’s quadrangular 
meet at Illinois State. But 
Braves coach Tom Coker 
promises a rearrangement of 
those names on the three 
doubles teams. 

“I’m going to change the 
doubles lineups,” said Coker, 
not satisfied with Bradley’s 
8-7 dual meet record. “We’re 
not getting wins in doubles we 
should be getting. I don’t have 
much choice but to make some 
changes,” he said, without 
specifying the new combina¬ 
tions. 

The Braves won three of 


five dual meets last week, 
defeating Wisconsin-Eau 
Claire 7-2, St. Ambrose 8-1 
and DePaul 7-2 while losing to 
Western Illinois 5-4 and 
Northwestern 9-0. Against 
Western, Bradley split the 
singles matches and took the 
first doubles match, but 
dropped the last two doubles 
and the match. 

“Doubles is a team game,” 
said Coker, “but we’re play¬ 
ing it like singles. It’s a matter 
of getting the right partners 
together. We need to win two 
of the three doubles matches, 
and right now we’re not doing 
that.’’ 

No 1 singles player Jeff 


Spietz has the team’s best 
dual meet record at 10-5, and 
No. 3 man Tom Skowronek is 
8-7. But together as Bradley’s 
No. 1 doubles team they own a 

6- 9 record. The No. 2 pair of 
Eric Jensen and Will Davis are 
8-7, and the No. 3 squad of Bill 
Metzler and Tom Richards is 

7- 8. 

“We’re playing better,” 
said Coker, “but not good 
enough.” 

At ISU, the Braves take on 
Eastern Illinois at 1 p.m. and 
Wheaton at 4 p.m., with the 
ISU match at 11 a.m. 
tomorrow. A dual meet 
against Western Illinois orig¬ 
inally scheduled last Tuesday 
will be held Monday.

Better organization

The Activities Council of 
Bradley University (ACBU) is 
expanding its organization in 
order to better serve the 
campus students, according to 
ACBU Chairman Bill Ferry. 
“We’re trying to get the 
whole campus involved, and 
that means dorms, Greeks, 
and everyone,’’ he said. 

ACBU was created earlier 
this year by combining the 
Student Center Board (SCB) 
and the Performing Arts 
Committee (PAC). The com¬ 
bination, according to Adver¬ 
tising Chairman Julie Lawson, 
is successful. “Since the 
joining of PAC and SCB, we’re 
trying to make ACBU into a 
campus-wide thing. We want 
students to be interested in 
what’s going on and to be 
involved as much as they 
can,” she said. 

“With this combination, we 
have also combined our work 
experience. This makes for a 
better organization,’’ Ferry 
said. “We are also able to 
develop more areas. One area 
we want to develop is lectures. 


Lots of organizations want to 
bring in speakers, but they 
can’t do it alone because they 
don’t know how. That’s what 
we want to stress; we’re here 
and we can help them out in 
many ways.’’ 

Lawson explained that 
ACBU is'here to benefit the 
students and their needs. If an 
organization wants to sponsor 
an event, ACBU will help 
them if they want it. “We’re a 
student oriented operation 
here to help the campus 
students.’’ Ferry continued, 
“What we need on this 
campus is more coordination 
between organizations. The 
Greeks are here and the dorms 
are there and things aren’t 
working together.’’ 

Lawson stressed that the 
whole idea behind ACBU was 
better organization for every¬ 
one, and not just one or two 
groups.

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AEMPE debates Middle East 

Forum seeks peace between Israel and Arabs

A sparse gathering heard a 
discussion over Middle East 
problems Saturday in Neumil- 
len Chapel that tried to be 
interesting and informative, 
and was sometimes heated. 

“The Use of Economic 
Sanctions in International 
Politics: Oil and Middle East 
Politics,’’ was the theme of 
the conference, co-sponsored 
by the American Educators for 
Peace in the Middle East and 
the Peoria Area World Affairs 
Council. The speakers’ goal 
was summed up in one 
phrase: a viable peace be¬ 
tween Israel and the Arab 
world. There were a number 
of differences, however. 

Dr. Mordechai Kreinin, an 
Economics professor at Michi¬ 
gan State University, came out 
for strong legislation and 
government action to halt U.S. 


companies from complying 
with the Arab boycotts of 
Israel. 

A hopeful sign for Middle 
East peace, Kreinin ex¬ 
plained, is the pressure on the 
Arab leaders for economic 
improvement at home. 

Kreinin also felt that the 
federal government should 
form a policy of not doing 
government business with 
companies participating in the 
boycott, much like the affirma¬ 
tive action programs used in 
fighting discrimination 

against blacks. 

“But the only real answer to 
the situation,’’ Kreinin said 
“is peace. A peace between 
Israel and her Arab neighbors 
which will make the need for 
boycotts unnecessary.’’ 

In speaking on “Self-help 
and Terrorism’’, University of 
Minnesota Political Science 


Professor Samuel Krislov 
stated that there was line 
between what was truly in a 
government’s self-interest 
and what was not. 

Krislov called hi-jacking “a 
modern form of piracy’’, and 
that all countries had the 
obligation to capture and 
prosecute hijackers, including 
“third world’’ nations. 

He added that the Israeli 
raid on Uganda’s Entebbe 
airport was justified under 
international law despite the 
fact that Israel had to face a 
reprimand from the United 
Nations for the action. The 
international law which per¬ 
mitted the raid on Entebbe 
was the same one which the 
United States used for the 
1965 incursion in the Domini¬ 
can Republic: A government’s 
right to protect its citizens. 

Israel has had some trouble 
in facing the world and UN 


sanctions condemning it be¬ 
cause of three reasons, ac¬ 
cording to Krislov; 1) Arab 
propoganda, 2) Israel’s own 
errors, and 3) a misunder¬ 
standing of the issues sur¬ 
rounding Israel’s actions. 

“Israel had had trouble 
asserting its rights clearly,’’ 
Krislov said, adding that 
Israel has faced problems 
from border movement near 
Lebanon, conquered lands 
from the 1967 and 1973 wars, 
and Israeli efforts to influence 
American Middle Eastern 
policy. 

Krislov said that one way to 
bring peace moves in the 
Middle East would be to 
pressure for both Arabs and 
Israelis to compromise on 
certain issue pertaining to the 
Middle East situation. 

The moderator of the 
afternoon panel, Dr. Fred 
Gottheil of the University of 


Illinois, commented that the 
Middle East situation was a 
“political, economic, religi¬ 
ous, and psychological strug¬ 
gle,’’ adding that the Israelis 
have been there for a long 
period of time and that the 
Arabs will face a difficult time 
in getting their separate 
homeland. 

Gottheil added that he was 
optimistic about the chances 
for peace. “The main ques¬ 
tion here is over whether or 
not the Arabs and Israelis can 
live together, of tolerance. 
Even borders aren’t impor¬ 
tant.’’ 

Caterpillar Sales Manager 
Robert Coyle remarked, “If 
(the Arabs and Israelis) were 
that dedicated for peace, if 
they could get together like 
they do as salesmen, I think 
there would be a better chance 
for peace in the Middle East.”

Surely we criticize, but do we 
actually feel concerned 
enough to hold the admin¬ 
istration accountable for these 
increases. As time passes, the 
problems of the students 
become secondary to the 
survival of this non-profit 
institution. 

Since we are speaking of our 
education, don’t you think we 
should be the ones to impress 
upon those in charge of the 
necessity to have these pol¬ 
icies changed? The authors 
believe that this is what 
education is all about.

1977-1978 


Sadley University owns and 
operates several quality resi¬ 
dence halls which provide 
spacious and luxurious living 
conditions. These halls, how¬ 
ever, are located in Palm 
Beach, California and are 
being used as tax shelters for 
the University. Which leaves a 
few dilapidated hovels that 
were given to the University 
by a slumlord from Chicago. 

The experience of group 
living is by far a unique one

Since Sadley takes no 
responsibility tor personal

Residence Halls 

Sadley maintains eight resi¬ 
dence hovels-er-halls with a 
total capacity of 2000 beds (of 
course if enrollment gets 
extremely large, we’ll squeeze 
another 2000 more if we have 
to!). 

Room rent for every hall will 
NOT exceed $360,000 per 
semester. 

The board charge for every 
hall will not exceed $360.00 
per semester. 

(This of course is pure 
garbage since by the time you 
graduate, the Room and Board 
charge will have GREATLY 
exceeded $360.00 per semes¬ 
ter.

WIU wins BU golf 


The Bradley golf team took 
fourth place in the Bradley 
Invitational last weekend at 
Wee-Ma-Tuk Hills in Cuba. 
Western Illinois won the 
54-hole tournament with a 
total of 886 to unseat the 
defending champion Braves. 

Bradley’s Jerry Young, who 
was the medalist last year as a 
junior, tied for fifth individual¬ 
ly with a 221. Dave Loyd was 
18th, Jim Theine 21st, Don 
Patton 24th and John Pizza 
48th. 

“Yech,” said Bradley coach 
Jim Spink of the team’s effort. 
“We did not play well at all.

Theine had a final round 73 
for the Braves, equaling the 
team low for the tournament. 


Young shot 73 in each of the 
first two rounds on the par-72 
course. 

Greg Church of Northeast

As for Bradley, Spink is still 
waiting for the team to 
materialize into the power he 
hoped for after a successful 
fall season.

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Season ‘Hard to figure’

After taking two of three 
games against Western Il¬ 
linois University last weekend, 
the Bradley baseball team 
dropped a pair to Eastern 
Illinois last Tuesday. 

“Hey, Eastern is a good 
ballclub,” Braves coach 
Chuck Buescher said, “but 
this season is hard to figure. 

“We put ourselves in a 
position where we thought we 
had to win. The players are 
thinking that.” 

And clearly, the Braves, 
now 8-20, have problems that 
are more mental than phys¬ 
ical. “We were looking at 
ourselves as 8-18 and thinking 
we had to win every ballgame 
the rest of the year,” 
Buescher said. “We should 
have been getting into the 
right frame of mind to play a 
good baseball game.” 

Bradley played well the first 
game against Eastern, but lost 


4-3 when a seventh-inning 
rally fell short. Freshman 
Robbie Butler started and 
reliever Curt Thompson took 
the loss. The Braves lost the 
second game 8-3. 

Buescher is more pleased 
with the Braves play against 
Western. “Our attitude was 
good. We went out and 
enjoyed ourselves and had fun 
and played good baseball.” 

The Braves will need more 
of that good baseball in the 
upcoming week. Tomorrow 
Bradley faces Louisville in a 
double header, followed by a 
single game Sunday. Tuesday, 
the Braves play two at Illinois 
State University. 

“Right now, I’m being 
realistic,” Buescher said. “I’d 
like to win two or three of 
those games. Maybe five. But 
those are awful good teams.” 

Buescher will use a lot of 
pitchers in short stints. 
Against Eastern he did that 


“to get some of the other 
pitchers ready.” 

Bradley’s hitting has shown 
some improvement also. John 
Daynor and Dale Lichtenstein 
have improved with Daynor’s 
triple driving in two runs in 
the first game against EIU in 
the final inning. 

And the clutch hits are more 
frequent. “Maybe we aren’t 
hitting for as high an 
average,” Buescher said. 
“But a .220 hitter who can get 
a game-winning hit once a 
week is valuable, too.” 

Buescher is already looking 
ahead to the Missouri Valley 
Conference tournament, 
which begins May 16 at 
Wichita, Kan. “We’re just 
gonna have to get our heads 
together and play steady 
baseball the rest of the year,” 
he said. “I’m not one who 
believes we can finish one 
season and start another with 
the tournament.”

Are they fair to everyone?

The intramural sports program at Bradley 
has become one of the most important aspects 
of student life in the past two years. As far as 
student interest is concerned, it rivals beer 
drinking among extra-curricular activities. 

It is probably safe to assume that more than 
half the student body participated in at least 
one IM activity during the past year. Anytime 
there are that many people involved, there are 
undoubtedly going to be some who feel 
wronged in some way. 

In many instances wrongs cannot be 
avoided. But in some, they can and should be. 

It hurts to lose in athletic competition. But 
the accepted fact that somebody must and that 
there is another day makes it somewhat easier 
to tolerate. 

Losing to a machine — a fouled-up 
administration if you will — is something else 
again. 

The intramural program is a machine. 
Trying to be heard there when protesting a 
wrong is like fighting City Hall. They listen, 
they smile, they shake their heads, say, “I’m 
sorry, but there’s nothing we can do,” and 
send you on your way. 

The attitude among the students is fast 
becoming “Why try? It won’t do any good 
anyway.” ' 

Which is no doubt what the intramural office 
would like: no problems, no complaints. And if 
something should happen to go wrong, so 
what? It’s only a game and it won’t happen 
again. 

And if it happens again — oh, my, you are 
unfortunate, aren’t you? 

The intramural program, personified, is a 
hypocrite. The people there boldly preach fair 
play like the 11th Commandment. What 
happens, at times, is anything but fair. 

*** 

Part of the problem stems from a misuse of 
power by several IM office personnel. A 


number of women employed there participate 
in sports for Locomotion, an independent 

women’s team. 

“There would be passing jokes,” says Tami 
Sharp, who played football and basketball for 
Locomotion. “Like, ‘We can do anything, 
because we’ve got girls in the intramural 
office. 

“We always got our own way. Isn’t it 
strange? We never once were caught off guard 
through scheduling; we always had everybody 
at our games. We had at least four or five 
games changed during football — anytime 
somebody wanted to leave for the weekend. 

“I remember one time we needed a game 
changed and the other team said they couldn’t 
play at a certain time. We still got it changed.” 

It’s not just what you know, but who you 
know so you can do what you know. 

Fair is fair. Anybody can play the game.. .if 
they know the rules. 

The trouble is that few people realize exactly 
what they can do and still be within intramural 
regulations. Locomotion, and a few others, 
have discovered the secret and gained an 
advantage, which might be a bit unfair. 

In the name of fair play, the intramural office 
would surely like for all to know just what they 
can do. Following are a few examples. 

—If your team is in the playoffs, you can go 
to the IM office and specify which dates your 
team cannot play. You won’t have to play then. 

—If a certain official is not to the liking of 
your team, you can request that he not be 
assigned to any of your team’s games. Your 
request will be granted with a smile. 

—If you want to be devious and play another 
team when you know their star player will be 
gone, just tell the IM office that you can’t play 
on the original date and suggest a substitute 
date. They will not only grant your request, 
they will not allow the other team to switch 


dates on you, nor will they call to make sure the 
date is okay with the other team. 

And if you run into any problem, just show 
this column and use its writer as a reference. 
Everything mentioned above has been done 
before. 

*** 

Perhaps the wildest stunt a team could pull 
has the written backing of intramural director 
Bill McClintock, as he stated in a protest denial 
last week. 

It seems that several women signed their 
names to softball rosters representing two 
different teams, despite a rule in the IM 
Handbook that reads, “Students shall not 
represent more than one organization in any 
one sport.” 

The protest, filed after the duplicate women 
had played for one team, claimed that being on 
two rosters constituted representation of two 
teams, and is a violation of eligibility rules. 

In the denial letter, McClintock said that the 
protest’s “interpretation of the rule is 
correct.” But point one of his denial said, 
“Being on two rosters is not a violation of 
Elibility rules.” How can a violation not be a 
violation? 

Double talk, first of all. Protection next, 
because several of the women, whose 
eligibility was questioned, work for Mc¬ 
Clintock. (They get by with another one. They 
played for the second team the day of the 
denial.) 

But most importantly, McClintock has set a 
dangerous precedent. 

It is possible for a team to recruit the best 
players it can find to help get through the first 
game, which could be its toughest. That game 
won, those recruited players can go to their 
respective teams and start the season. 

Where does it end? 

Tami Sharp says she didn’t think much about 
bending the rules when it was in her team’s 
favor. Now it’s a different story. 

“I can’t believe they get way with all that,” 
she says. “But I hold it to be intramural’s fault. 

“It’s not really sports anymore when it gets 
down to this.”

Student Senate approves budget, 
okays large pay raise for officers, 
as phone books, projects axed.

Senate voted an almost 75 
per cent increase in officers 
salaries during the April 18 
meeting, as well as voting to 
drop the phone directories as a 
Senate project, during their 
review of the ’76-’77 budget. 

A year ago, when Senate 
requested over $8,600 from 
Student Activity Budget Re¬ 
view Committee (SABRC) 
funds, Sen. Mike Tague 
expressed concern that the 
proposal was an unrealistic 
monstrosity that would to the 
Senate more harm than good. 
The senator had based his 
observation on the fact that 
SABRC had allocated Senate 
less than $5,000 the year 
before. 

So, the ’77-’78 budget 
request of $3,877 awaiting 
SABRC approval is a drastic 
pruning job in comparison 
with the previous year. 

The student phone book 
project is minus a funder 
resulting from the trimming 
and it appears that student 
government orientations and 
various other workshops will 
receive the ax too. 

Not everything has been 
shorn, though, with Senate 
approving the increase in the 
all-school officers’ pay. 


All-school Treasurer Larry 
Zabinski said that the phone 
books, a project undertaken by 
the Senate for about the last 
seven years, were not pared 
from the budget to facilitate a 
boost in his or the president, 
vice-president and secretary’s 
salaries considering that both 
are funded separately in 
Senate’s lump budget. “Actu¬ 
ally, the phone book idea has 
been kicked around for quite 
awhile. Mike Trucco had been 
working on the thing before I 
became treasurer. 

“It’s a big hassle that really 
has nothing to do with student 
government, anyhow. It just 
keeps one guy busy.’’ 

The “one guy’’ happens to 
be the student body treasurer, 
who has been responsible for 
putting out the directories. 

By not providing for the 
4,000-plus-phone books that 
cost about $1,400, the Student 
Senate has eliminated a 
pebble from the treasurer’s 
shoe—skimpy advertising re¬ 
sponse. Zabinski felt that 
“was another big hassle.’’ 

“Local businessmen would 
say ‘We just can’t give it to 
you.’ They had already placed 
ads in things like the Anaga 
and the Scout. They didn’t feel 
they could do anymore.’’

Advertising revenue ran 
around $600, Zabinski said. 

The treasurer was quick to 
add that the phone books had 
not been completely aban¬ 
doned. 

“They’re just in limbo until 
we talk to Goldin,’’ Art 
Webster, student body presi¬ 
dent chimed in. 

Webster referred to a 
possibility of funding the 
directories through Ken Gold¬ 
in’s office, Auxiliary Services. 
He pointed out that most 
phone guides from other 
schools were published at the 
school’s expense. 

According to Zabinski, oth¬ 
er organizations might adopt 
the “orphan” but nothing had 
yet been decided. 

“If worse comes to worse, 
we’ll still do it. However, the 
phone book decision has no 
effect on the salary increase. 

“They wanted more money 
last year. We’ve all been 
looking into other schools’ 
budgeting and Bradley’s offi¬ 
cer pay is out of line.” 

Zabinski’s initial salary 
proposal was taken to SABRC 
before Senate in order to meet 
the committee’s deadline. 

When submitting it for 
Senate approval afterwards, 
he said he explained that it 
could be altered. If the Senate 
decided to ammend it, he 
continued, he would take the 
revised pay request back to 
SABRC. 

Well, it did and he did.

Black,class seats gone 

Senate changes election seats 


A major change in how 
senators will be apportioned 
was unanimously approved at 
the April 25 meeting of 
Student Senate, with the class 
and black senator seats being 
discontinued. 

“Basically what it is,” said 
Mike Trucco, Internal Affairs 
Chairman, “is the removal of 
the class senators and the 
removal of the black senator 
seat.” 


Trucco explained that the 
dormitory, off-campus and 
Greek seats will remain, with 
student voting based on where 
they live. Senators will 
be apportioned according to 
one representative per 

hundred students living in 
each housing area. At least 
one representative will be 
guaranteed to each dorm. 

Those students elected to 


these positions will hold them 
until their terms expire. 
“We’ll be working with an 
expanded Senate for awhile,” 
said Trucco. 

“Black students would run 
as dorm, off-campus, or Greek 
senators,” Trucco stated. 
“The seat was discontinued 
because blacks are a special 
interest group, as you can say 
of any student organization.” 
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Upperclassmen get first 
chance at rooms

Sunday is the day for 
upperclassmen to sign-up for 
next year’s housing assign¬ 
ments, according to Bradley 
Housing Director Mike Mur- 

phy- 

The early sign-up is being 
held in order to give upper- 
class dorm residents a chance 
to select their rooms and 
roommates for next year. 

Murphy said that Geisert 
Hall will remain co-ed on 
every other floor, and that 
there might be some problem 
with the number of students in 
a dorm room, especially 
incoming freshment and 
transfer students. 

Using a plan worked out by 
Murphy and Auxiliary Ser¬ 
vices Director Ken Goldin, 
upperclassmen will have the 
chance to come down to the 
housing office and look at the 
floor layout of each residence 
hall. 

The students will then he 
given the opportunity to fill 
out cards for the room.. 

“Students have three choi¬ 
ces, usually. The first choice is 
for the same room, the second 
is to be with their friends, and 
the third is for the same 
building,” Murphy explained. 
“The students will sometimes 
decide to move into a different 
building and stay with their 
friends.” 

Dorms will close May 13, 
the Friday before graduation. 
Murphy added that only 
graduating seniors will be 
allowed to stay in the dorms 
and that any other students 
who wish to remain in the 
dorms after May 13 will have 
to check with the head 
resident of their dorm. 


He added that there has 
been some concern about 
damage and littering being 
done by students staying in 
the dorms during the gradua¬ 
tion period. 

Murphy said that he as¬ 
sumed there would be some 
tripling of freshmen and 
incoming transfer students, 
since enrollments are already 
running 30 per cent ahead of 
last year. 

“We’re getting more (appli¬ 
cations for housing) now 
because Admissions is encour¬ 
aging students to get the 
information in earlier for 
various reasons,” Murphy 
said. “What we were getting 
in May and June we’re now 
getting in April and May.” 

Murphy added that he 
expected a tapering off in 
enrollment, but also said that 
the need for housing would 
still be ahead of 1976.

Friction from some students 
has already occurred accord¬ 
ing to the treasurer, but due 
mainly to confusion. 

Webster said that if there 
was too much heat over the 
issue they didn’t want the 
money and they’d still do the 
job they promised to do. 

“We aren’t a student 
activity project. We’re more of 
a service,” Webster suggest¬ 
ed. The student president 
believed Senate’s lot was 
mostly administrative. 


“We need the money to be 
able to function effectively. 
It’s not needed for tangible 
materials as much as just 
compensation for man hours.” 

Those “20 hours per week” 
are what Zabinski calls “op¬ 
portunity costs.” 

“If I wasn’t here in the 
office this afternoon I would 
be using this time for 
studying. If I didn’t have this 
job I could get a paying job 
somewhere else. 

“I think the increase would 
attract more and better people 
to run. 

“It’s not being greedy. It’s 
just human nature.”

Few movie genres can so 
completely shatter a viewer’s 
nervous system as a doomsday 
thriller.

Fewer still are 
the directors who can master 
this genre but one who has is 
John Frankenheimer and his 
latest attempt may well be his 
best. 

After experimenting, often 
unsuccessfully, with other 
types of movies he has at last 
returned to familiar territory. 
In “Black Sunday” he offers 
us the cataclysm of the 70’s, 
the terrorist attack, on the 


scale few of us would like to 
think about. The movie begins 
when the plot, hatched almost 
exclusively by Martha Keller 
and Bruce Dern, is well 



advanced though just discov¬ 
ered by western intelligence 
through a chance Israeli 
commando raid on a Black 
September headquarters. 

Western intelligence is rep¬ 
resented by Robert Shaw, as 
the hard-nosed Israeli major, 
and Fritz Weaver, who gets to 
be the good grey F.B.I. agent 
for a change. With little more 
than a taped ultimatum to go 
on they must uncover who 
exactly is involved in the plot, 
where it will happen, when it 
will happen, how it will be 
executed and do it in less than 
seven days (and we should all 
remember the last movie 
Frankenheimer did with a 
time limit like this one). 
Meanwhile Dern and Keller 
have to assemble their weap¬ 
on, test it and transport it to 
Miami.

go awry. There are setbacks, 
near misses, close calls and 
first-class foul-ups; all used to 
effectively set the stage for the 
last half hour of the movie 
where everything comes to a 
head.

Hotline provides immediate crisis counseling

Co-ordinated by Dave 
Greiner, associate pastor at 
Christ Missionary Church, 
and John Chaney, salesman at 
Sunnyland Cabinet, the Peoria 
Hotline, a 24-hour counseling 
service opened on April 1. 

The Hotline offers counsel¬ 
ing to any problem: loneli¬ 
ness, alcoholism, drug abuse, 
family-related problems and 
suicide fo any individual in 
trouble. The Hotline serves 
Bradley students, high school¬ 
ers and the Peoria commu¬ 
nity. 

Dave Ingold, a Bradley 
student and volunteer coun¬ 
selor for the Hotline, stated 
the statistics for the first week 
included about 200 calls. 
“Most of the calls were people 
who wanted more information. 
We did receive 66 counseling

calls. Those are people with 
real problems. Of these, two 
were suicides and four were 
pregnancies.” 

One of the major differences 
between the Peoria Hotline 
and other centers around the 
country is that the Peoria 
Hotline is not publicly funded, 
nor run by professionals. The 
people who volunteer as 
counselors are “people who 
care.” Ingold continued, “We 
treat the person as a person. 
We believe that man has a 
spiritual need as well as 
physical or emotional needs. 
We want to present the Lord 
to people who are troubled.” 

Peoria’s Hotline’s proce¬ 


dure in handling any caller is 
first to establish a relationship 
with the person. Second, the 
counselors try to find out how 
serious the problem is. They 
find out if anyone is in 
physical danger. Ingold de¬ 
scribed the next step as 
“giving the person a chance to 
vent his feelings. We will 
listen. 

“We present the alternative 
of curing depression through 
establishing a relationship 
with Jesus Christ,” Ingold 
added. “Hopefully Jesus’ 
name is mentioned to every 
caller, but our primary goal is 
to help those in need.” 

Counselors who answer 


calls are trained in a six-week 
training session. During this 
period, they are exposed to 
the general proceedings of the 
Hotline. Trainers spend time 
role-playing, evaluating them¬ 
selves and learning how to 
deal with specific situations. 
Hotline asks them to be able to 
commit themselves to a 
four-hour shift at least once-a- 
week. Hotline also requires 
their counselors to have 
regular attendance to a 
Bible-believing church. 

Ingold explains, “We want 
the counselor’s to have a 
growing relationship with 
Christ.” Most of the counsel¬ 
ors are Born Again Christians, 


who have had similar experi¬ 
ences to those calling. 

The Peoria Hotline, located 
on the second floor of 920 W. 
Main St., is financed through 
donations. - 

All cases are kept confiden¬ 
tial. Two counselors work each 
shift. A supervisor is kept on 
call for emergencies. A 
trained psychologist is avail¬ 
able for consultation on a 
professional scale if needed, 
days a week, 24-hours a day. 
The number is 673-0600. Call 
if interested in being a 
counselor, receiving more 
information, or if you need 
someone to listen, someone 
who cares.

Please don’t crucify them; just because the Senate 
leaders requested a pay raise is no excuse for us students 
to break out the tar and feathers. 

This may come as a shock to a large number of the 
student body, but several student organizations have 
leaders who are paid through student money. Most of 
these groups provide students with services, which would 
be sorely missed if discontinued. 

One organization that pays its leaders is Student 
Senate. All-School president, vice-president, secretary, 
and treasurer get paid in the form of tuition remission (the 
amount is taken off their tuition). 

Some lids recently blew when the four people presently 
filling those positions suggested that the jobs should have 
higher salaries. When the pressure cookers get 
themselves together, may be they’ll realize that the 
request was not unreasonable. 

Just being fair dictates that these people receive some 
form of compensation for the time and effort they put into 
leading Senate so that it properly represents us students. 

Even with the raises, the amount is not that great. Four 
hundred and fifty dollars a semester (All-School 
president’s pay) is a long way from covering Bradley 
tuition costs. Also, figuring office hours on a part time 
basis of 21 hours per week, nine months of school, the pay 
rate is $1.18 per hour. This doesn’t include all the 
meetings they must attend or the free time they lose. 

Considering the minimum wage is $2.30 per hour, how 
many of you want the job when you can make almost 
double anywhere else? How many want to give up playing 
on I-M Sports to attend a host of basically dull meetings? 
How many want to type up all the correspondence 
necessary to keep the Senate informed? How many want 
to be responsible for saying what projects stay and which 
go? 

By the obvious lack of people killing themselves to run 
for Senate, I’d say not many. 

For those who think the phone book was discontinued to 
pay for these raises, you’re wrong. The Senate has just 
decided that the Senate is not the group who should be 
responsible for that project, which is sensible. They’re 
willing to do the work, if no other group will, but they feel 
the administration should foot the bill. 

Let’s face it, these people are filling in for us, so, unless 
you want to bring back the days of slavery, we should pay 
them. And these raises are not going to break the bank.

IM -Loco' rebut 
‘Scratch’ charge 

As members of Locomotion 
and I.M. personnel, we cannot 
absorb the brunt of Kirk 
Wessler’s attack on us, as well 
as Mr. McClintock, without a 
chance for rebuttal. It’s 
obvious that Kirk has a poor 
opinion of the way Mr. 
McClintock* is handling the 
intramural program. In any 
aspect of life, be it politics, 
sports, or schoolwork, opin¬ 
ions are formed on the basis of 
known fact, mixed in with 
personal experience. In Kirk's 
article, he brings up various 
points to support his allega¬ 
tions of unfairness. On those 
points, we challenge Wess¬ 
ler’s credibility. He claims 
that there has been a misuse 
of power by several I.M. office 
personnel. Wessler quotes 
Ms. Tami Sharp, former 
Locomotion player, to support 
his claim. We never once 
claimed to be able to do 
“anything" because of our 
positions in the I.M. office. 
We did not have four or five 
games changed during foot¬ 
ball season. Approximately 
two of our scheduled games 
were changed because of 
simple scheduling difficulties, 
primarily brought on by bad 
weather. We might add that 
Locomotion was less than 
pleased with its schedule as 
played. We sincerely doubt 
there is any team which was 


100 per cent satisfied with its 
schedule. 

Wessler generalizes (Loco¬ 
motion and a few others) 
about supposed unfairness of 
teams but since he mentions 
only one team in particular, 
we feel compelled to answer 
some charges. Let us make the 
point that any team in the 
playoffs can specify dates 
which it cannot play. Mr. 
McClintock realizes that play¬ 
off games are important to the 
people involved and he will 
practically bend over back¬ 
wards to give all teams the 
best possible opportunities. 
As far as requesting certain 
officials, neither Locomotion 
as a team, nor any specific 
player, ever requested and 
received certain officials. In 
fact, one men's basketball 
team did just that and Mr. 
McClintock politely told the 
players where to shelve their 
request. As far as deliberately 
refusing to inform other teams 
about scheduling changes, we 
know for a fact that every 
secretary often spends nearly 
half her shift on the phone in 
an effort to reach teams and 
let them know about changes. 
When people aren’t in, this 
can be very difficult. When a 
team is finally reached, often 
the response is, “Why didn’t 
you let us know sooner!". 
Perhaps teams could help us 
out in that area by leaving 
more than one person’s phone 
number with us so we will 
have a better chance of letting 
them know sooner. 

Wessler’s attack on the rule 


in the I.M. Handbook is totally 
one-sided. For one thing, 
representing more than one 
organization, refers to actual 
participation, not roster repre¬ 
sentation. As McClintock 
pointed out to the protesting 
team, the rule is not too 
flexible. Experience has 
shown that many teams drop 
out of competition after the 
first game. If you were a truly 
serious player, wouldn’t you 
feel a little cheated after 
signing with a team and only 
being able to play one game? 
In such a case, the rule allows 
a person to get on another 
team’s roster before its second 
game and enjoy the rest of the 
season. This rule has been 
used numerous times in the 
last two years and could have 
been used by Wessler also. 
Regardless of the participants 
involved, Mr. McClintock’s 
response to the protest would 
have been no different. 

Last week’s Scout contained 
the second attack on Locomo¬ 
tion in two weeks. All year 
long, our team has suffered 
from a lack of objectivity on 
the part of writers in reporting 
the team’s results. When we 
won the football champion¬ 
ship, the article in the Scout 
contained more information 
about how the other team lost 
than how we won. We knew 
exactly why our games 
weren’t being reported fairly 
but we took it in stride and felt 
there was really nothing that 
could be done. But, enough is 
enough. The members of 
Locomotion do no enjoy 
having their team defamed in 
the school newspaper because 
of someone’s personal 
grudge, which has lasted all 
year long. We also think this is 
a poor reflection on the Scout 
and its editors to allow the 
article to be printed without 
first checking with Mr. Mc¬ 
Clintock. What’s worse, we 
don’t feel Wessler wrote his 
article on his own but we can 
only speculate as to who put 
him up to it. We will have to 
agree with Tami Sharp when 
she says, that it’s really not 
sports anymore when it gets 
down to this. This has to be 
the sorriest, most immature 
case of sore losers we’ve ever 
seen.

Senate officers’ 
raises absurd 

The results of last week’s 
% Student Senate meeting left us 
totally amazed. To our dis¬ 
belief the officers of the 
Student Senate actually re¬ 
ceive a salary. Not only do 
they receive a salary, but they 
had the audacity to propose an 
overall increase in excess of 
100 per cent. Fortunately, the 
unpaid senators did reduce 
this figure somewhat. How¬ 
ever, the figure the Senate 
passed and sen. to the SABRC 
for approval still represents an 
increase of over 71 per cent. 
Under this proposal the 
president will receive $900 
and the other three officers 
will be paid $500 each. The 
total proposed Student Senate 
budget for 1977-78 is $3877. 
Of this total, $2400 has been 
allocated for officers’ salaries. 
This figure represents 61.89 
per cent of the entire budget, 


which is totally absurd. 

Granted, this year's budget 
is about $400 less than last 
year’s. However, last year the 
Senate published the campus 
phone directory which cost 
$1400. The Senate will not be 
publishing the phone directory 
for 1977-78. The officers have 
decided the money will be put 
to better use in their own 
pockets. It appears with 
reduced services on the part of 
the Senate, an increase in 
salary is not justifiable. 

To quote our Senate Execu¬ 
tive Council in a letter to the 
senators, “We must always 
remember that we are working 
for the students, not for 
ourselves, and are therefore 
required to do things that 
aren’t always convenient to 
our own desires.’’

Bradley University and I will soon go separate ways, and 
that’s as it should be.

I’ve found friends, lovers, advisors, counselors, and critics 
here. I’ve gotten professional, spiritual, financial and 
emotional instruction from persons who congratulated me 
when I succeeded and encouraged me when I failed. They 
also disagreed with me and told me why, then let me go to 
work it out for myself. 

I’m not anti-Bradley. 

On the contrary, the only thing I feel good about in having 
to leave this place is that it is the natural course of things to 
do so. There must be an end to accommodate another 
beginning. We must die to some things to start living in 
others. 

I believe Bradley is a great community in which to grow. 
Every student enrolled here can get more than his or her 
tuition dollars worth if he or she makes the effort. 

If you pretend Bradley’s a little mini-world, a sort of dress 
rehearsal before playing to a real audience, you can see how 
your input reaps its rewards. 

Bradley’s no Garden of Eden, of course. In fact it worries 
me to see what I consider the deterioration of “the individual 
attention” approach to a Bradley education. 

The Bradley loyalists, those who graduated from this 
place and were immediately absorbed into the university 
machinery, are an endangered species. Those faculty, staff 
and administrators who are what they are and are where 
they are because of a diehard belief in Bradley’s dedication 
to the individual, are losing out to specialized 


“professionals” who are being recruited to save the 
university from financial collapse. 

The worst part about leaving this place is fearing for its 
future. It’s great now but can it stay great long enough for 
my kids and my classmates’ kids? 

I’d hate to come back, alumni reunion after alumni 
reunion to see the Ken Goldins, the Ed Kings, the Cam 
Primms, the Jim Ericksons, the Bob Pardiecks, the Don 
Albanitos, the Bjorklunds, Dodges, Nothdurfts, Uptons, 
Wagners and all the other Bradley loyalists, phased out to 
make way for others who may run a hell of an efficient office 
but have a handshake like a dead fish and talk out of both 
sides of their mouths. 


In order for this university to survive the private education 
crunch, we are apparently bringing in management 
machines to begin training staffers to go the distance, cause 
the going’s gonna get rougher for Bradley type institutions. 

I’d rather see this place die from the bottom line, than to 
see it corrode for lack of a heart. I’d rather see it go bankrupt 
than go blind and, as anti-Bradley as it may sound, I’d rather 
see the university doors closed for good rather than see the 
individual attention that sets it apart from many other 
institutions, simply run out.

You’ve got 
the power if you can mobilize it. 

You can improve course offerings, faculty hiring methods, 
senate operations, the library stacks (at least try to do 
something about the typewriters in the typing room), final 
exam schedules, dorm councils, dorm food, dorm staffs and 
even this newspaper if you want it badly enough. 

I had a dream the other night. I was standing in front of 
Swords Hall in 1985 with a $100 check made out to the 
Alumni Office. But there was no more Alumni Office. It had 
changed instead to a computer center bank handling nothing 
but records of corporate contributions to the university.

New schedules 
need revising 

While most of the students 
at Bradley are anxiously 
awaiting the end of the 
semester, a few of us have 
looked ahead to the 1977-78 
academic year. Not only will 
the students experience a $200 
tuition increase, but they will 
also be subject to yet another 
inconvenience: a switch in the 
Academic calendar. 

If by chance you are not 
familiar with the new sched¬ 
uling, the fall and spring 
semesters will each commence 
one week later than previ¬ 
ously—thus, the first day of 
classes is scheduled for 
September 1 (rather than 
August 25) and the last day of 
finals is scheduled for Decem¬ 
ber 22. Had the students been 
consulted, perhaps the univer¬ 
sity would have realized that 
few of us really want to be at 
Bradley three days before 
Christmas. 


Commencement will be held 
on December 23, a fact that all 
the graduating seniors are 
sure to appreciate. They will 
be even more excited to learn 
that Spring Commencement 
will be held on May 21! 

The administration justifies 
this maneuver with the follow¬ 
ing rationale: 1) That, by 
beginning the spring semester 
on January 26, 

Bradley avoids the costs of 
heating for the greater part of 
the month, which is the most 
expensive in terms of fuel 
costs and 2) That, Bradley’s 
spring break will now coincide 
with that 

of Peoria District 150, 
enabling all of us to spend 
Easter at home, as well as 
preventing the confusion ex¬ 
perienced by student teachers 
in attempting to plan their 
vacation around the difference 
in vacation schedules. 

in this light, perhaps the 
change in scheduling is 
understandable. 

What we find more difficult 
to comprehend is the fact that 
decisions involving the aca¬ 
demic calendar were, in 
reality, made prior to the 
1976-77 fuel crisis, and with¬ 
out consideration of conflict¬ 
ing vacation schedules—the 
change in calendar is directly 
due to a “calendar cycle’’ 
which repeats itself approx¬ 
imately every four years. We 
are, unfortunately, the victims 
of ill-timing—the cycle has 
run its course and will begin 
again the following academic 
year. 

The Academic Affairs Com¬ 
mittee of Student Senate 
strongly urges the University 
to consider an alternative 
system for determining future 
academic calendars, one 
which is based on solid 
reasoning and efficient sched¬ 
uling rather than the whims of 
Father Time.

It is certainly true that one 
strikes nerves when one 
touches on the subject of 
money for salaries and the 


1977-1978 Student Senate 

budget has raised more than a 
few eyebrows. We would like 
to explain our position. 

Last year, the Senate 
requested $8,651.91 from 
SABRC, of which they re¬ 
ceived $4,300. This year, the 
Senate is requesting $3,877. 
In short, we have trimmed the 
budget tremendously and are 
prepared to operate efficiently 
with tight spending. The 
controversy is ensuing over 
our request for officers’ 
salaries. 

Students have expressed 
shock at the amount being 
asked for salaries. This may 
well be due to the fact that 
they were not aware that 
all-school officers, like many 
other student leaders at 
Bradley, received money for 
their services. Actually, salary 
is a poor word to describe our 
compensation. We are not on 
a payroll and never receive a 
paycheck. Rather, we are 
given a tuition remission, 
which is money taken off the 
fee we pay to the university at 
the start of each semester. 
Last year, the all-school 
president received $500, the 
treasurer received $400, and 
the vice president and the 
secretary received $250 each. 
This amounted to a total of 
$1,400. We honestly believe 
this amount to be too low. It is 
certainly out of line with what 
other students are paid. 
Treasurer Zabinski prepared a 
budget and presented it to the 
Senate, who disagreed with 
his salary requests. The 
Senate motioned and passed 
by vote the following salary 
requests: president, $900; vice 
president, secretary and 
treasurer, $500 each. 

Our justification of this 
increase centers along two 
lines of thought. First of all, 
the work done by Senate is 
based primarily on manpower. 
The Student Senate is more 
than just another student 
activity. It provides a service 
to the school and the student 
body comparable to the jobs 
done by the various adminis¬ 
trative offices on campus. Last 
year, the Senate requested 
large amounts of money to run 
student activities such as 
Homecoming and a program 
for Freshman Orientation. 
They also asked for large 
amounts of money to run and 
attend needless workshops 
and conferences. We have 
deleted all of these extraneous 
requests from our budget. 

The jobs done by the Senate 



are often thankless, intangible 

things; therefore, the needs of 
these jobs are usually not 
material. Rather, they require 
hours of human labor which 
are provided in large part by 
the officers. This leads 
directly to our second line of 
reasoning. The amount of time 
spent by the officers on their 
respective jobs takes a lot of 
time away from studying. It is 
quite possible that our jobs 
will force us to take less than 
16 academic hours next 
semester even though we will 
be paying for a full academic 
load. Our jobs also make it 
next to impossible to hold 
another job. The point we are 
getting at is that the opportun¬ 
ity cost of holding an all-school 
office is high. The officers 
should be compensated for 
this cost. 

We would like to stress that 
we are not trying to con 
anyone, now are we trying to 
pull off any back-room deals. 
We are very concerned with 
the feelings of the student 
body on this matter. If we 
receive the amounts requested 
and see that the students are 
dead-set against it, we will 
return the money. 

However, in the name of 
fairness, we ask all students to 
at least listen to our argument 
before making a decision. To 
this end, we are making 
ourselves available to any 
student or group who would 
like to talk to and question us 
on this very important matter.

Mimics human arm 

‘Electric arm’ brain child of grads

It looks like something out 
of a science-fiction story. 

A metal arm which can do 
just about anything a human 
arm can do, with an extra 
feature. Like the human arm, 
this mechanical arm can adapt 
to its situation and perform a 
variety of motions. 

Futuristic? Hardly. This is a 
project which is being oper¬ 
ated by two Bradley master’s 
degree candidates working out 
of the Department of Electri¬ 
cal Engineering. 

Called “a robotic arm”, the 
project was first designed by 
graduate students Gerrard 
Carlson and Richard Wals- 
worth, who have been working 
on the project since Septem¬ 
ber 1975. 

“We spent about a year 
building the arm,” Carlson 
said. 

The arm was finally assem¬ 


bled last fall, Walsworth said, 
adding that the project includ¬ 
ed the use of a processor to 
control the arm’s movements 
and generate information for 
other parts of the machine to 
function. 

The processor’s controlling 
function is provided with the 
help of a camera, for picture 
processing. The processor can 
also translate sensor informa¬ 
tion into data for the comput¬ 
er. The picture processor 
provides a visual description 
of the arm. 

“The arm has many uses,” 
Walsworth said. “Such areas 
as machine welding, surgery, 
and movement of radioactive 
materials.” 

Walsworth even said that 
the robotic arm could be used 
for deep ocean exploration, 
although the arm’s more 
familiar application has been 
in space exploration.

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Birdbath’ studio performance: Two much

If last week’s workshop 
production of “Birdbath” by 
the Bradley University 
Theatre was typical of the 
theatre department’s not-for- 
profit studio performances, 
the few who attended are truly 
getting culture at a bargain. 

The one-act two-person 
play, set in modern New York, 
is an intellectual chuckler. The 
story is very typical boy- 
meets-girl and playwright 
Leonard Melfi creates the 
main characters with such a 
blatant frankness that you’ll 
imagine them the next time 
you eat in a small cafeteria. 

Suzanne Koepplinger plays 
Velma Sparrow, a flaky, 
erratic and mixed-up waitress 
in a mid-New York cafeteria. 
Herb Caldwell is Frankie 
Basta, a no-direction poet who 
is working his first night as 


cashier at the cafe. 

Sparrow is the head-case 
type character which requires 
a great amount of energy to 
play. She is flustery and 
nervous. She talks a mile a 
minute, is indecisive and 
constantly flitting about. She 
makes any conversation multi- 
topical and is somewhat of a 
prude, having been protected 
by her mother all her life. 

And Koepplinger did it all 
superbly. 

Her body and eyes gave the 
necessary homely impression, 
but she revealed the true 
character of Sparrow with the 
magnificent way she reeled off 
the machine-gun mouth lines. 

Caldwell, as Basta, is not 
the center of attraction until 
the last of the three scenes. 
Scene I is the initial meeting of 
the two, after the night’s work 
in the cafeteria, and Basta 


seems cool if not a bit 
disinterested in the waitress. 

But he opens up a bit in 
Scene II, when Sparrow waits 
for him in the street after work 
and Basta coerses her to 
accompany him to his apart¬ 
ment. 

What makes the play a 
chuckler is Sparrow’s pre¬ 
occupation with her mother, 
who enters the dialogue 
oftimes as Sparrow’s conver¬ 
sational escape from Basta’s 
advances. Sparrow is gushy 
and reamy when she tells of 
the fantastic times she has 
with her mother eating caviar 
and coffeecake, 

Basta is revealed to be a 
frustrated, moody Bohemian 
who has never had any luck 
with females because of the 
time he devotes to his poetry. 
His apartment is modest and 
quaint, perfect to contrast his

intricately emotional behavior. 

Caldwell was excellent 
through Basta’s momentary 
mood changes, shouting one 
second and speaking with soft 
looks of passion the next. The 
bearded Caldwell was perhaps 
lacking a true writer’s fragility 
toward his work, but made up 
for it with the way he handled 
the jittery Sparrow. 

The play climaxes with 
Sparrow’s revelation that she 
has just killed her mother. She 
cracks — Koepplinger falls 
apart at the seams very well — 
and Basta is not even phased. 
He shows a little surprise, but 
no horror. Consoling, he 


passively tucks Sparrow into 
bed and writes a poem — it’s 
bad, but no matter — aboui 
the whole thing. It appears tJ 
be a simple happy-ever-aftei 
finish, but leaves to tha 
imagination the reality of wha| 
happens next.

Thus the 
stage is set for an incredible 
behind-the-lines (our lines this 
time) mission that can’t 
succeed but dare not fail. 

Director John Sturges is an 
old hand at movies such as 
this and proves here he can 
still make them like he used to 
(remember “The Great Es¬ 
cape”?). The action moves 
along at a steady pace from 
Duvall’s conception of the 
operation to Caine’s accept¬ 
ance and execution of it. 
Along the way to the final 
climax there are unforseen 
incidents (Sutherland falls for 
Jenny Agauter.) and tragic 
occurances (One of the dis- 
guised German paratroopers 
dies while saving a child.) 
which bring the movie’s 
underlying tension to the 
breaking point. 

Will that detachment of 
American Rangers get wind of 
what’s happening in the 
sleepy little English town 
down the road from them? 
What can Michael Caine do 
after he’s taken the town but 
not the Prime Minister? And 
what will happen to Robert 
Duvall when Himmler re¬ 
ceives fragmentary messages 
that all is not going well? 

‘‘The Eagle Has Landed” is 
a modestly produced, thor¬ 
oughly enjoyable war adven¬ 
ture that doesn’t insist upon 
the brilliance of the Germans 
or the stupidity of the Allies. 
For those who’ve been await¬ 
ing the rebirth of the war 
movie, as I have, it is a most 
satisfying answer to our 
prayers.

And if a 
university asks for $50 more for room and $50 more for board, I 
say unto you, give him $100 more for each.’ ” 

“If you still don’t agree with my reasons, or if you don’t 
understand my reasons, then allow me to introduce you to my 
cocker spaniel. This is Chess. He’s such a nice dog, isn’t he? 
You know, I had a hard time explaining to Chess why I would 
have to raise tuition. Say ‘hi’ to the nice people, Chess ”

Pumpin' gas or playin' golf

Jerry Young was pumping gas at his father’s 
service station in Lewistown long before he 
took up golf. The attendant’s job at 
Cottonwood Service Station on the main street 
of the small community southwest of Peoria is 
the only work Young has ever had. 

And while he hasn’t improved much 
pumping gas over the years, Young, who 
started golfing his freshman year in high 
school, has developed into Bradley’s top 
golfer. 

“Golf is meant to be fun,’’ Young said, “not 
to go out and get somebody. I get mad, but I 
don’t show it. I don’t break clubs or fling ’em 
across the fairway. I see other people do it and 
it looks dumb to me.” 

Maybe Young’s success has made his 
golfer’s temper easy to control. He won the 
Southern Illinois Invitational in 1975 and the 
Bradley Invitational in 1976. He is club 
champion at Wee-Ma-Tuk Hills Country Club 
in Canton and has won approximately 35 
tournaments in nine years of golfing. 

But Young doesn’t give the impression he 
counts his victories. The shy, smiling 
22-year-old is never satisfied with his 


performances and is bent on improvement. 

“I’m best from tee to green,” Young smiled. 
Asked about his putting, he smiled no more. 
While he has improved immensely in his close 
game in four years at Bradley, the putting can 
still get frustrating. 

“I guess you could say I’m a fair-weathered 
golfer,” Young said. “I don’t like playing in 
the rain or snow. I guess it’s psychological. 

“But playing on the team I’ve learned a lot. 
It allowed me to travel and see a lot of different 
people and places. To be in a different 
environment.” 

Young is a physical education major who has 
left his life open for after graduation. He knows 
what he will not do, but isn’t sure of what he 
will do. “I don’t want to go into teaching,” he 
said T “Not enough money and you get ulcers.” 

Probably the only sure thing for Young is his 
fiancee, Janet Orwig, a law enforcement 
student at Western Illinois University. She is 
the reason Young is gone weekends (“He’s 
been here maybe one Friday night in the past 
two years,” his roommate, John Harder said.). 

But whether it is a five-iron out of the rough 
or a hard-to-reach dipstick, Young, in his own 
quiet confident way, will meet the challenge.

Basketball recruits signed 

Bradley women’s basketball coach Annelle Griffin has 
announced the signing of four high school athletes to play 
basketball here next year. 

Mary Lynn Schafer, a 5-foot-6 guard from Buffalo, N.Y.; 
Stephanie Jones, 5-7 forward from Chicago; Connie Griffith, 5-6 
forward from Huntsville, Ala.; and Kathy Stokes, 5-5 swingman 
from Clinton, Iowa will join returnees Laura Chesler, Carol 
Draper, and possibly June Stephenson. 

“I still don’t know for sure whether June will be back or not,” 
said Griffin. Mary Furst, a freshman this year, has apparently 
decided not to return for next season. 

According to Griffin, most of the women she is recruiting also 
have experience in volleyball, track, or both. Griffin has eight 
full tuition grants to award and she may divide them into 
partials. 

In addition to the four incoming freshmen, Griffin has also 
expressed interest in 6-2 center Mary Lagerstam from Rockford, 
and 5-8 guard Susan Picl from Peoria Heights. 

“We’ve been concentrating primarily on basketball,” Griffin 
said of the recruiting effort. “The volleyball team has been 
doing okay, and the track team.. .They do well sometimes and 
then sometimes they don’t.” Robin Montgomery and Lynn Held 
will return next year on volleyball scholarships. 

The main problem in recruiting for the women’s sports has 
been in talking with athletes from out of state.

But in training it gets pretty 
boring running by yourself.” 
Which is probably why most 
distance men travel in pairs or 
trios. 

Last year, Dave Brown used 
to think of the crowd, the other 
guys running right behind 
him. But this year, “I just 
think of Goette (Bill)”. That’s 
in the hurdle races. In the 100, 
I just think of my time.” 

John Philyaw, a senior and 
a distance man. Dave Brown, 
a junior and a sprinter and 
jumper. On almost every track 
team in high school or college, 
there’s bound to be some 
rivalry between the distance 
men and the sprinters. This 


year, for Bradley, things have 
changed. 

“We need team spirit,” 
says Philyaw, which they have 
breen trying to reach through 
team meetings which the 
players hold. “We elected 
co-captains: Jim Forster and 
Dave Brown.” Philyaw feels 
the team is becoming more 
unified. 

Brown attributes the team 
unity to freshman Bill Goette, 
a fellow hurdler. “Goette 
comes into a meet with a 
winning attitude. His com- 
petive attitude helps the other 
guys.” 

Philyaw has the tall, lean 
and humble look. Along with 
helping the cross country team 
last fall, he’s done quite a bit 
for the track team. He holds 
the 3-mile and 6-mile records 
for outdoor meets and ran an 
indoor two-mile in 9:04, which 
he calls “one of my better 
races.” 

Philyaw has been sidelined 
this week with an illness but 
he hopes to be back in shape 
for the Conference meet in 
Wichita, Kan., May 18. “It’s a 
bad way to end my last 
season,” he said. 

For the past two years here 
at Bradley, he’s been running, 
in the morning on his own. He 
runs fairly hard except on the 
day before a meet. He said 


he’s ran a lot harder here than 
in high school. 

After the season Philyaw, a 
business marketing major, 
will still be running. But he 
shouldn’t be lonely as he’ll be 
running with the Illinois 
Valley Striders, a group of 
guys ranging from light 
joggers to die-hard distance 
runners. They run road races 
and against other Illinois 
clubs. 

Brown is tall and muscular 
and is from Lawrence High 
School in New York. While 
usually taking first or second 
in the 120 high hurdles, 440 
intermediates, and 100 yard 
dash, he also usually walks 
away, or rather “jumps” away 
with first place in the long and 
triple jumps. 

“In the triple jump,” Brown 
says, “I’ve been improving 
drastically. My long jump has 
been improving steadily.” 

Although Brown is virtually 
unrivaled in the field events, 
the competition gets a little 
tougher in the sprints. 
“Goette’s been pushing me in 
the hurdles and in the 
hundred, Forbes always gives 
me a tough time.” Fortu¬ 
nately, Goette, Forbes, and 
Brown are all running for 
Bradley. Forbes, however, has 
been sidelined lately with an 
injured leg.

Ah, the wheelchair races;

Walking into the main gym 
of Haussler Hall at about four 
o'clock last Friday, you 
probably would have seen 
people lying on mats or face 
down on the floor, while 
others were riding around in 
wheelchairs. 

No, Bradley University was 
not converted into a emer¬ 
gency room for a local 
hospital. It was just two events 
in the Superstars competition 
held by the intramurals sports 
program. But on the third day 
of events, it sounded as if 
many of the contestants felt 
ready for the hospital. 

“My legs are so sore I can 
hardly move," groaned one of 
the two female contestants, 
Cindy Wiviott. 

“I just hope I don’t blow 
lunch in the pool,’’ explained 
another contestant, Gary Has- 
elton, before the start of the 
100-yard swimming event. 

Finally after all ten events 
were finished, and the last 
contestant in the obstacle 
course had struggled back to a 
bench, Dick Vock and Debbie 
Smith emerged as the male 
and female superstars. 

Looking at the past winners 
of the television version of the 
Superstars, Bradley’s Super- 
stars are definately not com¬ 
parable to an O.J. Simpson or 
Bob Seagren, but on a scale of 
athletes of their own caliber, 
they were just too much. 

On the first day of competi¬ 
tion, Vock won three of four 
events and placed third in the 
other, while Smith dominated 
all four events for females. 

On the second day, Vock 
won the 50-yard dash and 
placed third in the free throw 
competition but did not enter 
the bowling event. The com¬ 
petitors have to participate in 
any nine of the ten events. 

Smith also decided not to 
enter the bowling competition 


but for a different reason. “I 
was going to bowl but I didn’t 
have enough money,’’ she 
said with a smile.

The tennis court story

At the corner of St. James 
and Underhill Streets, one 
block east of Williams Hall, 
lies an open plot of ground. 
Purchased by Bradley eight to 
ten years ago as the possible 
site of a dormitory, it now 
stands vacant. 

Plans for the dormitory have 
long since been scrapped, but 
ideas for the lot’s future have 
not died. For a while, the city 
wanted the land as part of a 
project to connect MacCarthur 
Highway and University, and 
from time to time, interested 
persons have suggested the 
land be used for tennis courts. 

Bradley may be one of the

few schools of any size, and 
certainly of those trying to 
compete on a major college 
level, that has no tennis courts 
of its own. On the campus, 
there are no courts for 
practice, matches or students 
use. 

Persons wishing to play 
tennis, athletes or students, 
must go to Bradley Park. In 
the case of wet grounds, they 
must go farther still. And in 
any case, they must pay for 
court time. 

Millikin University, located 
90 miles away in Decatur, is a 
small, private college with 
many of the same problems 
Bradley has. One problem it 
doesn’t have, however, is a 
lack of tennis facilities. 

Three hard courts, built in 
1973 at a cost of just under 
$30,000, are open year-round 
to all students. Money for the 
courts was donated by a 
member of the Millikin Board 
of Trustees with the stipula¬ 
tion that the courts be made 
readily available to the college 
community. 

The tennis team holds its 
home matches there, but must 
practice elsewhere. At Milli¬ 
kin, however, that problem is 
minimized. 

A city park located across 
the street from the school has 
almost two dozen courts, and 
the team is allowed to practice 
there daily. 

Bradley had an opportunity 
for a similar arrangement a 
few years ago, but could not, 
or would not, raise the money 
necessary for the project. 


Under the agreement, Bradley 
would have split the cost of 
three courts with the Peoria 
Park District. 

Bradley would have had 
control of the courts’ use 
during the school year, while 
the park district would control 
them during the summer 
months. 

Meinen Field was construct¬ 
ed and is used under much the 
same circumstances. 

The district is now under¬ 
taking the tennis project itself, 
with no help from Bradley. 
What would have cost the 
school $15,000 in a joint effort, 
would cost from $40,000 or 
more now—alone. 

There are financial as well 
as priority restrictions on 
Bradley building tennis courts 
anywhere. But Bradley’s ten¬ 
nis team and students are 
restricted, too. 

And in the meantime, the 
lot at St. James and Underhill 
stands empty and futureless.

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Hill: An artist's artist

Sitting at the counter of a 
local coffee shop, Dennis Hill 
leaves no special first impres¬ 
sion with his fellow customers. 
He appears typical, dressed in 
jeans, a flannel shirt and a 
fur-lined blue jean jacket. 
Nothing really unique, he 
could easily have just stepped 
off the line at Caterpillar. 

Until he pulls a sketching 
pad from his pocket and 
begins a pencil drawing of a 
customer. Until you talk to 
him and realize there is 
something special, something 
so unique it’s almost absurd 
under the image he keeps. 

Dennis Hill. Master of the 
low profile. The artist’s artist. 
“My goal is to show people 
they have a lot more ability 
than they give themselves 
credit for,” Hill said. 

For Hill, founder and 
instructor of the Bradley 
Karate Club, he works toward 
that goal through instruction 
of the martial arts. Hill started 
the club in 1971 and left in the 
fall of 1975, but returned two 
months ago to what he likes 
best — teaching. 


“I’m relieved to be back 
teaching,” said Hill, who 
describes his relationship with 
students as “one that is close, 
friendly and warm, but with 
discipline.” 

And it is that relationship — 
the closeness with discipline 
— which makes Hill so good at 
what he does. “That’s part of 
being a teacher,” said Hill, a 
Third-Degree Black Belt in 
Jiu-Jitsu and a Second-Degree 
Black Belt in Karate. 

“When I returned to the 
club, some very good things 
were being taught. But it 
suffered a bit from lack of 
attention. I feel I can spend 
more time with the mem¬ 
bers,” Hill said. “It was kinda 
good I was away because it 
caused the persons without a 
very sincere desire to stop. 

“Karate requires a lot of 
willpower and physical stam¬ 
ina. It takes the ability to 
exercise as opposed to sitting 
down and having a beer,” said 
Hill, who is a painter and 
guitarist. 

Hill sees the martial arts as 
an art which develops human 
potential to its maximum. 


“The attraction to Karate is 
physical, but the rewards are 
mental,” he explained. “I 
teach as an art form as 
opposed to crude physical 
power. The power comes from 
time and understanding with¬ 
in the art.’’ 

But what about the image of 
the art? “The arts are misused 
in the way they are presented 
to the public. The public only 
gets a small piece of the pie,” 
Hill said. “They show the 
sensational to promote. The 
real part is seldom discovered 
by the individual.” 

Hill is a representative for 
the Bushido-Wado Jiu-Jitsu 
and Karate School in Peoria, 
Morton, Nashville and Flor¬ 
ida. The Bradley Club and 
Karate classes (non-credit) 
through the College of Contin¬ 
uing Education get most of 
Hill’s attention. And he hopes 
to be able to teach the credit 
course in physical defense. 

“Right now they’re teach¬ 
ing the course out of a book,” 
Hill said. “I have to adjust as 
a teacher to the different 
classes. The continuing ed 
people are high school and

Bradley signs three recruits:

There is joy in Mudville. Mighty Joe Stowell 
has not struck out or even made an out. He’s 
just earned an intentional pass. 

Until a week ago, Bradley had two strikes on 
it. A week had passed since the date national 
letters of intent could be signed by next year’s 
freshman recruits. And Bradley hadn’t signed 
anybody. 

But late the night of April 21, BU announced 
the signing of its first recruit, Clarence Jones 
of New York City. It was followed by two 
signings this week, Robert Jenkins of Florida 
and Tom Prusator of Kewanee, Ill. 

The three successful recruiting ventures 
have made a lot of people close to the 
basketball program happy, not the least of 
which is Braves Coach Stowell. 

Stowell, who must have a successful 
recruiting year to meet one of three 
stipulations handed down by the university this 
winter, talks enthusiastically of his new 
players, talks like a man who has just been 
taken off the pressure cooker. 

“With the three recruits we’re going to have 
five new players,” Stowell said Wednesday. 
Also coming to Bradley is guard Tim Doolan 
from Black Hawk East junior college. And 
Stowell is also counting on the return of 
forward Marcel de Souza from Brazil. 

“The odds are as good as they can be that 
Marcel will be back,” Stowell said. “The 
recruiting is coming along fine.’’ 

Prusator is 6-foot-ll, the tallest player in 
Bradley history. Recruited by some other 
colleges, Prusator decided on Bradley chiefly 
because it is close to home. Kewanee is 
approximately 50 miles from Peoria. 

“We only had one true center last year,” 
Stowell said. “And that was Alex Mazeika. 
Truthfully, he didn’t play very well, but he’s 
gonna be better next year.” 

One of Prusator’s assets is his mobility and 
quickness. On the Kewanee track team, he ran 
the 100 in 10.8 and the 220 in 23.9. 

Jenkins is a 6-5 junior college transfer from 



Edison Junior College in Ft. Meyers, Fla. “He 
jumps well, he’s strong and a tough 
competitor,” Stowell said. “His style of play is 
similar to Harold McMath’s only he’s a little 
bigger.” 

Jones, from William Taft High School in 
New York, is a 6-foot-l who played next to 
All-American Artie Green. 

Doolan, a fiery playmaking guard, could not 
get into Bradley last year because of 
academics. He spent a year at Black Hawk 
East, wher he led the Warriors into the District 
V junior college playoffs in Moline. 

“He has leadership characteristics and a 
good head for the game,” Stowell said of the 
Manual graduate. “He can make things 
happen.” 

Although Doolan is perhaps not a Bobby 
Humbles, he would supplement a guard corps 
already overflowing. The Braves have Roger 
Phegley, Humbles, Danny Ruffin, Terry 
Laaker, Jones and Doolan. 

“We’ll be more balanced than ever,” 
Stowell said. “I’ll have to see the first day of 
practice. Everybody will have to re-establish 
themselves at their positions.”

Edwin B. Ehrgott, Chairman of the Bradley 
National Alumni Association, has sent the 
Scout a letter expressing his positive attitude 
toward on-campus tennis courts. The letter, 
received too late for publication, reads in part: 

“You are obviously correct in that it is 
ridiculous for a school the size and scope of 


Bradley University to not provide so much as 
one on-campus tennis court for its students. 
Certainly, the most average of high schools 
provide tennis courts for their students and yet 
Bradley seems to have completely ignored this 
most needed facility. Aside from the fact that 
tennis courts would be most helpful to the 
varsity tennis program is the even more 
important consideration of providing a needed 
recreational facility for the students at 
Bradley.” 

Ehrgott wrote that Bradley had on-campus 
tennis courts in the 1950’s, but the courts were 
removed and never replaced.

Clarence Jones, 6-foot-1, 165-lb. guard from 
William Taft High School, New York City. Signed by 
Joe Allen, he averaged 15 points, 10 rebounds and 
eight assists per game. High school coach was Don 
Adams. 

Robert Jenkins, 6-foot-5, 200-lb. forward from 
Edison Junior College, Fort Meyers, Fla. Signed by 
Joe Stowell, he averaged 15 points and 11 rebounds 
per game. He was named to the Florida All Star v 
Junior Colleg team and his junior college coach was 
Hugh Thimber. 

Tom Prusator, 6-foot-11, 205-lb. center frc 
Kewanee High School, Kewanee, III. Signed by 
Stowell, he averaged 16.7 points and 12 rebounc .g 
per game. A special mention selection on th. 
Chicago Daily News All State team, Prus^io. ^ 
becomes the tallest player in Bradley history. 
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
